When this Work was firft announced, it was propofed that it 
ihould be contained in Two Volumes. But on the arrangement of 
the great variety of matter in my hands, I have found it impofiible 
to comprife the whole within lefs than Three Volumes. 

The firft may, therefore, be confidered as the “ Radix Nobili- 
tatis.” 

The fecond, as a hiftory of thole noble families whofe honours 
having their origin by writ, the fame thenceforth became (by a 
continued fucccffion of fummons to parliament, and a regular fit¬ 
ting under them), an inheritance in fee, defccndable to heirs 
general. 

The third, as an account of perfons who, without the inheritance 
of any feudal tenure, by virtue whereof they were liable to be fum- 
moned to parliament “ ad libitum regis,” were by letters patent, 
or charter of creation, conftituted peers of the realm, with an ex- 
preffed limitation to whom, or to what heirs the title fliould 
defeend. 

The diftin&ion between the contents of the Three Volumes 
being fo particular, induces the Author to hope, that the neceffary 
enlargement of the Work will not be difapproved of by his * 
Subfcribcrs, or the Public. 
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INTRODUCTORY OBSERVATIONS 


TO THE SECOND VOLUME. 


Having, in my preface to the Firft Volume of the Dormant and 
Extind; Baronage of England, faid fo much to maintain the ufeful- 
nefs of delivering to future ages the memorable a&ions of our 
nobility, I fhall now obferve, that authors who have bent their 
minds to the ftudy of antiquities and genealogical memoirs, have 
met with fuch difeouragements, that, nothing but an innate fatis- 
fa&ion in the purfuit, and a defire to preferve the remembrance of 
famous perfons, could ever incite them to be at the labour and 
expenfe which neccflarily attend the publication of their works. 

It has, indeed, been objeded to thefe labours, that they ferve but 
to illuftratc and brighten the families they treat of, to pleafe the 
vanity of the living poflefTors of their honours; who will not, through 
a falfe pride (if they can avoid it), fuffer any of their a nee Hors to be 
mentioned, except fuch as were as confpicuous as themfelves: 
thinking it a derogation to be defceqded from perfons in low ftations, 
and not rccolleding, that by their talents and induftry, the way to 
their own exaltation was prepared. * 

a z However, 
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However, I am not confcious of having wilfully flattered any 
perfon or family, or delivered any untruth; my flatemcnts have been 
endeavoured to be warranted by the belt M.SS. and printed autho¬ 
rities. And if the accounts of fomc families are lliorter than others, 
and not fo corred, that is what in candour ought to be allowed, 
as incidental to all undertakings of lo much complexity. 

Robert Glover; Somcrfet herald, temp, queen Elizabeth, colledtcd 
’ with great judgment, the genealogies of the dukes, marquifles, and 
carls of this kingdom; which was publifhed in 1610, by Mr, 
Thomas Milles, his kinfmyn and executor. In 1619, Ralph Brook, 
York herald, fet forth the marriages and iflue of the fame nobles, 
with hiflorical notes; which were reprinted (A.D. 1622) by Au- 
guftinc Vincent, Windfor herald, with great afperity of animad- 
verfion. 

But the moil approved hiftory of the Baronage of England w r as 
written by Sir William Dugdale, in the time of Charles II. This 
great antiquarian has, however, made feveral miftakes: it being 
hardly poflible to avoid committing fome in works of this deferip- 
tion. Yet ftill it is univerfally allowed, that with all his errors, 
his work will ever maintain the pre-eminence over every other of 
the kind. Him, therefore, I have chofcn to fallow; and whoever 
will take the trouble to compare my ftatements with his account, 
will find that I have carefully obferved the mention of every great 
baron, or nobleman, of whom he has treated. Where I have de¬ 
viated from his reprefentation, I have given the authority on which 
fuch deviation is founded. In addition, I have given the arms of 
the refpedtive families, which arc unnoticed by him; I have added 
the names of thofe perfons who had ever fummons to parliament,

with the times when, and how often they were fo fummoned; a 
point of information the more eflential, as Dugdale, in his Baronage, • 
has omitted giving an account of many, whole names, ncverthelefs, 
are contained in his Lifts of Summons to Parliament. And, laftly, 

I have fupplied (from Ilolingfhcad’s Chronicles), a copy of the Battle 
Abbey Roll, or lift of the names of thofe eminent perfons who came 
over with the Conqueror. 

In the firft volume a few errors have occurred: but as it is my 
anxious wifh to render every page of this work as correal as poflible 
(notwithftanding the great labour of the undertaking), I fliall 
annex, at the end of the laft volume, a lift of fucli errors as may be 
difeovered.

This is a moft ancient barony; concerning which, much having been 
faid, that the pofleffors thereof have ever had the name and title of 
lionour, together with the poffeffion of the caftle and lordlhip, al- 
thod^h the fame have been transferred to divers families, one of them 
not being heir to the other; and for that caufc is thought to refemble 
thn caftle of Arundel, which heretofore was adjudged to conftitute the 
owner and pofleflor thereof Earl; “ ratione pofieffionis caftri, mancrii 
ct domimi de Arundel! abfque ull£ alia ratione vel creatione in comi- 
tem,” It may be neceflary to ftate, rather particularly, the nature and 
defeent of the fame. 

The caftle of Bergavenny was built by Hamelin de Balun, firft 
lord of the territory, called Over-Went, or Wentland, in Monmouth- 
fliire, in Wales, after the Norman conqueft. This Hamelin living 
through the reign of the Conqueror, and to the latter end of that of 
Rufus, and having no iffue of his body, gave his lands of Over-Went 
vqe. ii. B (in

(in wiiich was fituated his find caftle of Begavenny), to^Briaty his 
nephe^foh of his fitter Lucie, that was countefs of the Ifle. 

This Brian, by Maud his wife, heir to Wygod, of Wallingfiif^lH, 
great baron, had two Tons, who were lepers; wherefore, placing them 
m the priory of Bergavenny (which his uncle had founded), he under* 
took a voyage to the Holy Land, where he ended his days; leaving 
his lands of Over-Went, and the caftle of BerjMggpny, to Walter of 
Gioucefter, his coufin, at that time high conftabfeof England. 

The fon of Walter was *Miles, whom H^hry I. created eari of 
Hereford. By his wife, the heirefii of Brecknock, he had five fons, 
who died without iflue, and three daughters; between whom the 
whole inheritance was afterwards divided. The eldeft of thefe fitters, 
Margery, was married to Sir Humphrey de Bohun, to whofe fharc, in 
the partition, fell the honour of Hereford, and the office of high 
conftable of England; Berta, the fecond, was the wife of Sir William 
dc Broafe, who had the Iofdfhip of Brecknock, and the land of Over- 
Went, which contained the cattle and feignory of Bergavenny; Lucie, 
the third fitter, took to her hufband (Herbert Fitz*Herbert), for hei 
portion the Foreft of Dean, and other lands in England. 

Sir William Broafe, the hufband of Berta, was a man of mighty 
pofleffions before he married her; and was lord of Brembcr, in Suffcx, 
with the whole rape and caftle. The lordfhtp of Brecknock being by 
far the greateft feignory, the ftyle and title of Bergavenny was never 
ufed by him, or by his defeendants, they writing thcmfclves lords of 
Brecknock onl). 

* William, his fon and heir, was banifhed by king John; as was 
William, his eldeft fon, along with his father, 'hies fuccecded his 
brother William, and on his dcceafo, Reginald, his next brother, was 
fucctffur to him, whofe foil, William, being flain by the Wclfii, anno 
1230, his three daughters, Maud, Eve, and Eleanor, became his heirs; 
for Ifabel, the fourth, who had married David, fon of Lleweline prince • 
of Wales, had no iflue, 

Between thefe daughters the inheritance was divided; and Eve, the

It was at this time the ftyle of Bergaremiy was firft taken. for it J>*^V 


pleated Henry III. to create Sir William Cantilopc, lord Bergavemiy, Bfrgwnny. 



He depart^ this life the 38th of Henry Hi. 1250, leaving one ton tl * 
and two daughter^ whereof, Joan, was the wife of Henry lord Ha* 
filings, and Milicent, of Eudo la Zouch. 

George, the ton* Was at his father’s deccafe only about three years 
of age, and fucceeded him in lands, honour, an<f dignity; and married 
a daughter of the earl of Lincoln* but died without ilfue, whereupon 
his inheritance was divided between his two lifters, his cohcireffes; 
viz. Joan, the wife of lord Hattings, had the manors in Wales, War¬ 
wickshire, Somerfet, and Suffolk; the feat of this family was at Afion 
Cantilupe, co. Warwick; their place of burial, at the priory of Studely, 
in the fame county, to which they were great benefactors. 

And Milicent, the wife of Eudo la Zouch, had the manors in Bed-

ford, Northampton, Wilts, Devon, Hereford* Tork, Bucks r and 
Nottingham, amongfi which was the manor of Haryngwortb, in 
Northamptonlhire, which afterwards was the name of his barony. He

On the death of Henry lord Hattings, John, his fon and heir (then Hidings lord 
in his minority), was entitled to the honours of his father; who being acr S J ' cn,i y* 
a bpmn of the realm before he married the heirefs of Cantilupe* bore 
hfs own furname of Hattings, for the name of his dignity, whereby 
the title of Bcrgavenny once mote became involved and filent in that 
of another and fer five generations lay dormant in the barony of Ha¬ 
tting; and after, in, the earldom of Pembroke, created in the perfon JSS?

The male line of Ilaftings thus failing, the caftle and lordlhip of 
Bcrgavcnn), according to the couric of common law, by defeent and 
blood, pallid with other inheritances to Reginald lord Grey, of Ru- 
thyn, found by inquifltion to be next coufm and heir of the v\hole 
blood, unto John, the laft carl of Pembroke, baion Haltings, Weisford, 
and Bergavenny, 

Collins, in his Parliamentary Precedents, p. 78 (Bergavenny calc), 
f.iNs, of this Reginald Sir William Beauchamp (a younger brother to 
Thomas earl of Warwick), purchafed the caftle, manor, and lordfliip 
of Bergavenny. But Dugdale affirms, lie had them by an entail made 
on him by John de Halting*, earl of Pembroke, and was by Ri¬ 
chard II, created baron thereof by wiit of luminous to parliament, in 
the 16th year of his reign. 

This Richard, lirft of his family lord Bergavenny, married Joan, 
one of the filters and coheirs of Thomas earl of Arundel and Surrey, 
by whom he had ifluc his fueceflor, and two daughters, Joan and Eli¬ 
zabeth. 

Richard Blauchamp, next baron of Bergavenny, was created 
earl of Worccftcr, by Henry V. having well merited the fame for his 
fidelity and valour in the wars of France. Which ftill attending, he 
was at laft mortal!) wounded by a ftone from a fling, and died 10th 
Henry VI. having by his wife, Ilabcl, daughtei and heir of Thomas 
.lord le Defpenfor, an ot.ly child, Elizabeth his folc heireA; who mar¬ 
ried Sir Edward Ncvil, knight, youngeft foil of R Iph Ncvil, firft carl 
of Wdtmoroland, by Joan, daughtei of John of Ghent, duke of Lan- 
Caft<r, third fon of king 1 Iward HI. and with her carried the titles of 
Le Delpenftr and Abergavenny to the Ncvil family. But it is to be 
obferved, that altli the laid Sir Edward Nevil was ftimmoned to 
parliament as lord h rgavenny jure uxoris, he was not at that time in 
poflefiion of the caftle, being kept out in conference of an fcntail 

made 
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made by William Beauchamp, the firft lord of that name; a i/„ to 
Joau hi? wife, and the heirs male of the body of the faid William,, 
with remainder, for default of fuch iflue, to the heirs male of Thomas 
earl of Warwick, his elder brother. * 

The line, however, of Thomas, ended in a female heir: but Richard 
Nevil, earl of Salisbury (nephew of Sir Edward), having married her, 
he, in her right, was earl of Warwick, and retained the caftle of Ber- 
gavenny as parcel of her inheritance. His two daughters, and heirs, 
were Ifabcl, married to George duke of Clarence; and Anne, to Ri¬ 
chard duke of Glouceftcv afterwards Richard HI. Thefe two dukes 
* 

fucceffivcly, with like injuftice, kept poffeffion: but at length, by 
their deaths, it came into the hands of the crown, when king Hen¬ 
ry VII. On the petition of George Nevil, grandfon of Sir Edward, 
before-mentioned, was pleafed to reftore it to him as the true and 
rightful heir; declaring how wrongfully his grandfather had been dif- 
feifed. Which George Nevil!, lord Bergavenny, entailed his lands 
(for the moft part), for want of heirs male of his own body, to the 
heirs male of his brother. Sir Edward Ncvill, the remainder in fee to 
his own right heirs. His fucceflor was his fon, Henry Ncvill, lord 
Bergavenny (or Abergavenny), who left iflue an only daughter and heir, 
Mary the wife of Sir Thomas Fane, knight, who thereupon challenged 
the title of baronefs Bergavenny, againfl Edward Nevill, fon of Sir 
Edward Nevill, a younger brother (according to Dugdalc), of this lafl- 
mentioned Henry; but according to Collins, in his Parliamentary 
Precedents, p. 63, a younger brother to George lord Bergavenny, 
father to the faid Henry, as indeed appears the more corrcd and evi¬ 
dent, from the entail before-mentioned; the next heir male of this 
line, unto whom the caftle of Bergavenny was fettled, both by tefta- 
ment and ad of parliament: but the difpute was not determined 
until 25th May, ifl: James I. when after great arguments on each 
part, the title of Bergavenny was, both by judgment of the houfe of 
peers, and orders of the lords commiffionets for the office of carl 
marfhal of England, decreed for the heir male; in whole lmc the faid 

barony 
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barony is now veiled, but at prefent immerged in the higher title of 
. earl of Abergavenny. Whereupon, to give fome fatisfa&ion to the 
heir female, the king, by his letters patent (fay Dugdale and Collins), 
gi anted the dignity or barony of Lc Dcfpenfer, to her and to her 
heirs. (Vid. Defpenfer.)* 


ALDITHLEY, or AUDLEY OF HBLEGH.

This family, upon very good grounds, is imagined to be a branch 
of the ancient and noble houfe of Verdon, and to have aflumed its 
furname from the lordlhip of Aldithley; the inheritance whereof 
Nicholas do Verdon, who died about the 16th Henry III. gave to 
Henry, who ufually bore for his arms the fame ordinary as Verdon 
did; \iz. Frette', but diftinguifhed with a large Canton in the Dexter 
part of the Shield, and thereon a Crofs Patde. 

This Henry - was in great efteem with Ranulph earl of Chefter; 
enjoying by his grant, the lordfttip of Newhal, in Chcfhire; the manor 
of Aftonfield, in Staffordlhire j with various lands in other places. 
His wife was Bertred, daughter of Ralph dc Meifnilwarin; and his 
iffuc, James, his fon and heir, and a daughter, Emme, the wife of 
Griffin ap Madoc, lord of Brumfield, and a perfon of great power 
in Wales. Which 

v James was in great favour with Richard earl of Cornwall; whom 
he was prefent with, when crowned king of Almaigne. He was often 
in the wars of Wales, and Rood firm to Henry III. againft his rebel 
barons; in the 53d of whole reign, he went a pilgrimage to St James 
of Galicia ; and in the 54th into the Holy Land. After when, viz. 
the 56th, anno he broke his neck. To whom fucceeded 

3 from time of tin* adjudication, the barony of Abergavenny feems to have defended 
•only in the male line, and not to burs general, as a barony in ice, 

James, 
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James, his fbn and heir; who, the ift of Edward I. died without 
iflue, leaving Henry, his brother, to fucceed him; who did not long 
ihrvive, dying likewife without iflfac, the 4th Edward I, whofc fuc-' 
cefibr was 

William, his next brother, who enjoyed not his inheritance long; 
for the 10th of Edward I. he was Ham in a notable defeat given by 
the WeHh to the Englifh army, which loft fourteen banners, with 
many brave and noble perfons who were killed. Deceafmg alfo 
iffuclefs, 

Nicholas, his fourth brother, became the next heir: who doing Nicholas, 
his homage, had livery of his lands, and then paid £.10 for his relief * ,rftlord 
of the tenth part of the barony of Wiche-Malbanc. 

In the 25th of Edward I. this Nicholas had fummons to parliament 
amongft the barons of the realm, and was likewife in that expedition 
to Scotland with the carls of Warren and Warwick, at which time 
they obtained a great vi&ory at Dunbar. After which, about two 
years, he died, leaving by Catherine his wife (one of the daughters and 
coheirs to Maud de Longefpe, according to Dugdale; hut, according 
to Edmonion, and indeed according to the fame Dugdale, in his ac¬ 
count of the Giffords of Brimsfield,* daughter and coheir of John * v,d 
Gifford of Brimsfield, by Maud his wife, daughter and heir of Walter ° BnimheId * 
de Clifford, and widow of William de Longefpe,) « 

Thomas, his fon and heir, who married Eve, daughter and heir of 
John lord Clavering; and died without iffuc, whereby his brother 

Nicholas became his heir, who had fummons to parliament Nicholas, 
among the barons of the realm, from the 6th to the i*th b of Edward II. i>couU iord 
about which time he died; having married Joan, the widow of Henr^ 

Lacy, earl of Lincoln, and filter and coheir of William Martin, a ba¬ 
ron, who was fummoned to parliament the 33d of Edward I. by whom 
he had iffue 

* Dugdale fays, he died the 10th of Edward II. but the name of Nicholas appears u> the 
Lifts of Summons to Parliament of the 12th of Edward II, 

James, 
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Jvwj 8»uii James, the celebrated lord Audley, who fo eminently diftmgujftiecj 
, himfclf at the famous battle of Poiriers, where the trench army was 
completely defeated; and their king, the dauphin his ton, with many 
of the chief nobility of France, were taken priloners. Prcvioufly to 
the battle, this lord acquainting prince Edward with the vow he had 
nude, to be the firft in the fight, craved his. leave that he might ac- 
complifh it; to which the prince accorded: and faid, “ Sir James, 
“ God give you this day that grace to be the beft knight of all 
u others.” Ife departed accordingly, and went to the foremoft front 
of the engagement; and by hi$ extraordinary valour broke through 
the French army, caufing much daughter, but had the misfortune to 
be feverely wounded. His gallant conduct and prowefs fo infinitely 
plcafed the Black Prince, that as a teftimony thereof, he fettled upon 
him 500 maiks, per annum, of revenue, inland in England; which 
lie immediately gave to his four cfquires. The prince being made 
acquainted with the circumftance, demanded whether he liked not 
his bounty, or thought the gift beneath his acceptance. But he faid, 
they deferved the fame as well as himfclf: for without their afliflancc, 
added he, “ 1, a fingle man, could have done but little.’’ Whereupon 
the prince bellowed on him 600 marks a-year more. And here we 
are at a lofs which to admire molt; the noblenefs and liberality of the 
brave prince, in fo promptly and confiderably rewarding hik valiant 
fbldicr, or the unexampled generality of the foldier, in apportioning 
that recompencc to thofc who had fo faithfully and couragcoufly fup- 
pmtul him; thus appreciating the merits of his companions in arms 

above his own! 

< 

1 After this he continued to lerve in the wars, with equal honour to 
himfclf and glory to his country; ami died the 9th of Richard II. 

By his wife, Joan, daughter of Roger Mortimer, earl of March, he 
l«Jt a fon, Nicholas, and two daughters. Joan, the cldell, married to 
Sir John Tuchct; and Margaret, the fecond, to Sir Roger Hillary. 
By a fecond wife, Ifabcl, daughter and coheir of William Malbank, 
baron of Wich-Malb.uik, he is laid to have had another daughter,

Of this femily was alfo Ht/on np AubLEr, fether of Hugh earl of 
Gioucefter, and brother, "as presumed,, to the firft Nicholas. This 
Hugh, in the reign of 1 Ed ward I. Was employed in the king’s fervicc 
for fcveral years, and was called Hugh Senior* in diftin&iou from his 
foil, Hugh earl of Gioucefter. He was in that feme infur re ft ion in 
which his fon was concerned With Thomas earl of JL,aucaftcr, the 
15th Edward II. and was feized, arid fent prifoner to Wallingford 
caftle; but afterwards found fuch favour with the king, that he was 
not punched, like many others, for his tranfgreffion. He fet in the 
parliament of the nth and 14th Edward II.; and by his wife, Ifolda, 
widow of Walter Baiun, left iflue, Hugh before-named, and another 
fon, James. There appears alfo to have been of this family another 
branch, James; who, after the earldom terminated in heirs female, 
was fummoned to parliament, from the 8th of Henry V. to the 33d 
of Henry VI. He was feverai times in the wars of France, as his pre- 
deccflbrs had been; but further, Dugdale gives no account of him. 
It is not improbable but that he was descended from that James, who 
was, as above feid, a younger brother to Hugh carl of Gioucefter; (VId. 
the Table.)

In the time of Henry II. Philip de Estley held certain manors 
in the county of Warwick, of which his grandfather had been en¬ 
feoffed, temp. Henry I. amongft which was that of Aftlcy, from 
whence the fumame of the family was affumed. To this Philip fuc- 
ceeded Thomas, his fon and heir, who was one of the rebel barons 
againft king John. His wife was Maud, one of the filters and coheirs 
to Koger dc Camville, of Creekc, co. of Norf.* by whom he left Wal¬ 
ter, his fon and heir, father of 

Thomas, who, the 33d of Henry III. was fent with divers other 
great men into Gafcoignc; but a few years after, viz, the 47th of 
Henry III. he was one of the rebellious nobles who feized upon the 
king’s revenues in Warwickfhire and Leiccfterfhirc; and was fo emi- 
minent for his adivenefs in thofc troubles, that upon the agreement 
made the following year, wherein the king, to fatisfy the barons, 
Submitted to thofe ordinances called Provifiones Oxonii, he was the 
only man intrufted with the management of Warwickfhire; having 
the title of “ Cuftos pads.” But for.thcfe his difloyal adions, he paid 
dearly, lofing his life the year following at the battle of Evefbam, with 
Simon Montfort, earl of Leiecfter, .chief of the rebellious lords, who 
was alio there (lain. 

This Thomas lord Aftley married two wives; firft, Joan, daughter 
of Ernald de Bois, by whom he had Andrew, his fucceflbr; |nd a 
daughter, Ilabel, married to William de Birmingham, anceftor of the 
lords Athenry, afterwards earls of Louth, in Ireland*. 

His fecond wife was Edith, daughter of Peter Conftablc, of Melton 
Conftable, in Norfolk, efquire, lifter and coheir to Sir Ralph Conftable, 
* knight, 
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knight; by whom he had Thomas, Ralph, and Stephen; alfo a 
daughter, Agnes. Thomas icttled at Hill Morton; but dying without 
ifliie, left his eftate to his brother Ralph, from whom Sir Jacob Aftley, 
of Melton Conftable, is defeended. 

Andrew, fon and heir to Thomas, by his firft wife, was, by virtue 
of the decree called Di&urn de Kenilworth, put into poffcfiion of 
his father 9 eftates; and was alfo fummoned to parliament, from the 
33d to the 29th of Edward I. amongft the other barons of the 
realm. He died anno 1301, leaving two fons, Nicholas and Giles de 
• Aftley. 

Nicholas fucceedcd his father, and was alfo fummoned to parlia¬ 
ment, temp. Edward IT. in whole feventh year, attending him into 
Scotland, he, together with his brother Giles, were both taken pri¬ 
soners at the fatal battle of Bannock(bum^ near Stirling. Dying with¬ 
out iflue, his nephew, Thomas, fon of his brother Giles (by Alice, 
fecond daughter and coheir of Sir Thomas Wolvey, knight), had livery 
of his lands, 1336. 

Thomas lord Aftley, thus becoming heir to his uncle, the 10th 
Edward III. received the honour of knighthood. The next year he 
founded a chantry in the parifh church of Aftley; az^d afterwards 
procuring leave to change the chantry priefts into a dean and fecular 
canons, he built a fair and beautiful collegiate church. He was fum¬ 
moned to parliament, the 16th, «ad, and 23d of Edward III. His 
wife was Elizabeth, daughter of Guy dc Beauchamp, earl of Warwick; 
by whom he had Sir William, Sir Thomas, progenitor of the Pat- 
Ihull line, and Giles de Aftley, anceftor of the Aftlcys of Wolvey. 

William, eldeft fon of the*!aft, was the next lord Aftley. He 
had many employments under Richard II. Henry IV. and alfo to the 
6th x>f Henry VI. By Catherine, daughter of* William lord Wil¬ 
loughby, of Erclby, he bad an only daughter, Joan, who married 
Thomas Raleigh, of Famborough, in the county of Warwick, efquire; 
and, fccondly, Reginald lord Grey of Ruthyn, to whom flic was fccond 
wife; and had ilTue by him three fons: Edward; John, the fccond,

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of Barwell, in co. Leicedcr; and Robert, the thkd, of Enville, in 
Staffordfhire. 

Edward, the elded, marrying Elizabeth, foie daughter and heir of 
Henry, fon of William lord Ferrers, of Groby, became heir to the 
faid lord Ferrers; and in the zy th of Henry VI. was fummoned to 
parliament as lord Ferrers of Groby, to diftinguifh him from lord Fer¬ 
rers of Chartley, Wherefore the barony of Adley lay abforbed in that 
of Ferrers, until Sir Thomas Grey, grandfon of Edward lord Ferrers, 
of Groby, was created marquis of Dorfet by Edward IV. in the 15th 
year of his reign. He married Cecily, daughter and heir to William ’ 
lord Bonvillc and Harrington, who brought thofe honours into the 
family. 

By this lady he had Sir Thomas, his elded fon, a knight of the 
garter, and fecond marquis‘of Dorfet; who had iffue feveral fons, of 
whom Henry, the third, yet elded furviving Ion, fuccceded his father; 
and haying married Frances, elded daughter and coheir to Thomas 
Brandon, duke of Suffolk, by Mary, the French queen, fidcr to 
Henry VIII. was created duke of Suffolk; but having been unfortu¬ 
nately allured to countenance the proclaiming his daughter, the lady 
Jane Grey, to be queen, he was clofely fought after by his enemies, 
and having been difeovered fecreted in an hollow tree at his park at 
Adley, he was feized, attainted, and finally beheaded, in 1554-5. 
Thus all the honours of this unhappy duke being lod, did io remain, 
till James I. created {in the id year of his reign), Henry, fon of John 
Grey, of Pcrgo, brother to duke Hehry, baton Grey of Groby, by let¬ 
ters patent, dated July aid, 1603. * * 

Mr. Jacob fays, this Henry fuccceded to the baronies of Bonville and 
Harrington, in right^of his great grandmother, which, if the fa#, he 
was equally entitled to fucceed to the barony of Adley. But had he 
abfolutely inherited thofe titles, he would fcarcely have accepted of a 
grant by letters patent with later rank, of what he had a fair claim to 
with precedency from his ancedors. The attainder of the duke feertis to 
have mcfgcd them all in the crown, or otherwife they mud ved in the

“ The Earl of Caftlehav'en’s Bcview, or hi^ Memoirs of bis En¬ 
gagement and Carriage in the Irifh Wars.” Enlarged and corroded, 
with an Appendix and Paftfcript. |>ond. 1084. Whereby there feems 
to have been a fecond edition of the w&rk. The earl had been -much 
cenfured for his Ihare ih the Irtib rebellion, and wrote thefe memoirs 
to explain his eondud, rather than to -excufe it ; for he freely con¬ 
fers his faults, and imputes them to provocations from the govern¬ 
ment of that kingdom; to whofe rafbnefs and crucify, conjointly with 
the votes and resolutions of the Euglifh parliament, he aferibes’ the 
mafiacre. ** 

Soon "after their publication/ $he Carl of Anglc&y, lord privy feal, 
wrote to alk a copy. Lord CaftlchaVen fent him one; but denied 
the work as his. Anglefey, who had been a commiffipner in Ireland 
for the parliament, thinking himfelf afFedcd by this narrative, pub- 
lilhcd Caftlchaven’s letter, yvith obfervations and refiedions, very 
abufivc, on the duke of Ormond ; which occafioned, fit# A printed 
controverfy, and thch a trial before the privy council; the event of 
which was, that Anglefey’s firft letter was voted a fcandaloua libel, 
and himfelf removed from the cuftody of the privy feal; and that the 
earl cf Caftlehavcn’s memoirs, on which he was feveral times exa¬ 
mined, and which he owned, were declared a fcandalous libel on the 
government; a cenfure that ihejm yery little founded. ,For there is 
not a woid to authorife that featence from the council of Charles II. 
but the imputation on the lords juftices of* Charles I.; for it can 
fcarccly be fappofed the privy council would pique themfelves on vin¬ 
dicating the honour of the republican parliament! 

Thus it appeai$> the carl of Caftlehavcn, in the time of the civil war, 
was a commander, of king Charles' forces in Ireland, and a&ed again# 

Cromwell till his redadi^n of that kingdom, when he retired to Paris.

He married Elizabeth, only daughter of Henry lord Arundel, of War- 
dour; and by her had iffue two Ions, James and John Talbot, and 
two daughters; Elizabeth, d married to Philip Thickneffe, efquire, and 
Mary, who died unmarried; and deceafing 1740, was fucceeded by 
his eldcft fon James, who died unmarried, May 6th, 1769; and was 
fucceeded by his brother John Talbot, the fifteenth lord Audley, 
and the ninth and laft earl of Caftlehaven, who died in 1777, without 
iffue; when the earldom became extinft, and the title of Audley 
being a barony in fee, defeended to his nephe^w, the prefent lord, 
who has taken the name of Tuchet.

The like grant, he 
alfo had of various other conliderabie manors, and alfo of the cattle of 
Lcdcs, in Kent, in exchange for certain lands lie had purclu&d; and 
the 5th of Edward II. he obtained a grant, in fee, of the beforefaid 
cattle and manor of Chilham ; which cattle, &c. Alexander do Baliol 
potlVfled in light of Ifabcl his wife, it being of her inheritance; and 
which, by rcafon of the felony of John dc Strabolgi, earl of Athol 
(who was hanged), her fon and heir, ought to have efeheated to the 
crown on the death of the faid Alexander. But after all the great 
favours received from the king; after having been intruded with the 
government of many caftles of high importance in the kingdom, and 
employed in feveral offices of great honour, and fummoned to parlia¬ 
ment amongft the barons of the realm, from the 3d to the 14th of Ed¬ 
ward ir. he became a rebel, and joined in. the infurreftion of Thomas 
carl of Lancaster; with whom, and others, on their defeat at Borough 
Bridge, he was taken prifoner, and afterwards hanged at Canterbury, 
anno 1321. When was exhibited an horrid fecne of royal revenge; 
for at the dime time weic executed, in various parts of the kingdom, 
ninety loids, knights, and others concerned in the fame infurre&ion, 
made to check the tyranny of thofe times. His wife was Margaret, 
daughter and coheir of Thomas, third fon of Thomas, fecond fon of 
Richard dc Clare, earl of Glouccdcr, "by whom (who furvived him), 
he left lflue, Giles, hi* fon and heir, and four daughters, hereafter 
mentioned.

But the barony of Badlefmcre feettis to have been confidered as 
having devolved upon the Veres earls of Oxford; who from this period 
continued to number it among their other honours, until by the 
death of John de Vcre, the fourteenth earl of Oxford, without iflue 
male, the 18th of Henry VlII. the fame, with the other baronies in, 
fee vetted in him, fell into abeyance between lus four fitters and co¬ 
heirs ; and were fo certified the 5th of April, 1636, as will be treated 
of more particularly under the head of Oxford, (Vid. Vcre Earl of

Bardolt, file riff of Norfolk and Suffolk, temp. Henry II. And the

This Thomas 
obtained from William, brother to king Henry II. the lorclfhip of 
Bradevull; three parts of which he gave m marriage to his three 
daughters.

anfwcrcd, “ If he perifhed, they did not with to live!'* A noble*con¬ 
fidence in their commander, and fpecimcn ot the fpirit of our anc Hors,.

But thofc heal* fubfiding, he tofc again 
into power, and wa* intrufted with fevcral high employments, and 
was detfed a kmght of the garter.

Elizabeth, daughter of William lord Willoughby, of Eufby, by whom 
he had ilTue, as faid,* a younger fon; from whom defeended tin 
Beaumonts of Wetlncfbury, in coin. Staff, and 

Joins, hU fon and heir, who was only four years old at his father’- 
death; but the i)th of Henry VI. making proof of his age, had livery 
of the lands of his inheritance, He was in great favour with that 
king, under whom he bore the moft honourable employments: was 
made a knight of the garter; alfo earl of Botomc, by letter* patent, 
dated 2;th July, 14th Henry VI. and, moreover, in confidoratton of 
his great merits and cfpecial iemccs, was advanced to the honour of 
a vifrpunt, by other letters patent, bearing date 12th February, i8tb 
Henry VI. being the firft perfon ever dignified with that title in 
England. 

Furthermoic, the 23d of Henry Vi. he had another grant to him- 
fell, and the heirs male of his body, of place and precedence above 
all viicounts thenceforth to be created, and to take place next and 
immediately unto eatb, in all parliaments and public meetings. Hav¬ 
ing been thus raifed to higher honours than any of his anceftors had 
before borne, he was not unmindful of the gratitude he owed to that 
prince, who had fo highly favoured him; wherefore, in his cattle 
ngainft the houfe of York, he bravely adventured his life, and was flam 
in the battle of Northampton, 38th Henry VI. His wife was Eli/i- 
beth, foie daughter and heir of Sir William Philip, lord Haidoll ;* bj 
whom he had iflue a fon, Henry, who died in his lifetime, S. P. Wil¬ 
liam, his fuevcfToi; and an only daughter, Joanc, who mairicd John 
1 ml Lovel, of Tichmcrfh. Which 
William adhering to the Lancaftnan intcrelb, participated in the 
hard fate which befcl that family. For b< ing taken priloncr at Tow- 
ton Field, ifl Edward IV. he was the lame year attainted, and divers 
vol. ir. G of 
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of his manors given to the lord Haftings. But after king Henry VII. 
obtained the crown, he was rcitored again, and his attainder wholly 
reverfed ill Henry VII. in which year he had iiimmons to parliament, 
by the title of “ Williehno viceeomiti Beamond and lived long 
after, vi/. to the 23d of that reign,' 5 

Tic w*is twice married; lirft, to Elizabeth, daughter of Richard 
Scroope; and, feeondly, to Joanc, daughter of Humphrey Statford, 
duke of Buckingham, but had no idue by either; whereupon hifto- 
riatw and antiquarians relate, that Francis vifcuunt l^ovel (his nephew), 
had he been at that time living, and not attainted, would have been 
his heir for the barony of Beaumont; but he dying S. P. and his 
attainder never being reverfed, his fillers could inherit nothing from 
him. 

But here it is needfary to remark, that as by reafon of their bro¬ 
ther s attainder, Joane and Fridifwkle, the fillers of the fakl Francis 
vifeount Lovel, could not inherit any thing from him, yet as they 
were not entitled to the faid harony of Beaumont through him, but 
through their mother Joane, daughter, and at length heir, of John, 
firlt vilcount Beaumont, the faid attainder could not operate to debar 
them of that honour to which they were entitled ex parte mate mu 
Thus, if a man Icifed of lands in fee, hath two Ions, the elddl i: 
attainted, and then the father Seth, the king fhall have the land, and 
not the younger, for the attainder of the elder is an impediment; but 
if the elder had died before the father, then the younger Ihould have 
had the land by defeent; for be is hc«r to the father and not to the 
brother. Dyes, 274. pi. 40-41. 

So, if this rule holdctli, the laid daughters Wv.rc heirs by dcfccnl to 
their lather as well as to their mother, and the barony in fee, as fuch,

Whethfr avarice or ambition may have the greatest fway o\or 
the human paflions, i> difficult to fay. The celebrated Unman poet, 
Virgil, finely defenbes the power of avarice:

Bt this point, however, determinable as it may, it is related, that 
Walier Bee, although pofleffed of a fair inheritance in Planchis, 
could not withd.ind the temptation which the fpod of England field 
out to ail lhole who ffiould follow the fortune of the Norman duke, 
in hisnivalion of England, whom he accordingly accompanied; and 
as a reward, obtained of his gift the manor of Ere’fby, in the county 
of Lincoln, and divers other lordlhips. 

Tin. Walter mamed Agile's, the daughter and heir of Hugh, the 
fo»i of Pmeo, commonly called Hugh Dapifer, and had iffuc by hci 
hvf finis. viz. Hugh, Henry, Walter, John, and Thomas; hut Hugh, 
the elded, dying without idue in his return from the Holy Land, and 
Henry, his brother, being a perfbn of weak underdandmg, his two 
other brethren, viz. Walter and John, fhared the inheritance; Tho¬ 
mas, the younged, having all the churches which were of thni 
patronage. 

W ilter had idue Henry, who was the father of Walter, after¬ 
wards condable of Lincoln eadle. But Henry had iifue Walter, hi* 
ion, who married Eva, niece of Walter de Grey, archbifhop of York; 
and was father of 

John, who, the 7th of John, paid a fine to that king, for liberty 
to marry the widow of William Bardolph. His fucccffor was another 

XIenry, 
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Hfary, who married Haw iff, filler of Thomas de Multon, and 
was fuceculed by another Walter, wlio had iffiie three Tons; John 
Anthony, the famous bilhop of Durham j and Thomas, bilhop of St. 
DaudV Which 

John, the 23d and 2*th Edward I, was fummoned to parliament 
amongft the ban ms of the malm; and died the 31ft of the fame reign, 
leaving

of Sir William dc Willoughby; Margaret, of Sir llichard Harcourt, 
anceftor of the carls Harcourt); and Mar). But the hid Walter 
dying without lfiuc, Hubert, fon of the faid Alice, and John, the ton 
of Margaret (hi? fillers), became his* next heir?. 

From this account, however, by Dugdale,Collins in his Parliamen¬ 
tary Precedents, p. 16, vciy much differs For in the cafi of Riohatd 
Beitn., cfquire, claiming the barony of Willoughby of Erefby, lie thus 
recites: viz. 

“ For the barony of KrCfby, it is plain, that the dignity is annexed 
** to the manor of Erefby, after the manner of the ancient baronies and 
'* after the manner of Arundel caftle. And that the lime manor hath 
“ more knights, fees thereunto belonging than is requifite for a barony, 
“ may appear in accompts and old inquifitions, m which diver, ma~ 
“ nors, as members of the faid chief head of the barony, are named 
“ and rehearfed. Winch came unto Walter Beke, by the right of 
“ Agnes his wife, daughter and heir to lord Hugh Dapifcr. Alfo long 
<s after, another Walter Beke, defer nded of the form *r Walter, having 
“ three daughters, and no Ions; and matching one With Robert Wil- 
“ lougl.by, conveyed in hi? lifetime tlie manor and barony to the faid 
“ Robert, by fpecial conveyance, to come prelcntly and immediately 
" to him lifter the death of the find Walter; whereby the find Robert 
u was loid of Erefby, and the tenuie of the head manor of the bare ny, 

“ that i, to fay, of FreHiy, proveth that the dignity is annexed thcre- 
“ unto. For the ft1 v ,c < of Dapifer, by words in ancient charters and 
ft offices, is exprefi. 1 ) appointed to be done by the baron of Erefby 

“ himfelf. 
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** himfelf, until by compofition it was agreed and permitted, that it 
“ might be executed either by his Ton and heir apparent, or by another 
“ deputy, at the Icaft in degree a knight. So that the gift of the 
« barony was granted in the Conqucft time, upon the honour of the 
« fervicc to he done by the perfon of a baron, to have continuance for 
<* ever." (Vnl. Willoughby of Ercfby.) 

BuHbefoie we entirely leave this family, it may be worth while to 
fay lomething of Asthonv dj; Bek, the bifhop of Durham; who 
wa* .1 man of vaft power and wealth, and by that means obtained of 
the pope the patriarchate of Jerufalem, and of the king the principa¬ 
lity of the Iflc of Man ; and had fo gre.it a command, that Stow i\iy s, 
in the battle of Falkirk, fought by Edward I. againfl the Scots, there 
were uo Icis than thirty-two of his banners in the arnu. lie died 
March 1310; and was buried in the cathedral at Durham, before 
the high altar, being the firfl bifhop that prefumed to lie in the 
church, on account of the interment of the holy St. Cuthbert. And 
fo iuperltitious were they then, that they dared not to bring him in at 
the doors, but broke a hole in the wall, to bring him in at the end of 
the church, which is f«xid to be yet vifible.

Bryan, whofe chief feat was in the Marches of Wales; and who at 
the battle of Lewes, was on the part of Simon Mont fort, and hi& 
rebellious adherents; but ibortly after made ids peace, and returned 
to obedience. This Guy man led Eve, (ole daughter and heir of Henry 
Traci, and died 35th Ed wand I. leaving' 

Guy, his fon and heir; who, the 4th of Edward III. was governor 
of the cattle of Ifavcrfortf, but afterwards, as it is related, proved a 
lunatick. On fome differences having taken place between this Guy 
and Guy on, his fon and heir, it feems they were pacified by the alien t 
of Wenthlian his wife; and, moreover, an agreement made, that the 
barony of “ Qhajlel-IFuhoeyn ,'’ Jfliould remain to young Guojon, and 
his heir% upon condition, that he fhould be obliged to prefer his two 
fitters out of the revenues thereof; as alfo, that £. 200, which Joan 
ile Carru was bound to pay him the faid Guv, for the marriage of his 
fon Guyon, fliould be paid to Cuyon towards the marriage of thofe 
hi', fitters: and beeaufe the faid Guy was not in his perfect fenfes th: 
barony fhould remain in the king’s hands, and livery thereof be made 
to Guyon in performance of thofe covenants. 

This Guyon, thus inverted in the barony of “ Chajlet-Wai- 
U'eyny" the 15th Edward 111 . was governor of St. Brktvcl’s Cattle, 
and warden of the foieft of Dene, in com. Clone, and for fcveral

His 
geography and htftory led to the iatcreft of other princes, and his ex¬ 
perience to his own. Hie (kill in mod ^languages helped him to 
underftand others; and his refutation to ufe only his own, to be 
referved himfclf. In two points he Was very fcrupulous; firft, in his 
commiffioti; fooond, in his forvants; whom he faid, he always found 
honed enough, but feldom <juick and reforved. In two points, alfo, 
he was very careful; viz. firft, the time and humour of his addrefTcs; 
fecond, the interefts, inclinations, and dependencies of favourites. A 
grave and ftcady man, every thing obferving, but offered with no¬ 
thing; keeping as great a diftanee between his looks and his heart, 
as between his words and his thoughts.

Summons to parliament, the 24th Edward III. and in fevcral other 
parliaments. He departed this life the 6th of Richard II. leaving 

Hugh, bis fon and heir; who being one of the favourites of that 
unfortunate king, was deemed among# his evil counfcllors, and ba- 
mlhed the court However, upon the depofal of Richard II. he 
became popular; and by Henry IV. was made governor of fcvcral 
eaftles He had fummons to parliament, from the 7th of Richard II. 
to the 8th of Hairy V. mclufne, when he died; leaving Joice, the 
wife of Thomas Erdmton, junior; Margaret, of Edmund Hungciford; 
and Catherine, afterwards married to Sir John RatclilFc, *knight, his 
granddaughters and heirs; viz. daughters of Edward Burnell, his fon 
(by Alice, daughter of Thomas lord Strange b who died in his lifetime. 
His wife Joice, daughter of John, fon and htir of John lord Bote¬ 
tourt, is faid to have died without iffue. Dugdale, Tom. II. p. 47. 
When (ore Edward, the fon of this Hugh lord Burnell, mu# have 
been by another wife; of whom Dugdale makes no mention, if the 
other #atemcnt be correct. But Morant, in his Hiftory of Effcx, 
Vol. II. p. 9 2, recites, that by Joice his wife, daughter of John Bote¬ 
tourt, the faid Hugh lord Burnell, had his only fon, Edward. But 
Collins, in his Parliamentary Precedents, p, 115, makes the faid Hugh 
Burnt 11 to be the father of the three daughters, whom he names thus: 
Jocofd, wife of Thomas Edington; Margery, of Edward Hungerford; 
and Paterina, of John Talbot. 

As in the inftance of this barony, it may feem rather #range that 
the iifue of the fecond hulband of Maud Burnell, by John Handlo,

John de Cheulton, by the gift of Edward II. married Hawife, 
the lifter and heir of Griffin ap Owen, otherwife Griffin de la Pole, 
by reafon of his refidence at Pole, commonly called Welfli Pole, in 
com. Montgom. and amongft other lands in her right, poffcflcd the 
lordfhip of Powis. He was chamberlain to the king, and ferved often 
in the wars of Scotland; was alfb conftituted juftice of Ireland, and 
was greatly cftcemed for his prudence and valour. He died the 27th 
of Edward III. having been fummoned to parliament, from the 7th 
of Edward II. to the 27th of Edward III. inclufive. To him fuc- 
ceeded 

John, his fon and heir, who was chamberlain to Edward III. and 
attended the Black Prince in the wars of Gafcoignc.

Tins noble family took its furname from Clifford Caftle, in Hcre- 
fordfhire, built by William Fitz-Ofl>orn, carl of Hereford, temp. Wil. 
Conq. being given in marriage to Walter, fon of Richard Fitz-Poncc, 
with Margaret, daughter of Ralph dc Toney, a defeendant from the 
laid Fitz-Ofborn; which Richard was fon of William earl of Arques 
and Thouloufe, in Normandy, fecond Ion to Richard duke of Nor¬ 
mandy, and was furnamed Pons, from an iflaiul called Ponor; and 
had by Maud his wife, three ions: firil, Simon, founder of the ptioiy 
ol Clifford, in co. } feref; fccondly, Walter who, refiding at Clifford 
Caftle, took his name from thence; and, thirdly, Richard. 

Walter had iffue- two Tons: \iz. Walter and Richard (from 
whom the Cliffords, lords of Frampton, in the county of Gloucdlcr, 
ciefecnded m a dired. line for fifteen or fixteen defeents, nil at length 
it fell to a daughter and heir, fMaiy, who died without iffuc; but 
ber father’s younger brother was father of Anthony Clifford, the pof- 
feifor of Frampton, in 1648); alf'o two daughters, viz. Rolamond, 
and Lucia, married, firft, to Hugh de Say, of Richard’s Caftlc; and, 
fecondly, to Bartholomew de Mortimer. Rofamond was the cele¬ 
brated concubine of Ifenry II. by wliom flic was mother of William 
Longefpee, carl of Saliibury. She was alfo that beautiful lady, for 
w'hom the fame king built the famous labyrinth at Wodeffock, where 
he kept her, lo that lhe could not be found by his jealous queen; and 
gave her a cabinet of fuch cxquifite workmanfhip, whereon the 
lighting of champions, the moving of cattle, the flying oi birds, 
and the fwimming of fillies, were fo admirably reprefented, that they 
feemed as if they were all actually alive. On her deceafe, flic was 
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buried in the chaptcr-houfe of the nunnery at Godftow, with thib 
epitaph*

Walter, fon and heir of Walter dc Clifford, by Margaret bis wife 

beforementioned. This Walter fuccccdcd his father, and married

Agnes, foie daughter and heir to Roger de Cundy (lord of the manors 
of Covenby and Glenthara, <o. Lino, b) Alice his wife, lady of 
Horucaillc, fide daughter and heir of William dc Chcyney, lord oi 
the aforefaid manors, temp. Will. Conq.), by whom he had ifluc, 
Walter, Roger, Giles, and Richard; whereof 
Walter, the xyth of Henry III. adhering to the cnrl of Pembroke, 
and other nobles, againft the king, was outlawed, but was after rc- 
ftored, and received into great favour with the king. He died the 
48th of Henry III, leaving by Margaret his wife, daughter of Lcweljn 
prince of Wales, one daughter and heir, Maud; married, firlt, to

Roger, his only fon and heir; who, by the countefs of Lorain, Iff 
wife, had iffue Roger, his only fon, who was flain in a fkirmifh with 
the Wellh in his lifetime; and by Ifabelta his wife, daughter and 
coheir of Robert dc Vipount, lord and h^e-Jitary fheriff of Weffmore- 
land, had iffue John, who died in his lifetime; Robert, lucccffor to 
his grandfather; and a daughter, idonea, wife of Henryk d Percy.

Robert, the 13th of Edward T. being found coufin and heir to 
Ralph de Gaugi, baron of Sldmouih, paid his relief, and had livery of 
the lands of that inheritance, hi the 25th of Edward I. on the death 

of 
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of Richard Fitz-John (a gfeat baron in Effex), as fun ot Ifahel, 
daughter and coheir of Robert de Vipount, by Iftbcl his wife, filter 
and coheir to Richard Fitz-John, he was found to be one ot the 
coufins and next heirs of the fame Richard Fitz-John. Having been 
often in the wars of Scotland, and filled many high offices, he was at 
length unfortunately flain at the difaftrous battle of Bannockburn; 
where the Scots fo completely defeated the Englilh army, the 7th of 
Edward II. 

This Robert was the firft of the family who had fummons to par¬ 
liament, after the adoption of that mode of creating peers; in which 
he fat in all the parliaments, from the 28th of Edward I. to the 7th 
of Edward II. inclufive. His wife was Maud, daughter and coheir 
to Thomas, fecond foil to Richard de Clare, carl of Gloucefter; by 
whom he had iffue, his fucceflbr 

Roger, who being in the infurredtion of the earl of Lancafter, wa> 
taken prifoner at Burrough Bridge, and afterwards executed at York. 
He had been fummoned to parliament in the 13th and 14th of Ed¬ 
ward II. in which laft year he died, as before obferved, unmarried. 

Robert, the next brother, was therefore his heir. He was of the 
fame party as his brother Roger had been; but iif^thc 4th of Ed¬ 
ward HI. the king, by adt of parliament, pardoned all thofe who were 
adherents of the earl of Lancafter. He died the 18th of Edward III. 
leaving, by Ifabet his wife, daughter of Maurice lord Berkeley, four 
Ions ; m vu. Robert, Roger, John, and Thomas, from whom defeended 
Richard Clifford, btfiiop of Worceftcr, afterwards tranflated to Lon¬ 
don; made a cardinal, and nominated for the papacy, but himfelf 
named cardinal Columna, whp was thereupon immediately eledted. 
This Ifabel, baronefs de Clifford, being left a widow, bequeathed her 
manfion houfe, in St. Dunftan’s parilh, Fleet Street, to the ’prentices

Robert ftjcceedcd his father, and jferved in the battles of Creffy 
and Poittticrs, fo eminently glorious to the Englifh, while very young; 
for he died under age, about the 24th of Edwaid III. His wife was 
Euilmia, fitter to Ralph Nevil, ttrtt carl of Wettmorcland. But hav¬ 
ing no iffue, 

Roger, hia brother, became his heir, who was one of the wardens 
of the Scotch marches, as feveral of his progenitors had before been. 
He was alfo a man of much gallantry and valour, and often in the 
, wars of France and Scotland; a lover of building, and took great care 

to repair the ancient cattles, the feats of his anc< ttors; and having been 
fummoned to parliament repeatedly, from the 31ft of Edward III. to 
the 12th of Richard II. died the 13th of the fame reign, leaving, by 
Maud his wife, daughter of Thomas Beauchamp, carl of Warwick, 
* ftu-rfThomas, his foil and heir, and two daughters; viz. *Maiy, married 
bemfur to Sir Philip Wentworth, of Wentworth Wodchoufe; and Margaret, 
mentioned ’ to g. f j 0 j )n Belton, knight. (But in addition to thefe, Edmonton 
gives a third daughter, Catherine, married to Ralph Baron, of Grey- 
ftock), and alfo two other fons; viz. William, fecond fon, who 
v«J Batdolf. married Anne, daughter and coheir of Thomas lord Bardolf, and died 
S, P. 1419; and Sir Lewis Clifford, third fon* anceftor of the Barons 
Clifford, of Chudlcigh. 

Thomas, fon and heir of Roger, was in his youth much at court, 
and in great favour with Richard II. anti fomewhat wild and extra¬ 
vagant; for he was one of thefe* that weie banittied th* court by 
.authority of parliament, in the year 138;. He was, however, expert 
ui military affairs, and famous for his exercifc iu dec U ot arms; he 
had fummom to parliament, the 13th, 14th, and 15th of Richard II. 
( n‘my ^ut ^ y caf » ’ n A *wcr of his youth, being fcarcely 

Hun niNV thirty years old. His wife was Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas lord 
Imnb'and Bofs, ot Hamldkc, by whom he had John, his fucceffor, and a daugh- 
VnuV^i tef » Maud ( or Matilda); who married, lirtt, Richard earl of Cam¬ 
bridge ; 
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bridge; and after, John N^vil, lord Latimer; and lived to a Very 
great age. 

Jo bn, the next lord Clifford, when he grew up, was highly fa¬ 
voured by Henry V. by reafon of his lame for deeds of arms, and the 
eftimation of his conduct and experience in warlike affairs, and was 
made a knight of the garter.

Thomas, fon and heir of John lord Clifford, was in minority at his 
father s death, but on arriving at years of maturity, as is evident from 
Hollingfhead, Stow, and other chroniclers, did brave ferviec as a com¬ 
mander , and in the civil wars of that age, with much courage and 
a&ivcnefs, took part with Henry VI, againft Richard duke of York, 
and was unhappily flam in the firfl battle of St. Albans, He married 
Joan, daughter of Thomas lord Dacres, of Gillcfland, and by hci had 
ilfue, four Tons and five daughters; viz. John, his fon and heir; Roger, 
who married Joan, daughter and coheir of Thomas Courtney, earl of 
Devon ;f Robert, who married Anne, daughter of William Berkeley, vid^Comt- 1 ' 
by whom he had lfliie, from which lineally defeended George Clil-. ne ?* 
ford, of Lmcolnihire, whofe wife was Urfula Digby; and had a 
daughter of the fame name; Thomas, who was a brave man, and died 
S.P. temp. Henry VII. Of the daughters, Elizabeth, married Robert, 
eldcft fon of Sir William Pfompton, when but fix or feven years old; 
but he dying before foe was twelve, foe married William, brother to 
the faid Robert, Maud married Sir Thomas Harrington, and after-

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wards Sir Edward Dudley, knight; and h) both of thefe hufbands had 
iffue. Alice married, firft, Sir Richard Tcmpcft, knight; and after, 
Sir Richard Corners, knight; to both pf whom ftie had iflue. Joaae 
was wife of Sir *Simon Mufgrave, of Hartley Caftlc, from whom is 
defended the baronet family of that name; and Margaret, of Sir Ro¬ 
bert Carr, of Slefoid, in Liucolnlhire. 

John, the next lord Clifford, like his father, was a flrong Lancaf- 
trian, and a commander at the battle of Wakefield, where the royal 
party prevailed; and the duke of York was flain, and Richard earl ot 
Salisbury taken prifoner, and afterwards beheaded. But not content 
with this yiftory, the lord Clifford having difeovered young Edmund 
earl of Rutland, third Ion of the (aid duke of York, he furioufly {tab¬ 
bed him to death; which barbarous aftion rendered his name deteft- 
able on both Jides. This, however, was done, as he alleged, in 
revenge for his fathers death, who had been {lain before by Rutland's 
father. But it was not long after before he himfclf was killed, by an 
hcudlcA arrow, at the battle of Towton, the ift of Edward IV. For 
having put off his gorget, either through pain or heat, it penetrated 
his throat, and he died immediately. It is remarkable, that he, his 
father, grandfather, and great grandfather, all died in the wars; the 
two firft at home, and the latter two abroad. His wife was Margaret, 
daughter and heir of Henry Bromflcte, baron of Vefcy, who brought 
with her that title to the Clifford family, by whom he had iffue, 
Henry; Richard, ilain in the Netherlands; and fSir Thomas Clifford, 
who married Ellen, daughter and coheir of John Swarby, of Bracken- 
burgh, in Lincolnshire; and a daughter, Elizabeth, mamed to Sir 
.Robert Alke, from whom defeended the Afkes of Yorkftiirc, and the 
lord Fairfax, of Denton, in the lame county. 

Henry was fucceffor to his father; but the houfc of York pre¬ 
vailing, lie was, when about feveo years old, difguifed in the mean 
habit of a fhepherd’s boy, to prevent his falling into their hands: for 
the memory of his father was fo odious to them, that had he been 
difeovered, they would have revenged with his blood, the death of the 

young 
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• yot^g earl of Rutland, murdered as beforemcntioncd, In this manner 
. he lived, deprived of his lands and honours, for the fpace of twenty- 

four years, without any education, even (as,is faid),‘ fo much as learn¬ 
ing to write, for fear of difeovery; but in the ifl m Henry VII. the 
Lancaffrian intereft having again prevailed, he was reRored in blood 
and honours to all his baronies, lands, and caRles, by an a<R, entitled, 
u An ad for reRoring Henry lord Clifford, &c.” He was afterwards, 
in the reign of Henry VIII. a principal commander in the great vic¬ 
tory obtained over the Scots at Flodden Field, where the king of 
Scotland was Rain, It is related of him, that when called to parliament 
he behaved nobly and wifely ; but otherwife leldom came to London 
or the court, but delighted to live in the country, where he repaired 
his caRles, which had fallen into decay during the late troubles, He 
died the 15th of Henry VIII. 

He was twice married; firR, to Anne, daughter of Sir John St. 
John, of Blctfo, by whom he had three Tons, viz. Henry • Sir Thomas 
Clifford, who married Lucy, daughter of Sir Anthony Brown, knight, 
and died S. P.; and Edward; and four daughters, according to Dug- 
dale, Edmonfon, and others ; viz. Mabel, wife of William Fitz- 


William, earl of Southampton; Eleanor, of Sir Ninian Markenfield; 
Anne, of Sir Robert Metcalf; but Edmonfon fays, firR of Robert 
Clifton, and, fccondly, of Metcalf; Joarr, of Sir Ralph Bowes, from 
whom defeended the family of that name in Yorkfhire. But Nicholfon 
and Burnc, in their HiRory of Cumberland and WeRmorcland, Vol. I. 
p. 2, 87, add another daughter, Margaret, married to Cuthbert, fon 
and heir of Sir Edward Ratcliff, of Corington, in Northumberland; 
on whofe marriage Derwentwater was fettled, and her portion was • 
£.500. His fecond wife was Florence, daughter of Henry Pudfey, 
of Barfoot, in the county of York; by whom he had three fons, who 
died young, and a daughter, Dorothy, who married Sir Hugh Low- 
ther, whofe grandfather, Sir Hugh, was he who married Anne Threl- 
keld, daughter of Sir Lancelot Threlkeld, by Margaret, baronefi Vcfcy, 
and widow of John lord Clifford, father of the laid Henry. 
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IIkx k x , cldcll fan By the firft wife, Anne St. John, was the ^ext 
lord. Clifford; and the 17th of Henry VIII. was, by letters patent, 
created carl of Cumberland, to him and his heirs tjialc. He was cm- t 
ployed in till the armies fent into Scotland in the faid king’s reign, 
and ever behaved himfelf nobly and valiantly. He was one of the 
moft eminent lords of his time, for noblcnefs and gallantry, through 
which he wafted fome part of his eftate. He was twice married:

he had no HTuc; and, lecondly, to Margaret, daughter of Henry Percy, 
earl of Northumberland, by whom he had two fons; viz. Henry, and 
Sir Ingelram Cliftord, w ho married Anne, daughter and heir of Sir 
Henry Ratcliffe,* and had iftuc only two daughters, who died in their 
infancy. Edmonfon mentions a third fon, Thomas; alfo four daugh¬ 
ter?; viz. Catherine, wife, firft, of John lord Scroope, of Bolton,f 
and afterwards, of Sir Richard Cholmeley;“ Maud, of John lord Co¬ 
mers, of Hornby, ro. York; Elizabeth, of Sir Chriftopher Metcalf, of 
Napper, in Yorkihirc; and Jane, of Sir John Huddlcftonc, of Milium 
Caftle, in co. Cumb. knight. Dcceafing at Skipton Caftlc the 34th 
of Henry VIII, he was fuccceded by his eklcft fon 

11 r n r y , fccond earl of Cumberland, who, at the coronation of 
queen Anne Bullui, wa> made a knight of the bath. He Iccms to 
have wafted a part of his eftate ; and in the latter end of his time, to 
have retiied and li\cd a country life. Walpole, in his Catalogue of 
Noble Authors, juft notices him ; and lays, he has but little claim to

of Bojton ;** and which, with the book itfelf, were preferved in Mr. 
Thorefby* mufeum at Leeds. He was twice married; firft, to Ele¬ 
anor Brandon, niece of king Henry VIII. by whom he had three 
children; viz. Henry and Charles, who died infants; and an only 
daughter, Margaret, who married Henry earl of Derby, His fceo/id 
wife w 7 as Anne, daughter to William Lord Dacres, of Gillcfland, by 
whom lie had two fons, George and Francis; and three daughters; 
Frances, wife of Philip Lord Wharton; and Mary and Eleanor, who 
both died young. On bis deccafc, the i2fh of queen Elizabeth, 
George, his eldcft fon, was his fucceffor; at that time under ages 
but who afterwards became particularly eminent. The ftudy of ma¬ 
thematics being his principal delight, inclined him to lea voyages and 
navigation, in which employment he greatly excelled; for he undertook 
eleven or twelve expeditions, wherein he did great fervicc with honour 
to himfelf, and damage and difgrace to the enemies of his country. 
He was a man of great quickncfs of wit, and a&ivity of body; with 
an affable difpofition. In the art of tilting, he furpaffed all the nobles 
of his time: which, with horfe racing, ihooting, and other expenfm* 
exercifes and recreations, next to his fea voyages (which were moflly 
at his own coft), made him difpofe of his lands; whereby it was 
obferved, that he confumed more of his dlate thau any of hi? 
anceftors. 

He died in 1605.° His wife was Margaret, daughter of Francis earl

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of Bedford, by whom he had two fons, who died young, and a daugh¬ 
ter, Anne, married, firft, to Richard Sackvillc, lord Buckhurft; and, 
fecoadly, to Philip Herbert, carl of Pembroke. Wherefore, leaving no 
male ilTuc farming, the earldom of Cumberland devolved upon his 
brother 

Francis, who became the fourth earl of Cumberland of his 
family. lie was a knight of the bath, having been lb made by 
James I, when his fan Charles was created duke of York. He mar¬ 
ried GriffeJ, daughter of Mr, Thomas Hughes, of Uxbridge, and 
widow of Edward Nevil, lord Abergavenny, by whom he had fcvcral 
children; viz. George, who died an infant; Henry, bis fucccffor; 
Margaret, married to Sir Thomas Wentworth, afterwards carl of 
Strafford; and Frances, to Sir Gervafe Clifton. And deccafmg in 

Henry, his eJdcft farviving fan, was the next earl, and the laft of 
this ancient houfe. He married Frances, only daughter ol Robert 
Cecil, earl of Sahfbury; and had feveral children, who died young, 
excepting Elizabeth, who became his fale farviving daughter and heir; 
and mairied Richard carl of Cork, in Ireland, and Burlington, in 
England; which Richard, by letters patent, was created lord Clifford, 
of Launjfborough, 1644. And the faid Henry carl of Cumberland 
departing this life without iffuc male, in 1643, the title became 
extin<$. 

But on the death of George earl of Cumberland, the barony oi 
Cliffoid, it is confidered, did properly remain with his daughter Anne;

whote only child, Edward lord Coke, dying in his, and his mother’s 
lifetime, without iffue, the barony of Clifford, on the deceate of the 
faid Margaret, in 1775, was allowed to the family of Southwell; who 
now poffels it by reafon of their defeent from Catherine, eldcft fitter 
of Margaret, counted of Leicetter and baronefs Clifford; as reference 
to the Table of Defeent will more particularly explain. 

But before we conclude our account of this noble family, it may 
not be unentertaining to relate the following curious particulars rela¬ 
tive to their burial place, taken from Whitaker’s Hittory of the Dean¬ 
ery of Ciaven t in com. Ebor,* viz.

In the time of queen Elizabeth, Henry Compton (anceftor to 
the prefent carl ot Northampton), a perfbn, according to Camden, in 
his Hiftory of the Reign of that illuilrious and renowned Princets, “ of 
fine wit and fblid judgment/* was fummoned to parliament as baron 
Compton, of Compton, the 8th of May, 14th Elizabeth, 1575;

Previously to becoming baron's of the realm, notable mention is 
made of tbi* family, as of Ralph de Cromwell, who, 17th of 
king John, adhered to tin* rebel barons of that age; after whom was 
another Ralph, who married Margaret,* one of the fitters and coheirs 
to Roger de Soniery, baron of Dudley, and the 55th of Edward I.

The creation of this Humphrey Bourchi^cto the title of Cromwell, is 
made by Cdllins, p. 224, a precedent to fhew, where there have been 
coheirs to a barony by writ, that the honour hath been fometimes 
allowed to the iftuc of the youngeft daughter. 

In the ftatement of the death and burial of the faid Humphrey 
Bourchicr, lord Cromwell, made by Dugdale, the fir ft to have occurred 
at the battle of Barnet, and the other at Weftminfter Abbey; there 
feems as if he were miftaken for Humphrey Bburchier, fon and heir 
of John Bourchicr, lord Berners, who was there ftain in his father’s 
lifetime, and buried in St Edmund’s chapel, in the laid Abbey, with 
the following iufeription on his tomb:

In refpeft further to this barony of Cromwell ' f Tatfliall, it has 
. been oMervcd, that Mattel, cldcft daughter o r Sir Richard Stanhope, 
by Maud his wife, lifter and*hcir to Ralph lord Cron .veil, to her firft 
hufttand married Robert lord Willoughby, of Erclby, and had iftue 
an only daughter, Joan, wif< of Sir Richard Well3, knight, after lord 
Wells; which Richard, by the faid Joanc, had iftue Robert lord Wil¬ 
loughby and Wells, who died S. P. and a daughter, Joan, heir to her 
brother, who married Sir Richard Haftings, lord Wells and Wil¬ 
loughby,

loughby, in right of* his wtfe^ai.d had iffuc Anthony Raftings, who 
died ilTudefs. Whereforqjfce line of Stanhope, by Maud Cromwell 
his wife, being exthuft, theYaid barony having been firft created by 
vvrit, feems be Vefted in abeyance amongft the defendants of the 
three aunts of Ralph the laft lord Cromwell (of that furname), mai¬ 
led, as before obferved, to the lord Bardolf, Sir William Fitz-Wil¬ 
liams, Clifton; and, fccondly, Renfted, 

The whole account of this Cromwell family does not well agree 
with the ufual accuracy of Dugdalc; for he lays, that John de Crom¬ 
well, firft lummoned to parliament the ill of Edward II. died icon 
after the 9th of Edward III. leaving Ralph, his fan and heir, who 
dcceafed the 2ad of Richard II. a period of fixty-four years after his 
father.* Which Ralph, at the time of his dcceafe, the 23d of Ri¬ 
chard 11 . left another Ralph, his fort and heir, then thirty-fix years of 
age, and Maud his wife, furviving; which Maud died the 7th of 
Henry V, leaving Ralph, his grandfon, her heir, then fixtecn years 
old, who was fummoned to parliament from the ift of Henry IV. to 
the 33d of Henry VI. a length of time of fifty-fix years. Now if it . 
was Ralph the lather who was fo fummoned, he mull have lived to 
a great age; viz. to near ninety: and if it were Ralph the fon, fo 
meant by Dugdale, he was not born the ill of Henry IV. to be only 
fixteen the 7th of Henry V. 

Wherefore the ftatement muft be either incorrect, or the above 
remarks ftiew the family^to have been a ftrong inftancc of fucccffional 
longevity.

Gregory CkoMw^el, ion of Thomas carl of Eflex (of whom 
under EfTcx), about five months after his father’s death, being then a 
Tenant of the king, was created a baron of the realm, by the title of 
lord Cromwell, the *8th December, 33d Henry VIII. But had be¬ 
fore (his father then living), been fummoned to parliament, the 28th 
April, 31ft Henry VIJI. (1539). < He married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir John Seymour, widow of Sir Anthony Qughtred, knight, and 
fitter to Edward duke of Soraerfet; by whom he had iffue three Tons, 
Henry, Edward, and Thomas; and two daughters, Ffanccs, married 
to Edward Stroudc, of Devonfhire, cfquire ; and Catherine, to John 
Stroudc, of the county of Dorfet, cfquire; and having been fummoned 
to parliament to the ad of Edward VI. died the 5th of Edward VI. 

Henry, the next lord, had alio furnnions to parliament, from the 
5th to the 31ft of Elizabeth, and died the 34th of the fame reign.

His wife was 
Anne, dmghter of M** Humphrey Rourdriir; by whom he had iflue 
a foil, Thomas, and a daughter, Mary, married to Henry Norris;

his fon and heir, and a daughter, Anne, wife of-Mantcll. This 

Thom is fucceedid Ins grandfather; but the 33d of Henry VIII going

The family of Lennard were long confidcmblc m Kent, and refided 
at Chevening, as far back as the reign of Iltnry VI. George Len¬ 
nar d was lather of John, who married Anne, daughter and heir of 
John Bird, of the county of Mtddlefex, whole gramlfon, John, was 
fhcriff of Kent, the 12th of Elizabeth; and was lather of Sampfon 
Lennard, his eldeft fon, who married Margaret, fittt r and folc heir to 
Gregor) Fienes, her brother, lord Dacre. Which Margaiet having 
laid claim to the baiony, was allowed and declared baronett Dacre, 
the id of James I. and dying m ibu, aged Icvent), left liTue by her 
laid hulband, Sampfon Lennard, tour funs, viz. lieniy and Gregory, 
Thomas and John, who died S. P ; alfo five daughteis; vi/,. Anne, 
marred to Herbert Morlcy, of Gl)nde, in Suflex, Mary, to Sir Ralph 
Botvillc, of Seven Oaks, in Kent; Margaret, to Sir Thomas Waller, 
of Groumbndge, <0. SufT. by whom fhe was mother of Sir William 
Waller, the famous parliamentarian general, temp Charles I,; Eliza¬ 
beth, to S»r Francis Barnlum, knight; and Frames, to Sir Robert 
More, ot Lothdley, in Surrey. 

Hi.\m Lennard, eldeft fon, on the dcith of 1m mother Mar¬ 
garet, tmee ded a» lord Dacre; and the 13th of James I, was one of 
the peer' that fat on the toal oi Robert Carr, earl of Somcrfet (that 
king* great favourt ). He died the 14th of James I. 1616, having 
iff b, Chr> logon 1 ’»s w fc ,# daughter of Sir Henry Baker, of SifTmg- 
hurtt, in Kent, knight, three Ions, Richard, Edward, and Fienes; the

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two Lift of whom died S. P.; and four daughters viz. Margaret, wife 
of Sir Anncfly Wildgoofe, of Bridge Court, Suffex, knight, Penelope, 
of Sir William Brooke, K. B.; Philadelphia, of Sir Thomas Paiker, of 
Hatton Court, Sufl'cx, knight; and Barbara,* of Sir Philip Stapleton, 
knight. 

Richard, the eldclt fon, iuccecded his father. Ife rebuilt the frat 
of Chevening on a plan of Inigo Joms, and died m 1630 ; leaving by 
Elizabeth, his iirft wife, daughter and coheir of Sir Arthur Throck¬ 
morton, elded: fon of Sir Nicholas, of Haulers Perry, in com. North- 
amp. by Anne his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir Nicholas Carew, 
K. G. temp. Ilenry VIII. four fons; viz. Francis, Richard, Thomas, 
and Ilenrv; which three laft died S.P.; and by Dorothy, his iecond 
wife, daughtei of Dudley lord North, a Ion, Richard Lennard (who 
took the name of Barrett, in purfuance of the will of his kinlirun, 
Edward Barret, laid Newburgh),and a daughter, Cathet me, who mar¬ 
ried Chaloncr Chute, of the Vine, in the county of Southampton, 

Succedbr to his father was Francis, his ddcit fon; who, in the 
civil war, temp, Charles 1 , fided with the parliament at the beginning 
of the rupture, but at lad: declined a&ing with them, and ftrenuoully 
oppofed their mcafures. He married Elizabeth, daughter and coheir 
of Paul vifeount Banning, and b} her (who, after his death, was 
created counted of Shepey for life), had iffuc three fons; viz. Thomas, 
Francis, and Henry; and three daughters, of whom, Philadelphia 
married Daniel O’Briun, vifeount Clare; Elizabeth, John Brabazon, 
carl of Meath; and Margaret died unmarried. 

Thom4s, on the dcccafc of his father in 1662, became the next 
lord Dacre; and the 26th of Charles II. w*as created earl of Suflex. 
He married Anne Palmer, alias Fitz-Roy, daughter of Barbara duchcfs 
of Cleveland, bom before flic and her hulband, Roger Palmer, earl 
of Cattle main, were feparated, but acknowledged by Charles II. as his 
natural daughter, who affigned her the royal arms, with the batoon 
finiftcr.

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dulging himfelf in the levities of the court, where he ms one of the 
lords of the bedchamber, by deep play, and other ads of imprudency, 
very much hurt hi« eflate; a great part of which he ibid at dif¬ 
ferent times, particularly hb noble feat at Herft-Monceaux, in Sufiex. 
He died in 1715; leaving by Anne his wife, two daughters, and co¬ 
heirs (for Charles and Henry, his fons, died infants); viz. Barbara, 
who married Charles Skelton, a lieutenant-general in the French fer- 
vicc (eldeft fon of Bcvil Skelton, fon and heir of Sir John Skelton, 
lieutenant-governor of Plymouth, which Bevil was envoy to the 
States General in the reign of James IT. whole fortune he followed 
into France, and was comptroller of his houfehold there), and died 
without iflue; and Anne Leonard, who became folc heir, and was 
married three times; viz. firft, to her eoufin, Richard Bariett; fecondly, 
to Henry Roper, lord Teynham, to whom flic was third wife; and, 
thirdly, to Robert Moore, a younger fon of Henry carl of Drogheda.

lord Dacre. 

Which Thomas married Anna-Maria, filler to Charles Pratt, lord 
Camden, and after waids lord high chancellor of Great Britain; by 
whom he had ifiue one daughter, Anna-Barbara, who died in 1749, 
aged only ten years; and his lordfhip dying in 178b without any other 
child, the barony of D.terc devolved on Charles Trtv n Roper, grand- 
fun of Anne baroneis Dacre, by her fecond hufband, Henry Roper, 
lord Te)nham; and he dying S. P. in 1794, his fitk,, Gertrude, mar¬ 
ried to Thomas Brand, clquire, of the IIoo, in co. Hertf. bcuime his 
heir, and is now baronefs D *^rc.

Humphrey D*cre, the next heir male of this ancient family, 
having (as before oblcrved), been adjudged to have *the feat and terri¬ 
tory of Gillefland, was thenceforth, for diftin&ion fake, called lord 
Dacrc of the North, as the other family was the lord Dane of the 
South. This Humphrey llrenuoufly fupported the caufe of the houfe 
of York (in whofe behalf his elder brother, Ralph, had been flam at 
the battle of Towton), and for his good fervices, the 9th of Ed¬ 
ward IV. had conferred upon him the office of matter forefter of the 
foreft of Inglewode, in com. Cumb. to hold during life; and having 
been iummoned to parliament, the 32d of Edward IV. and ill ol 
Richard III. deceafed the ift of Henry VII. leaving 
Thomas, his fon and heir, his fucccflbr; who, the ill of 
Henry VIII. was conftitutcd warden of the marches; and the 4th of 
Henry VIII. commanded a body of horfc, with which he performed 
excellent fen ice at the memorable battle of Flodden Field, whcic the 
Scots were fignally defeated, and their king flain. 1 He married Eli¬ 
zabeth, grand-daughter and foie heir of Ralph baron Grcyi lock; and Vid Cm, 
the 42d Henry VII. had fpecial livery of her inheritance. lie was a 1 " xL ‘ 
knight of the garter, and m much eftimation with Henry VIII. from 
the 1 ft year of whofe reign to the 17th, he had fummons to parlia¬ 
ment; m which year he died, leaving ifluc, William, his fon and 
heir, and Humphrey; alfo three daughters viz. Mary, married to 
Francis carl of Shrewfbury; Margaret, to Henry lord Scropc, of Bol¬ 
ton ; and Jane. Which 

William, by the title of lord Dacrc of Gillefland and Grtyftock,

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had a (pedal livery of all the land* of his inheritance. The 25th of 
Henry VIII. he had a difference with the lord Morley on point of 
precedency; when, b) judgment of the houfe of lords, it was deter¬ 
mined the lord Morley fhould fit next above him. The 28th of 
Hcniy VIII, he was aceufed of treafon by Sir Ralph Fenwick; but 
on tii.d by his pecr^ was acquitted. The 3d of Edward VI. he was 
warden ot the Well Marches and governor of Curlifle; fo alfo the id 
of Mary, and the iff of queen Elizabeth. His wife was Elizabeth, 
daughter of Gtorge carl of Shrewsbury, by whom (departing this life 
tlie 6th <>f Elizabeth), he had iffuc four fons, and five daughters, as in 
the Table; and was fucceeded by Thonm, his fon and heir, who 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Eeiburtie, of Cunfwick, in 
Wcflmoreland, and died foon after his father, viz. the 8th of Eliza¬ 
beth, leaving iffuc a fon, George, and three daughters. W hich 
George, by the fall of a wooden horfc whereon he pradffed to leap, 
was unfortunately killed under age, whereby his three fiffers became 
his coheirs; of whom, Anne, the eldeff, married Philip How aid, earl 
of Auindtl, fon and heir of the duke of Norfolk; and Elizabeth, the 
youngeft, married the lord William How aid, fon of the fame duke, 
but by another wife; Mary, or Margaret, the other daughter, died 
unmarried (although by Dugdale, and others, faid to have married 
another fon alfo of the faid duke). k Rut this fad feems evident, from 
the partition of the inheritance between the faid Anne and Elizabeth 
only, in right of whom the earl of Arundel fettled *t the Dacre eftate 
at Grcyftock, in vvhofc name and family it ftili continues; and the 
lord William Howard fettled at Naworth, from whom is defended 
• the prefent eail of Carlifie; whole titles an?, baron Da r es of Gille/Jand, 
vifeounl Morpeth, and earl ot Cat Idle. 

O11 the death of George l< id Dacre, his uncle Lennard chimed as 
heir in tail male, but being unable to fucceed, he joined with the <-arls 
«>f Northumberland and Weftmorcland, in their endeavours to refeue

This ancient family is faid to be defeended from Norman 
D’Arcie, or D’Areci, who came into England with the Conqueror.

Robert fucceeded his grandfather; and on the acceflion of 
George I. was appointed lord lieutenant of the North Riding of York- 
fhirc. He married Frederica, eldeft furviving daughter, and coheir 
of Meinhardt duke of Schomberg: • and had iifue two ions, one of 
whom died young, and a daughter, married to William marquis of 
I.rOthian. His Jordihip dying in 1722* was fuceccded by his only

Robert, fourth earl of Holdetnrfs, who was appointed governor 
to their royal higlmeifes the prince of Wales and duke of York ; and

rcleafed, yet the people were fo enraged, that to pacify them the king 
banithed him the realm. Whereupon putting to ft a at Jpfwich, with 
purpoic to fail to France, he was intercepted in his paffage, and 
boarded by the captain of a {hip of war belonging to the duke of 
Exeter (then conftdble of the Tower of London); and being brought 
into Dover road, had his head cut off on the fide of the cock boat, 
38th Henry VI. 1449, and was attainted. 

It is recorded of this William, that when his fathci and three bro¬ 
thers had loft their lives in the fei vice of their country in the French 
.wars, he (as we read in the parliament rolls of the 28th of Henry VI.)

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but that afterwards, folemnly taking to wife Alice, daughter and heir 
of Thomas Chaucer (widow of Sir John Philip, knight), by whom he 
had vaft poffeflSons, Ihe proved that daughter married to Barcntinc to 
be a baftard. By the faid Alice he left 
John, his fon and heir; who having married Elizabeth, fitter to 
Edward IV. the faid king, by reafon that his father’s title of duke of 
Suffolk was utterly void by his attainder, renewed*the fame title to 
him and his iffue male, by letters patent, dated 23d May, 3d Ed¬ 
ward IV. After when, the nth of Edward IV. he was one of the 
lords then affcmbled in parliament, who did rccognife the title of 
prince Edward, eldcff fon of that king, and made oath of fidelity to 
him. He was a knight of the garter, and the iff: of Henry VII. eon** 
fit luted governor of Wallingford caff le; foon after which, viz. yth 
Henry VII. he died, having had iffue five ions; viz. John, earl of 
Lincoln; Edmund (of whom hereafter); Humphrey, a prieft; Ed- 
watd, archdeacon of Rich round; and Richard; as alfo four daughters, 
namely, Catherine, wife of William lord Stourton; Anne, a nun at 
Sion; Dorothy, who died unmarried; and Elizabeth, who married 
Hem) Lovel, lord Morley. Of the fons, 

John, the cldeft, the yth of Edward IV. (his father then living), 
was, by a fpecial charter, dated the 13th of March, in regard to his 
nearnclb of blood to that king, created earl of Lincoln; and the ad of 
Richard 1 U. was made lord lieutenant of Ireland. After when, by his 
uncle, the fame king Richard, he was declared heir apparent to the 
crown, in cafe of the death of his own fon, prince Edward. 

Being therefore fo eminent a branch of the houfe of York, he utterly 
difrclilhed the earl of Richmond’s attaining the crown, and prcfently 
broke out in rebellion againft him, to his own ruin; for his whole 
army was utterly routed at the battle of Stoke, and he himlelf, with 
his principal confederates, there flain, anno 1487 (2d Henry VII.) 
Dying thus in his father’s lifetime, S. P. his next brother, Edmund, 
became heir to the title of Suffolk; and on his father’s deceafc fuc- 
ceeded thereto. Which

Pointers, where the French army was completely defeated, and John, 
the French kirig, with the dauphin, his eldeft fon, taken prifoners. 

Torching the capture of the faid kihg> it is recorded, that much 
contention took place, as he moft courageoufly defended himfelf; and 
the prefs being very great, fuch as knew him cried, “ Sir, yield, or 
you are dead.” Whereupon he yielded, as Froifard relates, to Sir 
Dennis Morbeck, a knight of Artois, in the Englifh fervice; but being 
forced from him; more than ten knights and efqutrcs challenged the 
honour of taking him.

In the time of William the Conqueror, there was one Robert, 
who, from his office of Reward" to the king, was called Robert le 
Pespx&ckr. He was brother to Urfo dc Abitot, then fheriff of 
Worccfler; and was a man* of .great eminence, not only on account 
of his poll, hut as being a baron, and potTefling many lordfliips in 
Warwick, Lincoln, Glouccflcr, and Lciceflerfliire; but whether he 
came into England with the Conqueror, whether he was of Britifti or 
Norman extraction, and whether he was ever married and had ilTuc, 
is not altogether certain, lii the time of Henry I. there was one 
William 1c Defpenfer; hut whether he had that name as his fon or 
luccdfor in office, we cannot fay. The next of that name or office 
mentioned, is Thirftine,* who is laid to have had four tons; viz.

Hugh Dcspencjer, who was the rqoft considerable of thofc: who 
l)ore that furname, temp. Henry III. in whole reigu he made a great 
figure; having been chief justiciary of England, and governor of fcYcra! 
principal caflies. But he at length ftded with the baron,% and was 
one of thofe to whole euftody the king (after he was made captive 
at the battle of Lewes), was committed; and at lalb loft his life at the 
battle of Evcftutn, in 1266. He married AJiva, daughter to Philip 
Buffet of Wicomb, and widow of Roger Bigot, earl of Norfolk, by 
whom he had 

Hugh, his fun, called Hugh Defpenccr, fenior, to diftiiiguifU him 
from Hugh, his fon, who had always the addition of junior. 

Thefe, his ton and grand fon, rote to an amazing height of pow f, r 
and prolpeiitv in the reigns of Edward I. and II. efpecially in that of 
the latter, whole great favourites they were; and over who/n tiwy had 
fuch an abfolute alccndcncy, that they turned him which waj ibever 
their ambition, covetoufncfs, mengr, or caprice prompted them; and 
thereby, at length, plunged both him and thcmfelvcs in the gulph 
of irrevocable ruin. The cider was advanced to the title of carl ot 
Wmchefter, the 15th of Edward 11 .; and the )oungcr vv;r ft)led carl 
of Gloucefter, in right of his wife, idrM'n of the thro"’ daughters and 
coheirs of Gilbert dc Clare, earl of Gloucefter. But r hc barons 
fhocked at the pride and covetoufncfs of both thele Ddpcno’n, took 
up arms, with the earl of Laneafter at their head, and dc nvamlvd their 
banifhmcnt, to which the king was obliged to content: but in afhort 
time they were recalled, and became more powtiful than ever. Then 
arrogance and opprdftons, however, having rendered them odious to

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had gone over to France, and dare not return for sear of them 
(through their infligation having been proclaimed traitors, and ba mill¬ 
ed), undcrltanding how the dilpofitions of the people 4 were affected, 
ventured over; and landing at Harwich, with thole lord.-.; who through 
the prevalency of thele two powerful favourites, had fathered exile, 
railed a considerable army, in conicqueocc w hereof the Spencers were 
taken, tried, and executed: the elder (then ninety years of age, with 
hoary locks), at JJrillol, in light of the king and of his own fun, Hugh, 
in October :5eg; and the younger at Hereford, on a gallows fifty feet 
high. It is fetid by fome writers, that the body of the elder was hung 
up with two ftrong cords for four days, and then cut to pieces, and 
given the dogs; and that bis head was fent to Winchcfter, became he 
had the title of that place. The fentence palled upon the younger 
was, “ To be drawn upon an hurdle, with drums and trumpets, 
throughout the city of Hereford, and then to be brought into the 
market-place, and there to be tied on an high ladder, that every one 
might lee him; and in the fame, place a great line to be made, and 
his privy members to be cut from him (becaufc he was reputed an 
heretic), and fo to be burnt before his face; then his heart to be taken 
out, and calf into the lire ; then to he hanged, beheaded, and quar¬ 
tered.” Which fentence having been executed, his head was font to 
London, and his quarters to four other places. 

Hugh lk DF.spE.vcnn, cldeft fon of the laft mentioned Hugh, 


who was llylcd lord of Glamorgan, had fummons to parliament, and 
was made a knight banneret by Edward III. but died S. P. in 1349; 
and was fuceeeded by his nephew, Edward, cldc ft fon of Edward his 
'next brother, who died before him; which Edward wa. a knight of 
the garter, and the 47th Edward III. the duke o‘ : Lane after making 
an expedition into France, commanded the rear of the arm}'. He had 
fummons to parliament, from the j ill to the 39th of .Edward 111. and 
dying the 49th of the fame reign, left 

Tuomu., his foil and heir; who, the 5ill of Richard 11. was 
created carl of Gloucefter, by ration ol his defeent from Gilbert de

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Clare (as before fakl), carl of Glouedtcr. He married Conllancc, 
daughter of Edmund of Langley, duke of York, and obtained from 
kinir Richard ft. the errant of tnanv manors: but in the parliament, 
the ift rtf Henry IV. he was degraded ft'”’> his honour, and difpoiTeft 
of moft of his edates. And not long ;\tu r. when he pnrpolul going 
abroad, being taken at Briftul, and condemned to die by a vote of the 
houfe of commons, he was carried into the market-place, and there 
beheaded by the rabble. The year following he was adjudged a 
Traitor, by the name of Thomas late lord Spencer, ami to forfeit all 
his lands which he held in tec, the ill of Henry IV. as ullb all his 
goods and chattels. His blue were, a fun, Richard, who died at the 
age of fourteen, S. P. and two daughters; \ i/; Elizabeth, who died 
an inf. ut; and I label, who married, full, Richard Beauchamp, lord 
Abergavenny, and after earl of Worccfter; and, fccomlly, Richard 
Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, by whom foe b,<d a ion, Henry, duke 
of Warwick, who had an only daughter, Anne, who died in her 
infancy. 

The barony of Defpencer thus palled by Ifubel, the heirefs of that 
family, to Beauchamp lord Abergavenny, and earl of Worccller; and 
by the heirefs of Beauchamp, along with the title of Abergavenny, to 
Nevil, who, by virtue of tins alliance, held the barony of Defpencer 
merged in that of Abergavenny. 

From the family of Nevil (as Jfhcwn under the title of Aberga¬ 
venny), it devolved upon that of Fane, where it again lay dormant in 
the earldom of Wcfttnoreland, until John Fane, the feventh carl of 
that furnamc, died without iiTuc, when the earldom defeended to the 
next heir male, but the barony of DeJpcncer fell to his nephew, Francis’ 
Dalhwood, fon of his elded filter, Mary, by Sir Francis Dull)wood,

The family of Dafhwood is of no very ancient or noble lineage. 
Of which was Samuel Dashwood, of Rowney, near Taunton, in 
Somerfetfhirc, efquirc, who had two wives; from the fecund whereof 
defeended the baronets of that name, of Northbroke, in co. Oxon; and ^ 
from the firth, Francis Daihwood, efquirc, his fecond fori, who was 
a Turkey merchant, and an alderman of the city London: he was 
father of Sir Francis, his youngeft fon, created a baronet in 1707; 
who, by Mary, his fecond wife, daughter of Vere, and cldcft fiftcr 
and heir to her brother, John, feventh earl of Welhn or eland, who died 
S. P. in 176:5, had iftue a fon, Francis beforementioned. 

Which Francis, in right of his mother, had fummons to parliament 
as baron le Defpencer. He was one of the joint poftmafters general 
in 1766, and alfo lord lieutenant and cuftos rotulorura, of the co. of 
Bucks; but was not a nobleman particularly known, or diftinguifhed 
for any very eminent talents or brilliant actions. His wife was Sarah, 
daughter and coheir of Thomas Gould, of Ivo, co. Bucks, by whom 
he had no iflue;* and dying in 1781, was fucceeded in the barony by 
his fiftcr Racha'l, who married Sir Robert Auften, of Bexley, in Kent, 
baronet; but dying alfo ifiuelefs, the title devolved upon Sir Thomas 
Stapleton, baronet, whofe grandmother, Catherine, w«u daughter and

, Frances, 
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FnA»crs, tor whom her grandfather had little regard (a? it Jecms), 
betaking himfclf wholly to a concubine, on whom he begot divers 
children, and jo far wafted his^ftatc in fupporf of her and them, that 
he left not much of that fair inheritance Which had defeended to him;

Robert, fifth fon of Richard de Tonbridge, eail of Clare, being in 
great favour with Henry I. obtained from him a grant of the barony 
of Dtinmow, in Efi'ex, to hold to himfclf and to his heirs; alio the 
honour of Baynard’s Gallic, in the city of London.' And having 
married Maud, daughter of Simon de St. Lis, carl of Huntingdon, 
died 34th Henry l. anno 1134; leaving iflue two foils, Walter and 
Simon; to the lad: of which he gave Daventrc, in Northamptonshire. 
And the laid 

W\LTca was his fucccflbr; who, the 12th of Henry II. upon the 
afliiTinent for marrying the king’s daughter, certified his knights fees 
to he iixty-threi and one half de veteri feolfamcnto, and three and a 
fourth part de novo. In the endeavours of John earl of Mo re ton (the 
king’s brother), to feize the crown, during the abfcnce of Bichatd I. 
in the Holy Land, lie adhered to William de Longchamp, bithop of 
Ely, who had been left governor of the realm; and had at that time 
tlie cuftody of the caftle of Eye, co. Suffolk. He was twice married: 
firif, to Maud de Lucy,* with whom he had the lordlhip of Difs, in 
Norfolk; and, fccondly, to Margaret de Buhun. And dying, anno

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1198 (loth Richard I.), was fucceeded by Robert, his Ton and heir, 
ftyled Robert Fita-Walter.

Robert, 13th of John, upon the afleflment of the feutage for Scot¬ 
land, was acquitted, by fpectal writ, for fixty-three knights tecs and 
one half, of his own inheritance; and for thirty knights fees and one 
third part, which he had by Gunnora his wife, daughter and heir of 
* v,,i Va. Robert de Valoincs.* In 14th of John, he was one of thofc tutbulent 
barons in opposition to the king; who thereupon caufed his cattle, 
called Baynard’s Cattle, to be demolithed: but having afterwards be¬ 
haved with furpiifing gdlantry at a tour lament in Normandy, when, 
at the firil courfe, he overthrew his rival, both horfe and nun ; the 
king (John), who was there prefent, was fo pkaftd, that he rtftored 
him to his barony, and gave bun leave to repair his cattles. He was, 
however, afterwards one of theft baron-, who moft /ealouily oppofed 
the king; and was conflituted by them general of their army, under 
the title of, “ Marthal of the army of God and the church." lie was 
alio one of the foremoil in that imprudent mcaiure, of inviting over 
the Dauphin of France; though he loon found caufe to repent of his 
iuUicc. and to declare againil Lewis. He was, however, on the part 
of the lelxl barons at the battle of Lincoln, where they were deflated, 
and himfelf taken priioner. Yet he did not long continue fo; lor the 
year enfuing, he took upon him the crofs, and went to the Holy 
Land, where he was at the liege of Daimelta. He died the 9th 
Henry III. ( 235), leaving Rode, his fecund wile, fun/iving, and alfb 
Walter, hw fon, and Olmitiatu, his daughter, nitrried to William de 
Mamk v ll, carl of Eifex. Which 

W v ltfk was his iucceifor, and the 24th of Henry HI. paid 300 
marks for livery of the lands of Ins inheritance; to whom (who died 
the }2d Henry III.) fucc'vdcd 

Rob r RT, his fon and heir; w ho, the 3d of Edward I. (\ 275), had 
liberty to pa A aw \y the inheritance of Baynard Caille to Robert Kyi- 
wardby, archbith »p of Canterbury,; who tranilated there from Hol- 
born, the Dominican or Black-Friars, But lieverthckl's, he referved 

to 
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to bimfl'lf and his heirs, whatfoevcr rights, privileges, and liberties 
appertained to ht> baiony, fo that the tame fliould not be oxtinguiihcd 
by virtue of the iaid coiivejnnce: for thole rights, privileges, and 
liberties, were then of great diftinition and importance. 

This Robert was often in the wars of Fr«m< e and Scotl md, and had 
fummons to pmliam’ut, from the 23d of Edward I. to the igthof 
Edward If. inclutive, about which time he died. His firCt wife was

de Moulton, of Egremond, John, his fon and heir. Which o/tgllmrri 

Joiln had fummons to parliament, from the 15th to 34th Ed¬ 
ward III. inclufivc; and having married Eleanor, daughter of Henry 
ford Percy, deceafed the year following, anno 1361, leaving 
Waltfk, his fon and heir; who, the 44th of Edward III, was in 
the expedition then made into Gafcoignc. He was accounted one of 
the moft expert foldiers in the kingdom; and did very great fervicc in 
Efllx agamfl the rebels under Jack Straw, temp. Richard II. He 
was in vaiious military expeditions made into France, and m tint 
made into (\iftile under John duke of Lancafter; as alfb in feveial fca 
engagements, as well agamfl the French as the Spaniards, in all winch 
his courage and conduit were eminentlj confpieuous. He had fum¬ 
mons to parliament, frbm the 43d of Edward 11 L to the yth of Ri¬ 
chard 11, inclufive; and died the next }ear, having had two wives; * 

Alianor, and Philippa, daughter and coheir of John de Moliun, f of fVid.Mohw 
Dunfter, widow of Edward duke of York. * By which laft he left 
Walter, his fon and heir, who had fummons to parliament, from

This Waltrk, the 33d of Richard II. was found, upon the death 
of Maud, wife of Henry Percy, earl of Northumberland, to be one of 
her next heirs; viz. fon of Walter, fon of John, fon of Joanc, one of 
the lifters of Margaret de Lucy', mother of Anthony dc Lucy, brother 
to the faid Maud. The 3d Henry IV. he was joined with Iliehaid 
bifhop of Worcefter, and John carl of Somerfet, in au embafiy to 
Reginald duke of Guehlres. The 3th, 6th, and ;th of Henry IV. he 
was again beyond lea; but about two years after deeealed, lea\lug 
two Iona, viz. Humphrey, who died in his minority, and Walter; 
alio a daughter, Eleanor. Which 

Walt it n. was an active porfon in the wars of France in the glorious 
reign of Henry V, and for his ferviccs, had certain lands in Normandy 
bellowed upon him; which, for delimit of ilfuc male in Sir John 
Cheney (who held them before), had come to the crown. It leems 
he was only then a young man; for till the ill of Henry VI. he had 
not attained his full age. He married Elizabeth, daughter of - - - - - 

- and having been lummoned to parliament, the 
7th and 9th of Henry VI. died the uth, anno 1433, leaving the faid 
Elizabeth his wife, furviving, who died the 14th June, 4th Ed¬ 
ward IV. when her heirs were found to be, Elizabeth, then unmarried;

And fo hide- d does Dugdale himfelf afterwards 
allow, in Dinbam; where he fays, “ Elizabeth, widow of RutclifFc, 
wife of John lord Dmh.i.n.”

Thus the barony of Fitz-Walter came to the family of Rat ditto, 
derived from the ancient branch of Ratcliffs of Ratcliffe, in the county 
of Lancafter, in the perfon of Sir John Ratcliffe, a banneret; who by 
Cecily, daughter and coheir of Sir John Mortimer, of Attilborongh, 
in com. Norlolk, knight, had ilfue Sir John Ratcliffe, knight of tne 
garter, who married Catherine, daughter and coheir of the lord Bur¬ 
nell ;* and had iifue a third Sir John, who mairied Elizabeth, heirds 
of Fitz-Walter; whofe fon, another 

Sir Jonx, was fummoued to parliament as baron Fitz-Walter, the 
ill of Heim VII. and had iifue 

Robert, bis fuccdfor, afterwards created vifeount Fitz-Walter and 
earl of Sullex wherefore the barony lay dormant in the faid earldom 
until the dcceafc of Robert, fon of Henry ear! of Sulfcx, without iifue, 
anno it>29, when the earldom went to his coufin, Edward Ratcliffe, 
the next earl; but the barony of Fitz-Walter devolved upon the do- 
feendants from Frances, daughter and heir of the faid Henry earl of 
Suffex, by Anne, his fecond wife; which lady Frances married Sir 
Thomas Mildmay, of MuHho,. in Effex, knight, and had iifue Sir 
II enry Mildmay, knight; who, in right of his mother, claimed the 
faid barony in parliament, anno 1640, but by rcafon of the troubles 
then after enfuing, there was nothing done therein till after the refto- 
ration of Charles II. when Henry Mildmay, efquire, grandfon and 
heir of the faid Sir Henry, petitioned the king for the faid barony; 
which claim being continued by Benjamin Mildmay, brother and heir 
of the faid Henry, it was at laft fokmnly adjudged to him, anno 1669. 
But this claim met with much oppofrtion from Robert Chceke, 
efquire, fon of Henry Cheeke, efquire, who married Frances, one of 
the fillers and coheirs of the whole blood to Edward the lalt earl of 
vol. 11 . E e Suflex*

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SufTex, who dic'd S.P. 1641. His objections being:, ftrft, that of half- 
blood in Mildmay; and, fecondly, that the barony or title ol lord 
Fitz-Walter, was merged and extimft with the earldom. But upon 
full debate, and mature Confidcration had therein, it was refohed, 
upon the queftion, * £ That the half-blood could not be any impedi¬ 
ment in the cafe of a dignity: and that although a baron 1.1 Ac fimplc 
be created an earl, the barony {hall defeend to the heir general, whe¬ 
ther or not the earldom continue or be extinct?” 

There being after this tome doubt as to the place and precedency of 
the lord Fitz-Walter, the fame was piefcntly adj lifted. For,

His wife was Catherine, daughter and coheir 
to Thomas vifeount Fairfax, of the kingdom of Ireland, by whom he 
had five fons; viz. Charles, Benjamin, Walter, Robert, and William; 
which laft three died young: alio three daughters; Mary, Elizabeth, 
and Cathcune, who died in their infancy. 

Charles, the eldeft fon, fucceeded his father, and married Eliza¬ 
beth, daughter of Charles Bertie, youngeft fon of Montague carl of 
JLindioy, but died in 1728, without illue; wherefore the title devolved 
upon his brother Benjamin, who, the 14th May, 1730, 3d George II. 
was, by 1 tters patent, created vifeount Harwich, and earl Fitz-Wai- 
trr. He was alfo, in 1735, * worn °f the privy council, appointed fir ft 
lord commiflionor of trade and plantations; and, in 1737, was confti- Vid Sthom- 
tutod treafurcr of the king’s houfehold. He married lady Frederica, bug ' 
eldeft of the daughters and coheirs of Mcinbardt duke of Scbombcrg 
(widow of Robert earl ot Holdemefs), and had illue a fon, Robert- 
Schombergh, who died in his infancy; and departing this life the 39th 
February, 173b, without furviving illue, the vifeounty and earldom 
became extimft, and the barony of Fitz-Walter fell into abeyance 
among the numerous rcprelentatives of the five daughters and 
coheirdles of Mary Mildmay, filler to Benjamin, the fiift baron Fitz- 
Walter of that furname, as is Ihcwn in the annexed Table.

Amongst others to whom William the Conqueror committed the 
guardianlhip of the Marches of Wales, was Guarine de Meer, a 
branch of the houfe of Lorraine; which Guarine was IherifF of Shrop¬ 
shire, 16th Will. Conq. It is faid of him, that hearing William, 
filters fon to Pain Peverel, lord of Whittington, in Shropfhire, had 
two daughters, whereof Mallet was one, who rdolved to marry none 
but a knight of great prowefs; for which purpofe her lather had 
appointed fome noble young men fhould meet at a certain place, 
where he who performed belt lhould have the cattle of Whittington, 
and his daughter in marriage; he repaired thither; and fighting 
with a fon of the king of Scotland, and alfo with a baron of Burgoyne, 
he vanquilhed them both; and thereupon obtained, as vs ell the fair 
damfel, as the cattle of Whittington. By her he had iflue 
Fujlke, his fon and heir; of whom it is related, that falling out 
with John, fon of king Henry II. at a game of chefs, he had his head 
broken by John with the chefs board, but in return, gave him luch a 
blow as almott killed him. Being under the tutelage of one Joos,* a 
knight, he fell in love with his daughttr Hawyfe, and named her. 
When he died is not certainly known; but he had lttuc li\ lon«, viz. 
Fulkc, William, Guarine, Philip, John, and Alan. Of whom 
Fulke was bis fucceflbr; who, the 7th of Richard I. gave a fine 
of forty marks for livery of the cattle of Whittington. He was the 
renowned Fulkc Fitz-Warine, whole ttrange and various fortune in 
war was fo much admired by our anceftors. The pth of John, he 
gave to that king 1200 mark'. and two palfreys, for the marriage of 
Maud, daughter of Robert Vavafour, widow of Theobald Walter, with 
' her 
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her inheritance; and the 17th of John, he had livery of the dowry of 
the faid Maud, lying in Amunderncffe, in com. Lane. 

Moreover, this Fulke married a iecond wife, called Clarice: and the 
48th of Henry III. being in the battle of I^ewes on the king’s part, 
he was there drowned in the adjacent river. Leaving iffuc, Fulke, his 
fon and heir, and Eve, a daughter, who became fecond wife of Lew- 
elinc prince of Wales. Which 

Fulke having performed great ferviccs again ft the Welfh, obtained 
many privileges from king Edward I. whom he attended into Gaf- 
coigne with a military power, and ferved alfo in the wars of Scotland, 
The 23d Edward I. he had fummons, amongft divers other great 
men, to attend the king with his advice, touching the affairs of the 
nation; and the 34th of the fame reign, was made a knight of the 
bath, by Bathing. He had likewife fummons to parliament amongft 
the barons of the n aim, from the 23d Edward I. until the 8th of 
Edward If. inrlulivc, about when he died. He married the daughter 
to Gryftin, fon of Wcnovewyn, with whom he had the territory of 
Ballcfleg; and left another 

Fulke, his fon and heir, who at his dcccafe was in the wars of 
France; when, by Ipecial favour, Alianore his wife, was permitted to 
have Uvcry of his manor of Whittington, until his return, when he 
might perform his homage. The 12th of Edward II. he was in the 
wars of Scotland; and the 14th of Edward II. was conftable of the 
king’s army, then advanced againft the barons in infurretftion under 
the earl of Lancafter.

Although Dugdalc makes no mention of the Grey family before 
the time of Richard I. yet it appears, from good authority, they were 
of ancient defeent, and of great eminency, long prior to that acta.

His civility to ftrangcr 
was obfervable, his bounty to his followers eminent; his /kill m war¬ 
fare conspicuous; whofe end he /aid was vi&ory, and the end of 
u&ory noblends, made up of pity and munificence. Being governor 
of Guilnes, which was bdieged by the French after their taking of 
Calais, he defended it with great valour; but the garrifon, through 
defpair, mutinying, he was obliged to furrender the place; and being 
thereby made a prifoner, he ruinrv his fortune to ;ay his ranfom, vi/. 
24,000 cro.vns. Dugdale jfays, he was attainted; but for what caule

On this orcafion it was remarked, “ that on the fame day 
died the greateit fcholur, and the greatdl fbldicr of the nobility ;” 
meaning, Henry Manners, carl of Rutland, as the firft; and William 
lord Grey de Wilton, as the kill. He had fummons to parliament 
from the of Henry VIII. to the 6th of Philip and Mary, and was 
a K. G, His wife was Mary, daughter of Charles carl of Worcefter, 
by whom he had ifTuc, Arthur and William; and a daughter, Honora, 
who married Henry Denny, elquire.

AiiTin/it iucceedcd his father in honour, but in a frnall cflate Auhti- 
(much diminifhed, as before obferved), which by his valour lie en¬ 
deavoured to advance; being initiated into feats of war under his 
martial father at the iiege of Leith, anno 156o, where he was wounded 
in the (boulder, which infpirited him with an antipathy to the Scots. 

He was afterwards fent over lord deputy into Ireland, anno 15Bo, where 
he unfortunately fought the rebel Irilh at Glandilough, to the great 
lots of Englifh blood; which made many commend his courage above 
his conduit, until he recovered his credit, and finally fuppreffed the 
rebellion of Dcfmond. Which rendered his name (with other mili¬ 
tary exploits), more famous as a foldier even than his father. He wat 
the patron of the poet Spencer, at the time he was lord deputy in 
Ireland; and was much commended for his diipatch, refolution, and 
for his prudence in public atrairs.

long Speech; and kept them the whole day to fubtle traverfes and 
fubterfugcs: but the evidence that he was acquainted with the fur- 
prife Of the king, was too conspicuous, by Broke’s^and Markham’s 
confcffiotis. The" lords (continues Sir Dudley), were long ere they 
could all agree, and loth to come out with fo hard a cenfurc againft 
him; mod of them drove with thcmfcives, and would fain, as it 
feems, have difpenfed with their confciences to have fhewn him 
favour. After Sentence, when he was aiked what he would fay again# 
its being denounced? he replied, “ I have nothing to lay; yet a word 
of Tacitus comes in my mouth: 

“ Non eadem omnibus decora/* 


“ The houfe of Wilton* have fpent many lives in their prince’s fervicc, 
and Grey cannot afk his.” 

It feems, that after an infuiting farce of bringing the convifted 
confpirators to the fcaffold, and after an inexpreffible aggravation of 
cruelty, in the ceremony of the preparation for execution, and in 
minute expectation of the cataftrophe, the tragedy being worked up 
to the higheft point, a pardon, as to their lives, was produced; and 
Grey was remanded back to the Tower, there to remain during plea- 
fure, where he lingered until he died, the 6th July, 1614, without 
iflue. His forfeited eftates at Whaddon, in Buckingham!}}ire, were, 
after his attainder, leafed out to his mother; and after his death, 
granted in fee to the new favourite, George Villier^ duke of Buck¬ 
ingham. 

His only brother,, William, died before him, in 160$, S. P.; and 
his heir was his filler (of the whole blood), Bridget, wife of Sir Row¬ 
land Egerton, of Egerton, in Chelhire; whofc mtcreft, according to

Thus unfortunately terminated the male line of the illuftriotis 
family of Grey of Wilton. But in the female line. Sir Thomas Eger* 
ton, baronet, defqended from the aforefaid Sir Rowland Egerton, the 
honour of the family has been continued down and recognized; his 
majefty, the prefent king, George III. having been plcafed to create 
him, by letters patent, 15th May, 1784, lord Grey de Wilton; dna 
fmee, by further letters patent, to elevate him to the dignity of an earl, 
36th June, 1801, a degree of rank and dignity not before attained to 
by any of his aaceftors of the Wilton branch.

The firft of this branch of the de Grey family, commenced in 
Vid Gieyof Roger, fon of John lord Grey, of Wilton, by his fecond wife, Maud, 
Wilton. daughter of Ralph lord BafTet, of Drayton.

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By * Mary, his firft wife, daughter of Wiliam lord Boos, he had John, 
his fan and heir; and by Joane, his fccond wife, daughter and heir t>f 
William lord Aftley, and widow of Thomas Raleigh, of Famborough, 
in com. Warw. cfquirc, he had iffue three Ions; viz. Edward, who 
married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Henry, fon of William lord 
Ferrers, of Groby,* and bore the title of Fcrars of Gioby; John, of 
Barwcll, in com. Lciccft. *, and Robert, of Enfield, in com. Stafford: as 
alfo a daughter, Eleanor, married to William Lucy, of Chcrlecotc, in 
com.

John, fon and heir of Reginald, by his firft wife, was a pcrfoti of 
efpccial note and eminence, a knight of the garter; and ferved in the 
wars of France with diftinguifhed celebrity, where he was in the cele¬ 
brated battles of Agincourt, temp. Henry V. and of Vcrnoul, the 3d 
of Henry VI. when his father being alfo prefent, they participated in 
the honour of that fignal vi&ory. When he died docs not certainly 
appear; but it was in his father’s lifetime. His wife was Conftance, 
daughter and coheir of John Holland, duke of Exeter, and widow of 
Thomas Mowbray, duke of Norfolk; by whom he had ifluc Edmund, 
and Thomas, who was created baron of Rugcmont Grey ;f but died 
S.P. Which 

Ei>mu>. d therefore became fucceffor to his grandfather Reginald, in 
the baronies of Grey of Ruthyn and Haftings; and was, by king Ed¬ 
ward IV. created carl of Kent, and to the heirs male of his body.

and fo continued, until by the deceafe of Henry earl of Kent, without 
ifluc, in if'39, the earldom reverted to the nevt heir male defeended 
from Anthony Grey, o!

Op this family, which is of good antiquity in the county of Nor¬ 
folk, was Andrew Yelverton, temp. Edward II. whofc fon, 
Robert, wan fcated at Rackheath, near Norwich; and married Cecilia, 
daughtet of Sir Thomas Bardolf, deicended from the ancient barons 
of that furnamc, by whom he* had iiTuc, John, his fbn and heir, an- 
ccflor of the before-mentioned , 

Sir IlrNRT Yelverton,. knight, who was one of the members for 
the county of Northampton, in that parliament which voted the 
reftoration of king Charles IT.: but he deccafed in the flower of his 
vige, Oelobcr 3, 1670, leaving by bis wife aforefaid, SuFan, daughter 
and foie heir of Charles Longnevillc, baron Grey dc Ruth) n, £hrce * 
fons, viz. Charles, Henry, and Chriftopher; and a daughter, Frances* 
married to Chriftopher vifeount Hatton. Which 

Charles fucccedcd his fatheT as a baronet; and On the dcceafe*of 
his mother, in \6?6, became baton Grey of Ruthyn: but dying un¬ 
married, of the fm all-pox, foon after, viz. anno 1679, the title 
devohed on his brother 

Henri ; who afterwards, the 2d William at 1 Mary (21ft April, 
{600), was created vifeount Longuevile, and d«ed in C03-4, aged 
forty; leasing by his wifi, Barbara, daughter of John Talbot, of JLay- 
cock, m co, Wilts, cfquire, two fbns,Talbot and Henry; and alfofive 
daughters; viz. Baibara, Sufanna, Frances, Anne, and Henrietta. 

Talbot, the cktcft fon, was fucceflbr to his father; and affifting 
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at the coronation of jkirj George I. carried the golden fours, as his 
father had borne them at the coronations of king James II. and king 
WlUiam and queen MaryJ On the 3d of Au£uft, j 717, he vm created 
earl of Suficx; and in 1735, was conftituted deputy earl marflial of 
Englaud, and in the fame year, alio created a knight of the bath, at 
the rcinftitution of that order. His w ife was Lucy, daughter of Henry 
Pelham, of Suficx, efquirc, unde to the duke of Ncwcaftle; by whom 
(who died in childbed, 35th March, 1730, in the thirty-fifth year of 
her age), he had two fons, George and Henry; and departing this life, 
at his feat of Eafton-Mauduit, in Nortbamptonfhire, the 37th October, 
1731, he was fucceeded by 

Gcorgc, bis eldeft ion and heir, who died unmarried in 1758; 
wherefore the^honours devolved upon 

HhNRif, his brother and heir; who married, firft, Hefter, daughter 
of John Hall, eiquire, of Mansfield Woodhoufe, in Nottinghamfhirc; 
and by her, who died in 1777, had ififuc an only daughter, Barbara. 
His fecond wife was Mary, daughter of John Vaughan, efquire, of 
Briftol, but by her had no iflfue. Wherefore his lordlhip deceafmg in 
1799, without blue male, the vifeounty of Longuevile and earldom of 
Suflex are confidered extind; but the barony of Grey of Ruthyn, with 
the other female baronies merged therein, defeended to the ififuc of his 
only daughter and heir, the 

Lady Bakb*rv, before-mentioned, who died in her fathers life¬ 
time, April 9th, 1781; leaving by her hufband, Edward Thoroton 
Gould, efquire, of Woodham-Mansfield, co. Notts, Barbara, bom 35th 
January, 1777; Mary, bom May 5th, 1778; and Henry, born in Sep¬ 
tember, 1780.

Northumb. by Jane (or Ai no), hi* wife, 
daughter of John lord Moubray;, with Joiuie, el left >1 the two 
daughters, and coheirs, of Edward Charlton, lord PowiaA Which 
Str John, the sd of Henry V. was with that king at the liege of 
Caen, in Normandy, and was a man of great ration in In, time The 
4th of Henry V. in confideration of his figtial fervices in tiic wars of 
France, the king gave him the lordlhip of Tilye, in Normandy, then 
forfeited by Sir Philip Ilarcourt, knight, who vva* an adherent to tin 
king's enemies. Moreover, in the 6th of Henry V. he had a giant of 
the earldom of Tankervillc, to hold by homage, and dt livery of au 
helmet at the cattle of Boan, on the Fraft of St. George. He n,u 
alfo a knight of the garter; but the 9th of Henry V. he wa-, unfor¬ 
tunately llain in that engagement with the French at Baugy Bridge, 
with the duke ot Clarence, and di\ers others of the ICngliih nobility. 
To this John, by the uforelaid Joan his wife, fucceeded 

Hen nr, his foil and heir; who being young at the time of 1m 
father’s death, had not livery of lus lands until the ^oih ot Ii<nry VI. 
Yet the fourth year of thaL reign he was knighted by John duke of 
Bedford; at which time, alfo, the king himfeli received the lame 
honour at Leicctter.

Which Btciiard was fucccffor to his father, being then about 
fourteen years of age. But afterwards adhering to the houfc of York, 
in. with divers odun were attainted, Ihe 38th of Henry VI, foon after 
when he defeated, via. the 6th of Edwaid IV, and was fuccccded by 
John, his Ion and heir (by Margaret his wife, daughter of James lord 
Aedk)), in the barony of Powis; for the earldom became not only 
forfeited by tin: attainder, but France being loft to the Enghfb crown, 
the title of Tanl.erville ihared die fame fate. 

This John, at the time of lus father’s death, was only fix years of 
age; hut the 20th of Edwaid IV. he obtained livery of his lands 
without making proof of his age; and the 22d of Edward IV. had 
iummons to parliament, and fo to the 9th of IIe*nry VII. 1494, the 
period of his death. John, hi» fon and heir, died anno 1304, aged 
nmeteen; leaving Edw'ard, his Ion and heir, then only one year old. 

Winch EoVv ahd, the 15th of Henry VIII. was with the duke of 
Suffolk m the expedition then made into France; and was at the 
taking of Bray, and other places then won from the Freni h. But of 
him nothing further worthy of notice is recorded. He had fuminons 
to parliament, from the 21ft of Henry VIII. to the 5th of Edward VI. 
when he died without legitimate HTue; and wai the laft baron Powis 
of the Grey family. Ilis wife was Anne, one of the daughters of 
Ohnihs Brandon, duke of Suffolk: who funiving him, became the 
wife of Randle Hauworth, cffjuirc. 

JBut by one Jane Orwell, the /aid Edward lord Powis had Hfue, 
Edwird Grey, a natural fon, and alfo three natural daughters; viz. 
Jane, Anne, and •*--*- on whom fuccdhvely (in cafe of default of 
lawful blue of his own bod)), he entailed the chief part of his eftates, 
comp ding the barony of Powis, 

Since this time much uncertainty ha< prevaileu refpe&ing the right 
to the inheritance of the title : it being contended on one hand, that 
diehard lord Powis w^u died the 6th of Edward IV. betides his ton 
and fucccITor, John, kft a daughter, named Elizabeth, who munied 
Sir John Ludlov ; who by her had iffiic two daughters and coheirs* viz. 

Anne 
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Anne and Alice Ludlowc, who married Thomas and Humphrey Va- 
noii; but on the other, it is objected, that the laid Richard lord Powi: 
had not a daughter Elizabeth, married to Ludlow, but had a tiller 
Elizabeth, who married Sir Roger Kynation, knight. 

It appears, however, that anno 1581. (which is the firfl notice taken 
of Elizabeth in the herald’s book"), Henry Vernon (defended from 
the aforefaid Vernons), petitioned queen Elizabeth, fitting iorth his 
claim to the barony of Paw is; she matter was referred to lord trea- 
furer Burleigh, nwftcr of the court of wards, and the earl of Leiceilvr, 
deputy earl marllul under the earl of Shrcwfbury. Thofe two loins 
join in a letter, dated September 23d, 1584, to Cooke, chuenckux 
(gaiter being then vacant), and Glover, Sonuriet herald, rcquiiing 
them to examine into the proof of Mr. Vernonh claim, and to entity 
their opinion. And by a report, dated 0 $obcr 33d, 1584, they ict> 
tified that they had examined into the defeent of the Pnwis family, 
and after fearching all the records and books of the office, tiny find 
that none of the iords Grey pf Powis had a daughter, except I Rory, 
who had a daughter, named Elizabeth, married to Sir Roger Kvnafton, 
firm w'hom the Kynaftons of Hordley are defeended. 

AlKr this, viz. in March 1731*3, John Kynaflron, efquire, hid 
ckiim to this barony, as lineal heir of Edward Kynaiton, oi Ilordly, 
next toufin in blood, and heir of Edward the laft loid Grey of Puw\ . 
But he was oppofed by Sir Nathaniel Curzon, baionot (dcfcauWl 
from the Vernons, as in the annexed Table is more fully ihewn), and 
refting his pretcufions on the ground of being neaur in blood to tJie 
hid Edward lord Pbwys; that is, from Elizabeth, diughttr, and .it 
length heir of Richard lord Powis; whereas Mr. K\ nation claimed •

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To the fird, it was nnfwercd by Mr. Kyiudon, that in Hilary Term, 
27th Elizabeth, 158^, in a caufc in the court of wards (inter Vernon 
and Grey the JjalUid), the court of wards, by a folemn decree, recit¬ 
ing that the laid three inquifitions had been traverfed, and in due form 
avoided, dcciaicd all thefe inquifitions infuffieiuit. 

To the kcotid head it was obferved, that it was apprehended thefe 
verdict■. would not attest Mr. Kynation; as the then Mr. Kynnft*-11, 
nor any perfbn under whom he claims, are not made partiis to the 
fuitn, and a-, inch the verdicts were to be coniidered as “ r<s inter alios 
a &t.” 

On the third head it was averted, it did not appear that the Vci- 
nons (from whom Sir Nathaniel thrived hnniclf), by any of then 
dtfputcs enjoyed any part of the lord Fowls’ ellate, excepting a fmall 
pottion, parr of which being in the neighbourhood of Cur/on, might 
be probably purchafed, as was the other pait. 

And in relation to the lad head, it was alleged, that none of the old 
heralds’ hooks make any mention of this daughter Elizabeth ; and the 
fird vifitation hook, wherein mention is made ot her, is above 118 
years after the death of Richard her fuppofed father. Wlnreas, Mr. 
K\nation’s family hath his marriage regularly entered in the henld’s 
books ,ucording to the time; and though the name of John Ludlow 
he eu ten <1 in the books of the time, yet a blank is left for his marriage; 
which, if it had been with Elizabeth Grey, is the moie remarkable, a* 
the Greys were one of the moll conliderable fanulKS of tliofe days; 
and furthu, the lad book (G, 15 Salop), a vifitation book, Salop, 1584, 
p, hi, has .t puligrec of the 1 edlovvs, and in one circle is entered John 
Ludlow, of Mukefiy, com. Salop, cfquire; and m the circle adjoining, 
is entered Lh/abcih, daughter of Ricluid Grey, lord Fowys. But thefe 
lail wottE are of a different hand and mk from trie red of the pcdigicc, 
and were not the original entry in that circle; but the fird words were 
l). of Robert Coibct, knight, which were eroded c ut.‘

The 13th of Richard II, the king keeping his Chriftmus 
at Woddftock, this earl, only then feveptCen ycarti of age, adyehturitiig 
to tilt with S<r John St. John,'waif, by aft unlucky dip of,Sir 
John's lance, fo wounded in the bottoftj, of. his belly:, that liis bowels, 
breaking out, he prcfently died, to the great grief of many; as being 
of a noble difpofition, and in bounty and cou’rtejyi- exceeded by node 
of liis degree. Having no iftuc, the title of Pembroke ceafed; but the 
Vifl.Oreyof baronies veiled in him devolved,upon Reginald lord Grey of Ruthyn, 
hM } S as defeended lineally froni Elizabeth, fiftct to John de Haftings, father 
of Laurence firft earl of Pembroke. 

But nevertheless Edward Haftings, great grandfon of Hugh Haft- 
ings, brother to the faid John, of the half blood, had a long conteft 
w ith Reginald lord Grey, of Ruthyn-, for the arms of Haftings, chal¬ 
lenging the fame as the next heir male; he was, however, condemned 
in very heavy cofts, and imprifoned fixtccii years, for difobeying the 
fentcncc of judgment which was ’ givqp in favour of the lord Grey. 
Howbeit, Haftings having failed in ills claim to the arms, and the 
eftates of which the carl of Pembroke died feifed, having puffed to 
Beauchamp, by the entail before-mentioned, he apprehended the injury 
done to him fo great, that he, with extreme anguifh of rrtnd at his 
latter end, left God’s curfe and his own upon his defeendants, if they 
did not attempt the vindication thereof. 

This Edward is faid to have affurned the title of lord Haftings and 
Stutevile; as by a deed under his foal of arms, dated 4th November, 
8th Henry IV. appears; by what right, however, is not recorded, as 
there is no teftimony that he was ever fo created, or had fummohs to,

The firft of this family, on whom this title was conferred, was 
Wileiam Herbert lord of Ragland, in Momnouthlhire; which 
lordfhip lie enjoyed from Maud his grandmother, daughter and heir 
to Sir John Morley. knight, the hereditary owner thereof. As to his 
defeent, it is faid by fome to have been derived from Henry, the font 
of Herbert, chamberlain to Henry I. but by others, from Henry Fitz¬

flourifhing under the dignity of earl of Pembroke and Montgomer)), 
given in the elaborate Baronages of Collins, Edmonfon, Jacobs, and 
others, among the exiting peers of the day."

us appear* by his charter, bearing date the 4th of July, anno the 19th 
of his reign, 1749. November 15, the id of Ru hard III. this W'jl 
liam earl of Huntingdon) was conftituted jnllicc of South Wales; and 
on the lad of February following, entered into covenants with that 
king, to take Catherine Plautagcnet, his daughter, tu wife, before the 
fcaft of Michaelmas then next enfuing; as alio to make her a ceitain 
jointure, and the king to fettle lands and lordlhlps of a large annual 
value on them, and the heirs male of their .tw 0 bodies.

In the 33d ycai 
of whofe reign he died in France, iflTuelefs; leaving Sir Robert de Ho- 
laud, knight, his elder brother, his next heir. 

Which Sir Robeut, on the death of his father (ad Edward III.) wa^ 
then in minority; but the 9th of Edward III. doing his homage, and 
proving hn> majority, he had livery of his inheritance. And the 16th, 

19th, and 20th of Edward III. was in the wars of France; fo Jikcwife 
the zzd and 29th of Edward III, And having had fummons to par¬ 
liament, in the 16th* 37th, 38th, 39th, 42d, 43d, 44th, and 46th of 
Edward III. died the next enfuing year, viz. the 47thEdward III. anno 
1373, leaving ’Maud, his granddaughter, (viz. foie daughter and heir 
of Robert Holland, his eldcft fon, who deceafed in his lifetime), his 
next heir, then feventeen years of age, and wife of Sir John Lovcl, 
knight. 

From this period the barony of Holand became merged in that of 
Lovcl, until by the attainder of Francis vifeount Lovcl, defeended, as 
in the Pedigree is fhewn, the lame, with all the honours which had 
dev olved upon him, were thereby forfeited to the crown.

refearch and conjedure, they have never yet been enabled to Rate,

fame identical race, although their feudal baronies have long fince 
terminated. * 

Thus " AU the blood of all the Howards,” fo magnified by fome 
genealogies; and fo pointed at by a celebrated author, a* the fumnium 
of heraldic pride, feems loft in obfeurity and uncertainty: for, fays 
Dugdate, u After much fruitlefs fcarch to fathfy myfelf and others” l 
ftiall begin with 

“William Howard, a learned and reverend judge of the court of 
common peas, temp, Edward I. and II. who had fumnoons, the 23d 
of Edward I. among the reft of the judges of the king’s learned 
counfel, unto the parliament then holden at Weftminfterj fo likewife 
to thofe parliaments of the 25th, 28th, and 33d of Edward I. and ift 
of Edward 11 . 

From this William defended Sir Robert Howard, who married 
Margaret, daughter and coheir of Thomas de Mowbray, duke of Nor¬ 
folk j but died in his father’s lifetime, leaving 

Joh v, his fon and heir, who, 1 by his mother, was defeended from 
king Edward I. Thomas de Mowbray, duke of Norfolk, being fon of 
John lord Mowbray, by Elizabeth his wife, daughter and coheir of John 
lord Scaravc, by Margaret his wife, eldeft of the two daughters and 
coheirs of Thoma« de Brotherton, earl of Norfolk, eldeft Ion of the 
faid king Edward, bv Margaret, his fecond wife, daughter of Philip 
the Hardy, king of France. 

Thi» Sir John Howard was a perfon of eminent account, and dif- 
tinguifhed himfelf in the wars of France; and had his firft fummons 
to pailiament among the barons of the realm, the 49th of 'Henry VI. 
(i. c. 9th and 10th Edward IV.) and again the 13th and 22<\ of/ 
Edward IV. and the ift of Richard III. in which laft year, alfb, he

was made carl marfhal of England, and duke of Norfolk (Thomas, his 
fon, being about that time alfo created earl of Surrey), whereby the 
barony of Howard became merged in the fuperior tide, and did fo 
continue, until by default of blue male, the fame became veiled in 
the female line as heirs general, according to the ftatement in the 
annexed Table of Defeent; where alfb are ffmilaily \eilv-d the intereft 
in all thole ancient baronies in fee, which descended to the houfe of 
Howard, unlefs by the vaiious attainders which ha\c at fevcral tirms 
occurred in this family, the faid honouis have become forfeited, and 
have not been reftored as inheritances, by any of the fubfequent a&s 
of parliament of rclhtution in blood.

Arms —The fame as the duke of Norfolk, with a Crefte'U for Dilicu nee 

Thomas, elddl fon of Thomas, fourth duke of Norfolk (beheaded 
m 1573), by his fecond wife, Margaret, daughter and heir of Thomas 
lord Audlcy, was reftored in blood, by a& of parliament, in the 27th 
of Elizabeth; and October 24th, 1597, was fummoned to parliament, 
bis lord Audlcy of Walden; and in 1603, the ift of James I. was 
created carl of Suffolk.

His lordfhip was three times married: by his laft lady he had no 
iffue; by his fecond, Barbara, daughter of Sir, Edward Villiers, he had 
a daughter, Elizabeth, married to Sir Thomas Felton, of Playford, in 
the county of Suffolk, baronet; and by his fir ft wife, Sufan, daughter 
of Henry Rich, carl of Holland, he had Effex, his only child and co- 
heirefs, who was married to Edward lord Griffin, of Braybrooke, in 
Northamptonfliire. , 

By the death of this carl without iffue male, 1688, the title of Suf¬ 
folk defeended to his next brothci' George, and the barony of Howard 
of Waldori remained dormant, until Sir John Griffin Griffin, knight 
of the hath (whofe mother, Anne, was only iurviving filler and heir 
of Edward, the laft lord Griffin), eftablifhed his claim, and was called 
up to the houfe of pccis, by writ of iummons, as lord Howard of 
Walden, Auguft 3d, 1784. But he died without iffue, the 55th May,

Robert, his fou and heir; which Robert, by reafon of his marriage 
with Ahanoic, daughter and heir of William lord Molines,f had 
fumraons to parliament, in her right, during his father’s lifetime, as 
lord Molines, the 23d, 25th, 27th, 28th, 29th* and 31ft of Henry VI. 
in which laff-mentioned year, being in the wars of France under the 
command of Sir John Talbot, the renowned earl of Shrewfburj, he 
was with him at the unfortunate battle of ChaRilJon, where that 
brave carl was llain, the Engtilh army defeated, and himfelf taken 
prifoncr. Whereupon Alianor, counted of Arundel, fecond wife, and 
widow of Sir Walter Hungerford, knight, his grandfather, by her will, 
bearing date 20th July, 33d Henry VI. gave unto him all her then 
right in her manor of Hcyteflbury, of the \alue of 100 marks, towards 
lu^ ranfom; whereby, and with the help of other fupplics from the 
lady Margaret, his mother, then forming, after feven years and four 
months imprifbnment, he obtained his liberation at the payment of a 
ranfom of £.7690, beftdes the great expenfes attendant upon his long 
captivity, the exchange of money, and other incidental cofts, to a very 
considerable amount, as are Rated in the will of the faid lady Margaret 
his mother, dated the 8th of Auguff, 16th Edward IV. who, fortu¬ 
nately for him, lived to a great age; dcceafmg only the 17th of Ed¬ 
ward IV. when foe was buried in the cathedral of SaUibuiy.

And Handing firm to the king in his contentions with the 
confederated barons he had many other high trufts and received 
mtny fignal matks of royal far our, as well from king llenty, as 
fiom Ins fon, king Edward t. And, further, had fummons to parha- 
m< nt amongll the barons of the realm, the 38th, 30th, 3.3d, and 33d 
ot Edwaid I. the laft year inclulivc, in which he dcceafed; being then 
jointly fufed, with p Alicc his wife (one of the daughters and coheirs 
ot Walter Ledet), of the one half of the barony of Wardon, in com. V]d icdet 
Xoitht ; as alfo of the moiety of the town and whole hundred of 
(orb), in the fame county, of her inheiitancc.

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the 3d of Edward III. ‘n all his demefne lands in the counties of 
Bedford, Norfolk, York, and Kent. In which year, having, without 
licence, purchafcd the office of coinage" in the Tower of London, 
and city of Canterbury, from Maud, the widow of John de Botetourt 
(who held it by inheritance of the king, in capite), obtained his par¬ 
don for that tranlgrcffion; and having been fummoned to parliament, 
from the ill to the 9th of Edward III. died the fame year; leaving 
by Elizabeth his wife, daughter of the lord Botetourt, William, his 
fon and heir, then only fix years of age, and the /aid Elizabeth, 
furviving. 

This William, the 25th Edward III. making proof of his age, 
had livery of his lands, his homage being refpited, by rcafon he was at 
that time in the king’s fervicc in France. Wherein he continued for 
many years, performing many notable exploits; particularly, the 38th 
Edward HI. when being with John de Montfort, at the liege of Do- 
veroy, with fcaice 1600 men (Englilh and Britons), he encountered 
Charles de Blois, who came to raife the liege with 3600, whom he 
defeated and flew, with almofl: 100:3 knight and cfquires; taking pri¬ 
soners, 2 earls', 27 lords, and 1500 men at arms. 

Neverthelcfs, the 50th of Edward HI. the parliament having com¬ 
plained againfl him and the duke of Lancailer, they were removed 
from their trulls, and the lord Latimer lined 20,000 marks; which 
the king, together with his imprifonment, was afterwards pleafed 
wholly to remit. And being thus fully rellorcd again, he was made 
one of the commanders of the king’s fleet, .and governor of Calais, as 
alfo a knight of the garter; and having had lummons to parliament, 
from the 42d of Edward III. to> the 3d of Richard II. inclultve, died •* 
the year cnfuitig (anho 1380), leaving Elizabeth his wife, daughter of 
Edmond carl of Arundel, furviving; and alio an only daughter and

Wurcri George, the 13th of Henry VI. was one of the chief 
commanders of the king’s forces' then railed in the North, for the 
defence of thofc parts again ft the Scots. 

And the fame ye^r came to an accord with Maud, counted of 
Cambridge (widow of his half uncle, John lord Latimer), viz. that, 
if by the advice of their counfel, they fhould grant unto Sir John 
Willoughby, knight (for to preferve amit), and to prevent law-fuits), 
any of thofe lands which formerly belonged to the faid John lord La¬ 
timer, that of fucli lands fbe Ihould give tw r o parts, and he, the faid 
George, one part. And in cafe of any fuit commenced by Sir John 
Willoughby againft them (by reafou of his being the next heir in 
blood to the fame John lord Latimer), for any of thofc lands, flic to 
pay two third parts, and he the other third part of the cofts incurred 
thereby. 

In the latter part of his life, it feems, this George became an idiot; 
wherefore the cuftody of his lordfhips and lands was committed to his 
nephew, Richard Nevill, earl of Warwick.* His wife was Elizabeth, 
third daughter of Richard earl of Warwick, and cobei* to their mo¬ 
ther, Elizabeth (his firft wife), daughter and heir of Thomas lord 
Berkeley, by whom he had iffue Sir Henry Ne * ill, knight, who was 
/liin at the battle of Edgcot, in bis lifetime, and a daughter, who 
died iftuelcfs. And having had fummons to parliament, from the iolh 
of Henry VI. to the 9th of Edward IV. inclulive, he departed thw 
life the fame year, leaving Ilichard, his grandfon, his next luir, at that 
time about two years old; viz. fon of Sir Henry Nevill, knight, be-

Which Richabd, the ift of Henry VII. was one of the com¬ 
manders of the king’s army at the battle of Stoke, againft John earl 
of Lincoln, and his rebellious followers; who were there entirely 
defeated. 

The 6th of Henry VII. he had fpecial livery of all the lands which 
dclccndcd to him by the death of his grandfather; and foon after, viz. 
the 8th of Henry VII. he was again a commander in the Englilh 
army; and fo like wife the 5 th Henry VIII. when he greatly diflin- 
guifhed himfclf in the battle which took place at Flodden Field, where 
the Scots were totally vanquifticd, and their king llain. 

Memorable, alfo, is this Richard for the difpute he had with Robert 
lord Brooke, touching the barony of Latimer; to which, as next heir 
in blood to John lord Latimer, who died S.P. the yth of Henry VI. 
he claimed a right. But to end the contention, the lord Brooke w'as 
informed by an herald, that Sir George NevilJ, grandfather to Richard, 
♦I'oliirV Ba* W as created lord Latimer by a new title,* which therefore lineally 
1 2ii, 212, defeended to Richard, by Henry, fon and heir of the laid George; and 
211,211 h that the lord Brooke had made a wrong claim: who Ihould have 
claimed his ftyle from William Latimer, firft created lord Latimer, of 
Danby (the head manor of his barony) temp. Edward I. On this 
the lord Brooke perceiving his error, and having a title of his own, 
was contented to conclude a match between their children; and Ri¬ 
chard fuffered a recovery on certain manors and lordlhips demanded 
by the lord Brooke; with which adjuftment both* parties were well 
fatisfied. After which, he departed this life, viz. the 2id of 
Henry VIII. (1531), having had fummons to parliament, the yth, 
nth, and 12th Henry VII. and the ift, 3d, 6th, yth, 14th, and jilt 
Henry VIII. By Anne his wife, daughter of Humphrey Stafford, of 
Grafton, in co.

and afterwards Sir Edmund Carey, knight, third fon of Henry the hrft 
lord Hunldon, by whom flic bad no iffue; but from her iffue by Sir 
John D tm er-, dcfccndcd Elizabeth, mother of Sir Thomas Ofborlie, 
baronet, ul favour ot whom afterwards the name of this honour was 
recognized by lus majefty Chailes II. who created the faid Sir Thomas 
vifeount Latimer, of Danbv, iu the county ol* York, by letters patent, 

13th AuguE, 25th Chailes II. 1673, in whole poftcrity the fame now 
continues; but merged in the higher title of duke of Leeds, to which 
dignity they lubfcquently were elevated.

Of this name, it is mentioned, that there were fevcral families io 
denominated; the one from the Ifie of Ely, and the other from the 
Me of Wight: but which of them is the moft ancient, is not pofi- 
tivcly aieertained. 

The firll: perfon of any confequence, of whom notice is made, is 
Bryan de L’Isle; who, the 3d of John, paid 120 marks and a pal¬ 
frey, for the wardfhip and marriage of the heir of William Briton; 
and, the 6th of John, took to wife Maud, the daughter and heir of 
Thomas, the fon of William de Seleby. This Bryan firmly adhered 
to king John, and held many high military employments under him; 
as alfo under king Henry III. The 6th of Henry III. he held the 
manor of Brianilon (otherwife Blandford Brian), ‘in the county of 
Dorfet; and died, circ. 18th of Henry III. as it feems; for Thomas 
Briton, and Alice his wife; William de Glamorgan, and Ralph de 
bcopham, being his heirs, had livery of his lands, paying 100 marks 
fine. 

The 13th of king John, mention is alio made of Hugh de L’Isle, 
who then gave -;oo marks, and an horfe of price, for the marriage of 
his heir, a daughter; for which heir (named Catherine), William de 
Contilupc, the 15th of John, paid 300 marks, to be a wife for his fon, 
Whofc name, however, does r»--t appear.

Which Warine,'’ the 14th of Edward If. having been grievouily 
opprefted by the Spcnfcrs, joined the other barons then in arms, and 
fhared with Thomas earl of Lancafter, and the reft of them, in their 
ill luccef; being taken, and hanged at York with the lord Mowbray, 
and many others* After which, it was found, in ift Edward III. 
that he died feifed of the manors of Bouden, Kingfton, and Fanfiorc, 
in Berklhirej Mundiford, in Norfolk; and Kiftingbury, in Northamp- 
tonfhirc; leaving Gerard, his fon, twenty-three years of age, and Alice 
his wife, fifter and heir of Henry Tcyes,* furviving. * Vid 

Gerard, fon and heir of Warine de L’lfle, in the 31ft of Ed¬ 
ward III. had fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm, 
but never after. lie ferved often in the wars of Scotland and France; 
and was a man of great eminence in his time. Ilis wife was Eliza¬ 
beth, widow of Edmund de St. John; wdiom, Dugdale fays, he mar¬ 
ried the 28th Edward III. wherefore ihe muft have been a fccond 
wife; as tiie fame learned herald ftates, that on his dcccafe, the 34th 
Edward III. Warine, his Ion and heir, was of full age. 

Which Warine, the 31ft Edward III. obtained licence to make a 
caftle of his lioufe at Shirbourne, in com. Oxon, and had fummons 
to parliament, from the 43d Edward III. to 5th Richard II. inclulivc, 
the next enfuing year whereof he died (anno 1313), being then feifed, 
amongft others, of the manor of Kingfton L’lfle, in the county of 
Berks; and leaving iflue by Margaret his wife, daughter of William 
Pipard, a daughter and heir, alfo named Margaret, who married 
Thomas lord Berkeley, by whom ihe had ilfue Elizabeth, her daughter

In 1605, Robert Sidney, whofe mother was Maty, eldell 
daughter of John Dudley, duke of Northumberland, was created vif¬ 
eount L’lfic b) king James I. and in 1618, eail of Lciceftcr; to 
which title the leader is referred for the notable exploits, and genea¬ 
logy of that noble family. (ViU Sidney earl of Leiccfter.)

From Anderfon’s Genealogical Iliftory of the Ttoufc of Yvcry, it 
appears that the great houfes of Yvcry, Luvel of Karry, l/uvel of 
Tichmcrlh, Perceval, and Harpetre-Gournay, were originally derived 
from the lame {lock. 

The lirtl of tlii> family who entered England, was Robert lord of 
Breherval, &c. in Normandy (where he likewife held the caftlc of 
Yvcry, by the fervice of three knights fees), a younger fon, as it is 
faid, of Eudcs, fovereign duke of Brittany. He came over with the 
Conqueror in io6ty and was rewarded with the lordfljips of Karry 
and Harpetrc, in Somcrfctfhirc; but returning afterwards into Nor¬ 
mandy, and being feized with a grievous illnefs, was thorn a monk in 
the abbey of Bee, and died foon after, eirc. 1083 ; leaving three funs, 
Afcclm, Gouel, and William. Of thefe, 

Ascblin Gouel pe Perceval fuccccded his father; and, from 
the violence of his temper and actions, was furnamed Lupus, or the 
Wolf. He hud alfo been an adventurer in the fame expedition into 
England with his father, and was an officer of high rank; and for his 
ferviecs had a grant of many manors, particularly Wefton in Gordano, 
Stawel, &r. in the county of Somcrfet'. He afterwards was com¬ 
mander of the Norman forces at the fiegc of Mante, under William . 
the Conqueror, who there received the hurt of which he died. This 
Afeelin was famous for the long difputc he had with the earl of Bre- 
tevil, in Normandy. The particulars of which remarkable trmfadion 
are related at large by Ordericus Vitalis, a cotemporary hi dorian, but 
are too long to be inferted in this place: yet* fuch was the rifilfc of 
that celebrated contefl, that after having fuftained a liege of two 
months in his caffle of Breherval, againll a great army, commanded

by the moll Valiant and experienced officers of that age; and withal, 
wonderfully and extraordinarily provided for the undertaking, he made 
his*own terms; keeping poiTeffion of the fortrefs, and obtaining in 
marriage liabell.i, the only daughter of*the &ld Carl. 4 ^ . 

Thi“ lady, though a natural daughter of the carl of Rretevil, yet in 
default of legitimate ifluc, by the favour of Henry l. became heirefs 
in part to her father, and Afcclin Goucl was eftablifhed in the earldom 
of Yvery in ti 19, foon after which he died. 

His ifTue were levcn Tons, and a daughter, married to Radulfus 
Rufus, a Norman nobleman; but of the fans, the names of Robert, 
William, and John, are all which are handed down to notice. Whereof 
John, the youngeft, was portioned by his father in the manor of Har- 
petre. Which name* he aflumed, though afterwards changed by his 
defendants to Gournay.* 

Robert, the eldefl Ion, fucccedcd his father; and dying in risr, 
S. P. his brother William became his heir. 

Which William fuccceded both to his Norman and Englilh 
cilates, and bore the title of earl of Yvery. He was nicknamed Lupel- 
lus, or the Little Wolf, a diminutive of the appellation which his 
father bore. In 1T53, he was in arras, and defended his caltlc of Kariy 
again# king Stephen; hut died between that year and U58, the ex id 
time not being known. He married Auberic, ftfter to W.ileran de 
Bcllemontc, carl of Mcllent, in Normandy, and to the earl of Leicctler 
in England; the ilfue of which illuilrious marriage were five fons, viz. 
Walcran, Ralph, Henry, William, and Richard. 8 

Wallran, the el dell, fucrecued his lather in Normandy, and was 

baron of Yvciy, but the title of earl is no further mentioned ; his line 

continued in his defendants till it failed in the 1 ;'h centun.

He married Maud, daughter of Henry dc New march ; but d)m t < 
v.ithout ilfuc, foon after his father, Henry, his next brother, became 
his heir. 4 

Which Henry, upon the feutage levied that year, the 5th of 
Henry IT. 1159, paid fnc mark 1 ? to the crown; and the 12th of 
Ihory H on the aid then levied fir marrying the king’s daughter, 
certified his knights fees to be eighteen dc vcteri feoffamento, and one 
de novo. His wife’s name was Alice; by whom he had iffuc two 
Tons, Ralph and Henry. Whereof 

Ralph fncccedcd his father; and the ill of king John (1199), 
gave j£.66 for livery of his barony of Kari. Some time after, he be¬ 
llowed the lands of Ethelbergc on the monks of Montacute; but died 
the 9th of John, A. D. 1208, without ifTue. Wherefore 

Henry, his brother, became his heir; who the fame year, viz. the 
Qth of John, gave 300 marks, and feven palfries, for livery of the 
lands of his inheritance. And in the Telle de Ncvil (which is an 
ancient collection of knights fees), it appears he had, amongll others, 
Hunewy, Pydecumbe, and Colney, in the co. of Somerfet; at which 
time Pydecumbe and Colney were in jointuu to Alice, the mother of 
this Henry, and llunewy in jointure fo Maud, the widow of his bro¬ 
ther Ralph. 

The 13th of John, he paid 300 mirks, and three good pf fries, lot 
leave to go into Ireland; and again, upon the collodion of the fcutace 
of Wales, he paid twenty-three marks for eleven knights fees and onc^ * 
half; and thirteen marks for fix fees and an inlf, for the fees of Mon- 
tacutc; foon after which he died, leaung by ChrdlUai his wife, who

barony, Rut of thefc, the firft married Walter de Eflelcs; the fecond 
Thomas de Rretun; the third, Matthew Wake; and the fourth, Wil¬ 
liam Fit/-Walter. To this Henry fucceeded 
Richard, his fon and heir, beforementioued; who, the 2d of 
Henry III. gring £. 1 °o, as fecurity for payment of his relief, had 
livery of his baron) of Karri, and of all other his lands in the county of 
Somcrfet. The 38th Henry Hi. upon collc&ion of the aid for making 
the king’s cldeft fon a knight, he anfwered for eleven knights fees and 
an half for the honour of Morcton, and died the lame year (1254), 
leaving 

Hnxiir, his fon and heir, who the next year, the 39th of Henry III. 
paid £.too for his relief, and had livery of his lands; but enjoyed his 
eftate only a few years, dying the 47th Henry III. (1263); being 
then feifed of the manor of Caftle Cary, holden in capitc of the king, 
by barony, and the fcrvice of finding two loldiers in the king’s army 
for forty days. His iflfue were Richard and Henry Luvel. Whereof 
Richard, the cldeft fon, doing his homage the fame year, had 
livery of his barony, paying £. 100 for his relief; but he furvived his 
father only a ftiort time, and dying without iflue, b 
Henry, his brother, was his heir and fucceflor; and the 2d of Ed¬ 
ward I. (1-374)1 was in pofleflion of the barony of Kari, and died 
about the year 1280, leaving a fin, Hugh, and a daughter, Oliva, wife 
of .John de Gournay, of Bevorfion.* 

# Which Hlch, the 8th of Edward I. was in pofTeflion of his inhe¬ 
ritance ; as appears by the plcadiwrs in a caufe, inftituted aminft him

Richard, the next baron of Carv, who, the 9th of Edward 111 , 
obtained, in conjunction with Muriel his wife, the cultody of the 
cattles of Corf and Purbcck, in co. Dorfet; after which, he had a 
confirmation of a moiety of the barony of Wachltriker, in Scotland: 
but whether in reward for his fervices againft that nation, or as an 
acquifition from his wife, is not faid. This Richard had fummons to 
parliament as a baron of the realm, the 33d, 33d, and 24th of Ed¬ 
ward III. and died upon the laft day of January the year following, 
feifed of the manor of Winfred Egle, in the county of Dorfet, and 
alfo of Caftle Cary, and Merfli, in the county of Somerfet. Ills wife 
was Muriel, daughter of William, the firft earl of Douglas, in Scot¬ 
land ; by whom he had ifluc a fon, James, and two daughters; vi 1. 
Joane, wife of John de Moels; and Alianorc, of Sir Roger Ruhaut, 
But this James, his only fon, deceafed in his lifetime, viz. the 16th 
Edward III. being then feifed, in conjunction with Ifabcl his wile, of 
the manors of North and South Barewe, and Blakford, held jointly by 
them for their live-.; but who this lady wa* is unknown: his ilfue by 
her, however, were a Ion, Richard, eight years old at the time of his 
father’s death, 16th Edward HI. (who died under age, S. P. alfo be¬ 
fore his grandfather), and a daughter, Muriel, who thereby became 
heir to the eft ate and barony of Kan, upon the death of her grand¬ 
father; at which time, the 25th Edward III. (1351), Hie wms nine-' 
teen years of age, and then the wife of Nicholas St. Maur; whofe 
poftcrit) for fomc time enjoyed this eftate and honour. (Vid. St.

This houfe, though not £r> conlidcrable In the very carlicfi time, 
yet verj foon became of cq..al note with that lx tbrementioned; and 
in one in i ict had the advantage of the other, that it hilled to a later 
period. 

Ot Willi \m, the firft of this line, and brother to Ralph and 
Henry, of Caftle Kary/ very little is faid, but it appears he was lord 
of Minllcr, in com, Oxon, and that he was dead before the 8th of 
Richard I. lor in that }car his fon was poflclfed of the inheritance. 
Who the lady was that he married cannot be affirmed, although it is 
certain her name was Maud, and that flic was living the 8th of John, 
being then a widow, f 

Willi vm, fon and heir of William and Maud, the 13th of John, 
held Dockinges by barony; which, with its appurtenances, the rccordj 
affirms in the margin, to be a fee, and lately granted to this family. 
His wife’s name was Ifabcl, by whom he had llfue John, baron of 
Dockinges, and loid of Minfter-Luvel. 

Which John was a minor at his father’s doth, and in cuftody of 
Alan leaflet, of Murcfdewall and Wycombe, in Surrey; whole daugh¬ 
ter, by Aliva, daughter of Stephen Gay,§ he mamed, and jointured 
in the manor of Minfttr Luvel, upon which oc< “fion he quilted the 
ancient coat of arms, which was thit of Luvel of Kary, the crolslets 
only omitted, and either out of honour or icgarcl to the houfc of 
Baflct, affumed their coat (which were Barry NebuJe of Six A. md S.) 
the colours only changed into 0 . and G. Ills children by the faid Aliva, 
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were, John, baron of. Lockmgcs; Philip; 1 Fulke, archdeacon of Col- 
chrflvr; and Agnes, the wife of Adira dc Chetwynd, anecitur to the 
vifeount’s family of that furuame, in the kingdom of Jrehnd. Of 
thefe, 

John, the eldtif ton, was fuccctTor to his father; and the 48th of 
Henry III. was made governor of die cattle of Northampton, and the 
56th ot Henry 10 . governor of Marlborough ctftlc. After when, no¬ 
thing material is related of him until his. death, the f ( ^th K.l.vatd I, 
(1:187), when he was lound feifed ol the manor of Min'ur-Luvcl, in 
com. Ocon; Elocurnbe, in com. Wilts; and of Pichmerih, in com. 
Northamp. Which great lordlhip he acquired in light of Maud his 

wife, daughter and heir of - - --Sydenham; and which not long 

after became the title of the barony that his pofterity enjojed. His 
ilfne weie, Sir Thomas Luvcl, who had Tick well for his portion, and 
bore a Bend Azure over his coat for diderence ; J and John, his elded 
fon and heir, who performing his fealty, had livery of his lands the 
fame year.

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' Which Jo tin, at his father’s dcceafe, was thirty-two years old; and 
the 22d of Edward I. attended that king into Gafcony, and the 24th 
of the fame reign, had his firft writ of fummons to parliament as a 
baron, and from thence to the 4th of Edwaid II. inclufive. To his 
firft wife, he mairiul Ifabcl, daughter of Emald de Bois, of Thorpc- 
Ernald, filter and heir of William; and flic dcccafmg about the 4th 
of Edward II. left an only daughter, Maud, her heir, who became the 
wile of William lord Zouche, of Haryngworth; and carried with her 
the lands of Dockinge 5 , which had been fettled upon her mother’s 
man i age. 

Ilis fecond wife was Joan, daughter of Robert lord Roos, of Ham-

John, his cldeft fon, who furvived him only a fhoit time, and hav¬ 
ing had fummons to parliament, the 6th, yth, and 8th of Edward II.

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death, and did not live to attain his twcnty-flrft year, but died the 
35th of Edward HI. illuelefs; wherefore his next brother became his 
heir, who, as before obferved, was likewife named John. 

Which John, the 37th of Edward III. (1263), being of full age, 
hud livery of his lands, his homage being refpited, and was afterwards 
vie Jed into the moll noble order of the garter; and the 4.3d of Ed¬ 
ward III. was in the wars of France, and fo alio in divers other years 
of the fame king. ■ 

The 50th of Edward III. he was conffitutcd governor of Banclyng- 
ham, in France. In the time of Richard II. when the great difeontent 
arofe among!} the nobility, by rcaion the king was fo entirely lvvajed 
by Robert de Vere, duke of Ireland, and foine others, to the great 
lean dal of the government, he cfpoufed the popular party; yet at 
length it fo happened, that he afterwards fell off from that fide to the 
king, and became one of thofe whom they expelled the court. The 
time of his death is not certain; but it appears he had fummons to 
parliament, from the 49th of Edward III. to the 8th of Henry IV. 
inclufive ; and made his will the 9th of Henry IV. 1408, the probate 
whereof bears date the 12th of September following. His wife was 
Maud, granddaughter and heir of Robert lord Holland, 4- by whom he 
left iflue, 

John, his foil and fucccffor, the eighth of that name, who furvived 
him not long ; tor luting had fummons to parliament, from the 1 ith 
oi Henry IV. to the 2d of Henry V. inclufive, he died that year 
(1414), leaving, by Alianore his wife, daughter of William lord 
Zouche, of Ilarvngworth, William, his fon and he ir; and a fecund 
lbn, alfo named William, who married one of the daughters and to ’ 
heirs of Thomas St. CIcre, of Barton St. John, in com. Oxon. 

Which William, the elder, the 4th of Henr) V. was, by inden¬ 
ture, retained to ferve the king in the w r ars of France ; and the 9th of 
Henry V. was again in the fame wars The iff of Henry VI. doing 
his homage, lie had livery of the lands of his inheritance, by defeent, 
both from John lord Luvel, his father, and from Maud de Holland, 
his grandmother.

inheritance the ad of Henry VI. performing his fealty for the fame. 

The 24th of Henry VI. in cooperation of his eminent fervices, 
and by rcafon of his infirmities of body, he had an efpeeial exemption 
from coming to parliament for term of life; yet his name appears in 
the Lifts of Summons thereto, from the 3d to the 33d of Henry VI. 
inclufivc ; in which latter, upon the 16th of June, 1459, he departed, 
this life, leaving John, his fon and heir/ and Alice his wife, furviving; 
who the very fame year, upon the death of Margaret, her fifter, wife 
of Ralph lord Cromwell, S. P. was found the next' heir,- whereby 
divers lordfhips and lands defeended to her, whereof Ihe had cfpccial 
livery foon after. 

John, fon and heir of William lord Luvel, was twenty-two years 
of age at his father’s death; and the next year, being then a knight,, 
had livery of his lands, his homage being refpited; and the 38th of 
Henry VI. in confideration of his good fervices, obtained a patent from 
the king, to be chief foreftcr of the foreft of Whichwoode, in com. 
Northampt.; but before the end of the year, the Yorkifts prevailing 
over king Henry, the face of affairs changed, to the total ruin of that 
unfortunate monarch, and of his friends. So that of this John, no¬ 
thing further is related than his death, the 4th of Edward IV. being 
then feifed, among divers other conftderablc lordfhips, of the manors 
of Minfter Luvel, in the county of Oxford; Bainton, otherwife Dein- 
courts-Manor, inYorkfhire; Tichmerfh, in Northamptonftnfe; * Hol- 
gatc Burnell, and A<fton Burnell, in Shropshire; and alfo of the 
• moiety of the manor of Aikham-Bryan, in the county of the city of 
York; being the titular, names, as well of bis own barony, as of thole 
which, by inheritance, had defeended to him.

Fin.NCiJi lord Luvcl, wlio, the 4th of January, the ggd of Ed¬ 
ward IV, was advanced to the dignity of-vifeount Luvcl; and, more¬ 
over, being a great fiicnd and favourer of king Bit hard III. he was 
made a knight of the garter, lord chamberlain of his houfchold, and 
conftituted chief butler of England. Ilis interefts being thus entwined 
with that king's, he adventured himfclf in battle for him at Bofworlb, 
where Richard being {lain, and his army routed, this nobleman having 
cfcapcd the llaughter, lurked privily about for fome months, until at 
lad he got into Flanders to Margaret duchefs of Burgundy, the late 
king’s lifter, by whom he was well received. But after this, coming 
into England with John de la Pole, carl of Suffolk, and the reft of 
that party, together with 2000 ftout fbldiers, under the conduct of 
Martin Swartz (an eminent German commander), ou behalf of Lam¬ 
bert Sinmell (the counterfeit duke of York), he underwent the like 
fate with them; being flain, as it is faid, in the battle of Stoke, the 
jd oi Henry VII. But, however, certain it is, that he attempted to 
make his clcape out ol the fight, being fecn on horfcback endeavour¬ 
ing to fwim the river Trent; yet from this period, no further mention 
is made of him by any hiftorian. Though there was a ftrong rumour, 
that he for the prcl’ent preferred his life, b} retiring to fome fccrct 
place, where he was ftarved to death, by the treachery or neglect of 
thofe in whom he confided. Which report, in later days, teems to be 
confirmed by a very particular cireumlhmcc, related in a letter from 
William Cowpcr, cfquire, clerk of the parliament, concerning the fiip- 
pofed finding of the body of Francis lord Luvcl, viz.

“ that he fled, and lvvame over the Trent on horfcback, but could 
“ not recover the further fide, by rcafon of the ftecpencfl'e of the 
“ bank**, and (b was drowned in the river. But another report 
i{ leaves him not there, but that he lived long after in a cave or 
“ vault. 

Apropos to tins; on the 6th of May, 1728, the prefent duke of 
Rutland related in my hearing, that about twenty years then before, 
“ viz. in >;o8, upon occalion of new laying a chimney at Minftcr 
Luvcl, there was difeovered a large vault or room under ground, in 
‘* which was the entire Ikeleton of a man, as having been fitting at a

“ table, which w.w hclorc him, with a book, paper, pen, &e. kc .; in 
“ another part of a room lay a cap, all much mouldered and decayed. 
“ Which the family, and others, judged to Ire this lord Luvcl, whole 
■' exit has hitherto been lo uncertain.” 


from hence it may be concluded, that it was the fate of this un¬ 
happy lord, to have retired to his own houfe after the battle, and there 
to have intruded himlclf to lomc fervaut, by whom he wa> immured, 


and afterwards neglected, either through treachery, fear, or fume acci¬ 
dent which bcfcl that perfon. A melancholy period to the life and 
fortunes of one of the greated and molt active noblemen of the ;cra 
wherein he had lived. 

To complete th» tragedy, king Henry VII. afpiring after the vafe 
inheritance <»t this family, by an id of attainder confifcated the whole 
eflate, then inferior to »r none in the kingdom; and which, by 
grants at different time* from Henry VIII. to James I. has p.dTcd to 
the families of Compton, earls of Northampton; Cecils, carls of Sa- 
lilbury, and other great lioufcs now cxifting. By the fame ard were 
annihilated all thole baronies Ahich centered in this great perion; who 
dying itluelefs, his libers, already mentioned, were his heirs, but could

Which Thomas aflumed the furnamc of Lucie ; and the 16th of 
Edward I. doing his fealty, had livery of all the lands which were of 
the inheritance of Alice, his mother, but died the 33d of Edward I. 
(i 305); being then feifed, amongft others, of the manor of Langley, 
in com. Northumb. which came to him by the marriage of Ifabel, one 
* ™ of the daughters and coheirs of Adam dc Boltcby,'* 

To whom fuccecdcd Thomas, his fon and heir, then twenty-four 
years of age; who performing his homage the fame year, had livery 
of his lands, and the year next enfuing, viz. the 34th of Edward I. 
was in the wars of Scotland; but long he did not furvivc, for the 2d 
of Edward II. anno 1309, he deceafed, without ifluc, whereupon his 
brother 

Anthonv was found his next heir, and twenty-five years of age; 
who doing his fealty, had livery of the lands of his inheritance, ex¬ 
cepting thole which Chriftian, the widow of the laid Thomas, held 
in dower, viz. the third part of the manors of Brathwait, Afpatrick, 
and Culdebck, in Cumberland; and the manor of Langcle, and villages 
called Fourftoncs and Allerwalh, in Northumberland. 

In 16th Edward II. being fhcritf of Cumberland, and governor of 
the caftle of Carlillc, this Anthony was alfo conftituted governor of 
the calllc of Appleby, and of the cattle and honour of Egremont; and 
the fame year obtained from the king, a grant, in fee, of the cattle 
and honour of Cokermouth, with the manor of Hapcaftre, pertaining 
thereto, to hold by the iervicc ni one knight’s fee. 

Moreover, about the 5th oi Edward III. lie was couttituted juftice 
of Ireland; and the 8th of Edward 111 . governor of the town of Ber¬ 
wick upon Tweed. He had alfo lummons to parliament, from the 
14th of Edward II. to the 17th of Edward III. indulivc; in which 
year he died, leaving 

Thomas de Lucie, his fon and heir; who having married Mar¬ 
garet, the third filler, and one of the coheirs of John Multon, of 

Egremond, 
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Egremond,* in the 8th of Edward III. made partition with them of 
the lands of their inheritance, and the i ith of Edward III. had livery 
of them accordingly; which was in his father’s lifetime. After which, 
the 17th Edward III. performing his homage, he had livery of his 
paternal inheritance. 

Furthermore, in confideration of his eminent fervices, he obtained 
from the king a joint grant, with Ralph lord Nevill, to fettle his ma¬ 
nors of Caldcbek, Ulbcdale, and Afpatrick, in Cumberland, upon Regi¬ 
nald de Lucie, his fon, and Euphemia his wife, daughter of him the 
faid Ralph, and the heirs of their two bodies lawfully begotten, for 
ever. 

lie had fummons to parliament in the lifetime of his father; vi/. 
the 15th, 16th, and 17th of Edward III. and from thence to the 38th 
of Edward III. inclufivc; the year following of which he died (1336), 
leaving iflue by Margaret his wife (beforementioned), his fon and 
heir, 

Anthony, then twenty-four years of age, who doing his homage, 
foon alter had livery of the lands of his inheritance; and having mar¬ 
ried Joane, widow of William lord Greyftokc, without the king’s 
licence, obtained pardon for that tranfgreffion. The 41ft of Ed¬ 
ward III. he procured licence, with divers other noble perfons, to 
travel beyond fea; and the next enfuing year (j 368), departed this 
life, leaving Joane his wife furviving, and Joane, his only daughter 
and heir, two years and a quarter old; which faid Joane died the year 
following, being then not much more than three years of age. 

Wherefore the inheritance of the honour of Cokermouth devolved 
upon Maude her aunt (v iz. filler to Anthony de Lucie, her father), 
then wife to Gilbert de Umfravill, earl of Angus, but after, of Henry 
Percy, earl of Northumberland. 

Which Maude, by a fine levied the 8th Richard II. fettled the laid 
caltle and honour of Cokermouth, with a large proportion befides of 
her great eftates, upon the faid Ilenry earl of Northumberland, and 
bcrfelf, and the heirs male of their two bodies; and in default, on 

the 
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the heirs of her own body; and, in default thereof, then on Henry 
lord Percy (fon and heir of the laid carl by his Arft wife), and the hars 
male of his body, upon condition that the faid earl, and the heirs male 
of his body, fliould bear the arms of Percy; viz. “ O. a Lion ramp.

Tins noble family tlciive their defeent, both on the male and female 
fide, from no left* ancient than illutlrious anccflon. 

Liulpii, lord of iAimlcy Cattle, ton of Ofbert de Lumley, married 
Algitha, daughter of Aldred carl of Northumberland, by Edgina, 
daughter of king Ethilrcd II. Which Liulph lived in the time of 
Edward the Confett'or, and was a great favourite with the inhabitants 
of the bifhoprick of Dm ham; but was at length murdered b) means 
of Lcofcrin, chaplain to Waleher, bifhop of Durham, whofe envy he 
had incurred. Yet this offence was ibon alter revenged by the people; 
who alTcmbling together, lacrificcd the chaplain, and the bilhop him- 
ftlf, to their fury and refentment. 

From this match ifl'ucd four Ions; of which the cldcft, Uchtrcd, 
alfumed the furname of Liimlei, which hath ever fmee continued to 
his potteiity, of whom the earl of Scarborough is now the chief male 
reprefentative; under which title, as a very ample and copious ac- 
< ount may be feen in Mr. Collins’ Englifh Peerage, or in Archdalc's 
Peerage of Ireland (under the head of vifeount Watciford), it is un- 
neccflary here to trace the atttions and lineal fucceflion of the family, 
further than what may be ncuflary to fliew the defeent and termina¬ 
tion of the firtt barony, in the firtt: branch of die male line of this 
honourable houfe.

Which Riciiuid, fuccecding his grandfather, had fummom to 
parliament among the barons of the realm the ill and 3d Henry VIII, 
and having ilfue two fons, viz. John and Anthony, the lall became 
anccftor to the prefent earl of Scarborough, and the former, 

John, was fuecelfor to his father, at his deccafe in 1511 ; and had 
fummons to parliament the (>tli Henry VIII. Ihortly after which, he 
had livery of all the lands of his inheritance. In the 2 rft of Henry VIII, 
he had fummons alfo to that parliament which met at Wellminllcr 
the 3d of November the fame year, and continuing, by prorogation, 
till the 27th of that king’s reign, gave the firll llroke to the diffolution 
of the monatlerics in England. But in the 28th of Henry VJII. he 
was in that infurredion, called the Pilgrimage of Grace; when a 
pardon being offered by the duke of Norfolk, general of the army lent 
to fupprefs them, he was delegated to treat with the duke; and lb 
well accommodated matters, that all concerned in the riling, were 
permitted to repair home without being qucftioned for their offence. 
Yet loon after lie had the mortiiication of lofing !>is fon and heir, 
George; who being concerned in another infurrc&ion with lord 
Dare) and others, was thereupon apprehended, committed to the 
Tower, and being arraigned, and found guilty of high trealbn, fuffered 
death the 2yth Henry VIII. in his father’s lifetime.

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This George, by Jane his wife, fecond daughter and coheir of Ri¬ 
chard Knightlcy, of Faufley, in com. Northamp. knight, had iflue 
John, his fon and heir, and two daughters; viz. Jane, wife of Geffery 
Markham, cfquirc, who died ilfuclefs; and Barbara, married to 
Humphrey Loyd, cfquirc. 

Which John, on the death of his grandfather, was then an infant, 
but on his petition, in the ift of Edward VI. fetting forth, that he 
was a perfon in lineage and blood corrupted, and deprived of all de¬ 
gree, eftate, name, fame, &c. by the attainder of George Lumley, his 
father, “ It was enabled, that the laid John Lumley, and the heirs 
male of his body, fhould have, hold, enjoy, and bear the name, dig¬ 
nity, Rate, and pre-eminence of a baron of the realm.” Whereby a 
new barony of Lumley was created, and limited by exprefs words to 
the faid John in tail male, the ancient barony being veiled in the 
crow r n by the laid attainder of George, his father. 

Of this noble perfon Camden gives this character; “ That lie was 
“ of entire virtue, integrity, and innocence; and in bis old age, a 
“ complete pattern of true nobility. And had fo great a veneration 
“ for the memory of his anccftors, that he caufed monuments to be 
“ ere (Jed for them in the collegiate church of Chefier le Street (op- 
te polite Lumley Caftle), in the order as they fuccecded one another, 

“ from Liulphus down to his own time ; which he had either picked 
“ out of the dcmolilhcd monarteries, or made new. 

He alfo took care that his cllate lliould defeend to one of his 
“ own name and blood, by his lart will and tertament; in which he 
“ bequeaths to his kinfman and heir male, Richard, eldeft fon and

Thus, for want of iffuc male, the eldelt branch of the houfe of 
Lumley, and the new created barony, became detetmined. 

But the re\crcnd Dr. Lloyd, of (. Team, in Smrev idelcended, as in 
the lVdigtee annexed), petitioning the kinp, to be called to the upper 
houfe, in right of his defeent from Ralph loid Lumley, fummonid to 
parliament the 8th of Rtehaid II. the laid petition was rtf erred by his 
majefly to the houfe of pu’rs, and the laid Dr Lloyd heard by his 
counfel thereupon; when it was reported, the 43d March, 1723: 

That by the ad of parliament of the ill of Kdward VI. a new barony 

of Lumley was created, and limited by exprefs words to John loid 

Lumley in tail male; and that upon his death without iffuc male, the 

/aid baiom became extind.

Thai the attainder of (Jeorge Lumley is not reverfed by the fiid 
ad, but lemainsyct in loree; and that the refutation of John lord 
Lumley in blood on!y r , while the attainder remains unreverfed, could 
not potlibly re\i\c the ancient barony which was before* merged in the 
crown, in coufeijutnce of that attainder. 

And upon the whole matter the committee came to this rclblntion: 

That the jietitioner hath not any right to a wiit of luminous in 
parliament, as prayed by bis petition. 

The honour of baron Lumley dc Lumley, in the county palatine 
of Durham, was, however, again revived in the perfbu of Richard 
Lumley, tin chief heir male of the familv after th<' death of John lord 
Lumky, anno 1609; fiom which Richard, is immediately defeended 
the pr< lent earl of Scarborough.

Although none of this family were barons by tenure, nor had 
fummons to parliament before the time of Edward III. yet were they 
long before pcrlbns of confiderablc note; for Hugh Maltravers was a 
witnefs to that charter which king Henry I. made to the monks of 
Monl acute, in com. Somcrf. 

In the 5th of king Stephen, William Maltravers gave 1000 
marks of iiher, and £.100, for the widow of Hugh de la Val, and 
lands of the fame Hugh, for the term of fifteen years, and then to have 
the benefit of her dowry and marriage. 

The 18th of Henry II. mention is made of a John Maltravers; 
and alfo the 30th of Henry II. of Walter Maltravers, who paid 
twent) marks for livery of his purparty of the lands of Roger Fitz- 
(jeffery. But this Walter, it feems, died without iflue male ; for the 
6th Richard I. Richard de Herriet gave 100 marks for livery of his 
lands, as his wife’s right. After this, the next of whom notice is 
taken, is 

John Maltravers, who was one of the rebel barons again# king 
John; but the 1# of Henry III. returned to his obedience, and the 
26th of Henry III. had fummons to attend the king with horfe and 
arms into France; but the 24th of Edward I. he died," being then

Which John, the 25th of Edward I. doing his homage, had livery 
of his lands; and, the 34th of the fame reign, was made a knight (with 
prince Edward, and many more), by Bathing. The 12th of Ed¬ 
ward II. he had a charter for free warren in divers of his lordlhips in 
the counties of Dorfet, Somerfct, Wilts, Gloucefter, and Berks, and 
the year following was in the wars of Scotland. 

Upon the depofal of that unfortunate monarch Edward II. being in 
great dUmation with thofe who were then in power, he had fummons 
to that parliament held the ift of Edward III. by the name of John 
Maltravcrs, fenior. Shortly after which, he was one of the principal 
perfons to whom the cuftody of Edward II. was committed; and is 
faid to have treated him very hardly, and to have been acccflary to his 
murder; when, being confcious of his guilt, he fled into Germany, 
and continued there many years: but the 19th of Edward III. he 
came voluntarily, and furrendered himfclf to the king, who was pleafed 
(by rcafon of his fcrviccs in Flanders) to grant, that he might return 
with fafety into England, to abide the judgment of the parliament, 
which he did; and being thereupon fully pardoned, in the parliament 
held the 25th of Edward III. had fummons to fit in that convention; 
and the year following, was conftituted governor of the ifles of Guern- 
fey, Jerfey, Alderney, and Sarke. The 35th of Edward III. he 
founded the hofpital of Bowes, in the ifle of Gu«.rnfcy; and fhortly 
after died, viz. the 38th Edward III. leaving Joane, the wife of Sir 
John de Kayncs, knight, then twenty-two years of .’gc; and Alianore, 
Vid.Arundel, the wife of John, the fecond fon of Richard earl of Arundel, nineteen 
years of age, his granddaughters and heirs (viz. daughters of John, his 
fon, who died in his lifetime), 0 and Agnes his wife, furviving.

Thus far according to Dugdale; but Hutchins, in his Hiftory of 
Dorfet (Vol. II. p. 113), afferts the account of this family by that 
celebrated Baronagian, is not drawn up with his ufual accuracy, and 
gives a defeent thereof very different; which, as in point of dates, it 
feems the moft plaufible, is therefore here prefented. But after all, 
neither ftatement may probably be very correct; and it may in this 
refpc& be ncceffary to remind the reader, that Dugdale in his Baronage 
is wholly filent as to moft of the particulars relating to the Maltravers 
of Lychet and of Hooke.

After when, he was in arms 
with the rebel barons againft that king, with whom, however, he 
made his peace, but Rood out to the laft againft Henry III. as did, 
alfo, William, his younger brother; who was in fuch efteem with 
them, that in the parliament held by thofc barons, the 45th of 
Henry III. he was fummoned thereto as one of the peers. 

This Robert, by Amice his wife, had the manors of Weft Tanfield, 
in Richmondfhire, Eaft Tanfield, Nanficld, Carethorpe, Wathc, 

Binfow, Leming, Langton, Erilby, Nelworby, and Burgh, and left 
ififue 

William, his fon and heir, who married Lora, the daughter of 
Rocfc de Dovorjf and had with her the town of Ludington, in 
Northamptonfhire, and was fucceeded by 

John de Marmion, his fon; who, the 22d of Edward I. had 
fummons, with other great men, to attend to advife concerning the 
public affairs of the nation; and the 25th of Edward I. was, more¬ 
over, fummoned to parliament among the barons of the realm, and 
from thence to the 16th of Edward II. when he departed this life, 
leaving John, his fon and heir, thirty years of age.

The firft mentioned of this name, is Peter de Mauley, a Poio 
tovin/ one of the efquires to John earl of Moreton; and by him, 
upon the death of king Richard I. employed to murder Arthur, fon 
of GcfFery duke of Brittany, his elder brother, in order to pave the 
■way for his fucceflion to the crown; for which execrable action he 
was rewarded with the barony of Mulgravc, and the heir thereto, in 
marriage; viz. Ifabel, the daughter of Robert de Turnham ;* nor did *Vid.Tur 
he want for any favour king John could well bellow upon him, being 
one of his moll intimate counfellors, and by him made IherifF of the 
counties of Somcrfet and Dorfet. He continued alii) in favour with 
Henry III. and was by him made governor of the calllo of Sherburne, 
in com. Dorf. the 6th Henry III. in which year he died, leaving 

Peter, his fon and heir; who giving ioo marks for his relief, had 
livery of his lands.

The like charter he alfo obtained, the 42d 
of Henry III. lor a weekly market, and yearly fair of the fame dura¬ 
tion, at his manor of Egcton, in com. Ebor. 

His wife was Nichola, daughter of Gilbert, fon of Gilbert de Gant, 
carl of Lincoln ; by whom he had Hide, 

Peter, his fon and heir (called the Fourth); who, the 7th of Ed¬ 
ward I. doing his homage, and paying £.100 for his relief, had livery 
of all his lands, which he held of the king in capite, by barony, of the 
inheritance of William Foflard.* 

The 15th of Edward I. he was retained, with Edmund de Morti¬ 
mer (the chief of the barons marchers), to ferve him in the wars of 
Wales, with ten horfe completely armed; viz. one black, wdth a 
white loot, price fixty marks; another black, price forty marks; an¬ 
other black, with two white feet, price thirty marks; one dun, price 
tw'enty marks; one bay, price eighteen marks; one iron grey, price 
forty marks; one forrel, price eighteen marks; one grey, price four¬ 
teen marks; and one colt, price one hundred fhillings; and to be 
paid in money according to thofe prices, for every one he fhould lofe 
in that fervice. Moreover, the 23d of Edward I. lie w'as in the wars 
of Scotland: fo alfo the 26th, 27th, 28th, and 32d of Edward I. 

The 2d of Edward II. he was found to be one of the heirs to Lora, 
wife of Gilbert dc Gant ; l and the year following departed this life, 
having had fummons to parliament, amongft the barons of the realm, 
from the 23d of Edward I. to the time of his deccafc. His wife was 
Eleanor, daughter of Thomas lord Furnival, by whom he left 

Peter, his fon and heir (called Peter the Fifth); who afterwards 
performing his homage, had livery of his lands; and the next year,

the 4th of Edward II. had fummons to be at Roxburgh, with horfc 
and arms, to march againft the Scots. The 8th of Edward II. he was 
again in the ware of Scotland; fo alio the 10th and nth of Edward II. 
and in the ift and 7th of Edward III. Moreover, the 20th of Ed¬ 
ward III. he was one of the northern barons who gave battle to the 
Scotch army at Durham; which was there entirely defeated, and 
David their king taken prifoner, with divers of the nobility of that 
kingdom. But the 29th of Edward III. he dcccafed, being then 
feifed, jointly with Margaret his wife, daughter of Robert lord Clifford, 
of the moiety of the manor of Iwardeby, in com, Line.; and leaving 
Peter, his fon and heir, twenty-four years of age. 

Which Peter doing his homage, had livery of his lands the lame 
year. He was denominated Peter de Mauley the Sixth; and the 30th 
of Edward III. was in the celebrated battle of Poieticrs, where the 
Englifh obtained a glorious vidory over the French army; taking John 
king of France, and Philip his fon, prifoners, together with many of 
the principal peers and noblemen of that nation. 

The 31ft of Edward III. having married Elizabeth, widow of John 
lord Darcy (daughter and heir to Nicholas lord Meinill), without 
licence, he paid £.100 for that offence, and obtained pardon. 

The 43d of Edward III. he was conftituted a commiflioncr, with 
the bifhop of Durham, and others, for the guarding of the Eaft 
Marches. So, alfo, in the 3d of Richard II. with the earl of Nor¬ 
thumberland; but lhortly after this he died, viz. the 19th March, the 
6th Richard II. leaving Conftancc, his fccond wife, one of the daugh¬ 
ters and coheirs to Thomas dc Sutton, of Sutton, in Holdernefs, 
furviving, and Peter (the fon of Peter, who died in his lifetime, by 
Margery his wife, one of the daughters and coheirs of Sir Thomas dc 
Sutton, knight), his grandfon and heir, at that time five years old. 
Which 

Peter (the Seventh), the 22d of Richard II. making proof of his 
age, had thereupon livery of his inheritance. And having been made 
a knight of the bath at the coronation of Henry IV. and alfo ium- 

m oned

moned to parliament (as his anceftors had been before), until the 3d 
of Henry V. and having married Maud, daughter to Ralph Nevil, earl 
of Weftmorcland, departed this life the fame year; leaving Conftance, 
the wife of Sir John Bigot, knigfit, formerly married to William Fair¬ 
fax, by whom the had no iflue; and Elizabeth, the wife of George 
Salvin, cfquirc; his fitters and heirs, between whom the inheritance 
was divided. When, according to Leland (for Dugdale is filent 
thereon), “ Bigot, in the divitton, had the cattle of Maugrevc,* with 
“ eight tounclcttcs ther about the fc coft longging to it, whereof 
(f Seton therby was one.”—“ Saulwaync had for his part of Mauley’s 
“ landcs, the barony of Eggefton on E(ke, not far from Whitby; alio 
“ Lokington-Barugh, not far from Watton on Hullc ryver; NdTcark, 
“ and the lordfliip of Dancafter.” 

Of this family was alfo Edmund de Mauley (viz. fon of Peter the 
Third). Which Edmund behaving valiantly in the wars of Scotland, 
the 34th of Edward I. obtained from that king a grant of the manor 
of Seton, in Whitby Strand, in com. Ebor; which was part of the 
lands of Chrittophcr Seton, who had married the fitter to the king of 
Scotland. 

The 7th of Edward II. lie was made governor of Cockcrmouth for 
life; but the year next enfuing, he was unfortunately ilain in the fatal 
battle of Bannockfburne, where the Englilh army was fo fignally de¬ 
feated by the Scots, leaving Peter (fon of his brother Peter), his nephew 
and heir.

Nicholas de Moels, in right of Hawyfc his wife, daughter and 
coheir to *James de Ncwraarch, poffcfled the lordftiips of Cadebury 
and Saperton, in com. Somerf. part of the barony of the faid James 
de Newmarch. 

The 12th Henry III. this Nicholas was flieriff of Hampfhirc, and 
governor of the caftlc of Wincbefter; and moreover, the 18th of 
Henry III. had the iflands of Garnefey, Jcrfey, Serke, and Aureney,f 
committed to his care, together with the fheriftalty of the fame 
county. The 28th Henry III. he obtained a fignal vitftory over the 
king of Navarre; and returning to England the next year, and being 
an expert commander, he was employed againft the Welfh, and made 
governor of the caftles of Carmarthen and Cardigan. And the 43d of 
Henry III.]; was conftituted conftablc of Dover caftlc, and warden of 
the Cinque Ports.* To this Nicholas fucceedcd 

Roger, his fon and heir, who ferved alfo in the wars of Wales; 
and temp. Edward I. had the caftle and honour of Lampadervaur (in 
com Cardig.) committed to his cuftody; and having married Alice, 
the daughter and heir of William de Preux, died the 13th Edward I. 
being then feifed of the manors of Saperton, Caddebury, and Halton, 
in com. Somerf. with other manors in feveral counties; part of the 
barony of Newmarch, whereof he held the moiety; and leaving John, 
his fon and heir, then twenty-fix years of age. 

Which John, the fame year (doing his homage), had livery of his 
lands. He married a daughter of the lord Grey of Ruthyn; and hav¬ 
ing been fummoned to .parliament, from 25th Edward I. to the 3d 
of Edw’ard ID died the fame year, leaving 

Nicholas, his fon and heir, twxnty years old; who, the next enfu- • 
ing year, doing his homage, had livery of his lands; and was fummoned 
to parliament the 5th, 8th, and 9th of Edward II, in which laft year

lie dcceafed, leaving Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir Hugh Courteney 
(and lifter to Hugh earl of Devon) furviving, as alfo 

Roger, his ion and heir; who paying 100 marks fine, and doing 
homage, had livery of his lands the fame year, through the king’s 
cfpecial favour, being at that time not of full age. But this Roger 
deccafed the 19th of Edward II. S. P. leaving 

John, his brother and heir, who doing his homage, had livery of 
his lands the fame year; and in the next enfuing one, received the 
honour of knighthood, by Bathing, having an allowance of robes for 
that folemnity at the king’s charge. He married Joane, one of the 
daughters and heirs of Sir Richard Luvel, of Caftle-Cary, and died the 
1 ith of Edward III. leaving Muriel and Ifabel, his daughters and heirs; 
of which, Muriel married Sir Thomas Courteney, a younger fon of 
Hugh earl of Devon, and had ifiuc Hugh, who died S. P. and two 
daughters; whereof Margaret married Thomas Pevercl/ and Muriel, 
John Dinham. 

Ifabel, the other daughter and coheir of John de Mods, married 
William de Botrcaux; and in the divifion of the inheritance, for her 
purparty had the manor of North Cadbury, in com. Somerf.; and 
Dupplcford, Langcford, and the hundred of Stanburgh, in com. Devon. 
Muriel having for her fharc, the manor of King’s Carefwell, with the 
hundred of Haytorre, in com. Devon; the manor of Stoke-Moels, in 
com. Oxon; with one hundred Ihillings rent out of the manor of 
Langford, in com. Devon. 

But after Nicholas de Moels, it does not appear that any of this 
family were again fummoned to parliament.

This family was originally of French ext rad ion ; fo called from a 
town of that name in the Bourbonnois. Howbeit, 

John dr Molins is the firfl of any note who is mentioned, till 
the beginning of the reign of Edward III. when he was one of thofe 
who entered Nottingham caftle by furprife, and feized on Mortimer 
earl of March, for which he received his pardon fhortly after. 

The 14th EM ward III. he obtained a grant, in fee, of all the knights 
lees of the honours of Pinkney and Chokes (tw'o ancient baronies then 
extind); which fees of Pinkney had come to Edward I. by grant of 
Henry de Pinkney; and thofe of Chokes had efeheated to the crown, 
by the attainder of John de Ficnlcs. And the 21ft of Edward III. he 
had fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm; but 
never after, though he continued in favour and truft, and ferved often 
in the wars of France. 

Among his works of piety, he gave certain lands to maintain three 
priefts, to pray for the fouls of Vincent de Molins his father, and Ifabel 
his mother; and for the good eftate of himfelf, and Egidia his wife, 
coufm and heir of John Mauduit, of Somerford, in Wiltfhirc, and 
Margaret his wife, daughter and coheir of Robert Pogeys, of Stoke, 
commonly called Stoke Pogeys, in the county of Buckingham. To 
this John fucceedcd 

William, his fon and heir, who married Margery, daughter and 
heir of Edmund Bacoun; and died about the 4th of Richard II. as 
did

William, his fon and heir; who dying the 3d of Henry VI, was 
fucceeded by another 

William, who was flain at the fiegc of Orleans, temp. Henry VI, 
having iffue one only daughter, Alianore, his heir, *who married Ro¬ 
bert Hungerford, efquirc; which Robert had fummons to parliament 
as lord Molines, 23 d Henry VI. (Vid. Hungerford.) 


MONTACUTE. 

The original name of this family was Montaiguc, from a town of 
that name in Normandy. Drogo de Monteacute, fo ftyled in 
Domefday Book, came over with the Conqueror, in the retinue of hia 
half-brother, the earl of Moreton; under whom Drogo held one hide 
of land in Biihopftone, in com. Somcrfet; where the earl had a caftlo, 
called Montagut, in allufion to its fituation, on the top of a (harp 
hill. 

Among other manors which this Drogo poffefled at the time of the 
general furvey, and which were undoubtedly given him in confideration 
of his fervices, was that of Sheptuna, or Shipton, in com. Somerf, 
Which being the feat of their barony, was thenceforth called Shipton- 
Montagu, 

But as under the head of Montacute earl of Salisbury, will be given 
a more full account of this illuftrious family, we fhall here confine 
ourfelves to the mention of two collateral branches, which refpee- 
tivcly had fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm. Of 
thefe, the firft is

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SIR EDWARD MQNTACUTE. 

Which Sir Edward was fourth fon of William lord Montacute, 
and youngcfl brother of de Montacute, firft earl of Salisbury. 

In the nth of Edward III. in coniideration of his good fervices, 
and that he might the better fupport himfelf in the degree of knight¬ 
hood which was then conferred upon him, he had a grant from the 
king of yf.ioo a-year. And, moreover, had fummons to parlia¬ 
ment. from the 16th to the 34th of Edward 111 . inclufivc. He was 
a mod eminent warrior; and ferved with diftinguifhed reputation 
in the wars of Scotland and of France, during that glorious reign: 
having at one time in his train, nine knights, fifteen efquires, and 
twenty archers on horfeback; and on his banner depi&ed thefe arms, 
viz. “ Arg. three fujils in fefs , on each an eagle dijplqyed with a label of 
“ three points." 

The 23d of Edward III. he was at Ghent, in Flanders; and doing 
there his homage, had livery of all thofe lands which defeended to 
Alice his wife, daughter and coheir to Thomas of Brotherton, earl of 
Norfolk, and marfhal of England, who was fitth fon of king Edward I. 
but eldeft by his fecond wife. 

The 29th of Edv\ard III. he was again in the wars of France, a few 
years after when he died; viz. the 35th of Edward III. leaving by the 
laid Alice his wife, an only daughter and heir, Joane, who married 
William dc Ufford, earl of Suffolk, but died S. P. 


SIR JOHN MONTACUTE BARON MONTHERMER. 

This John was next brother to William, fecond carl of Salisbury; 
wa3 Reward of the houfohold to king Richard II. and a perlon of 
very great account in his time; having ferved king Edward. III. with

great lucccls in his wars, both by lea and land, and particularly at the 
celebrated battle ot* Crcfly, wherein he had a principal command. 

He was fummoned to parliament from the 31ft of Edward III. to 
the 20th of Richard II. inclufive; in which year he died, leaving by 
Margaret his wife, daughter and heir to Thomas, fon and heir of 
Ralph baron dc Monthcrmer,* a fon, John, who fuccceded his uncle, 
William, and became earl of Salisbury; wiiereby this barony remained 
merged in the fuperior title of the earldom.f

In the 5th of Henry VIII. Sir Edward Stanley, knight, a 
younger Ion of Thomas firft earl of Derby, commanding the rear of 
the Englilh army at the memorable battle of Flodden Field, performed 
raoft eminent fcrvice; and by his condud and bravery, contributed 
chiefly to the fuccefs of that day, in which the Scots were completely 
defeated, and their king, with divers nobles and great perlons flain. 
Wherefore, the next year (the 6th of Henry VIII.) the king, in con- 
lideration of his valiant deeds in that battle, where he won the hill, 
and vanquiflied all that oppofed him, particularly the carl of Argyle, 
and many others of note; as alfb, for that his aneeftors bore the eagle 
in their creft, created him lord Monteagle; by which title, the 5th of 
February the fame year, he had fpecial fummons to the parliament 
then began at Wcftminfler, and was r.lfo created a knight of the mofl 
noble order of the garter. 

This nobleman’s birth, his a&ivc childhood, and martial fpirit, had 
brought him early to Henry VIII’s notice and company, and his 
afpiring manhood to his fcrvice. The camp was his fchool, and his 
learning was a pike and fword. Whenever his majefty met him, his 
grectiitg was, " Ho! my foldicr.”

Twice did he and Sir John Wallop land, with only 800 men, in 
the heart of France; and four times did he and Sir Thomas Lovel 
fave Calais: the firft time by intelligence; the fecond, by ftratagem; 
the third, by valour and refolution; and the fourth, by hardihip, pa¬ 
tience, and induftry. In a word, he lived in all capacities a public 
good, and died a common lofs, anno 1534. Dugdale fays, that his 
wife was Anne, 1 ’ daughter and coheir to Sir John Harrington, knight; 
by whom he had iffue, 

Thomas, his fon and heir; who, the 31 ft of Henry VIII. had 
livery of his lands, and the 24th of Henry VIII. was made a knight 
of the bath at the coronation of queen Anne Bullen. He had likewife 
fummons to parliament, from the 21ft of Henry VIII. to the ift of 
queen Elizabeth, inclufive; and died at his caftle of Hornby, in com. 
Lane, the year next enfuing, the 2d of Elizabeth (1560). This 
Thomas, as Dugdale relates, was twice married; firft, to Mary, daugh¬ 
ter' of Charles Brandon, duke of Suffolk, by whom he had iffue three 
fons; viz. Sir William Stanley, Charles, and Francis; alfo three 
daughters, viz. Elizabeth, married to Richard Zouche; Margaret, 
firft, to William Sutton, and after to John Tallard; and Anne, to Sir 
John Clifton, of Barrington, in com. Som. knight; his fecond wife 
was Helen, daughter to Thomas Prefton, of Levens, in com. Weftm. 
cfquire ; but by her had no iffue. 

Sir William, the eldeft fon, on the deceafe of his father, became 
the next and laft lord Monteagle of his name; and had fummons to 
parliament, the 5th, 8th, 13th, 14th, 18th, and 23d of Elizabeth. 
He was alfo twice married: firft, to Anne, daughter of Sir James 
Leybourne, knight, by whom he had iffue an only daughter, Eliza- 

b Edmonfon fays, he had a former wife, Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Thomas Vaughan, 
cfquire, by whom lie had no iffue.

The 36th of Edward I. Ralph de Monthermer was in the 
wars of Scotland, and behaved himfelf lo valiantly therein, that the 
39th of Edward I. that king, in confideration of his acceptable ler- 
vices, rendered to him, and to Joane his wife, the caftle and honour 
of Tonebruggc, with other lands in Kent, Surrey, and SuiTex; as alio 
the Ifle of Portland, and divers other lands belonging to the faid Joane, 
which had been feized into his hands, by realon of her marriage with 
the faid Ralph without the king’s licence. But it was not long after 
this, that the beforenamed Joan of Acres (the king’s daughter), whom 
he had lo married, departed this life, viz. the ill: pf Edward IT. after 
when, he never uled the title of earl of Glouceftcr and Hertford, 
which before had been attributed to him, in regard he poflefled, in 
her right, a great part of the lands of thofe earldoms, which now, by 
her deceale, defeended to her Ion, Gilbert de Clare, by her firft huf- 
band, Gilbert de Clare, earl of Gloucclter; and which laid lands Ihe 
held for term of time only. 

The 7th of Edward II. in that fatal battle of Bannocklburne, he 
had the misfortune to be taken prifoner; but, on account of lomc at¬ 
tentions Ihcwn to the king of Scotland when in England, found fo 
much favour as to have his ranfom remitted. 

After this, it leems, he married Ifabel, widow of John de Haftings, 
filler and coheir to Aymcr de Valence, earl of Pembroke; and, lallly, 
that he had fummons to parliament, as a baron, only from the 3d to 
the 18th of Edward II. inclulive. 

Thomas de Monthermer, his Ion and heir, never had any fum- 
rnons ; and being llain in a lea-fight between the Englilh and French, 

Z z 2, anno 
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anno 1340 (14th Edward III.) left ifllic, Margaret, his daughter and 
heir; who married Sir John de Montacute, and thereby carried the 
barony of Monthermer into that family. (Vid. Montacute.) 

But although Dugdale thus mentions but one fon, Thomas, it ap¬ 
pears from Sandford’s Genealogical Hiftory, that Ralph de Monther¬ 
mer had ifluc, by Joane de Acres his wife, two fons; viz. Thomas and 
Edward. And in the Lifts of fummons to Parliament, of the [ ith of 
Edward III. the name of Edward de Monthermer is included among 
the other barons then fummoned.

In the 25th and 26th Edward I. William de Morley was in 
thofe expeditions then made into Scotland, and had fummons to par¬ 
liament amongft the barons of the realm, the 38th, 33d, 33d, and 
34th of Edward I. inclufive. 

To whom fucceedcd Robert de Morley, his fon; who having 
married Hawyfc, fifter and heir to John le Marefchall, of Hengham, 
in com. Norf. had livery of the lands of her inheritance, the 10th of 
Edward II. Which Hawyfe held the office of marfhal of Ireland by 
defeent. 

The 13th of Edward III. he was conftitutcd admiral of the kings’ 
whole fleet, from the mouth of the Thames northward; and the year 
following, on Eaftcr day, giving battle to the French, near Sluys, in 
Flanders, obtained over them a moft notable vi&ory (the like fea-fight 
having never before been feen). After this, he was alfo prefent in the 
celebrated battle of Crefly, where the French army was fo fignally 
defeated; and was, moreover, the 33d of Edward III. again made 
admiral of the king’s fleet northward. And having had fummons to 
parliament; from the nth of Edward II. to the 31ft of Edward III. 

inclufivc, 
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inclufive, died in France the 34th Edward III. 1360; being then 
feifed of the manors of Morle and Greffinghall, in com. Norf.; and as 
tenant, by the curtefy of England, in right of the aforefaid Hawyfe 
his wife, of certain manors in the counties of Hertford, Effex, and 
Norfolk; and alfo of the manor of Grymefton, in Norfolk, the rever- 
iion of which belonged to Thomas, his younger fon, who dcceafed 
fixtecn years before, leaving Henry, his brother and heir, fourteen 
years of age. Which Thomas and Henry were, moft probably, his 
children by a fecond wife, d as Dugdale proceeds to fay. 

To this Robert fucceeded Sir William Morlet, his fon and heir, 
by Hawife, his firft wife beforementioned; which Sir William was 
then thirty years of age, and doing his homage 1 he fame year, had 
livery of his lands. The 30th of Edward III. his father then living, 
he was in the wars of France; and the 38th of Edward III. had 
licence to travel beyond fea, as alfo to grant his office of marcfchall of 
Ireland (which had defeended to him by his mother), to Henry de 
Ferrers, to hold fo long as he behaved himfelf well therein. And 
having been fummoned to parliament, from the 35th Edward III. to 
the 2d Richard II. inclufivc; fhortly after which he died, viz. the 
30th Auguft, the following year (1380), leaving Sir Thomas Morlcy, 
knight, his fon and heir, and Cecily his wife, daughter of Thomas 
lord Bardolph, then furviving. 

Which Sir Thomas, the 4th of Richard II. arriving at Calais with 


d A younger fon of Robert lord Morlcy the Firft, by a fecond wife, Joanc, Dugdale fays, 
was Sir Robert de Morley, knight, who, the 4lftof Edward III. attended prince Edward into 
Aquitaine; and the gth of Richard II. was in the wars of France. He had ifiue Sir Robert 
Morley, hie foil and heir, and he, Sir Thomas Morley, knight; whofe daughter and heir, Mar¬ 
garet, became the wife of Sir Gdfery Ratclitfe, knight. But in the Hiftory of Norfolk, Vol. II.

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divers other Englifh lords, rode with his banner difplayed; and the 
15th of Richard II. being then marfhal of Ireland, he was in the 
expedition at that time made into France. The 4th of Henry V. he 
was conftitutcd admiral, lieutenant, and captain*general of thofe forces 
which afterwards aflembled at Southampton, for the expedition into 
France; but died the fame year, having had fummons to parliament, 
from the 5th of Richard II. to the 4th of Henry V. inclufive.

William, the fecond fon of William,* the fourth of that name, 
lord Luvel of Tichmerfh, and of Alice Deincourt, his wife, amongft 
other'lands of his father’s inheritance, obtained Erdefcote, in Wilt- 

fhirc; 
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(hire ; and having married Alianor, daughter and heir of Robert lord 
Morley, had fummons to parliament in right of his wife, by the title 
of, “ William Luvel dc Morley chivalier,” the 9th Edward IV. and 
died the 23d July, 1476, feven years after, feil'ed of the manors of 
Erdefcote, Bridcfmith, and CJppadon Luvel, in co. Wilts; leaving 
Alianor lady Morley, his widow, who died the aoth Auguft next cn- 
fuing, and two children, viz. Henry and Alice Luvel. 

Which Henry was his fucceffor, and was then in minority; but 
being arrived at full age in 1489, had fpecial livery of all his lands. 
And being afterwards fent with the lord D’Aubenie, and others, into 
the wars in Flanders, was unhappily Uain by a gunfhot at Dixmude; 
and dying without iffuc, his ftftcr, Alice, became his heir. His wife 
w’as Elizabeth, daughter of John de la Pole, duke of Suffolk, by 
Elizabethjiis wife, daughter of Richard duke of York, father of king 
Edward IV. Which Elizabeth furvived her hufband many years; 
and though a woman of more than common beauty, refilled all temp¬ 
tations of afecond marriage, and died in the fifty-fecond year of her age; 
and lies buried in the church of Halingbury Morley, in Effex. 

By the deceafe of this Henry Luvel, lord Morley, S. P. the barony 
devolved upon his lifter Alice, beforementioned ; who by her marriage 
with Sir William Parker, carried the titles into that family. (Vid.

Sir William Parker, who married Alice, the filler and heir of 
Henry Luvel (or Lovel), lord Morley, was llandard-bearer and privy 
counfellor to Richard III. and died in 1510; leaving the laid Alice 
his widow, who remarried with Sir Edward Howard, fecond fon of 
Thomas duke of Norfolk ; but by him (whom fhc alfo furvived), had 
no iflue. She died in 1518. 

'Henry, fon and heir of Sir William Parker, and Alice Luvel, 
baronefs Morley, is faid not to have been admitted to his barony till 
the 2 , ifl of Henry VIII. but yet, according to Dugdalc’s Lifts of Sum¬ 
mons, his name is mentioned in the writ of fummons to parliament, 
anno 14th Henry VIII. then again the 21ft of Henry VIII. and from 
thence to the 3d of Philip and Mary inclufivc. The 23th of Hen¬ 
ry VIII. upon a difpute between him and lord Dacres of Gillefland, 
for precedency, he had judgment therein given in his behalf. He 
married Alice, daughter of Sir John St. John, of Blctfhoe; and had 
iflue Henry, who was created a knight of the bath at the coronation 
of queen Anne Bullen, and died in his father’s lifetime, 5th Edward VI. 
leaving by Grace, his firft wife/ daughter of John Newport, cfquirc, 
Henry, his fon and heir; and two daughters, viz. Jane, who married 

e In Walpole’s Noble Authors, this Henry lord Morley is mentioned as a pretty voluminous 
writer; and the titles of moll of his works therein fet forth, but too long to be here recited. 
Anthony Wood fays, lie was living an ancient man, and in eftcem with the nobility, the latter 
end of Henry VIII. And in the Catalogue of king Charles' Collection, a portrait is mentioned 
of a lord Parker; who probably was the lame per fon,

Which Henry, on the dcceafe of his grandfather, Henry lord Mor- 
lcy, the 3d of Philip and Mary, 1555, was his fucccffor; and had fum- 
mons to parliament, by that title, to the 14th of Elizabeth, inclufive. 
His wile was Elizabeth, daughter to Edward earl of Derby, by whom 
he left two daughters; namely, Alice, who married Sir Thomas Ba- 
rington, knight; and Mary, Sir Edward Lcvcnthorpc, knight; and 
alfo a fun and heir,

Edward ; who being fummoned to parliament the 23d of Eliza¬ 
beth, took his place there accordingly, the 16th of January; and the 
29th of Elizabeth, was one of the peers who gave judgment of death 
upon Mary queen of Scots; fo likewife upon Philip carl of Arundel, 
the 33d of Elizabeth; and alfo upon Robert carl of EfTcx, the 43d of 
Elizabeth. 

He married Elizabeth, folc daughter and heir of William Stanley, 
lord Montcaglc and departing this life at Stepney, in com. Midd. 
anno 1618, was buried in the parifli church there, leaving three fons; 
viz. William, Henry, and Charles; and three daughters: Mary, mar¬ 
ried to Thomas Abington, of Ilinlip, in com. Wigorn, cfquirc; Eliza¬ 
beth, to Sir Alexander Barlow, of Barlow, in com. Lane, knight; and 
Frances, to Chriftopher Danby, of Leighton, in com. Ebor, enquire. 

To him fuccceded William, his elded: fon and heir, who in right 
of his mother bore the title of lord Montcaglc ; by which diftintf ion 
lie had fummons to parliament in his father’s lifetime. He was the 
perfon to whom that notable letter was delivered, whereby the dan¬ 
gerous powder plot came to be difcovcrcd, 3 5th November, 3d James I.

This William, after the dcceafe of his father, was fummoned to par¬ 
liament as lord Morley and Monteagle, the 18th and 19th of James I. 
inclufivc, and died the year enfuing, 16a2; having had iflue by Eli¬ 
zabeth his wife, the daughter of Sir Thomas Trelham, knight, three 
fons; viz. Sir Henry Parker, K. B. William, and Charles; and three 
daughters: viz. Frances, who died a nun, Katherine, married to John 
Savage, earl Rivers; and Elizabeth, to Edwa'rd Cranfield. 

Of the Tons, Sir Hen it r, who was made a knight of the bath, at 
the creation of Charles prince of Wales, in anno 1616, was fucccffor 
to his father; and had fummons to parliament, as lord Morley and 
Monteagle, the ift, 3d, 4th, and 15th of Charles I. And having 
married Philippa, daughter and coheir to Sir Thomas Carrel, of Ship- 
ley, in Surrey, knight, died in i6 55 . leaving ifl'uc an only fon, 

Thomas, the next and laft lord Morley and Monteagle, of this 
name and family ; who married Mary, the daughter of Henry Martin, 
of Landvvorth, in Bcrldhirc ; and having had fummons to parliament, 
the 13th, 31ft, and 33d of Charles II. and ifl of James II. died with¬ 
out ifl'uc. Whereby the baronies of Morley and Monteagle are now 
confidered in abeyance or fufpenfe, in female coheirs; from one of 
which defeended George Pitt, of Stratficld Say, in Hampfliirc, cfquire, 
who, in 177(9 was created lord Rivers; and once attempted, it is faid, 
a claim to thofe honours. 

lm’ing places in the curious old manfion at Ilinlip. TIjc accef* to ionic was through the 
chimney; to others through ncccilhry lioulcs; others had trap-doors, which communicated to 
back flaircafes: lbmc. of thefe rooms, on the outfidc, have the appearance of great chimneys.

The firft mentioned of this name is Roger de Mortimer, by 
iome thought to be the ion of William de Warren, and by others, of 
Walter dc St. Martin, brother of that William: but certain it is, 
Dugdale aflcrts that 

Ralph de Mortimer (prefumed the fon of the aforefaid Roger), 
accompanied duke William in his invaiion of this realm, being one of 
the chicfeil: commanders in the whole army; and ihortly after that 
iignal conqueft, as the moil puiflant of his captains, was fent into 
Wales, to encounter Edric earl of Shrewfbury, who would not fubmit 
to the Norman yoke; whom after great toil, and a long iiege in 
Wigmore caiile, he at length fubdued, and delivered into the king’s 
hands, who thereupon rewarded his fcrviccs with all the earl’s lands; 
and he feated himfelf at Wigmore accordingly. But, befides thefe, he 
enjoyed, by gift of the Conqueror, very many lordlliips and manors in 
divers other counties, whereof he was poflefled at the time of the ge¬ 
neral furvey. 

He married Milicent, daughter of--- -by whom he had two 

fons; ' Hugh, his fucceffor; and William, lord of Chclmerlh, and after¬ 
wards of Nctherby, by gift of his brother; and alfo a daughter, flawife, 
w ife of Stephen carl of Albemarle. 

Hugh, his fon and heir, being proud and turbulent, oppofed the 
acccffion of Henry 11.; but at length he became a canon in the abbey 

li In Dugjlale is mentioned Robert de Mortimer, of Richard’s Caftlc, as another fon, (Vid. 
Mortimer of Richard’s Caflle, Yol. L)

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of Wignaore, begun by his father, but perfected and endowed largely 
by himfelf. He died at Cleobury, the 31ft of Henry II. anno n88,‘ 
leaving ifluc by Maud his wife, daughter of William Longefpe, duke 
of Normandy, four fons; viz. Roger, Hugh, Ralph, and William. 

Which Hugh took to wife, Felicia de San&o Sydonio; and had, by 
gift of his father, the manors of Sudbury and Chelmerfh, which Wil¬ 
liam, his uncle, who died unmarried, had formerly enjoyed. 

Roger, third lord of Wigmore, was a brave man, and much en¬ 
larged his territories, and drove away thieves and robbers from thofe 
parts; and was alfo a benefa&or to the abbey of Wigmore. He was 
twice married: firft, to Milicent, daughter of Ferrers earl of Derby, 
by whom he had Hugh, his fon and heir, and two daughters; and, 
fccondly, to Ifabel, After and heir to Hugh de Ferrers, of Oakham, by 
whom he had ifluc three fons; viz. Ralph, Robert, and Philip. 
Wherefore on his dcceafe, the 17th of king John, he was fuccecdcd 

by 

Hugh, his fon by his firft wife, who married Annora, daughter of 
William de Braofe; and having been much wounded in a tournament, 
died the nth of Henry III. S. P. and w'as buried in the abbey at 
Wigmore. 

Ralph, half-brother to Hugh, was his fucceffor; who being of a 

military difpofition, built fevcral ftrong caftlcs, w hereby he exceedingly 

enlarged his pofleflions againft the Welfh, and lb reftrained their in- 

curfions, that prince Lewellyn gave him his daughter Gladufe (w r idow 

of Reginald de Braofe'), in marriage. He died the 30th of Henry IIL 

and was buried with his anceftors at Wigmore, leaving iffue four fons; 

namely, Roger, Peter, John, a grey friar at Shrewfbury; and Hugh # VJJ 

lord of Chelmerlh.* Ol which fons, timer of 

Chdr’crfli. 

» From the time of the Couqueft, in 1066 , to the time of the death of thi> Hugh, in 1IS8, 
is a period of 122 years j which teems to render it more probable, that Roger de Mortimer, the 
grandfather of Hugh, was the firft of the name who entered England with the Conqueror, and 
not Ralph, the father of the faid Hugh, unlefs, indeed, he were very young at that time; which 
does not appear likely, if lie were, as ftated, one of the moil puiiliint of duke William’s com¬ 
manders.

Roger, the elded, fuccccdcd his father; and the 31ft of Henry III. 
paying 3000 marks to the king, had livery of all his lands, excepting 
the dowry of Gladufc his mother, then furviving. This Roger mar¬ 
ried a great coheircfs, Maud, daughter and coheir of William de 
Braofc, of Brecknock,* by Eve his wife, one of the fillers and coheirs 
to the lad Marefchall carl of Pembrokc.f Whereby his great poflef- 
fions were dill more augmented. 

He took an a olive part in favour of Henry III. againd his rebellious 
barons; and after the fatal battle of Lewes, wherein the king himfclf, 
and prince Edward, were taken prifoners, is recorded to have been the 
pcrlbn who contrived and cffedlcd the cfcapc of the prince from Ro¬ 
bert de llos, then his keeper; for which, his faithful fen ices, he was 
rewarded with confiderable grants from the crown. 


In yth Edward I. when all was quiet, having procured the honour 
of knighthood for his three fons, he, at his own cods, held a tourna¬ 
ment at Kenilworth ; where he fumptuoully entertained one hundred 
knights, and as many ladies, for three days, the like whereof had never 
been before in England; and there began a Hound Table (fo called 
from the place wherein they praidifcd tliofc feats), which was envi¬ 
roned with a drong wall made in a round form. And upon the fourth 
day, the Golden Lion, in lign of triumph, being yielded to him, lie 
cairied it, with all that company, to Warwick. The fame whereof 
being* fpread into foreign countries, occafioned the queen of Navarre 
to fend him certain wooden bottles, bound with golden bars and wax, 
under the pretence of wine, but, in truth, filed with gold; which for 
many ages after were kept in the abbey of Wignorc. Whereupon, 
for the love of that queen, he added a carbuncle to his arms. Soon after 
when he died; viz. the 10th of Edward I. lie had iilue divers 
fons; whereof Sir Ralph, the elded, died in his lifetime. Edmund was 
his fucceffor. Roger was lord of Chirkc.J k Sir William w'as an emi¬ 
nent foldicr, and married Ilawvfc, the heir of Robert de Mufc^ros;

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but died S. P. the 25th of Edward I. Sir Geffery, the other Ton, was 
alfo a knight, and died in his lather’s lifetime. 

Edmu.vd, the next lord of Wigmore, was mortally wounded in the 
battle of Eudt, again ft the Welfh ; and dying of his wounds at Wig- 
niorc cattle, had (epulturc in the abbey there, the 32d of Edward l. 
This Edmund had fummons to parliament among the barons of the 
realm, from the 2cd to the 30th of Edward I. inclufivc; and by 
Margaret his v.ife, daughter of William de Fendles, a Spaniard inf- 
woman to queen Eleanor), had iifuc Roger, his ion and heir; John. 1 
Hugh, Walter, and Edmund; which three kilt named were all prietts; 
as alfo three daughters. Whereof Maude married Theobald dc Vcrdon; 
and Joane and Elizabeth were nuns at Lyngbroke. 

Roueij, eighth lord of Wigmore, was he who is fo well known, in 
our general hiltorics, as the favourite of Ilabel, the adulterous queen of 
Edward II. In the parliament begun the 2d of Edward III. he cauled 
himfelf to he advanced to the title of earl of March ; and the fame 
year held a llo/nnl Talc at Bedford. After which, king Edward mak¬ 
ing a progrefs into the Marches of Wales, was magnificently enter¬ 
tained by this Roger, in his cattles of Ludlow and Wigmore; fo 
likewife in his foretts and parks, with great cofts in tiltings and other 
paflimes. 

But hereupon he grew proud beyond meafurc: infomuch as his 
own fon, Geffery, called him the King of Folly. He alfo kept the 
round table in Wales for a pride, in imitation of the knights of king 
Arthur’s round tabic. His other ads of extravagance and infolencies 
arc well known; of which the king being at length made feiifible, 
caufcd him to be fuddenly furprifed in the cattle of Nottingham (by- 
means of a fubterraneous paffage; which, from this circumttancc, is 
yet called Mortimer’s Hole.) When being fecured, he was afterwards 
accufed in parliament of certain high crimes; and being found guilty, 
received fentcncc to be drawn and hanged: which fcntencc was

executed at the common gallows, called the Elmes, near Smithfield. 
And his body was permitted to hang there two days and two nights, 
naked, and then buried in the Grey Friers; but many years afterwards 
tranflated to Wigmorc. So great is the viciflitude of human great- 
nefs 1 

This eminent but unhappy man married Joane, daughter of Peter, 
fon of Gcftcry de Gencvil,* lord of Trim, in Ireland, and had iflue 
four fons; viz. Edmund, Sir Roger, Sir Gcffery, lord of Towyth; 
and John, flain in a tournament at Shrew/bury. As alfo feven daugh¬ 
ters; viz. Catherine, w ife of Thomas de Beauchamp, earl of Warwick; 
Joane, of James lord Audlcy ; Agnes, of Laurence earl of Pembroke; 
Margaret, of Thomas, fon and heir of Maurice lord Berkeley; Maude, 
of John de Chcrlton, fon and heir of John lord of Powys; Blanch, of 
Peter de Grandilon; and Beatrix, firft, of Edward, fon and heir of 
Thomas of Brothertou, earl marfhal of England, and afterwards of Sir 
Thomas dc Braole. 

Edmund, eldeft fon beforenamed, had not the title of carl of 
March ; his father’s attainder not being reverfed in his time. He 
married Elizabeth, one of the daughters, and at length coheirs of 
Bartholomew (commonly called the rich), lord Badlefmcre, of Ledes 
Caftle, in Kent, by whom he had two fons; Roger, and John, who 
died an infant. But this Edmund furvived his unfortunate father only 
a fhort time; for he died in the flower of his age, the 5th of Ed¬ 
ward 111 . leaving Elizabeth his wife furviving; who afterwards mar¬ 
ried William de Bohun, earl of Northampton. 

Roger, his fon and heir, was only three years old at his father’s 
death; and the 16th Edward III. though not of full age, had livery 
of his caftle of Wigmore ; and the 28th of Edward III. obtained a 
revcrlal of the attainder of Roger, his grandfather. Whereupon he 
thenceforth bore the title ol earl of March, and had reftitution of 
divers forfeited lands; but this honour he enjoyed only for a fliort 
time, for the 34th of Edward III. he died at liomera, in Burgundy, 
being then commander of the Englifh forces there. Whence he was 

brought 
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brought over, and buried in the abbey of Wigmore with his anccftors. 
Yet was there a folcmn obfequie kept for him in the royal chapel at 
Windfor; the king afligning a cloth of gold, called baudckyn, out of 
his great wardrobe, for the celebrating thereof. 

By Philippa his wife, daughter of William dc Montacutc, earl of 
Salifbury, he had two fons; Roger, who died in his lifetime, and Ed¬ 
mund; as alfb two daughters; viz. Margaret, wife of Robert de Vere, 
earl of Oxford; and Margery, of John lord Audley. 

Edmund, his furviving fon and heir, at the deceafe of his father 
was in minority; yet, by rcafon of his fmgular knowledge and parts, 
was, at the age of eighteen, employed to treat with the commiffioners 
of the king of France, touching a peace between the two kingdoms. 
Moreover, the 3d of Richard II. he was conftituted the king’s lieute¬ 
nant in Ireland, where he was a great fubducr of the barbaroufnefs of 
that rude people : but after having done fuch great adls in Ireland, by 
taking cold in palling a river there, he brought on his death, and died 
at Cork, the 5th of Richard II. aged only twenty-nine. He married 
Philippa, daughter and heir of Lionel duke of Clarence, m third fon of 
Edward III. by which match he acquired the third part of the earldom 
of Glouceftcr, together with the county of Ulfter, and dominion of 
Connaught, in Ireland. His ilfuc were, three fons, and two daughters; 
viz. Roger, his fuccdTor; Sir Edmond, who married the daughter of 
Owen Glcndowr; and Sir John, who, the 3d of Henry VI. having 
been arraigned in parliament for treafonable fpcechcs, was fcntcnced 
to be hanged and beheaded; which was executed accordingly. Eliza¬ 
beth, the eldeft daughter, married Henry Percy, furnamed Hotfpur; 
and Philippa, the youngeft, married, firft, John carl of Pembroke ; fe- 
cond, Richard earl of Arundel; and, third, John Poynings lord St.John. 

Roger, next carl of March, by the care of thole who had the go¬ 
vernment of his minority (being only eleven years old at his father’s 

death), found, when he came at age, his caftles and houfes w r cll in

repair, and amply Rorcd with rich furniture, fo likew’ife his demefnc 
fully Rocked with cattle; and in his treafury 40,000 marks. This 
Roger being an hopeful youth, and every way accomplifhcd, was fhortly 
after his father’s death, in the parliament holden the 9th of Richard II. 
declared heir apparent to the crown, by reafon of his defeent from 
Lionel duke of Clarence ; and the 30th and 21R of Richard II. was 
lieutenant of Ireland ; where relying upon his own valour, he adven¬ 
tured himfclf before his army in an Irifh habit, and was unhappily {lain 
at Kenles. 

By Eleanor his wife, daughter of Thomas Holland, earl of Kent, 
fiRcr of Thomas duke of Surrey, and fiRer and coheir to Edmund carl 
of Kent, lie had iffue, Edmund, his foil and heir; Roger, w r ho died 
S. 1 \: alfo two daughters; Anne, who married Richard earl of Cam¬ 
bridge, younger fon to Edmund duke of York (5th fon of Edward III.) 
and Alianore, who married Edward, fon of Edw r ard Courtney, earl of 
Devon ; but died iffuelcfs. 

Edmund, eldcR fon and heir, fiiccccdcd his father, and was the laR 
earl of March, being at that time only fix years old; and was given in 
ward to Henry prince of Wales, fon of Henry IV. out of whofe cus¬ 
tody lie was fhortly after taken away by the lady Dcfpenfer; but being 
found out again in Chiltharn woods, he was afterwards kept under a 
finder guard, being the rightful heir to the crown. 

He married Anne, daughter of Edmund earl of Stafford; but died 
S.P. 3d Henry VI. being then about twenty-four years old. Where¬ 
upon Richard duke of York, ion of Anne countefs of Cambridge, his 
filler, became his heir; and here ended the male line of the moll noble 
family of Mortimer earls of March, but whofe heir female, however, 
carried all the great cRatcs, and the beR title to the throne, to the faid 
Richard duke of York, whole fon and heir Edward, became afterwards 
king of England, bv the title of Edward IV. And thus the caRle of 
Wigmorc, with the vaft poffeffions, and the honours of the houfe of 
Mortimer, merged in the crown.

This houfc commenced in Nigel df. Albini, a younger brother 
to William dc Albini, furnamed Pincerna, before mentioned in Vol. I. 
of this work.'*' Which 

Nigel likewife came into England with the Conqueror, and was 
one of his eminent commanders; and for his fervices was rewarded 
with divers manors in various counties. 

In the time of William Rufus, he was bow-bearer to that king; and 
was in great favour with Henry I. to whom he firmly adhered again# 
his brother, Curthofe; and being prefent with him in the famous 
battle of Tcnerchcbray, he there flew Curthofe’s horfe, and brought 
him prifoner to the king; for which he obtained all the lands of Ro¬ 
bert baron of Fronteboef; viz. Stutevilc, in England ;f who had for¬ 
feited the fame for his adherence to Curthofe. After when, alfo, in 
confidcration of his valour and great fervices, he was further rewarded 
with all the lands of Robert dc Moubray, carl of Northumberland, 
both in Normandy and England, then forfeited to the crown for trea- 
fbn. Which Robert was brother to Amicia de Moubray, who had 
married Roger dc Albini, father of the faid Nigel. 

Being thus pofTefTed of fo very confiderablc an eftate, confifting of 
full 130 knights fees in Normandy, and as many in England, lie be¬ 
came one of the moll: potent men of his time; though the monks fay 
he was fomewhat opprcffivc. He was twice married: fir#, to Maud, 
daughter of Richard de Aquila, by whom he had no iflue ;* ftcondly,

fons; whereof Roger was his fucceflor; and Henry, the other, hav¬ 
ing the lordfhip and barony of Cainho given to him, was the anccRor 
* Vi.l. ; of the houfe of Albini Cainho/* And dying very aged, he was buried 

vl i' ’ with his anceftors, in the abbey of Bee, in Normandy. Where¬ 

upon, 

Rogeh, his fon and heir, fuccccded him; wlio poflefling the lands 
of Moubray, did, by the lpccial command of king Henry, aflume the 
furname ot Moubray; and may therefore be confidcred the firft of this 
dynafly of the Moubray family. 

The yth of Stephen, adhering to the king againfl Maude the em- 
prefs, he was with him in the battle of Lincoln, and there taken pri- 
ioncr. After when, the 13th of king Stephen, he was with Lewis, 
king of France, in the Holy Land, where he acquired no fmall re¬ 
nown, by vanquifliing a Rout and hardy Pagan in tingle combat. The 
time of his death feenis uncertain; fomc Rating, that he died in the 
Holy Land, and was buried at Sures; and others, that here turned to 
England, and lived fifteen years after, and died an aged man, and was 
buried in the abbey of Biland, near to the lady Gundred, his mother. 
Be this, however, as it may, he had iflue by Alice de Gant, his wife, 
two fons; Nigel and Robert. Which 

Nigel, like his father, had a great prediledion for the holy war¬ 
fare ; and being figned with the crofs for an expedition into thole 
parts, died before his arrival there, 3d Richard I. leaving iflue by 
Mabel his wife, daughter to the earl of Clare, lour fons; William, 
Robert, Philip, and Roger. Of which, Robert, marrying (as it is faid), 
a countefs in Scotland, had a fair inheritance there, from whom dc- 
feended the Moubrays of that kingdom ; and Roger, the 5th of John, 
obtained a grant from the king, of the manors of SwanRiam, Fulc- 
burne, and CoRefey; which were the lands of Alan de Roan. 

William, cldtR ion and heir, was his father’s fucceflor; and 6th 
Richard I. paying £. too for his relief, had livery of his lands. But in 
the time'of king John, he was one of the moR obRinate of the rebel 

barons; 
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barons; nor did his obftinacy rctraft with the death of that king, for 
he {till perfcvcred in his rebellion again# Henry III. and was among 
thofe taken prifoners at the battle of Lincoln; it feems, however, that 
he at length made his peace. His wife was Agnes, daughter of the 
carl of Arundel, by whom he had two fons; Nigel and Roger. Of 
which, 

Nigel, the 8th of Henry III. paying ^.300 for his relief, had livery 
of his lands; but loon after he died, S. P. the 13th of Henry III. His 
wife was Maud, daughter and heir to Roger de Camvill. 

Roger, brother to Nigel, was his heir, but then in minority. 
Which Roger married Maud, daughter to William de Beauchamp, of 
Bedford;'* and being of full age, 35th Henry III. doing his homage, 
had livery of his lands. He died the 31ft of Henry III. having had 
ifTuc, Roger, Robert, Andrew, John, Edmund, and William, his Ions. 
Whereof the five lad died S.P. and alfo three daughters; whofe names 
are not mentioned. 

Roger, elded fon and heir, the 6th of Edward I. on proof of his 
age, and doing his homage, had livery of his whole inheritance; and, 
moreover, had fummons to the parliaments of the 33d, 33d, 34th, 
and 25th of Edward I. and died the year following, leaving by Role 
his wife, lifter to (filbert earl of Clare, 0 and, according to Dugdalc, 
daughter of earl Richard, 

John de Mourkay, his fon and heir, then in minority, whofe 
wardfhip and marriage was given to William do liraofe, of Gower, to 
the end that he might marry Aliva, daughter of the laid William. 
Which marriage afterwards was confummatcd.

Edward dc Brus. He was governor of the city of York; and alfo, 
the nth of Edward II. of Malton and Scarborough caftlcs: but 
afterwards fiding with Thomas earl of Lancafter, and other great 
nobles, in their infurrc&ion, he participated in their ill fortunes; 
being taken priloner with the faid earl, and divers others, at Borough 
Bridge, and was afterwards hanged at York, the 15th of Edward II. 
He had l'ummons to parliament, from lft to 14th Edward II. and left 
by the bcforcmcntioncd Aliva, his wife, 

John, his cldeft fon and fuccdfor, who found much favour from 
Edward III.; for that king, in the fir# year of his reign, acknowledg¬ 
ing the great fenfc he had of the eminent fcrviccs of the forefathers of 
this John, accepted of his homage, and gave him livery of his lands 
before he came of full age. He attended king Edward in his glorious 
campaign in France, and was w T ith him at the fiege of Nantz; he was 
alfo in the memorable battle again# David king of Scotland, and was 
made governor of Berwick. He was ftyled in his charters, lord of the 
Me of Axholmc, and of the honour of Gow'er and Brcmber; which 
la# were of the inheritance of his mother. He married Joan, one of 
the daughters of Henry earl of Lancafter; and having had fummons 
to parliament, from the ift to the 34th of Edw'ard III. he died at York 
of the pcftilcncc, 4th October, 35th Edw'ard III. leaving iffue, 

John, his fon and heir, who foon after had livery of his lands, but 
does not appear to have enjoyed them long; for the 42d of Ed¬ 
ward III. he was iflain near Conftantinoplc, taking then a journey to 
the Holy Land. His wife was Elizabeth, daughter and heir to John 
lord Segrave ^by Margaret his wife, daughter and heir of Thomas of 
Brotherton, carl of Norfolk, and carl marftiul of England);* whereby 
he acquired a great inheritance in lands, and much addition of honour 
in blood. By this lady he had two fons, John and Thomas; and a 
daughter, Anne, who was abbcls of Barking, in Eflex.

John, 
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John, the elded {on, at the coronation of Richard II. was created 
earl of Nottingham, but died foon after, unmarried, and in the flower 
of his age; whereby Thomas, his brother, became his heir. Which 
Thomas, the 6 th of Richard III. was created carl of Nottingham, 
(as his brother had been); and, three years after, was conftituted carl 
marlhal of England for life. Being, according to Sandford, the firft 
earl marlhal; for before his time they were only marlhals. Though 
Dugdale calls Thomas of Brotherton, earl marlhal ;* as we (in fol¬ 
lowing him), have before mentioned. 

The 16th of Richard II. he was made governor of Calais; and, the 
30th of the fame rHgn, obtained the king's charter of confirmation of 
the office of earl marlhal of England to the heirs male of his body; 
and that they, by rcafon of the faid office, fliould bear a golden 
truncheon, enamelled with black at each end; having at the upper 
end the Icings arms, and at the lower their own arms engraven 
thereon. Moreover, the arft of Richard II. he was advanced to the 
title of duke of Norfolk; his grandmother, Margaret (then living), 
being the fame day created duke of Norfolk. 

But this Thomas, firft duke of Norfolk, having joined clofely with 
thofe wicked minions who bore fvvay with that unfortunate and mif- 
guided prince, not only contributed to the deftru&ion of his father- 
in-law, the carl of Arundel, but was one of thole who guarded him 
to his execution; and is even affirmed to have been the perlon who 
bound up his eyes, and a&ually cut off his head. Furthermore, he is 
ftated to have had a principal hand in the execrable murder of the 
king’s uncle, Thomas of Woodftock, duke of Glouccftcr. 

Such, however, is the inftability of all human grandeur (efpecially 
when attained through the perpetration of crimes lo odious), that this 
great duke, after having experienced the royal favour on fo many 
occafions, fell at laft from all his honours into difgrace. For, being 
accufed by Henry duke of Hereford (after Henry IV.) of having 
fpoken words difrefpe&fully of the king, a challenge enfued, and a 
day was appointed for the combat, when the lifts were accordingly fet

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up, and the king him&lf and court were prefent; but juft as they 
were about to engage, and the trumpets had founded the charge, Ri¬ 
chard interpofed, and by the advice of his council, banifhcd the duke 
of Hereford for ten years, and the duke of Norfolk for life; who 
thereupon, afterwards, going abroad in purfuance of his fentencc, died 
in exile, of the pcftilence, at Venice; but, according to Sandford, and 
others, of grief, anno 1400, lft Henry IV. 

By Elizabeth, his firft wife, daughter of John 1 c Strange, of Black- 
mcrc, he had no iifuc; but by Elizabeth, his fccond wife, filler and 
coheir to Thomas Fito-Alan, earl of Arundel, he had two fons, Tho¬ 
mas and John; and alfo two daughters, Ifibclla and Margaret; the 
one married to Sir James Berkeley, knight; and the other to Sir Ro¬ 
bert Howard, knight.* 1 

Thomas, cldeft fon and heir, was in minority at his father’s death, 
and never had the title of duke. He was commonly called the earl 
marfhal; and was afterwards beheaded at York, the 6th of Henry IV. 
with Richard Scroope, archbilhop of York, for a confpiracy to take 
away the crown and life of that monarch. His wife was Conftance, 
daughter of John Holland, duke of Exeter; but having no iffue, 

John, his brother, was his heir; who, the 3d of Henry VI. was 
Teftorcd to the title and dignity of duke of Norfolk (ufing no other 
than carl marflial, and carl of Nottingham before;, which, the ift of 
Henry V. had been allowed to him.) He died in J432, the 10th 
Henry VI. leaving by Catherine his wife, daughter of Ralph Nevil, 
carl of VVcftmorcland (by Joanc his wife, natural daughter of John of 
Gaunt, duke of Lancafter,) a fon, 

John, the next and third duke of Norfolk, who, the 23d of 
Henry VI. upon confirmation of the title to him of duke of Norfolk 
(which had been conferred on Thomas, his grandfather), had a grant

He married Eleanor, daughter to William lord Bourchier; and dying 
the i ft of Edward IV. was fuccccdcd by his fon 

John, the fourth and Iaft duke of Norfolk of the Moubray name; 
who, the 29th of Henry Vf. in the lifetime of his father, had been 
created earl Warren and Surrey; and the nth of Edward IV. was 
one of thofe peers who fubferibed their names to that recognition 
then made in parliament to prince Edward, the king’s eldeft fon. 

Shortly after when he died, viz. the 15th Edward IV. having had 
iflue by Elizabeth his wife, daughter of John Talbot, earl of Shrewf- 
bury, 

Anne, his foie daughter and heir, who was contraded in marriage 
to Richard, fecond fon of Edward IV. but being murdered by his uncle, 
Richard duke of Glouccfter, before confummation, the inheritance of 
her father was divided between the Howards and the Berkeleys, de¬ 
fended from Margaret and Ifabel, daughters of Thomas firft duke of 
Norfolk.* Howard.

In the time of Henry I. mention is made of Thomas de Mul* 
ton ; who was fo called, from the place of his refidence at Multon, 
in com. Line, and after him, notice is taken of 

Lambert de Multon, who, the nth Henry TI. (then refiding 
in Lincolnlhire), was amerced too marks. In the 9th and 10th king 
John, another 

Thomas de Multon is ftated to have been flierifF of the faid 
county of Lincoln; and, the 15th John, to have been with that king 
in his expedition into Poidou. He gave 1000 marks for the wardlhip

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of the daughters and heirs of Richard de Luci, of Egremont ;* and 
beftowed them afterwards in marriage upon his two fons, Lambert 
and Alan. 

The 6th Henry III. he gave £.100 fine, and one palfrey to the king, 
for the office of foreftcr of Cumberland; it being of the inheritance of 
Ada, his fecond wife, daughter and coheir of Hugh dc fMorville/ 
widow of Richard de Lucie; but the 24th Henry III. he died, with 
this haraftcr by a monk of that time; viz. “ that in his youth he 
was a Rout foldicr, afterwards very wealthy, and learned in the laws; 
yet overmuch coveting to enlarge his poll'cffions, which lay contiguous 
to the monks of Crowland, he did them great wrong in many refpects.” 
Of his fons, beforenamed, 

Lambert married Annabel, the deleft of the two daughters and 
coheirs of Richard de Luci, cf Egremont; and the 30th Henry III. 
obtained, by large gifts, an extraordinary indulgence from the pope, 
viz. “ That no one fliould have power to excommunicate him but by 
a fpccial mandate from his holinefs.” 

He died about the 31ft Henry III. leaving Ida, his fecond wife, fur- 
viving (who had been the widow of Geoffrey de OilliJ, and Thomas, 
his fon and heir, then of full age. Which 

Thomas (called Thomas dc Multon, of Egremont), paying his 
relief, had livery of his lands lying in the counties of Cumb. Line. 
Suff. and Eifex; and died the 33d of Edward I. leaving 

Thomas, hifi fon and heir; who, the loth of Edward II. entered 
into covenants, that John, his ion and heir, Ihould marry Joanc, the 
daughter of Piers Gavefton, fo fbon as they fhould be of age to accom- 
plifh the marriage: but it feems this intended n atch did not take 
place. 

This Thomas had fummons to parliament amongft the barons of 
the realm, from the 38th of Edward I. to the 14th of Edward II.

Alianore 
his wife, furviving; who for her dowry had an affignation of the capi¬ 
tal meftuage of the manor of Egremont; viz. the caftle, together with 
divers confiderable lands thereunto belonging. To whom fuccceded 
John, his fon and heir; who, the 14th of Edward II. having mar¬ 
ried Annabel, one of the daughters and heirs of Laurence de Holbcchc, 
had livery of certain lands in Thorne Gumband, in com. Ebor, which 
were of her inheritanceand the 6th and 8th of Edward III. had 
fummons to parliament, but died the 23d of November the fame year, 
without iftuc, whereby his inheritance became fliared betwixt his 
three lifters, who were his heirs: viz. Joane, wife of Robert Fitz- 
Walter; Elizabeth, wife of Walter deBcrmicham; and Margaret, the 
wife of Thomas de Lucie. Which Joane, for her purparty, had the 
caftle of Egremont, with the third part of the manor, and certain other 
lands; Elizabeth, certain lands in Gosford, parcel of the manor of 
Egremont, and a third part of divers other lands; and Margaret, the 
wife of Thomas de Lucie, certain lands in Diftington, parcel of the 
manor of Egremont, together with the third part of thofe other lord- 
lliips, whereof the fame proportion had been allotted to her fillers.

Vavafour. Which 

Thomas de Multon died 55th Henry HI. being then feifed of 
the moiety of the barony of Burgh upon the Sands, and leaving by 
* Vi<i. vaux, Maud his wife (daughter and heir of Hubert de Vaux, of Gillefland),* 
Vo1, w ho furvived him/ 

Thomas, his fon and heir; who doing his homage, had livery of 
his lands; and the year next enfuing, upon the death of Helewife de 
Levinton (widow of Euftace de Baliol), was found her heir as to the 
other moiety of the barony of Burgh upon the Sands, together with 
divers manors of confiderable extent and value. This Thomas deccafed 
the 21ft Edward I. leaving 

Thomas, his fon and heir, then twenty-fix years of age/* who the

county of Cumberland; leaving Ifabcl his w ife, furviving, and 

Thomas, his fon and heir, then thirteen years old; who paying 
£.100 for his relief, was the 31ft of Edward I. in the wars of Scot¬ 
land, as alfo in the 34th of the fame king; and in the 3d and 4th 
Edward II. Moreovor, he had fummons to parliament, from the 25th 
Edward I.* to the 7th Edward II. inclufive, foon after which he died;

S. P. leaving the faid Margaret, then the wife of Ranulph de Dacrc, 
his next heir, thirty-fix years of age.

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NEVILL OF RABY.

This ancient and noble family is defeended from Robert Fitz- 
Maldred, lord of Raby, in the bifliopric of Durham; who having 
married Ifabel, daughter, and (by the death of her brother Henry, 
S. P.) heir to Geoffrey, grandfon to Gilbert dc Nevill,* who came over 
with the Conqueror, thereby acquired a confiderablc eftate, and had 
iflue a fon, Geoffrey. Which 

Geoffrey, by reafon his mother was fo great an heirefs, affumed 
the furname of Nevill, which thenceforth continued to his poftcrity. 
This Geoffrey had iflue, Robert, his fon and heir, and Geoffrey, a 
younger fon, who, 54th Henry III. was governor of Scarborough 
caftlc, and a jufticc itinerant. He died the 13th Edward I. leaving 
by Margaret his wife, daughter and heir of Sir John Longvilliers, of 
Hornby Caftlc, in com. Lane, knight, John, his fon and heir, from 
whom came the Nevills of Hornby, whofe heir female, Margaret, 
married Thomas Beaufort, duke of Exeter. 

Robert, the eldeft fon, fucccedcd his father, and the 38th Hen¬ 
ry III. had livery of thofe lands which defeended to him from Robert 
Fitz-Maldrcd, his grandfather. In the troublefome reign of Henry III. 
he filled fevcral important offices: but after all the marks of royal con¬ 
fidence which had been fliewn to him, he notwithftanding took part 
with the rebel barons; for which offence he, however, was at length 
pardoned, and again received into favour. He married Ida, the relieft 
of Robert Bertram ; and dcceafing the 1 oth of Edward I. left Ranulph, 
the fon of Robert de Ncvil, who died in his lifetime/ his grandfon and 
heir. Which

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IUnulph was at that time in minority, and obtained the king’s 
permiflion, that his relations might manage his eftate. It is faid, he 
committed inceft with his own daughter; for which crime, Richard 
de Kellaw, bifhop of Durham, compelled him to do public penance. 
He married two wives; firft, Eufemia, daughter of Sir John de Cla¬ 
vering; and, fccondly, Margery, daughter of John, fon ofMarmaduke 
de Thweng, by whom he had no ifTue-; but by the former, had a fon. 
Robert, commonly called the Peacock of the North , who died S. P. in 
his lifetime, and Ralph, who became his fucceffor. And having been 
fummoned to parliament from ad Edward I. to the 5th Edward III. 
died anno 1331, leaving the faid 

Ralph, his fecond furviving fon and heir, who alfo had fummons 
to parliament to the 39th Edward III. in which reign he ferved with 
honour in the wars of Scotland and of France, and had fevcral high 
and important trufts committed to his charge. He died 41ft Ed¬ 
ward III. and was buried in the church of Durham, on the South fide 
thereof; being the firft fecular perfon that had fcpulture there. He 
married Alice, daughter of Hugh de Audley, and was fucceeded by his 
eldcft fon, 

John, who 20th Edward III. was with his father in the battle of 
Durham, where the Scots were greatly defeated, and their king taken 
prifoner. He afterwards continued in the wars of Scotland and France, 
where he acquired confiderable reputation, and was made fencfchall of 
Bourdeaux, as alfo lieutenant of Aquitaine. Moreover, he had fum¬ 
mons to parliament, from the 43d Edward III. to 13th Richard II. 
in which year he died, and was buried in the church of Durham. His 
firft wife was Maud, the daughter of lord Percy, by whom he had ' 
Ralph, his fon and heir; his fecond was Elizabeth, daughter and heir 
of William lord Latimer,* by whom he had John Nevill, lord Lati¬ 
mer, whofe lands, by reafon of his death, S. P. came to Ralph, his

Ralph, next lord Nevill, was a perfon of great note; and having 
had fummons to parliament, like his anceftors, among the barons of 
the realm, was afterwards created earl of Weftmoreland, 21ft Ri¬ 
chard II. 


RALPH NEVILL, EARL OF WESTMORELAND. 

This Ralph became one of the moft eminent noblemen of his 
time ;* was a knight of the garter, earl marfhal of England, and lord 
warden of the Scotch Marches. He filled other high offices of ftatc; 
was an able commander; a ttirewd politician; a wary, artful man, 
who cunningly interpofed himfclf between parties; took advantage of 
the times; and fo managed the flu&uating interefts of the day, that 
he ever contrived to preferve himfclf in place, power, and favour. He 
married two wives; and had by them fo many fons and daughters,f 
that the family of Nevill became the greateft houfc of alliance of any 
fubjc&’s family in Chriftendom. At length he died very old, 41ft 
October, 4th Henry VI. and was buried in the quire at Staindrope, 
under a {lately monument, whereon were the figures of himfelf and 
his two wives. 

John, his eldefl fon, died in his lifetime, leaving by Elizabeth his 
wife (daughter of Thomas, and one of the fitters and coheirs to her 
brother Edmund Holland, carl of Kent), Ralph, his' fon and heir. 
Which 

Ralph fuccceded his grandfather as fccond carl of Wettmoreland; 
and married to his firft wile, Elizabeth, daughter of Henry (furnamed 
Hotfpur), lord Percy, by whom he had John, his fon and heir; who

married 
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married Anne, daughter of John Holland, duke of Exeter, but died 
S. P. zgth Henry VI. in his father’s lifetime. His fecond wife was 
Margaret, daughter and heir of Sir Reginald Cobham, knight; by 
whom, according to Dugdale, he had no iflue; but Milles mentions a 
daughter, Margaret, that died a child. Having thus no furviving iflue, 
he was, upon his dcccafe, zd Richard III. fucccedcd by his nephew 

Ralph, third earl, then twenty-eight years of age; of whom very 
little mention occurs, further than that he was one of the commanders 
in the army under Thomas earl of Surrey, when the Scots befieged 
Norham caftle, 9th Henry VII. He married Margaret, daughter of 
Sir George Booth, of Barton, in com. Lane, by whom he had a 
daughter, Anne, wedded to Sir William Conyers, knight; and a fon, 
Ralph, who died in his lifetime; for the grief of whole lofs, it is faid, 
this earl deceafed at Hornby Caftle, leaving Ralph, ion of his faid ion 
Ralph, his grandion and heir. Which 

Ralph, fourth earl, was created a knight of the garter by Henry VIII. 
and married Catherine, daughter of Edward Stafford, duke of Buck* 
ingham, by whom he had a numerous progeny, as in the Table of 
Defcent more particularly appears.** Of which, on his death, 3d 
Edward VI. 

Henry, his eldeft fon, was the fifth earl of Weftmorcland; and 
married Jane, daughter of Thomas Manners, earl of Rutland.* He 
died the 3th Elizabeth, leaving 

Charles, his fon and heir, fixth and laft earl of Weftmorcland of 
his family. Which Charles loft his great inheritance, with the honour 
of his blood, by joining with the carl of Northumberland in his infur- 
rc<ftion, the 13th Elizabeth; for which offence he was attainted in 
parliament, and all his pofleflions confilcatcd. His life he laved, by 
retiring, firft into Scotland, and after into the Netherlands, where he 
lived meanly and miferably to a great age. 

His wife was Anne, daughter of Hemy Howard, earl of Surrey, by

Thus terminated, in difgrace, the barony of Neville of Raby, and 
the earldom of Weftmoreland. But the latter title was afterwards 
claimed by Edward Neville; whofe cafe was determined sd James I. 
and appears thus :* 

In the time of Richard II. Ralph lord Neville of Raby was created 
carl of Weftmoreland, to him and the heirs male of his body; and had 
iffue by his firft wife a fon, Ralph, whofe iffue male, during fevcral 
fucceffions, enjoyed the title, and to whom Charles, laft earl of Wcft- 
moreland, was heir male. That Ralph, the firft earl, by his fecond 
wife, had iffue George Neville, lord Latimer, of whom the then claim¬ 
ant, Edward Neville, was the lineal defeendant and heir male. And 
that Charles, then late earl of Weftmoreland, was attainted for high 
treafon. It was, however, adjudged, that Edward Neville Ihould not 
fuccced to the earldom, though heir male of the firft donee. The 
authority for which dccifion was grounded on the ftatute of z6th 
Henry VIII. c. 13, whereby in cafes of high treafon it is enabled, 
that the offender fhall forfeit all fuch lands, tenements, and heredita¬ 
ments wherein he fhall have any ejiate of inheritance . Whence it is evi¬ 
dent, that the court had an cfpccial eye to the crime of high treafon, 
and fquared its determination by thofe reafons which are more pecu¬ 
liarly applicable to that crime.

Though none of this family attained the dignity of peerage till the 
reign of queen Elizabeth, yet were they of great note, and illuftrious 
by divers intermarriages with, and defeents from many noble houfes, 
long before. For it appears, that previous to the time of Edward III. 
they were of Speke, in com. Lane, and moft of them knights. 

The 35th of Edward III. John, a fccond foil to Sir Henry Norris, 
of Speke, lived at Bray, in com. Berks, as did alfo his fon and grand- 
fon; and John, his great grandfon, temp. Henry VI. was matter of 
the wardrobe to that king, and flieriff of the counties of Oxon and 
Berks, the 36th of the fame reign. He deceafed the ift of September, 
the 6th of Edward IV. and was buried at Bray, in an aifle of that 
church built at his exp.enfe. To whom fuccceded 

Sir William Norris, his fon and heir; who the 2d of Henry VII. 
was a commander in the king’s army at the battle of Stoke, againft 
the earl of Lincoln, and his adherents. 

This William was twice married; firft, to Ifabcl, daughter and 
heir of Edmund Ingoldefthorp, widow of John Nevil, marquis of 
Montague, and by her had iflue three fons; William, Lionel, and Ri¬ 
chard, who all died young; and three daughters; viz. - - - - married 
to Sir John Langford, of Bradfield, knight; Joanc, to John Cheney,, 
of Wodhey, in com. Berks, efquire; and Elizabeth, to William Far¬ 
mer, of Somerton, in com. Oxon, efquire. His fecond wife was Jane, 
daughter to John carl of Oxford, by whom he had iflue Sir Edward 
Norris, knight, who married Fridifwide, a daughter and coheir of 
Francis vifeount Lovel ;* and by her had iflue two fons, John and * Vid. r.ovei.

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John was fquire of the body to Henry VIII. and married Eliza¬ 
beth, lifter of Edmund lord Bray, but died without legitimate iffuc, 
the 6th of Elizabeth; fo that Henry, his brother, became his heir. 
Which 

Henry fell a facrificc to the fufpicious temper of Henry VIII. and 
under the accufation of a criminal familiarity with queen Anne Bo- 
lcyn, was tried, condemned as guilty, and beheaded, the 14th of May, 
the 28th Henry VIII b , By Mary his wife, daughter of the lord Dacres 
of the South, he left iifue a daughter, Mary, married, firft, to Sir 
George Carew, knight; and afterwards, to Sir Arthur Champernoon, 
knight; and alfo a fon and heir, 

Henry, who lived at Wytliam, in com. Berks; and anno 1566, the 
8th of queen Elizabeth, was knighted at his own houfe at Rycot; 
and, the 14th of Elizabeth, was lent embaffador into France, where he 
behaved himfelf w ith fo much prudence and honour, that, fo well for 
that rcafon, as of his father’s fufferings, he was advanced to the dignity 
of a peer of the realm, by writ of fummons to parliament, the 8th of 
May the fame year. 

By his teftament, dated 24th September, 1589 (31ft Elizabeth), he 
bequeathed his body to be buried in the chapel of Rycot, and by Mar¬ 
garet his wife, youngeft of the two daughters and coheirs to John lord 
Williams of Thame (with whom he had the manor of Rycot), had 
iftuc fix Ions; viz. William, his Ion and heir; John (of whom here¬ 
after) ; Edward, governor of Oftcnd ; Henry, who died of a wound ; 
Thomas, prefident of Munftcr (who alfo died of a wound); and Maxi¬ 
milian, flain in Brittany. Of thefe, c 


b Norris, it is laid, was much in the king’!, favour, who fent for him, and ottered him his 
life, it lie would confcls his guilt; but be nobly njrfted the offer, laying, “ Ti-it in his con- 
feience he thought the queen imn -.rnt ; and that he would die a thouland times, l.’ther than 
ruin an innocent per loti.” Upon relation whereof, it is aliened, the king cried out, “ Hang 
him up then ; hang him up then.”

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William was marlhal of Barwick; and having married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Richard Morrifon, of Caylho-Bury, in com. Hertf. 
knight, died in his father’s lifetime, leaving Francis, his fon and heir, 
then little more than one year old. Which 

Francis, the 43d of Elizabeth, had fummons to parliament; and 
the 1 ft of James I. on the death of his uncle, Sir Edward Norris, 
S. P. 1 * was found his next heir, whereby he obtained a confiderable in¬ 
heritance in the county of Berks, being at that time twenty-nine years 
of age; but yet he had not pofleffion of the lands defeended to him 
from his father till the 4th of James I. nor even then of all; for the 
9th of James I. it appears he fued out his general livery. 

At the creation of Charles duke of York, he was made a knight of 
the bath; and, in 1610, was engaged in a duel with Peregrine Wil¬ 
loughby,* whom he went into the field with on an old reckoning, and 
hurt him dangcroully in the ftioulder. 

On the 28th January, 18th James I. he was advanced to the dig¬ 
nities of vifeount Thame and earl of Bcrkfliirc. 

It feems he was a man of an haughty and violent temper, which 
terminated his life in a fatal manner; for on the 16th of February 
following his advancement, ftanding in the entrance of the houfc of 
lords (the parliament then fitting), where the palfagc was narrow, he 
was joftled by the lord Scroope, who w‘as palling by; which fo en¬ 
raged him, that though the houfc was fitting, and the prince was 
there, he rudely thrnft before that nobleman; in confcqucncc of which 
he was committed to the Fleet prifoii. 

His fpirit was fo great, that he could not bear the complication of 
this and other injuries, which had made a deep impreflion upon him. 
Wherefore, not long after, brooding over thefe affronts, he mortally 
wounded himfelf in the face and neck with a crofs bow, at his houfc 
at Rycot, in Oxfordfhirc, and died on the Wcdncfday following.

By Bridget his wife, daughter of Edward Vere, carl of Oxford, he 
left a foie daughter and heir, Elizabeth, who became the wile of Ed¬ 
ward, fecond fon of Sir William Wray, of Glentworth, in com. Line, 
whofc folc daughter and heir, Bridget, married, firft, Edward Sackville, 
fecond Ion of Edward earl of Dorfet; and, fecondly, became lecond 
wife of Montague Bertie, earl of Lindfey; whofc eldeft fon by her be¬ 
came lord Norris, and was anccftor to the earl of Abingdon, in which 
fuperior title the barony is now merged. 

Having thus done with the chief branch of this noble family, there 
yet remains one not lefs eminent to be noticed, in the perfon of Sir 
John Norris, knight, fecond fon to Henry firft lord Norris. 

Which Sir John, for his valour and military.knowledge, was moll 
famous in his time; having been trained up to arms in the civil wars 
of France, under the great Coligni; next in Ireland, under Walter earl 
of Efiex; and in the Netherlands/ under Mathias archduke of Auftria. 

He was a moft accomplifhed general, and no lefs remarkable for his 
fafe retreats, than for his refolute onfets: it being obferved of him, 
“ that he brought on his men fo warily, as one that could bring them 
off; and that he brought them off fo refolutely, as one that durft bring 
them on.” His fortune often overthrew his enemy, and his wifdom 
often faved his friends. 

He, like the reft of his family, was of fuch a temper, that he could 
endure any thing but an affront, and a fuperior: the firft, whereof 
upon a repulfe at court, faddened his heart; as the fecond, upon an¬ 
other deputy (Thomas lord Bourgh), being fent over to Ireland, when 
lie conceived his fervices and merits entitled him to that office, broke 
it; for he thereupon grew fo highly difeontented, that he fell into a 
fickncis and died.

Of this family, the firft perfon who was the founder of its honours 
was Edward, fon to Roger North, of Walkringham, in com. Notts, 
clquirc. Which 

Edward North was in fuch efteem with Henry VIII. that he 
was conftituted by that king one of the executors to his will; and 
was afterwards appointed one .of the council to his fon and fucceffor, 
king Edward VI. and, in the xftof queen Mary, was further advanced 
to the dignity of a baron of the realm, by writ of fummons to parlia¬ 
ment; and took his place in that great convention, upon the 7th of 
April following. 

From this Edward llrft lord North defeended Francis lord North 
and Guilford, who was created carl of Guildford, by patent, the 8th 
April, J752 ; whole cldcft fon and heir, Frederick lord North, was 
for many years firft lord of the treafury, and chancellor of the exche¬ 
quer; and iucceeding his father Francis, became alfo carl of Guilford. 
On his deceafe, in 1792, he was fuccecdcd by 

George Augustus, his eldcft fon and heir; who dying in 1803 
without iflue male, the earldom of Guilford devolved upon his brother 
Francis, the prefent carl, and the barony of North of Kirtling (or 
Cartlage), fell into abeyance between his daughters and coheirs.

This family has been of great antiquity in the county of Northum¬ 
berland, and took its Jurname from the lordfliip of Oggil, their prin¬ 
cipal feat; of which name was John de Oggil, who, the 49th of 
Henry III. had his lands extended for his adherence to the rebel 
barons of that period. Some pedigrees make this John to die S. P. 
and continue the line from Robert his brother; whofe fon and heir, 
Robert, dcceafcd in his father’s lifetime, leaving another Robert, who 
on the death of his grandfather, fucceeded to the eftate. 

This Robert de Oggle, the 15th of Edward III. had licence to 
make a caftle of his manor houfc at Oggle; and alfo to have free war¬ 
ren in all his demelne lands within the lordlhips of Oggle, and certain 
others in the faid county of Northumberland. ,His wife was Annabella, 
daughter and heir of Sir Robert Hephall (by Cecily his wife, daughter 
and heir of Sir Gilbert Chartney, knight), by whom he had ifluc 

Robert, who married Helene, the daughter and heir to Sir Robert 
Bertram, knight, baron of Bothall,* whereby he greatly increafcd his 
inheritance, and died in his father’s lifetime, leaving another Robert, 
his fon and heir; who, on the death of his grandfather, the 36th of 
Edward III. being found to be his heir, was given in ward to John 
Philipot. Which laft mentioned 

Robert, the 12th Richard II. had livery of that purparty of thofe 
lands which were the inheritance of Joan his wife, one of the three 
daughters and coheirs to Sir Alexander de Heton, knight; and the 7th 
of Henry IV. upon the death of David de Holgravc, the laft hufband

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of Helene, his mother, doing his homage, had livery of the caftle and 
manor of Bothall, which were held of the king by knights fervice, in 
barony. Whereupon being thus pefleffed of that caftle and manor, 
as alfo of the manor of Hephall, and town of Lour-bottil, he entailed 
the fame upon the heirs male of his body,® upon condition that every 
fuch heir male fliould bear the name of Ogle, with the arms of Ogle 
and Bothall quartered. Soon after when he died; viz. the nth 
of Henry IV. leaving Joan his wife, furviving, and 

Robert, his fon and heir, who thereupon had livery of his lands, 
his homage being refpited; and the 4th of Henry V. on the dcceafe 
of his mother Joan, had livery of thofc lands which Ihc held in dower. 
The 3d of Henry V. he was flieriff of Northumberland; and the 3d 
of Henry VI. was made governor of the town of Roxborough for three 
years; and the 15th of Henry VI. he departed this life, leaving Ro¬ 
bert, his fon and heir, and four daughters; viz. Margaret, the wife of 
Sir Robert de Herbotle, knight; Anne, of Sir William Heron, knight; 

Conftanee, of Sir John Milford, knight; and Joane, of - - -- 

Maners. h 

Which Robert (or Roger), had livery of the lands of his inherit¬ 
ance ; Maud, his mother, daughter of Sir Robert Grey, of Horton, in

The 16th of 
Henry VI. he was Ihcriff of Northumberland, alfo warden of the 
Marches, fteward and conftable of feveral caftles and lordfliips in the 
aforefaid county, and ambaflador to the Scots to treat of peace, the 
38th of Henry VI. Soon after which, he was advanced to the dignity 
of a baron of the realm, by fummons to parliament, the ift of Ed¬ 
ward IV. with a grant of large poffcflions in Northumberland. 

This Robert lord Ogle married Ifabel, the daughter and heir of 
Alexander de Kirkeby,* of Kirkeby, in com. Lane, eldeft fon of Sir 
Richard de Kirkeby, knight: and died the 9th of Edward IV. leaving 
a daughter, Ifabel, firft married to Sir John Heron, of Chipches, knight, 
and afterwards to John Wodcrington, and 

Owen, his fon and heir; who, according to Dugdale and Collins, 
is the lame perfon whom Polydore Virgil calls George (by miftakc). 
Which Owen had fummons to parliament, from the 22 d Edward IV. 
to the ift of Henry VII. inclufivc. When he died is not mentioned; 
but by Eleanor his wife, daughter to Sir William Hilton, knight, he 
left ifluc an only fon, 

Ralph, his fucceflor, who had fummons to parliament the ift and 
3d of Henry VIII. and died the next year; as appears from the inquifi- 
tion taken after his deccafe at Morpeth, 16th March, 4th Henry VIII. 
By Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir William Gafcoigne, knight, he 
had iflue three fons; Robert, William, 1 and John; and alfo three daugh¬ 
ters; viz. Anne, wife of Humphrey, fon and heir of Sir William Lille, 
knight; Dorothy, firft married to Sir Thomas Forfter; and, fecuiidly,

Robert, the next lord Ogle, in the $th of Henry VIII. was in the 
vanguard of the atmy at the famous battle of Flodden Field, where 
the king of Scotland, with the flower of his nobility were flain, and 
his army entirely defeated: but after this, ftill continuing in the wars 
of Scotland, he had the hard fortune to be killed at Paunhcrhaugh, 
31ft Henry VIII. His wife was Anne, daughter of Thomas, fon and 
heir of George lord Lumley; by which lady he had three Tons, Ro¬ 
bert, George, and John; whereof, 

Robert, the eldeft, fucceeded his father, and the faid 31 ft 
Henry VIII. had livery of his inheritance; but fliortly after, being in 
the Scotch wars, he was encountered with fuperior forces by the carl 
of Arran at Halidon-Rig, and there unluckily met his death, along 
with the lord Ewers, and divers others of the Englifh army, 36th 
Henry VI. 

It does not appear this lord had ever fummons to parliament; the 
name of Robert, his father, being only mentioned in the lifts of the 
6th and 21ft of Henry VIII. He was twice married: his firft wife 
was Dorothy, daughter of Sir Henry Widderington, by whom he had 
a fon, Robert, and a daughter, Margery, wife of Gregory Ogle, of 
Chapington, in com. Northumb. defeended from Sir William, brother 
to Robert firft lord Ogle. His fccond wife was Jane, daughter of Sir 
Cuthbert Ratclifte, knight; by whom he had Cuthbert, hereafter 
mentioned, and Thomas, who married Ifabel, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Grey, of Horton, but died S. P. 20th November, 36th Henry VIII. 
likewife three daughters; whereof Margaret married Robert, third fon 
of Sir John Widderington, knight. 

Robert, fixtli lord Ogle, the 5th of Edward VI. was conftitutcd 
warden of the Middle Marches of the North towards Scotland; and 
having married Joan, daughter and heir of Sir Thomas Malcverer, of 
Allerton Maleverer, knight, died without iflue, the 4th Elizabeth.

Cuthbert, his brother of the half-blood, fucceeding to the ho¬ 
nour and eflate, had fummons to parliament as a baron, the 5th Eli¬ 
zabeth, in the 39th of whofe reign, it is faid, he deceafed." 1 He mar¬ 
ried Catherine, daughter, and one of the three coheirs of Sir Reginald 
Carnaby, knight; by whom he had two daughters, his coheirs: Jane, 
or Joane, married to Edward, a younger Ion of George Talbot, carl of 
Shrewfbury, who died S. P.; and Catherine, who wedded Sir Charles 
Cavendifh, of Welbeck, in com. Notts, knight. Which 

Catherine Ogle furviving her filler, and being thereupon foie 
heir to the barony of Ogle, obtained fpecial letters patent from king 
Charles I. under his great feal, dated 4th December, the 4th of his 
reign, declaring her to be baronefs Ogle, as alfo ratifying that title of 
honour to her and her heirs. 

Henry Cavendish, duke of Newcaflle, was her grandfon and 
heir, and lord Ogle; for an account of whofe family the reader is re¬ 
ferred to the title of Newcaflle. (Vid. Cavendifh duke of New¬ 
caflle.)

Sjr Thomas Butler, the Seventh earl of Ormond, in Ireland, 
was the firlt who, by this title, had fummons as a baron to the Englifh 
parliament; the writ being direded, “ Thonuc Ormond dc Rochford,” 
the 14th Odober, 1495; foon after when, viz. in 1497, he was fent 
embailador to the duke of Burgundy, and departed this life the 8th 
Auguft, 1515; leaving ilfuc by Anne his wife, daughter and heir to 
Sir Richard Hankford, two daughters, his coheirs. Whereof Anne w as 
married to Sir .Tames St. Leger, anccftor to the family of Eggisford, 
in Devonfhire; and Margaret, to Sir William Bullcn, knight of the 
bath, by whom The had Sir Thomas Bullen, created in 1525, baron 
and vifeount Rochford, and in 1529, made earl of Wiltfhirc and Or¬ 
mond. (Vid. Bullcn earl of Wilts.)

Sir William Dugdale, in his account of this family, begins with 
William Paget, a peribn endowed naturally with excellent parts, 
who had his birth at a place called Wednelbury, in the county of 
Stafford." Which

* His education was better than his birth; his knowledge higher than his education; his 
parts abbve his knowledge, and his experience beyond his parts: a general learning furnilhed 

him 
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William, in 23d Henry VIII. by rcafon of his great abilities be¬ 
came one of the clerks of the /ignet, and after that clerk of parliament 
for life. In this employment he deported himfelf with fuch fedulity 
and prudence, that the year after thefe preferments he was fent cm- 
baflador into France, and on his return °was conftituted one of the 
principal fccrctaries of Hate. In the 38th Henry VIII. he was one of 
the commiflioners who treated of, and concluded a peace with the 
French. Shortly after which, the king being on his death-bed, he 
was made one of his executors, and appointed of counfel to king Ed¬ 
ward VI. In whofe 4th year, being then a knight of the garter, 
comptroller of the king’s houfchold, and chancellor of the duchy of 
Lancafter, he was the 3d of December fummoned, by writ, to the 
parliament then fitting, by the title of lord Paget of Beaudfert, in 
Staffordfhire, and took his place there accordingly; and, in January 
next enfuing, had his folemn creation to that honour. 

But notwithftanding his great lervices, the great favour lie Hood in 
raifed him up fuch enemies, that in the 5th Edward VI. on the fall 
of the duke of Somerfet the prote&or, this lord was committed to the 
Tower, and through the means of Dudley duke of Northumberland, 
bereaved of his enfigns of the garter, and fined £.6000. Having borne 
all this with a peculiar and manly patience, affairs foon took a better 
turn; for on the death of king Edward, he joined with the carl of 
Arundel, the chief champion of queen Mary, who had been proclaimed 
queen in the city of London, and rode poft with the faid earl that

him for travel, and travel feafoned his learning for employment. His maflerpiece was an 
inward obfervation'of other men, and an exaft knowledge of himfelf. HU apprehenfion was 
quick, and his mind ever ready and prefent, according to occafion and emergency. 

0 The celebrated Spanifh embaflador, Gondomar, it is faid, could not fit king James I. fo 
well as Sir William Paget did Charles V. the emperor. Wherefore hiftory relates,* that ^p^tate 
Charles V. once faid of Sir William Paget, ,f He deferved to be a king, as well as to reprefent Woi tliies, 
one." And one day as he came to court, “ Yonder U the man I can deny nothing to." This Vol.Il.p.lOp. 
emperor alfo obferved, that three forts of embalTadors were fent him from England: the fir ft 
was Wolfey, whofe great train promifed much, as his great defign did nothing; the fecond was 
Morifin, who promifed and did much; the third Paget, who promifed nothing and did ail.

Kitlon, knight; Dorothy, to Sir Thomas Willoughby, fon of Sir 
Henry of Woollaton, co. Notts, knight; and Anne, to Sir Henry Lee, 
knight. 

Sir Henry Paget fuccccded his father, and had fummons to par¬ 
liament the 8th of Elizabeth; and by Catherine his wife, daughter of 
Sir Henry Knivet, knight, had iflue one folc daughter and heir, Eliza¬ 
beth, 11 married to Sir Henry Lee, knight.* Dying thus q without iflue 
male, 

Thomas, his next brother, according to ail the printed peerage 
accounts, fuccecdcd him in his honour. Wherefore it muft be con¬ 
cluded, Sir Henry Lee had no child or children by Elizabeth his wife, 
foie daughter and heir of the laft lord, or the title, being a barony in 
fee, would have become vefted in his iflue. This Thomas had fum-

leaving iffue by Nazaret his wife, daughter of Sir John or Henry New¬ 
ton, knight, William, his fon and heir. Which 

William was with the earl of Eflcx, the 39th Elizabeth, in the 
memorable attack upon Cadiz; and the ift of James I. was reftored 
to the lands and honours forfeited by his father’s attainder. He died, 
Auguft 29th, 1629, and was buried at Draiton. His wife was Lat¬ 
tice,* (not Mary, as by fomc authorities), daughter and coheir of 
Henry Knowlys, efquire, of Kingbury, in the county of Warwick 
(younger fon of Sir Francis Knowlys, K. G.), by whom he had three 
fons and four daughters; viz. William, of whom hereafter; Henry 
and Thomas, who both died unmarried; Mary, married to Sir Wil¬ 
liam Hicks, of Buckholt, in Eftex, baronet; Dorothy died unmarried; 
Catherine married to Sir Anthony Irby, of Bofton, in Lincolnfhire, 
from whence is defeended lord Bofton ;f and Anne, firft to Sir Simon 
Harcourt, of Stanton Harcourt, Oxon, knight, anceftor of carl Har- 
court; and, fccondly, to Sir William Waller, knight, the famous 
parliament general, temp. Charles I.

Tower, the earl of Northumberland prevailed on the lord Paget to quit the realm, and provided 
him a (hip on the coaft of Sullex wherein he embarked. 

Thereupon, in the parliament holden at Weltminfter, the 291 I 1 Elizabeth, he was attainted, 
with his brother Charles, and their lands and pofleflious confifeated whereby the earl of Lci- 
cefter got a grant of Paget houfe. 

Camden obferves, that his death was a fad and uuiverfal lofs to the commonwealth of 
learning.

Frances Rich, one of the daughters of Henry earl of Holland, beheaded 
by the rebels in 1648-9; by whom he had iflue three fons, and feven 
daughters. Of the fons, William, the eldcft, was the next lord; 

Henry, the fecond, married a daughter of --- Sandford, of Sand- 

ford, in the county of Salop, efquire; and fettling in Ireland, had blue 
a fon, Thomas (who was a brigadier general, and married Mary, 
daughter, and one of the coheirs of Peter Whitcombc, efquire, of 
Great Braxted, in Elfex, by whom he had ilfuc an only daughter, Ca¬ 
roline, married to Sir Nicholas Bayley, baronet, and was mother to 
the prefent earl of Uxbridge); and a daughter, Dorothy, who married 
Sir Edward Irby, of Bofton, in the county of Lincoln, baronet, grand¬ 
father of the prefent lord Bofton. Of the feven daughters; firft, 
Ifabella died unmarried; fecond, Lettice married Richard Hampden, 
of Great Hampden, Bucks, efquire ; third, Elizabeth died unmarried; 
fourth, Frances married Rowland Hunt, of Boreaton, in co. Salop, 
efquire; fifth, Penelope married Philip Foley, of Preftwood, in Staf- 
fordfhire, efquire; fixth, Diana married Sir Henry Afhurft, of Watcr- 
tock, co. Oxon, baronet; and, feventh, Anne died unmarried. 

William, fon and heir, was the fixth lord Paget; the reputation 
of whole great abilities will laft as long as the memory of that cele¬ 
brated peace of Carlowitz, concluded anno 1698, fhall remain in 
hiftory. He died in an advanced age, the 25th February, 1712-13; 
having lived much eftccmed and honoured by all who knew him. 
His firft wife was Frances, daughter of Francis Pierpoint, efquire, a 
younger fon of Robert earl of Kingfton; by whom he left only furviv- 
ing, Henry, his heir (his eldeft fon, William, having died in his life¬ 
time, unmarried). His fecond lady was Ifabella,* daughter of Sir 
Anthony Irby, knight, of Bofton, in Lincolnfhire; by w hom he had 
iflue another fon, William, who died young, but who is not men¬ 
tioned in any of the hitherto printed accounts of this family. 

Henry, only furviving fon beforenamed, of William, fixth lord 
Paget, fucceeded his father, in whole lifetime he had been made a peer, 
by the ftyle and title of baron Paget, of Burton, anno 1711. And, 

October 
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O&ober 19th, 1714, was further created earl of Uxbridge, by king 
George I. He fulfilled many high and important offices; but in 1715 
religned his employments. By his fecond wife, Mary, daughter of Sir 
Walter Bagot, baronet, lie had no ilTue; but by his firft, Mary, daugh¬ 
ter and coheir of Thomas Catcfby, of Whifton, in Northampton- 
Ihire, he had ifluc Thomas Catefby, lord Paget, 8 who died in February, 
1741 -2, in his lifetime. Which Thomas lord Paget was colonel of 
a regiment of foot; and by the lady Elizabeth Egerton, his wile, Mer 
to Scroope duke of Bridgewater, had ilfue two Tons, Henry, and 
George, who died at Colchcfter, 1 737 » the feventeenth year of his 
age. The faid Henry earl of Uxbridge died in 1743, and with his 
fecond lady was buried in the church of Hillingdon, Middlefex, where 
an elegant monument is erc&ed to their memory.'* His fucccfibr was 
his grandfon Henry. Which 

Hf.nry, fecond earl of Uxbridge, dying unmarried in November 
1769, the faid earldom, and the barony of Burton, became extindl; 
but the barony of Paget devolved on Henry Bayley, eldeft fon and heir 
of Sir Nicholas Bayley, baronet (beforementioned), of Placc-Newyth, 
in Anglelea, by Caroline his wife, daughter and foie heir of brigadier- 
general Paget, youngeft grandfon of William fifth lord Paget. Which 
Henry Bayley, on his acceding to the barony of Paget on the death of 
his coufin, took the name and arms of Paget in addition to his own; 
and May the 19th, 1784, was advanced to the title of earl of Uxbridge, 
which title he now enjoys.

Tiie leafned Camden aflerts, that this famous family of Percy is 
defcendcd from the carls of Brabant; and inherited, together with 
that ancient furname, the pofleflions alio of Percy, ever fince that Jof- 
celin of Lorain (a younger brother to Adcliza, queen to Henry I.) 
married Agnes, the daughter, and at length foie heir of William 
de Percy; from which illuftrious couple, all the fucceeding branches 
of the Percy family deduce their origin.* They had ifl’ue four foils; * Vid. Percy 
viz. Richard, Henry, Robert, and Jofceline; befidcs two daughters, 111 ' o5 ‘ 
Eleanor and Alice. 

Richard de Percy, the eldeft foil, was one of the chief of thofc 
barons who took up arms againft the tyranny of king John; and had 
a principal hand in extorting from that monarch the great charter of 
Britilh liberties, of which he was chofen one of the twenty-five 
guardians to fee it duly obferved. The 6th of king John, on the death 
of his mother (who died that year), he had livery of all thofc lands in 
com. Ebor, whereof fhe died feifed; as alfo of thofc which Maud 
countefs of Warwick, his aunt (and mother’s filter), held of the carl 
of Chcfter in fee. In the ad of Henry III. he was in arms for that 
king; and the 7th of Henry III. was one of the witnefies to the 
agreement which Leweline, prince of Wales, entered into; whereby 
he promifed to make fuch fatisfa&ion to the king for damages done, 
as the archbiftiop of Canterbury fliould think expedient. After this 
period no further mention is made of him, other than he granted the 
nunnery at Handale, in com. Ebor, to Richard Malebifc, and his heirs; 

and 
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and that he died without ifiuc, whereby the inheritance devolved upon 
his brother Henry. Which 

Henry was his heir and fucceflor, and married Ifabcl, daughter 
of Adam, and fifter of Peter de Brus, of Skelton ;* and left iflue two 
fons, viz. William and Henry. Of whom 

William, the 17th of Henry III. gave 500 marks to the king, for 
the wardlhip of the five daughters of William de Briwcrc; and the 
28th of Henry III. doing his homage, had livery of all the lands of 
llichard de Percy, whofe coufin and heir he was, excepting the ma¬ 
nor of Topclive, which was then the dowry of Agnes, the widow of 
the faid llichard. So that by the account of Robert dc Creeping 
(lhortly after given up into the exchequer), it appears that he had 
thirty knights fees dc veteri feoffamento, in Yorklhire, and two knights 
fees in Lincolnfhire. 

This William dcceafed the 20th of Henry III. He married two 
wives; viz. firft, Ellen, daughter of the lord Bardolph; and, fccondly, 
Joane, fifth daughter of William dc Briwcre, a great baron, and lifter 
and coheir to the laft William dc Briwcre, by whom he had four 
daughters; but by his firft wife he had ifiue feven fons, as in the Table 
of Defcent.f' Whereof 

Henry, the cldcft, fuccccded his father; and the 33d of Henry III. 
gave a fine of jf.900 for livery of his lands, and that he might marry 
whom he plcafed. 

He was one of the northern barons who, in 1258, was fummoned 
to prepare himfclf with liorfc and arms, and all his power, for refeu- 
ing the king of Scots (a minor), whom his fubjedts had rebellioufly 
feized upon, and held in reftraint: and who had married the daughter 
of king Henry. In the great contention between Henry III. and his 
barons, he was on the king’s fide at the battle of Lewes, where he 
was taken prifoncr, but was foon after rcleafed. He married Eleanor,

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daughter of John earl of Warren and Surrey; by whom he had ifTue 
William, John, and Henry. Whereof the two firft dying S. P. the 
youngeft, 

Henry, became the next heir; whofe wardihip (being under age), 
was granted to Edmund, the king’s brother: but in the 33d of Ed¬ 
ward I. having attained his majority, he had livery of his inheritance, 
and alfo fummons to be at Portfmouth, to attend the king, with horfe 
and arms, into Gafcoignc. After when, he diftinguiftied himfclf 
greatly in the wars of Scotland during that reign; and obtained from 
Edward I. the government of Galloway and Aire, in Scotland, and 
the earldom of Carrick, part of the poffcffions of Robert de Brus. The 
3d of Edward II. he had a grant from Anthony Bekc, bifliop of Dur¬ 
ham, of the barony of Alnwick, to hold to him and his heirs for ever; 
and the king, at Shene, the 23d January, 1310, confirmed the faid 
grant 

This Henry deceafcd the 8th of Edward II. (having been fummoned 
to parliament as one of the barons of the realm during the greateft 
part of his life); and was buried at Fountains Abbey, in Yorklhire. 
By Eleanor his wife, daughter of John, and fitter to Richard Fitz- 
Alan, earl of Arundel, he had two fons; Henry, and William de Percy, 
who was made a knight of the bath, the 20th Edward II. 

Henry, the fecond lord Percy of Alnwick, at the time of bis fa¬ 
ther’s death was in minority; but the 15th of Edward II. he procured 
an abfolutc livery of his lands, although he had not then made proof 
of his age. In 1331, he had livery, on a grant, of the inheritance of 
the cattle of Wcrkworth, in Northumberland; which, after the death 
of Sir John Clavering without ifluc male, was to devolve on the king 
(Edward III.) and his heirs. In 1346, he was a principal commander 
at the battle of Durham, where the Scotch army was totally defeated, 
and David their king taken prifoner; Ihortly after when he died, 
viz. the 26th of February, 1351, and was buried in the priory of 
Alnwick. 

He married Idonea, daughter of Robert lord Clifford; by whom he 
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mrl of Wor- 
ceiler.

had iflue Henry, his Ion and heir; Thomas, bifliop of Norwich, who 
died the 44th of Edward III. and was buried in his own cathedral; 
William, to whom his father granted the manor of Kirk-Levington; 
Roger, who had the manors of Stanerbot and Dalton-Percy; and Ri¬ 
chard, who died young : u alfo four daughters, married as Ihewn in the 
annexed Table of Defcent. 

Henry, the eldeft fon, at his father’s death was thirty years old; 
and doing his homage, had livery of his lands the fame year, the 
dowry of Idonca his mother, then living, excepted. In 1356, he was 
appointed warden of the Scotch Marches, and in 1359, governor of 
the caftlc of Berwick; and was much diftinguiihed in the wars of 
Edward III. till his death in 1368. He married, to his firft wife, 
Mary Plantagenet, daughter of Henry earl of Lancaftcr (grandfon 
to king Henry III.) by whom he had two fons; Henry, of whom 
hereafter; and Thomas, who was created carl of Worccfter;* and one 
daughter, Ifabella. By his fecond wife, Joane, daughter and heir of 
John de Orreby, lie had alfo one daughter, Mary. Of the fons, the 
eldeft, 

Henry, having performed his homage, had livery of his lands the 
fame year his father died. He was made earl marfhal of England; 
and at the coronation of Richard II. was created earl of Northumber¬ 
land, by patent. In 1387 and 1388, he was fent ambaflador into 
Scotland, and was governor of Calais in 1390: but, after a long feries 
of public fervices, the king receiving information, that he and his fon 
Hotfpur had fpoken fomc words reflecting upon the public meafures, 
which at that time were very unconftitutional, fent for him, and upon 
his refuflng to come, banifhed him the realm in *398. Such arbitrary 
treatment, therefore, feems fufficicntly to have juftified, what has 
been deemed, by fome, the moft culpable meafure of his life ; viz. his 
joining Henry duke of Lancafter in his return to England the year

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following, while Richard was in Ireland, and aflifting him in thofe 
fteps which led to the depofition of that unfortunate monarch. 

On the acceffion of Henry duke of Lancaftcr to the throne, by the 
title of Henry IV. this Henry earl of Northumberland was advanced 
to the great office of conftable of England for life, and other high 
trufts; and had, moreover, a grant of the Ifle of Man. 

Three years after, he gained a fignal victory over the Scots at Hal- 
wedon-Hill. But our hiftorians relate, that the king not fatisfied with 
the peace which followed the carl’s conquefts, was eager to ffiare in 
the gains; and therefore demanded of him all his mod profitable 
prifoners, whole redemption would raife great fums; which being re- 
fufed, the king not only took the prifoners, but refufed admitting the 
earl into his prefence; who confidering that he had been the great 
inftrument of raifing king Henry to the throne, refented this feverity, 
not only as an injuftice, but as a great aft of ingratitude; and there- 
upon joining with Edmund Mortimer, earl of March, and Owen 
Glcndour, they entered into a league to depofe Henry; and raifed a 
large army, wherewith the malcontents marched to Shrewfbury, near 
which city, after a vain attempt to accommodate thefe difeontents on 
the part of Henry, a battle enfued, wherein the royal army gained a 
complete viftory; and Sir Henry Hotfpur, the valiant hero, the earl’s 
fon, was flam, and the carl of Worccfter, his brother, taken prifoncr, 
and afterwards beheaded. 

The earl of Northumberland himfelf, by indifpofition, had been 
prevented from joining his brother and fon; and, upon aflurances of 
mercy, difmifled his forces, and attended the king at York; who par¬ 
doned him his life, but deprived him of his honours and eftates for the 
prefent, yet afterwards reftored them to him again. 

This reconciliation was, however, of lhort duration; for reflefting 
on the lofs of his fon, and finding himfelf flighted by the king, he 
became fo difeontented, that he joined with Thomas Mowbray, earl 
marfhal, and Richard Scroope, archbifhop of York, in their rebellion. 
Who failing in that attempt, loft their lives, and the earl was forced 
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to feek refuge in Scotland, from whence he went into France and 
Flanders; but meeting with no fucccfs there, he returned into Scot¬ 
land, and obtaining fome affiftance from that nation, advanced into 
England. Where, at Bramham Moor, near Hafclwood, on the ad of 
March, the 8th of Henry IV. he was refolutcly encountered by Sir 
Ralph Rokelby, high ftieriff of Yorkfhirc, and after a (harp fight, de¬ 
feated and (lain.* 

This great earl, to his firft wife, had Margaret, daughter of Ralph 
lord Nevil, of Raby, fitter to Ralph firft earl of Weftmorcland; by 
whom he had Sir Henry Percy, commonly called Hotfpur; Sir Tho¬ 
mas Percy, who married Elizabeth, cldcft of the two daughters and 
coheirs of David dc Strabolgi, carl of Athol ;* Sir Ralph Percy, who 
married Philippa, the other daughter and coheir of the faid David dc 
Strabolgi, and died S. P.; Alan Percy; and a daughter, Margaret. To 
his fccond wife, he married Maud, fitter and heir to Anthony lord 
Lucy ;f who fettled, on him and his heirs, the honour and cattle of 
Cockcrmouth, with other great eftates, on condition that her arms 
fhould be for ever quartered with thofc of the Percies. 

Henry lord Percy, furnamed (as before mentioned), from his fpi- 
rited conduct, Hotfpur, early diftinguifhed himfelf for his valour and 
military (kill, and was cftccmcd the greateft warrior of his age. For 
the general feries of his exploits, it is fufficicnt to refer the reader to 
the feverai hiftorics of Englandand only here obferve, that he 
fought the famous battle of Oltcrbourn, near the Cheviot Hills, in 
Northumberland (commonly called Chevy Chare), where James earl 
of Douglas was (lain, and himfelf, with his brother Sir Ralph Percy,

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taken prifoners; who were, however, both exchanged that year. In 
1399, he had a principal fhare, with his father, in eftablifliing 
Henry IV. upon the throne, and jointly with him gained the noted 
battle of Hallidon Hill, where Archibald earl of Douglas, the Scots 
general, was wounded and taken prifoncr, with the carls of Athol, 
Montgomery, Fife, Monteith, and Angus. The ranfom for which 
noblemen, befides one hundred knights and gentlemen, was always 
confidered the property of thofe who guarded the Marches; but which 
the king, for particular resfons, now claimed to himfelf. This unge¬ 
nerous condud highly provoked the Percies; who therefore combined 
their ftrong refentments with others, and took up arms; not doubting 
their power to pull down a king they had fo lately fet up. Hence a 
new revolution feemed near at hand, when this afpiring young noble¬ 
man was flain by an arrow at the battle of Shrewfbury, as before 
Rated, anno ]403. /- He married Elizabeth, daughter to Edmund 
Mortimer, carl of Mijrch, by Philippa, daughter and heir of Lionel 
duke of Clarence; by whom he had iflfuc a daughter, Elizabeth, and 
one fon, 

Henrt, who, after the death of his grandfather, was carried very Henry, 
young into Scotland, and educated at St. Andrews. But at the ac- 
ceflion of king Henry V. he was fent for out of Scotland, and was 
fully reftored in parliament from the attainder of his father and grand¬ 
father, to all the honours of his family, by the interceffion of the king’s 
aunt, Joane, countcfs of Weftmoreland (daughter of John of Gaunt), 
whofe daughter, Eleanor, he had married on coming into England. 

In 1416, he was at the celebrated battle of Agincourt; and diftin- 
guifhed himfelf by many exploits in the reign of Henry V. and alfo 
in that of Henry VI. by whom he was made conftable of England, in 
1450. The 3d of Henry VI. for the better confirmation of the dig-

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nity of carl of Northumberland, he obtained a charter of creation 
thereto. 

On the breaking out of the civil wars of York and Lancafter, grate¬ 
fully remembering the good offices and favours he had received from 
Henry V. he continued loyal to his fon: and as his father and grand¬ 
father died in battle, oppoling the Lancafter caufe, this Henry loft his 
life in bravely maintaining it; being llain in the battle of St. Albans, 
22d May, 1455, and was buried in St. Albans Abbey. By Eleanor 
his wife, he had ifluc nine fons; viz. Henry, his fuccelfor; John, who

He mar¬ 
ried, in his father’s lifetime, Eleanor, daughter and foie heir of Richard 
Poynings, who died during the life of his father, Robert lord Poynings, 
on whofe deccafe flic was heirefs to both; wherefore, in her right, he 
had fumraons to parliament as lord Poynings, in his father’s lifetime, 
till he became earl of Northumberland, when the barony merged in 
the faid earldom. 

At the fecond battle of St. Albans, on Shrove Tuefday, 1461, he 
had the good fortune to furvive; but in the great battle of Touton- 
Ficld, the 29th of March following, he was unfortunately (lain. At 
this a&ion the earl commanded the vanguard; but there being a fnow 
dired in his mens faces, whereby they could not difeern how they 
fhot, ffie led them on to charge fword in hand; in which bloody con-

In the parliament holden the 4th of November following, he was 
attainted; and the king (Edward IV.) conferred the earldom of Nor¬ 
thumberland on John Nevil, lord Montagu, brother to Richard carl of 
Warwick and Salisbury, by letters patent, dated at York, 38th May, 
4th Edward IV. 

This earl, by Eleanor his wife, before mentioned (befides three 
daughters; Elizabeth, Eleanor, and Margaret, who all married),* had 
one fon, 

Henry, his fucccffor; who being under age at his father’s death, 
was kept in the Tower by king Edward IV. and at length, in 14.7a, 
was fully reftored in blood and title, the attainder of his father being 
made void. b Soon after which, he was inftailcd a knight of the gar¬ 
ter, and appointed warden of the Marches, with an allowance of 2000 
marks per annum, in time of peace, and of 6000 in time of war. At 
the battle of Bofworth, where king Richard was killed, he flood 
neuter; and was after one of the privy council to Henry VII. to whole 
avarice he at length fell a vi&im. For, in 1489, the parliament having 
granted the king a tax, the fame was found fo heavy in the North, 
that the whole county was in a flame. 

The earl, then lord lieutenant of Yorkfhire, wrote to inform the 
king of the difeontent, and recommended the tax to be abated: but 
the avaricious monarch anfwered, that not a penny fhould be abated. 
And this meflage being incautioufly delivered by the earl, the populace 
rofe, and fuppofing him to be the promoter of the calamity, cruelly

Henry, his lucceffor; Sir 
William Percy; Alan, who, the 36th of Henry VIII. was warden of 
the Holy Trinity College, at Arundel, when, with his brethren there, 
he furrendered it to the king; and Jofcclinc. He had alfo three 
daughters; whereof Eleanor married Edward Stafford, duke of Buck¬ 
ingham ; Anne, William Fitz-Alan, earl of Arundel; and Elizabeth 
died young. 

Henry, Henrt, fifth e&l of Northumberland, the 12th Henry VII. was 
sth EarJ. one 0 f ^ c hj e f commanders againft lord Audley and his adherents, 
at the battle of Blackheath, and was employed in various other public 
fervices; but was particularly noted for the very fplendid manner in 
which he conduced the princefs Margaret, the king’s daughter, to the 
borders of Scotland, on her marriage with James IV. of that kingdom; 
on which occafion, as Hall writes, his drefs and equipage were moft 
princely and magnificent. 

In the reign of Henry VIII. he affifted at the taking of the cities 
of Therouene and Tournay, and was one of the commanders at the 
famous battle of the Spurs. He was a knight of the garter ; c and 
departed this life the 18th of Henry VIII. having the happinefs to 
die in his bed, which not one of the preceding earls had ever done. 
He was buried at Beverley. He married Catherine, daughter and co¬ 
heir of Sir Robert Spcnfer, knight, and of Eleanor his wife, daughter, 
and at length coheir of Edmund Beaufort, duke of Somerfct, by Eleanor 
his w ife, daughter and coheir of Richard Beauchamp, earl of Warwick; 
by whom he had three foils; viz. Henry, his fucccffor; Sir Thomas

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Percy, who was concerned in Ailcc’s confpiracy, and was executed for 
the fame, 29th Henry VIII. leaving two Tons, Thomas and Henry, 
who afterwards became earls of Northumberland; Sirlngelram Percy, 
third fon, died S.P. He had alfo two daughters: who were, Margaret, 
wife of Henry Clifford, firft earl of Cumberland, of that furname; and 
Maud, married to the lord Coniers. 

Henry Percy, the next earl, was, foon after his father’s death, Henry, 
made warden of the Scotch Marches, and a knight of the garter. But 
he did not long outlive the attainder of his brother; for he died the 
fame year without iffue, leaving all his eftates to the crown, with a 
wife forefight, that in cafe the attainder came to be reverfed, they 
might be rcflored entire to his family, as afterwards happened. Yet 
he is fometimes called Henry the “ unthrifty" from his having fo dif- 
pofed of his paternal inheritance. This carl (who had been an admirer 
of AnneBoleyn), married Mary, daughter of George earl of Shrewsbury; 
and on his death, at his houfe at Hackney, in 1538, was buried in the 
choir of the church there. 

After his decafe, the title of this earldom lay dormant for many 
years, until John Dudley, earl of Warwick, was created duke of Nor¬ 
thumberland ; but on the acceffion of queen Mary, this duke being 
executed and attainted, the earldom was once more reflored to the 
Percy family, in the perfon of Thomas, eldefl fon of Sir Thomas 
Percy, who was executed and attainted, as already mentioned. 

Which 

Thomas was rcflored in blood to the honours of his family, by an Thoma*. 
exprefs creation, on the 30th April, the 3d and 4th of Philip and ' th EarL 
Mary, by the favour of that queen, in confideration of his noble ' 
defeent, conftancy, virtues, valour in deeds of arms, and other 
fhining qualifications (as the words of the patent import), and was 
made a baron, by the title of lord Percy, with a limitation of that 
honour on the “ heirs male " of his body, with remainder, in default, 
to Henry his brother, in tail male.* Alfo, the day following, he was * and 
created earl of Northumberland, with the like entail of that honour to and Mary,

his iflue male; and, in default, to Henry his brother, and the heirs male 
of his body.* 1 He was afterwards made warden of the Marches, and 
knight of the garter. But, like his father, being zealous for the old 
religion, and confpiring againft queen Elizabeth, he fled into Scotland. 
Whence being betrayed to the regent, the carl of Morton, he was (for 
a large bribe) delivered to lord Hunfdon; who had him conveyed to 
York, where he was beheaded, 226. Auguft, 1572. He had to wife, 
Anne, daughter of Henry Somerfet, earl of Beaufort; by whom he 
had one fon, Thomas, who died young; and five daughters; viz. 
Elizabeth, wife of Richard Wodrove, of Wolley, in com. Ebor, 
cfquire; Mary, of Sir Thomas Gray, of Wark, in com. Northumb. 
knight; Lucy, of Sir Edward Stanley, of Eynlham, in com. Oxon, 
knight, brother to Henry earl of Derby ; J Jane, of lord Henry Sey¬ 
mour, brother to the earl of Hertford; and Mary, priorefs of the 
Englifli nunnery at Bruflels.® 

Dying thus without ifluc male. Sir Henry Percy, knight, the carl’s 
younger brother, by virtue of the entail made by queen Mary (as be¬ 
fore mentioned), was fummoned to parliament as earl of Northumber¬ 
land, and baron Percy, the 18th of Elizabeth, and admitted accord¬ 
ingly. Which 

Henry, on his brother’s defection, flood loyal to queen Elizabeth; 
and, with all the forces he could raife, accompanied Sir John Forftcr, 
warden of the Middle Marches, againft the carl of Weftmoreland; and 
on the 7th of December, routed his army, and purfuing afterwards the 
flattered remains, put an end to the rebellion. 

Notwithftanding, however, theft, and his other eminent fervices, he 
was fufpetfted of plotting to ftt the queen of Sco^s at liberty ; and on

being 
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being committed to the Tower, was, on the 4 ift of June, 1585, found 
de,ad in his bed, fhot with three bullets, his chamber door being barred 
on the infide. Camden fays, “ Certainly many good men were much 
“ afFe&ed that fo great a perfon, who was of a lively and active fpirit, 
“ died fo miferable and lamentable a death; as well becaufe men na- 
“ turally favour nobility, as that he had acquired fingular commenda- 
“ dation for his valour. What fufpicions the fugitives muttered 
" concerning one BalifFe, one of Hatton’s fervants, and a little before 
“ appointed to be the earl’s keeper, I omit; as thinking not meet to 
“ infert any thing upon nicer hearfiiy and reports.” 

He married Catherine, eldeft daughter and coheir of John lord La¬ 
timer ; by whom he had a numerous iifuc, as in the Table of Dcfccnt 
appears.* Whereof 

Henry, his eldeft fon, was his heir and fucccffor; who, l 5 *$> 
was a volunteer under the earl of Leicefter in the Low Countries; 
active in the defeat of the Spanilli Armada in 1588; fignalized by a 
challenge of Sir Francis Vere, and implicated afterwards in the gun¬ 
powder plot, for which he paid a very heavy fine, and endured an 
imprifonment of upwards of fifteen years, which he fpent in the wifeft 
and nobleft manner, in the company and converfation of the moft 
eminent fcholars; having for his fellow prifoner, his intimate friend 
Sir Walter Raleigh; and engaging, befides, others the moft profound 
in literature and fcience. Three of which, viz. Thomas Harriot, 
Robert Hues, and Walter Warner, from their diftinguilhed emi¬ 
nence in mathematical knowledge, were ufually called the earl’s 
“ three magi and he himfelf acquired the name of “ Henry the 
wizard."

Arthur Wilfonf gives the following account of his releafe from the 
Tower: 

“ About this time, Henry earl of Northumberland, who had been 
a prifoner in the Tower ever fince the gunpowder plot (a long -rc- 
clufc), was fet at liberty. The caufe of his confinement was upon a 
fentcncc in the ftar chamber, for nourifliing in his houfe Thomas

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Piercie, his kinfman/ who was one of the complotters of the trcafon; 
and though nothing could be proved againft the carl to endanger his 
life, yet upon the prefumption of his knowledge of it, he was fined 
£.30,000, and imprifoned in the Tower.” 

Camden writes, that upon his enlargement, anno 1631, the great 
guns were difeharged for joy of his delivery. 

“ The old earl, when he had got loofc, hearing that the great favour- 
“ ite, Buckingham, was drawn about with a coach and fix horfes 
“ (which was much wondered at then as a novelty, and imputed to 
“ him as a domineering of pride), thought, if Buckingham had fix, 
“ he might very well have eight in his coach, with which he rode 
“ through the city of London to Bath, to the vulgar talk and admi- 
“ ration; and recovering his health there, he lived long after at Pet- 
“ worth, in SufTex; bating this overtopping humour, which fhewed it 
“ rather an affc&ed fit than a diftemper. Nor did the addition of two 
“ horfes by Buckingham grow higher than a little murmur, for in the 
“ late queen’s (Elizabeth) time, there were no coaches; and the firft 
“ had but two horfes, the reft crept in by degrees, as men firft ven- 
“ turc to fea; and every new thing the people difaffed, they ftumblc 
“ fometimes at the action; for as the perfon, which riles like a little 
“ cloud, but foon vanifhes; fo after, when Buckingham was carried 
i* in a chair upon men’s Ihoulders, the clamour and noife were vehe- 
“ ment, that the people railed at him in the ftreets; loathing that 
“ men fhould be brought to as fervile a condition as horfes.” So 
irkfome is every little new improffion that breaks an old cuftom, and 
rubs and grates againft the public humour! but when time had made 
thofc chairs common, every loofe pimp or minion ufed them; fo that 
what at firft gave fo much fcandal, was the, means to convey thofe 
privately to fuch places, where they might give much more. 

In the 4th of king Charles I. this earl obtained a confirmation to

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himfelf, and the heirs male of his body, of the barony of Percy, and 
earldom of Northumberland, in fuch manner as he did then enjoy his 
place and precedence. Soon after which, viz, the 8th of Charles I. 
1632, he departed this life at Pctworth, and was there buried. 

He married Dorothy, daughter of Walter, and After to Robert De- 
vereux, carl of Efl'ex, by whom he had four fons; viz. Henry, and 
another Henry, who died in their infancies; Algernon, his fucceflor; 
and another Henry, who, by Charles I. was created lord Percy of 
Alnwick.* Alfo two daughters; viz. Dorothy, married to Robert 
Sidney, fecond carl of Leiccftcr; and Lucy, to James Hay, earl of 
Carlifle. 6 

Algernon, tenth earl of Northumberland, fuccecded his hither in 
1632; before whofe death he had been fummoned to parliament as 
lord Percy. In 1635, he was inftallcd a knight of the garter: pro¬ 
ceeding from Dorfet houfc, in Saliflbury court, to Windfor, in a grand 
cavalcade of Rate, being the laft performed in that fplendid manner; 
whereof Mr. Afhmole has given a full account,f in his Hiftory of that 
illuftrious order. In 1637, he was conftituted lord high admiral of 
England. The year before which, he had the command of a fleet fent 
to reprefs the infolencies of the Dutch, and to aflert the fovereignty 
of the crown of England over the Britifli fcas, which fervice he per¬ 
formed with equal firmnefs and conduit. 

In 1640, when the difeontented Scotch made an irruption into 
England, he was appointed generalifllmo of the army to oppofe them, 
but was prevented, by ficknefs, from executing a fervice which he 


C His laily, the fait! I.ary, was the carl's youngeft daughter, and of incomparable beauty 
(being celebrated in the poems of Waller, and of the moft exquifite wits of her time). Her 
marriage was againft her father’s will (who aimed at an higher extra&ion); wherefore his ftub- 
born fpirit would never give her any thing. Yet Hay, whofe afl'c&ion was above money (let¬ 
ting only a valuation upon his much-admired bride), llrove to make himfelf meritoriousj and pre¬ 
vailed fo with the king for his father-in-law, that he got his rcleafe. But the old earl would 
hardly be drawn to take a rcleafe from his hand; fo that when at liberty, he reftrained himfelf, 
and by importunity was perfuaded, for an indifpofition, to take a journey to Bath; which was 
one fpecial motive to accept his fon-in-law’s refpe&s.

probably did not very heartily approve; for in the approaching civil 
war, he continued firmly attached to the parliament, yel, from a nice 
fenfe of honour, he refigned the command of the fleet to the king, 
from whom he had received it, though contrary to the intereft and 
entreaties of his party. 

He was, indeed, confidcred by both parties as one of the firft men 
of his age; and although lord Clarendon has refle&ed upon him in 
his Iliftory as guilty of ingratitude, for not adhering to the king; if 
we fiippofe the carl difiipproved of the court meafures, and thought 
them fatal, or even dangerous, to the liberties of his country, he will 
be found to have aided upon the nob! eft and moll honourable prin¬ 
ciples. 

When Charles II. was crowned, the carl of Northumberland was 
made high conftablc on that occafion; after when, he accepted of no 
office in the ftatc, chufing to retire in the Summer to his feat at Pet- 
worth, and in the Winter to live in town, where he was conftant in 
his attendance in parliament. 

His lordfhip firft married Anne, daughter of William Cecil, carl of 
Salifbury, by whom he had five daughters; viz. Catherine, Dorothy, 
Anne, Elizabeth, and Lucy. His fceond wife was Elizabeth, daughter 
of Thcophilus earl of Suffolk, by whom he had an only fon, Jofceline, 
and a daughter, Elizabeth, that died in her childhood. 

Deceafing the 13th ot Odober, 1668, he was buried at Pctworth ; 
and in honours and eftate wa> fuccccded by 

Josceline, his only fon and heir, born in 3644, a youth of great 
hopes and promife, but who only outlricd his father two years; for 
travelling with his countcfs into France and Italy, he departed this life 
at Turin, on the 21ft of May, 1670 ; and his body was brought over 
to England, and interred at Pctworth. 

By Elizabeth his wife, daughter and coheir of Thomas Wriothfly, 
earl of Southampton, he had an only fon, Henry, who died an infant, 
and two daughters; viz. Elizabeth, who was four years of age at his 
deceafe; and Henrietta, who died fbon after baptifm. 


On 
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On the death of this Jofccline without ifluc male, the earldom of 
Northumberland became extin#, but was claimed by one James 
Percy, who came out of Ireland; whofe claim, however, on the 28th 
March, 1673, was rcfolvcd, by the houfe of lords, to be difmifled; 
the faid James having had a month’s time given to him to fubftan- 
tiatc his pretentions, and having refufed to make appear any probability 
of right thereto. Yet notwithflanding this rejection, he carried on his 
pretcnfions at common law, vsith no better fuceefs; and was generally 
reputed an impotlor. 

But though the earldom thus expired for want of male heirs, the 
barony of Percy 1 ' has, by genealogies and hittorians, been aflerted to 
have continued, and to have devolved upon the before-mentioned Eli¬ 
zabeth, foie furviving daughter and heir of the faid Jofccline, laft carl 
of Northumberland. Which 

Elizabeth, ufually termed baronefs Percy, was married, firft, to 
Henry Cavcndilh, lord Ogle, only fon and heir to Henry duke of 
Newcaltle; but lie died on the ift of November, 1680, and was bu¬ 
ried at Pctworth: but this w'as more properly a contra# than a mar¬ 
riage, by reafon of the tender years of the parties. After this flic was 
again contracted to Thomas Tliynne, efquirc, of Long Leatc, in 
Wilts; who was, on that account, aflafllnatcd by the procurement of 
count Coningfmark, in Pall Mall, anno 1682.' Soon after which fhe 
was married to Charles Seymour, duke of Somerset; by whom among# 
other ifluc, lhc had 

Algernon, her cldc# fon and heir; who, on her deccafe, anno 
1722, had lummons to the houfe of peers, and took his feat there as 
lord Percy; and, on the deccafe of his father, became duke of 
Somerfet. 

This duke, a lhort time before his death, was created baron of

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Warkworth, and carl of Northumberland, with remainder to his fon* 
in-law, Sir Hugh Smithfon, baronet, who had married Elizabeth, his 
foie daughter and heir. Wherefore, on his deceafe, 7th February, 
1749-50, thefc honours, with a moft princely fortune, tranfmitted 
down from the ancient carls of Northumberland, devolved on the faid 
Sir Hugh, and Elizabeth his wife. Which titles they retained till 
1766, when, by patent, his majefly, George III. was pleafed to create 
him duke of Northumberland, and carl Percy; whofc fucceffor, 
his cldefl fon and heir, is the prefent duke of Northumberland, 
who alfo bears the ancient and once famous furname of Percy; a 
name, than which none has been more celebrated in the annals of 
Britilh hiflory, and in the pages of romantic fable; though none of 
this illuflrious flock have promulgated their own fame, fo as to obtain 
literary honour, and mention in Walpole’s Catalogue of Noble 
Authors. 


POLE LORD MONTAGUE.

The firfl of this family, of whom any memorable notice occurs, is 
Sir Richard Pole, fon of Sir GcfFery Pole, defeended from an an¬ 
cient flock of that furname in Wales; who having valiantly ferved 
king Henry VII. and being a perfon much aceomplifhed, was made 
chief gentleman of the bedchamber to prince Arthur, and a knight 
of the garter. 

The time of his death is not mentioned; but by the lady Margaret 
his wife, daughter to George duke of Clarence (afterwards made 
countcfs k of Salisbury), he had iffuc four fons; viz, Henry, Geffcry,

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Arthur, and Reginald; and one daughter, Urfula, married to Henry 
lord Stafford * Of thefe fons, 

Henry, the eldeft, had a fpccial livery of the lands of his inherit¬ 
ance, the 5th of Henry VIII. fo that it is likely his father died much 
about that period; and afterwards, the 21ft of Henry VIII. had fum- 
mons to parliament as lord Montague, as being defeended from Alice, 
daughter and heir to Thomas Montague, carl of Salilhury; but being 
convicted of high treafon, for endeavouring, with others, to depofe 
the faid king Henry, in order to advance his brother, the cardinal, to 
the crown, he was beheaded on Tower Hill, anno 30th Henry VIII. 
leaving iffue by Jane his wife, daughter to George Nevil, lord Aber¬ 
gavenny, two daughters and coheirs; whereof Catherine married 
Francis carl of Huntingdon; and Winifred, Sir Thomas Haltiugs, a 
younger brother to the laid Francis carl of Huntingdon; and, fe- 
condly, Sir Thomas Barrington, of Barrington-Hall, in Effex, 
knight. 

Touching the younger brother of this Henry lord Montague, it 
appears that Geffery, the fecond, though he accufed this Henry of 
what, in fublhmce, was laid to his charge, he had alfo fentence of 
death palled upon him, yet did not fuller. 

Arthur, the third brother, the 5th Elizabeth, was charged with 
purpofmg to go to the duke of Guifc, in France, and to return to raife 
a force in Wales, to advance Mary queen of Scots to the crown of 
England, and himfelf to be declared duke of Clarence; for which he 
had judgment of death; but, by rcafon of his near alliance to queen 
Elizabeth, no execution enfued. 

Reginald, the fourth brother, was the celebrated cardinal, and 
one of the three that prefidcd in the Council of Trent when queen 
Mary began her reign; and being font for into England, came as 
Legate from Pope Julian III. and obtained a repeal of his attainder by 
a fpccial a& of parliament, the ill and 2d of Philip and Mary. He 
was alfo made archbilhop of Canterbury, and fo continued till his

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death, which happened the very day on which queen Mary died; the 
the tidings whereof are faid to have broken his heart, being much 
weakened with a quartan ague. Whereupon he had burial in the ca¬ 
thedral at Canterbury. 

He had his education, firft at Magdalen College, and after at 
Corpus Chrilti College, Oxon; and being a perfon of excellent parts 
and learning, integrity of life, and modeft behaviour, he obtained 
from Henry VIII. (his kinfman), the dcanry of Exeter. He next 
travelled into Italy, and other parts, for feven years, refiding chiefly at 
Padua; at what time king Henry having abolifhed the pope’s fupre- 
macy, font for him home: but he refufing to come, the king difpofed 
of his deanry, and proclaimed him a traitor. The pope, however, 
compenfated this lofs, and created him a cardinal. Such, indeed, was 
his moderation, that he never fued for greatnefs, though that fued for 
him: for great men, he laid, were Haves to fix things: firft, to men’s 
humours; fecond, to bufinefs; third, to fortune; fourth, to their 
own followers; fifth, to fame; and, fixth, to the public.

In the time of king Henry II. Adam de Poynings, of Poynings, in 
Suffex, had three funs, Adam, William, and John; from one of which 
fons defeended, as prefumed, Michael de Poyning, who, the 17th 
of John, adhered to the rebel barons of that time, and was fucceeded 

b y 

Thomas de Poynings, who held ten knights fees in Poynings; 
and had iffuc two Ions, viz. Michael and Lucas. Which 

Michael, the 23d of Edward I. had fummons, amongft other 
great men, to attend the king touching the important affairs of the 
realm ; and ferved in the wars of Scotland during a great part of the 
lall years of the reign of Edward I. and the beginning of the reign of 
Edward II. His fucccffor was another 

Thomas, his foil and heir (as imagined); who having married 
Agnes, one of the coheirs of John, the Ion of Bartholomew de Cryol, 
w r as flain in the great fea-fight with the French, at Slufe, the 13th 
Edward III. leaving 1 

Michael, his ion and heir, twenty-two years of age, who ferved 
with great reputation in the wars of France ; where he was prefent at 
the great battle of Crcffy. The 40th of Edward III. giving 1000 
marks to queen Philippa, he obtained the ward Chip and marriage of 
William, the fon and heir to John lord Bardolph, to the end he 
might take Agnes his daughter to wife. And having been fummoned 
to parliament, from the 16th to the 43d of Edward III. inclufive, he 
departed this life, the 7th of March, the 43d of Edward III. leaving

Joanc his wife,™ widow of Sir John de Molyns, knight, and Thomas, 
his fon and heir, furviving. Which 
Thomas, the 44th of Edward III, doing his homage, had livery of 
his lands, but died foon after without iffue; leaving Blanch dc Mou- 
bray, his wife, furviving, and Richard, his brother and heir. Which 
Richard, the 4th of Richard II. making proof of his age, and 
doing his homage, had livery of his lands. He married Ifabcl, daugh¬ 
ter of Sir Robert de Grey (then called Fitz-Paync)* and having had * Vid. Fit/- 
fummons to parliament, the 6th, 7th, 8th, and 9th of Richard II. died Pain ' 
the next enfuing year, leaving 

Robert, his fon and heir, then in minority; who, the 10th of 
Henry IV. upon the death of Blanch, widow of his uncle, Sir Thomas 
de Poynings, knight, had livery of all the lands which fhe held in 
dower. After this he was in the wars of France, during the reigns of 
Henry IV. V. and VI. and had alfo fummons to parliament, from 
the 5th of Henry IV. to the 33d of Henry VI. inclufive; fhortly after 
when, he was unfortunately llain at the fiege of Orleans, in France. 

His fon, Richard Poynings, died in his father’s lifetime, leaving 
by Alianorc his wife, daughter of Sir John Berkeley, of Bcvcrftonc, 
knight, an only daughter and heir, 

Alianore (or Eleanor), who alfo on the dcceafe of her grandfather, 
as beforementioned, became his heir; and having married Sir Henry 
Percy, fon and heir of the carl of Northumberland, brought to him 
her great inheritance, whereof, in her right, he had a fpccial livery, 
and alfo fummons to parliament, during his father’s life, as lord Poyn¬ 
ings. Which title thereupon became afterwards merged in the fuperior 
one of the earldom of Northumberland.f ^ Vid. Percy. 


m By her will, dated the 43 d of Edward III. (1369), flic defires to Ire buried in the church 
of Poynings, near her hntband, Michael lord Poynings j and alfo leaves certain legacies to her 
tons, Thomas and Richard, and to her daughters, Elizabeth and Agnes. 
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This laft mentioned Robert lord Poynings, had alfo a younger Ion, 
called Robert, who died the 49th of Henry VI. (i. e. 9th Ed¬ 
ward IV.) being then feifed of the manors of Eaft-Hall, Faukam 
Ayfke, and Chelleftfield, in com. Cantii, leaving 

Edward, his fon and heir, who was a raoft active and expert fol- 
dicr; and adhering to the earl of Richmond againft Richard III. was, 
after that happy vi&ory at Bofworth, whereby the earl obtained the 
crown, made one of his privy council; and the 5th of Henry VII. was 
one of the chief commanders fent in aid of Maximilian the emperor, 
againft the French. The 30th of Henry VII. he was conftable of 
Dover caftle; and was in the fame office at the time of his death. 
He was the third of eighteen counfellors, bequeathed by Henry VII. 
to his Ion, with his kingdom; a privy council, in which, it is faid, 
there was not one lawyer, and a complete body of a<ftivc and knowing 
men in their own orb. The 5th of Henry VIII. (being then a knight 
of the garter), he was with the king at the liege and taking of The- 
rouene, of which he was left governor. He is deferibed with a ferious 
and plodding brow, that befpoke his deep prudence; and a fmartlook, 
which denoted his refolved valour. 

He died the 14th of Henry VIII. without lawful iftue ; John, his 
only child by Elizabeth his wife, daughter of Sir John Scot, knight, 
having dcceafed in his lifetime : but, by four concubines, he had three 
other funs, and four daughters; viz. Sir Thomas, Sir Adrian, and Ed¬ 
ward, who was Ilain at Boloin, the 38th Henry VIII. Of the daughters, 
Mary married Thomas Clinton; Margaret, Edmund Barry, of Sen- 
nington, in Kent; another married Sir Thomas Wilford, knight; and 
Rofe, 1 ecame the wife of-Lcukcnorc. 

Sir Thomas, the cldeft of the fons, for his military fkill and emi¬ 
nent ferviccs, was, by king Henry VIII. advanced to the dignity of a 

baron 
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baron of the realm, the 30th of January, the 37th of his reign; and, 
the next day following, conftituted general of the king’s whole army 
then being at Boloin, in France: but after this no further mention is 
made of him, excepting that by his nuncupative will, dated 17th of 
Auguft, 37th Henry VIII. he bequeathed his body to have ChriHian 
burial. Shortly after this, for the probate is dated the 18th of May 
next following, he died without ifluc. His wife was Catherine, daugh¬ 
ter and coheir of John lord Marney, and widow of George Ratcliffe, 
efquire, by whom he acquired a confidcrablc property in the county 
of Dorfct; which, the 35th of Henry VIII.* he veiled in truftces, to • Hutcbin*’ 
the ufe of himfclf for life, and after his deceafc, of two whole parts to ?° 1 r f* Vo1 ' r 
the ufe of his lawful heirs, and, if none, to the ufe of his brother 
Adrian; remainder to his brother Edward; remainder to Edward lord 
Clinton; remainder to Richard, fon of Robert Lewknor; remainder 
to Thomas Barry. 

Adrian Poynings was governor of Portfmoutb in 1561, and died 
the 13th Elizabeth, leaving three daughters; viz. Elizabeth, wife of 
Andrew Rogers; Mary, of Edward Moore; and Anne, of George 
Moore, cfquires. 


POYNINGS LORD ST. JOHN OF BASING. 


Of this line of the Poynings family, Dugdale Hates, was Lucas, a 
younger fon of Thomas dc Poynings, and brother to Michael de Poyn¬ 
ings before mentioned.f Which 

Lucas de Poynings having married Ifabel, widow of Henry dc 
Burgherlh, one of the daughters of Hugh, but lifter and coheir to Ed¬ 
mund de St. John, of Bafmg, who died in his minority, had an affig- 
nation of her purparty of the lands of her inheritance; and, moreover, 
the 36th Edward III. upon the death of Margaret de St.John (mother 
of the faid Ifabel), had a further alftgnation of the manors of Bafing 
and Shitcbornc, with the advowfon of the priory thereof, and of the 

chapel

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chapel of Bafmg, together with the bayliwick of Pamberc, which the 
faid Margaret held in dower. 

He is faid to have had fummons to parliament, from the 42d of 
Edward Jll. to the 9th of Richard II. inclufive: “but the time of his 
death is not mentioned, only that he left Ifabel his wife furviving, 
who died the 17th of Richard II. leaving 

Sir Thomas Poynings, knight, her fon and heir, then thirty-fix 
years of age, who loon alter doing his homage, had livery of the lands 
of her inheritance; and in the 2d of Henry IV. by the title of lord 
St. John, obtained a licence to go on a pilgrimage to Jerufalem. 

During the warlike reign of Henry V. no mention is made of him; 
but the lit of Henry VI. it is faid he was with the earl of Salisbury 
at the fiege of Pont-Mculun, and, the year following, to have been 
aflbeiatod with Robert dc Willoughby, to conduct and command 400 
men at arms, and 1200 archers, unto John duke of Bedford, then 
regent of France. Soon alter when he died (for his will bears date, 
7th Henry VI.) leaving ConRance, the wife of John Paulet; Alice, 
of JohnOrrcll, and John Boncvile, his grandchildren, and next heirs; 
viz. the laid ConRancc and Alice, the daughters of Hugh, his fon, who 
died in his lifetime, and the faid John Bonvilc, the ion of Joane the 
third daughter; which faid John Paulet, and ConRancc his wife; John 
Orrell, and Alice his wife; and Thomas Boncvile, guardian of John 
Boncvile, doing their homage, had livery of the lands of their inherit¬ 
ance ; Maud, the widow of Thomas Poynings, lord St. John, having 
alio an alignment of dower. Which Maud died 31ft of Henry VI. 

From this John Paulet defeended the Paulets dukes of Bolton; which 
title is now conlidered extin<R, though that of ti : marquis of Win- 
chetleryct remains in a younger branch of the fame family. 

" If this Lucas be, as Dugdale makes him, the fon of the fir ft Thomas dc Poynings, and bro¬ 
ther to Michael, who lived the 22d of Edward 1. he mult have been a great age; the gth of 
Richard II. the peiiod between the 22d of Edward I. and yth Richard II. being Q 5 years. 


ROOS, 
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ROOS, OR ROS OF HAMLAKE. 


Arms— G. Three Water Budgets Arg. 


In refpeft to the family with which this barony connc&s itfelf, its 
founder was Peter de Ros, who, in the reign of Henry III. is thought 
to have taken his furname from the lordfhip or manor of Ros, in Hol- 
dernefs wapentake, in the Eaft Riding of Yorklhire. 

This Peter de Ros married Adeline, one of thp three filters and co¬ 
heirs of Walter Efpec,* lord of the manor of Helmefley, called fome- *Vid. Efpec. 
times Helmeflac, and fometimes Hamlake, in the North Riding of 
Yorkfhire; and founder of the monafterics of Rievaulx, Kirkham, and 
Wardon, in the fame county; and by her left iffue, 

Robert, his fon and heir; who, the 3d of Henry II. paid 1000 
marks of filver to the king, for livery of thedands of the inheritance of 
his mother Adeline, from the faid Walter Efpec, and w r as a fpeciai 
benefa&or to the Knights Templars. His wife was Sibyl de Valoincs, 
by whom (dying before the 12th of Henry II.) he left 

Everard, his fon and heir, then in minority, and in ward to lta- 
nulph Glanvill. The 12th of Henry II. he held eight knights fees 
and an half; and the 14th of Henry II. upon colle&ion of the aid for 
marrying the king’s daughter, anfwcred one hundred and twelve Ihil- 
lings for thofe fees which were de veteri feoffamento, and thirty-one 
ihillings and one penny, for thofe de novo. The 22d of Henry II. he 
paid a fine of £.526, for his lands ; and the 26th of Henry II. £.100 
more, to have poffcffion of thofe which the earl of Albemarle then 
held. 

His wife was Rofc, one of the daughters and coheirs of William 
Trufbut,'!' who is faid to have holdcn a baronial cflate or manor, 1 Viil.Truf- 
called Trufbut, and fometimes Trulhut and Wartrc; by whom he bl1 * 
voe. 11. 3 L had 
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had iffuc two fons; whereof the eldeft was called Robert de Ros, ol 
Furfan, and on the deceafe of his father, the 32d of Henry II. was his 
fucceflbr. 

Which Robert was then a minor, and afterwards paid 1000 marks 
to the crown for livery of his lands; and appears to have obtained 
from the crown the baronial eftate and callle ot Werke or Warkc, in 
Northumberland, which at length palled into a branch of the Grey 
family. In the 17th of king John, he was one of the twenty-five 
barons cle&ed by the whole body, to fecure the king’s performance of 
the great charter of that year. Nevcrthelefs, upon the death of king 
John, he approved himfclf firm and faithful to Henry III. from whom 
he received many favours. 

This Robert is faid to have been the founder ot the caftles of Hel- 
mefley, alias Hamlakc, and of Werke. The former of which, on his 
death, the 1 ith of Henry III. he left to William, his cldefl fon; and 
the latter, to Robert de Ros, his younger fon; both of whom he had 
by Ifabcl his wife, daughter of William Leo, king of Scotland. Hav¬ 
ing become a Knight Templar, he was buried in the Temple church, 
and in his barony was fucceeded by 

William, his fon and heir, beforenamed; who being at age on his 
father’s deceafc, nth Henry III, had livery of his lands, on giving 
fecurity for payment to the crown of £.100 for a relief. 

By the deaths of his two great aunts, the two fillers of his grand¬ 
mother, Rofe Trufbut, S. P. he became foie heir of the baronial eftate 
of Trufbut and Wartre. 

In the contentions between king John and his barons, he fupported 
the latter, and was on their part at the battle of Lincoln, the 3d of 
Henry III. where he was taken priioncr, but did not long continue 
in reftraint; for, making his peace, he was the fame year in the royal 
army at Newark; after when, he continued faithful to that king, in 
the 43d year of whofe reign he dcceafed, leaving iflue by Lucy his 
wife, daughter of Reginald Fitz-Piers, of Blewlcveny, in Wales, Ro¬ 
bert,

bert, his fon and heir; and was buried in the quire of Kirkham priory* 
before the high altar. 

Which Robert, the 48th of Henry III. was one of the chief jf 
the rebel barons at the battle of Lewes, where the king and prince 
Edward were taken prifoners, and had the cuRody of the faid prince 
committed to him, in the caRle of Hereford; and, moreover, had 
fummons, amongft others, to that parliament which, in the 49th of 
Henry III. was then called in the king’s name. But the battle of 
Evefham, which foon after enfued, giving a very unfavourable turn to 
the barons’ intcrefl, his lands were extended; which, however, on 
compofition under the Di&um dc Kenilworth, were reRorcd to him 
again. 

He married Ifabel, daughter of William de Albini, lord of Belvoir; 
in LeiceRerfaire (or, as from the nearnefs, it is fometimes Rated, in 
Lincolnfliirc), whofe father was great grandfon of Robert de Todeni,* * To 
recorded in Domefday Book, as holding great poffeffions in LeiceRer- 
fairc, and various other counties; and dying the 13th of Edward I. 
had fepulture for his body in the priory of Kirkham, and for his 
bowels before the high altar at Belvoir (whereof he Rood poflefled in 
right of his faid wife), leaving William de Ros, his fon and heir, thirty 
years old; Robert, a younger fon; and Ifabel, a daughter, married to 
Walter de Fauconberge; alfo Ifabel his wife, farming. 0 

Which William, doing his homage the fame year, had livery of 
his lands. And the 19th of Edward I. being grandfan and heir of 
Ifabel, daughter of William (farnamed Leo), king of Scotland, was 
one of the competitors for the crown of that kingdom ; but was one 
of the unfuccefsful claimants. p 

The 29th of Edward I. he was one of thofc nobles in parliament,. 


• The 15th of Edward I. (he paid £.2274, 11 s. 0 \d. to the king, of her hufband's debts; 
and dying the 29th of Edward I. was buried in the hofpital at Newftede, near Stanford.

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who fealed the fpirited anfwcr to the pope’s letters, afluming an ap¬ 
pellant jurifdidion of fovcrcignty over Scotland. 

To this William, in confidcration of his fidelity, and of his eminent 
ferviccs, king Edward I. granted him the caftle of Werkc, with its 
appurtenances, which, by the rebellion of Robert de Ros, of Werke, 
had fallen to the crown. In the feveral parliaments of the 226, 
33d, and 30th of Edward I. he had fummons, as alio to thofe of 
the 1 ft, 3d, 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th, and 9th of Edward II. but died the 
year following, and was buried in the priory of Kirkham. He mar- 
* Vul * v,lux - ried Maude, one of the daughters and coheirs of John dc Vaux,* who 
brought him the manor of Frefton, and lands in Bofton, in com. Line, 
as alfo the manor of Hackford, and divers other lands and knights fees, 
to the number of nineteen, or thereabouts. By the faid Maude he had 
iflue, William ; John, a younger fon j' 1 and a daughter, Anne, wife to 
Paine, fon of Robert dc Tibetot; and was fuccecded by 

William, his fon and heir; who being of full age at his father’s 
death had livery of his inheritance, and, in exchange of other lands, 
pafled away his caftle of Werke to the king. He was repeatedly in 
the wars of Scotland and of France; and had fummons to parliament, 
from the nth to the 30th of Edward II. and from the ift to the 16th. 
of Edward III. and took to wife Margery, eldcft of the fitters and co¬ 
heirs of Giles dc Badlefmcre, of Lcdes Caftle, in Kent, a great baron, 
by whom he had two fons, William and Thomas; and two daughters, 
Margaret and Maude; and dcceafing the 17th Edward III. was inter¬ 
red in the priory of Kirkham. 

William, his fon and heir, being then in minority, was in ward 
to the king; wliofe lands were fo valuable, that Ralph lord Nevil paid 
1300 marks for the cuftody of only two parts.

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The 20th of Edward III. this youthful warrior' was in the wars of 
France; where, it is faid, he was one of thofe lords who led the fecond 
brigade in the famous battle of Creffy, where the Englifli obtained fo 
glorious a vi&ory over the French army. 

The 23d of Edward III. on proof of his age, he had livery of his 
lands, and the 24th and 25th of Edward III. had fummons to parlia¬ 
ment; but the year following, going into the Holy Land, he there 
died, without iffue, leaving Margaret his wife, daughter of Ralph lord 
Nevill, furviving, and Thomas, his brother and heir, then fourteen 
years old. Which 

Thomas, the 33d of Edward III. having had livery of his lands, 
was often employed in the wars of France, temp. Edward III. and had 
fummons to parliament, from the 36th of Edward III. to the 7th of 
Richard II. inclulivc; in which year, intending a journey to the Holy 
Land, he died before he left England, and was buried in the quire of 
Rievaulx abbey, in com. Ebor; leaving by Beatrix his wife, daughter 
of Ralph earl of Stafford (and widow of Maurice Fitz-Morris, carl of 
Defmond), four fons; viz, John, William, Thomas, and Robert; as 
alfo two daughters; Elizabeth, wife of Thomas, fon and heir of Roger 
lord Clifford; and Margaret. To whom fucceedcd 

John, his fon and heir; who, the 10th of Richard II. making proof 
of his age, and doing his homage, had livery of his lands. He was 
eminent, both for his military a&ions, fliewn in the wars of France 
and Scotland, and for his piety; which, according to the cuftom of that 
aera, was manifefted by his engaging in a pilgrimage to Jerufalem; in 
which he died at Paphos, in the ifle of Cyprus, by the ill air of the 
country, the 17th Richard II. 

His wife was Mary, daughter to Henry dc Percy, by Joanc his wife, 
daughter and heir of John de Orrcby; but having no iffue, 

William, his next brother, became his heir, and had livery or ln\ 

T Dugdale fays, he was only fixteen years old at his father's death, the 17 th of Edward Ill. 
wherefore he could only be nineteen the 20th Edward III. when lie thus fo glorioully coin-' 
xnenccd his military career.

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lands accordingly. In the 4th of Henry IV. he was one of thofe who* 
on behalf of the lord Grey of Ruthyn (then a prifoner in Wales), 
undertook the raifing ot 10,000 marks for his ranfom. The fame 
year he was conftituted lord treafurcr of England; in which office 
he continued till the 7th of Henry IV. and in fuch efteem was he 
holdeti by the king, that his refidencc near the court was thought 
abfolutely neceflary; whereupon he had the town of Chingleford, in 
Eflex, allowed him for lodging his fervants and horfes. He is named 
as a trier of petitions, by the defeription of “ Seigneur de Roos,” in 
the rolls of parliament, of 4th, 7th, 8th, nth, and 13th of 
Henry IV. 

He died at Belvoir, the ad of Henry V. (having had fummons to 
parliament, from the 18th of Richard II. to the ift of Henry V. in- 
ciufivc), and was there buried. 

By Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir John Arundel, knight, he 
had five fons; John, William, Thomas, Robert, and Richard; and 
three daughters; viz. Alice, Margaret, and Elizabeth. 

John, the eldeft fon and heir, was fucceflor to his father; who, the 
6th of Henry VI. being with the dukes of Exeter and Clarence, at the 
fiege of Roan, gave fuch teftimonies of his valour and fkiil, that by 
favour of that renowned king, he received from him a grant of the 
caflle of Bafqueville, in Normandy, to hold unto himfelf, and to his 
iffue male; but this fignal mark of royal beneficence was of fliort 
duration, for about two years after, being with the duke of Clarence, 
the king’s brother, in that fatal battle of Baugie, he was there unfor¬ 
tunately flain, together with William, his brother, as alfo the duke of 
Clarence, and divers others of the flower of the Englifli nobility. 

His wife was Margery, daughter and heir to Sir Philip Wentworth, 
knight," whom he left a young widow: but having no iflue, nor his,

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faid brother William, the barony and inheritance devolved on the next 
brother, 

Thomas de Ros, then a minor; who, having attained his age of 
twenty-one years, was twice fummoned to parliament, the 7th of 
Henry VI. but had the fate of a very ftiort life; for he deceafed the 
18th of Auguft, 9th Henry VL leaving ifliie by Alianor his wife, 
daughter of Richard Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, Thomas, his fon 
and heir, then a child, only four years of age. Which 

Thomas, after having been in ward to the crown for many years, 
was, as an efpccial favour, permitted to have livery of his land the 
24th Henry VI. when he was only eighteen years of age. 1 Where¬ 
fore he firmly adhered to the faid king through the whole courfe of 
his troublefomc reign; and upon the fatal overthrow of the Lancaf- 
trian army at the battle of Touton, being then with the king at York, 
he fled with him to Berwick; and for this his noble fidelity to his 
fovcrcign, he was attainted in parliament the ill of Edward IV. and 
his lands were confifcated, and his caftle of Bclvoir given to the lord 
Haftings. 

This Thomas had fummons to parliament, from the 57th to the 
38th of Henry VI. but died the ift of Edward IV. the fame year 
that he was attainted; leaving ifluc by Philippa his wife (one of the 
daughters of John lord Tiptoft, and filler and coheir to John carl of 
Worcefter),* Edmund and John; and three daughters, Eleanor, Ifa- 
bel, and Margaret. 

Which Edmund, cldefl fon and heir of the faid Thomas, the tft 
of Henry VII. obtained an ad of parliament, annulling, and making 
entirely void, the ad by which his father was attainted, and refloring

and enabling him and his heirs, to inherit, hold, and enjoy all his 
honours and polfcflions, the lame as if the laid adl of attainder had 
never paffed. After which ad of reftitution, he lived fevcral years; 
viz. till the 54th of Henry VII. in which year he died at Enefield, 
and was buried in the parifli church there. It does not appear that he 
was ever married, for no name of any wife is mentioned; wherefore, 
dying without ilfue, and his brother John having done the like, this 
Edmund lord Ros’s three fillers, namely, Eleanor, Ifabcl, and Marga¬ 
ret, became his heirs; and fo the barony of llos (or Roos, as lometimes 
called) fell into abeyance between them. Whereof Eleanor, the eldelt, 
married Sir Robert Manners; Ifabcl, Sir Robert Lo\el, but died with¬ 
out ilfue ;* and Margaret moll probably died unmarried, as no other 
mention than her name is any where made. 


MANNERS BARON ROS. 

Of this family, Sir Robert Manners, of Etall, in the county of 
Northumberland, knight, married Eleanor, eldell of the three fillers 
and coheirs of Edmund lord Roos; and by her, who died in 1487, had 
feveral children. Whereof 

Sir George Manners, the cldcll fon and heir, married Ann Sel- 
lynger, foie daughter and heir of Sir Thomas Scllynger (or Sentlynger) 
and alfo of lady Anne Plantagcnct his wife, who was the eldell of the 
four fillers to king Edward IV. by whom he had ilfue Thomas Man¬ 
ners, his eldell fon and heir; and died the 5th of Henry VIII, (1513). 
But it appears, that Sir George’s two aunts, Ifabel and Margaret (the 
younger fillers to Edmund lord Roos), were both dead, S. P. before 
the death of Sir George; and in the epitaph to his monument, in St. 
George’s chapel, Windlor, he is Rylcd “ Lord Roosas alfo in the 
letters patent of livery of the lands of his mother to his fon, the 16th 
of Henry VIII. Yet it is not on record that he had ever fummons to 
parliament; whence it may be prefumed, that the termination of the 

abeyance 
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abeyance of the barony, from the deaths of his two aunts, the 
other coheirs, S. P. did not take place till a fhort time before his own 
deceafe. 

Thomas Manners, the cldeft Ion and heir of Sir George, having 
thus become the foie heir to the Roos barony, was fummoned as a 
peer to the parliament, the 6th and 7th of Henry VIII.; and, according 
to the Lifts in Dugdale’s Summons to Parliament, the writ to him 
was directed, “ Thomas Manners de RofTe chivalicr,” without any 
other defeription ; and it appears, from the Journals of the Houfe of 
Lords, that he fat as lord Roos with reference to the antiquity of the 
/aid barony. 

The 16th of Henry VIII. this Thomas lord Roos had a fpecial 
livery of all the manors, caftles, and lands which had defeended to 
him from his grandmother, Eleanor de Ros, as alfo from I/iibcl, the 
furvivor of her two fifters and coheirs. 

The licence is thus addre/Ted to him: “ Dilcdo con/anguineo 
“ noftro Thoma; Maners domino Roos, filio et heredi Georgii 
** Maners militis nuper domini Roos, filii et hcredis Roberti Maners 
“ et Alianorc uxoris cjus fororis et unius heredum Edmundi nuper 
“ domini Roos, ac eonfanguinei et hcredis Ifabelle altcrius fororum et 
“ heredum ejufdem Edmundi, filii et heredis Thomas nuper domini 
" Roos defundi, filii et heredis Thomae nuper domini Roos patris 
<* ejufdem Thomae nuper domini Roos defundi.” Thus the entirety 
of the Roos eftates became completely in his poffeffion equally with 
the Roos barony. 

On the 28th of June, 17th of Henry VIII. this Thomas Manners 
lord Roos was advanced to the dignity of earl of Rutland (being one 
of the titles of Edward IV. father of the duke of York), by letters 
patent fo creating him, with limitation to the heirs male of his body. 
After which, he was fummoned as earl of Rutland, and fat accord¬ 
ingly in the feveral fubfequent parliaments of Henry VIII. during his 
life. 

From this period the barony of Roos remained merged in the earl- 
vol. 11. 3 M dom 
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dom of Rutland, and did fo continue until the deceafe of Edward the 
third Manners earl of Rutland, without iffue male, in 1587, when the 
faid earldom devolved on John, his next brother, as his heir male, but 
the barony defeended to his only daughter and heir, Elizabeth. And 
this reparation of the faid barony from the earldom was fo forefeen by 
earl Edward, that by his will he adverted to the event; and therefore, 
to make a provifion for the fupport of the honour, devifed all that his 
manor and eftatc of Roos, or Ros, in Yorkfhire, with other manors 
and hereditaments, to his faid daughter, Elizabeth, and the heirs of her 
body, with remainder to his own right heirs. 


CECIL BARON ROS.

The barony of Roos (or Ros) having thus fallen to the inheritance 
of a female foie heir, the laid Elizabeth Manners, upon the death of 
her father, Edward third earl of Rutland (as beforementioned), be¬ 
came baronefs Roos, and married Sir William Cecil (commonly called 
lord Burleigh), eldcft fon, and heir apparent to Thomas Cecil, earl of 
Exeter; and about the year 1591 Ihe died, leaving by the faid Sir 
William (who furvived her), a fon, William Cecil, who was her only 
child and heir; and, as fuch, fucceeded to the Roos barony, and was 
accordingly called and acknowledged* to be lord Roos, from the death 
of his mother to his own death. 

But it appears that Francis, the fixth Manners carl of Rutland, not 
enduring the feparation of fo ancient a barony from the family, and 
encouraged by the fpcculations of fomc learned and ingenious men of 
the time, made an effort to reunite the earldom and barony, on the 
ground of the barony’s being attra&ed to the earldom, and thereby 
fimilarly dependable to the heirs male only. Accordingly, in 1615, 
he made a claim to the barony of Roos, by petition to James I. treat¬ 
ing the fame as if it was not Roos, the manor and eftate of which 
denomination had been feparated from the Rutland earldom by the 

third 
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third carl's devife; but Roos of Hamlake, Tru/but, and Behoir ; the 
eftates of which denomination were in his pofleffion. 

King James granted the earl the reference he prayed; and on the 
lft of February, x6"i6, and the 27th of April following, the claim was 
brought to an hearing before the commiffioners for the earl marflial’s 
office. When the refult of the controverfy was, a folemn declaration 
of king James in favour of Cecil's right. 

It is contained in letters patent, dated 22d July, the 14th of James I. 
which recite, that the referees having heard the feveral allegations, as 
well on the one fide as the other, with the anfwers and replies of their 
learned counfcl, had fully made relation to the king of the evidence 
on both fides; and had informed his majefty, that in the record of 
the Seffion of parliament, the 49th Henry III. Robert de Roos was 
fummoned, and did fit in parliament as a baron, by the name of lord 
Roos, without any other addition; but that in the time of king Ed¬ 
ward I. there were given to the name the addition of Hamlake, and 
other additions, diftinguifliing feveral baronies of Roos. The letters 
patent then conclude: “ Wherefore and bccaufe the land and baronic 
“ of Hamlake is conveyed to the faid carl of Rutland, and the prin- 
“ cipal and raoft ancient feat of Roos, in Holdernefs, is defeended 
<( unto the faid William Cecil, as heir general: We therefore knowing, 
" that as from the fovcrcign power of princes all honors do flowe, foe 
u alfo the admiffion and allowance of honors do reft in their grace 
“ and favor, being difpofed in our princely regard towards both the 
“ faid parties, to reconcile the variances between them, upon mature 
(( confideration, do accept and declare the faid William Cecil to be 
te lord Roos; and to be reputed, named, and called; and to have and 
" ufe the antient feat and place of lord Roos in our parliaments, and 
,f all other our aflemblics; and that the faid Francis carl of Rutland 
“ lhall be accepted, declared, and called lord Roos of Hamlake; and 
“ his heir, according to the laudable cuftom of England, ffiall enjoyc 
" the faid name, title, and dignity of lord Roos of Hamlake, Trufbut, 

" and Belvoir, in our parliaments, and other aflemblfes.” 
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MANNERS RESTORED . 

Cecil lord Roos did not long enjoy the benefit of this adjudicatory 
declaration from the crown; for in June, 1618, he died in Italy, with¬ 
out iffue, whereby his coufin Francis, the fixth earl of Rutland, having 
furvived him, was his heir; and accordingly fuccceded to the very 
barony of Roos, for which before he had been an unfuccefsful compe¬ 
titor, and fo the earldom and barony became again united. 

But a new reparation from the earldom foon took place. It occurred 
thus: Francis, the fixth Manners earl of Rutland, who fo, at length, 
as heir general, fuccecded to the Roos barony, by Francis his firft wife, 
had iffue an only daughter, named Catherine; and by a fecond wife, 
Cecily, had iffue two fons, who both died S.P. in his lifetime; where¬ 
fore, on his own dcceafe, in 1632, the barony of Roos defeended to 
his only furviving child, the faid Catherine, and the earldom of Rut¬ 
land devolved on his only furviving brother George Manners, the next 
and feventh carl of his name and family. 


VILLIERS BARON ROS. 

This Catherine, only daughter and heir of Frances, fixth earl of 
Rutland, was the widow of George Villiers, duke of Buckingham, 
who was aflaffmated by Felton; and, on the deceafe of her father, be¬ 
came baronefs Roos (or Ro?<); which title, on her own death, circ. an. 
1666, defeended to 

George Villiers, iecond duke of Buckingham, her eldeft fon 
and heir; but he nevcrthclefs had a competitor for this ancient honour, 
in his kinfman, John Manners, eldeft fon of John, the ninth Manners 
earl of Rutland, who claimed to be caUed, and ftyled himfelf lord Roos; 
as if Robs was his father's baronial title. 


Hence 
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Hence the duke being anxious to protect his rights, and to have the 
fame guarded againft even the lcaft appearance of participation, and 
to prevent all miftakes on the point, prefented a fliort petition to king 
Charles II. praying his majefty to refer the confideration and determi¬ 
nation to the houfe of lords. Which having been granted, by an order 
of the king, dated ioth December, 1666, the faid houfe, on the I2th 
of December, were made acquainted therewith; on which they im¬ 
mediately ordered counfel on both Tides to be heard at their bar, on 
the 21ft of January following, 1666-7. 

The refult of which was, that the earl of Rutland’s counfel having 
defired time, an adjournment took place till the 31ft of the fame 
month; when, after much argument on both Tides, it fhould feem as 
if thofe concerned for the earl had conhdered the ftrength thereof very 
much againft him; the journal of the lords expreffing, that the earl’s 
counfel moved the houfe to hear another argument for him by ferjeant 
Maynard. Which was granted, on the terms of his being ready the 
next morning. 

But on the fuccceding day, February the ift, the houfe was in¬ 
formed, that ferjeant Maynard was fick, and could not attend. Upon 
which notice, the houfe proceeded to take into confideration the matter 
in difpute between the duke and the earl; and, after a long and ferious 
debate, agreed to make a reprefentation to the king, 

“ That upon the difference between the duke of Buckingham and 
“ the earl of Rutland, concerning the barony of Rode, in purfuancc 
<( of his majefty’s reference, and a decifion of his late majefty king 
“ James being produced concerning the fame title, in the cafe of the 
“ lord Cecil; and the duke of Bucks, out of expreflion of kindnefs to 
“ the houfe of Rutland, from whence he is defeended, propofmg that 
“ it might be offered to his majefty’s wifdom, whether this controverly 
“ may not be alfo compofed in like manner; the lords thereupon 
“ thought fit to offer this propofol to his majefty.” 

Whether the recommendation thus agreed upon, was actually pre¬ 
fented to the king; or, if it was, what was his majefty’s anfwer, is not 

at

at prefent traced: but foon afterwards, viz. the 18th Charles II. an 
ad, entituled, “ an ad for the illegitimation of the children of lady 
u Anne Roos,” u was paffed; and on the examination of the record of 
this ad, it appears that the carl of Rutland’s eldeft fon is called “ John 
lord Roos;” yet accompanied with a recital, of the duke of Bucks 
having claimed to be lord Roos, and of his petition to the king, and 
of the king’s referring it to the houfc of lords; and alfo, with a provifo 
at the end, to prevent all prejudice to the duke’s claim, by the faid 
ad giving the appellation of “ lord Roos,” to the earl’s eldeft fon. 

But it fliould feem, as if the houfe of Manners did not choofe to be 
under any obligation to that of Villicrs: and that the carl of Rutland, 
and John, his eldeft fon, at length rcfolved, not only to abandon all 
claim to the old Roos barony, but to wave being called by a Roos 
barony of a fecondary defeription; at leaft there is an appearance to 
that effed: for, fome few years after this vote of the houfe of lords, 
viz. the 31ft Charles II. when it was thought fit, for the firft time, 
to fummon the carl of Rutland’s fame eldeft fon as a peer to parlia¬ 
ment, in his father’s lifetime, the writ* was direded to him by the 
defeription of John Manners, knight, not of Roos, or Roos of Ham- 
lake, Trufbut, and Belvoir, or either of them, but of Haddon; and in 
confcquence of the crown thus creating a new barony for the carl’s 
eldeft fon, he, on taking his place in the houfe of lords, 2d May, 
1679, was confidercd as youngeft baron, and fo placed at the lower 
end of the bench of barons. 

It now remains to deduce the defeent and heidhip of the Roos ba¬ 
rony, from the death of this George, the fecond and laft Villicrs duke 
of Buckingham, to the prefent time. 

The duke died in 1687, S .P. and his fiftcr, Mary dutchels of Rich¬ 
mond, alfo S.P. about two years before; his great uncle, George, 
feventh carl of Rutland, died in 1641, S. P.; Sir Oliver Manners, the 


* This was the lady Anne Pierepoint, the firft wife of John lord Roos, afterwards earl of 
Rutland, from whom he was divorced. She was daughter of Henry marquis of Dorcbefter, by 
Cecily his wife, daughter of Paul, firft vifconnt Banning, f 
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youngeft fon of John, fourth earl of Rutland, died ifluelefs in 1613. 
Wherefore there was a complete failure of ifTue from all the fons of 
the duke’s maternal great grandfather, John, fourth earl of Rutland; 
fo that the heirlhip to the barony devolved upon the heirs of the bo¬ 
dies of the faid fourth earl’s daughters, who had left ifTue; as in the 
Table of Dcfcent, on reference thereto by the reader, will be more 
clearly and particularly afeertained ; between whom the faid barony 
has for many years remained in abeyance. 

But, anno 1803, lady Charlotte Boyle, otherwife called lady Henry 
Fitz-Gerald, wife of lord Henry Fitz-Gerald, one of the coheirs, pre- 
fented a petition to the king, praying his majefty to terminate the faid 
abeyance, by declaring and confirming the right to the barony of Roos 
in her favour; which petition was referred to the attorney general, 
and on his report to a committee of privileges of the houfc of lords, 
by whom the faid barony was rcfolved, yth May, 1806, to be in abey¬ 
ance between Sir Henry Hunlokc, of Wingerworth Hall, in com. 
Derb. baronet; George carl of Effex ; and lady Henry Fitz-Gerald. 

His majefty was, however, pleafed to terminate the abeyance, and 
thereby allow this ancient barony to her the faid lady Henry Fitz- 
Gerald. w 


SANDYS OF THE VINE.

Though none of this family attained the dignity of peerage until 
the time of king Henry VIII. yet were they perfons of the fuperior 
rank of gentry in Hampfbire, long before. For the 6th of Richard II. 


w Of the name of Ros, it appears that Roger de Ros, the king’s taylor, held one plough land, 
in Hallingbury, co. EiT, by ferjeanty, to render at the exchequer, every year, a ftlvcr needle , on 
the morrow of St. Michael. (Madox’s Exchequer, p. (ill.)

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Sir John dc Sandys was fherifF of that county, and governor of Win- 
chcfter caftle; fo likewife was Sir Walter Sandys, the 12th of 
Henry IV. and i ft of Henry VI. but it was 

Sir William Sandys, whofe eminent fervices, temp. Henry VII. 
and VIII. were the firft ftep to his further advancement in wealth 
and honour; and recommended him fo to king Henry VIII. that, 
anno, the 15th of his reign, he was raifed to the degree of a baron of 
the realm, by the title of lord Sands (having been before made a 
knight of the garter); but there is not upon record any patent of his 
creation. And his firft writ of fummons to parliament bears date the 
21 ft of Henry VIII. in which year he was one of thofe peers who 
fubferibed the articles which were then exhibited to the king againft 
cardinal Wolfey; and the next year was alio one who figned that de¬ 
claration fent to the pope, intimating the danger of lofing his fupre- 
macy, in cafe he did not comply with the king in that bufinefs of his 
divorce from queen Catherine. Alter when, the 28th, 31ft, and 33d 
of Henry VIII. he had alfo fummons to parliamant, and died in 1343 
(34th Henry VIII.) leaving, by Margery his wife, only daughter of 
John Bray (brother and heir to llcginald Bray), Thomas, his fon and 
heir, and four daughters; whofe names are not mentioned by Dug- 
dale. Which 

*Tjiomas had fummons to parliament, from the 35th of Henry VIII. 
to the 6th of Philip and Mary. He married Elizabeth, daughter of 
George Manors, lord Roos, by whom he had ift'uc tw r o fons; Henry, 
and Sir Walter Sandys, knight. Which Henry died in his father’s 
lifetime, but left iftue by Elizabeth his wife, filter to Edward lord 
Windlbr, two fons, William and Thomas; and a daughter, Margery, 
w'ho married Henry Carey, of Hamw'orthy, in the county of Dorfet. 
Of which fons, 

William fucceeded his grandfather; and in the 15th of Elizabeth,

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was one of the peers upon the trial of Thomas duke of Norfolk. And, 
the 29th of Elizabeth, was alfo one of the peers which fat at Fo- 
thcringhay, on the trial of the unfortunate Mary queen of Scots: but, 
the 43d of Elizabeth, he was one of thofe lords who appeared with 
Robert earl of Effex, in his infurre&ion, for which he fuffcred impri- 
fonment. 

This William was twice married; firfl, to Chriflian, daughter of 

-- - Anflow, efquire, by whom he had one fon, William; and, 

fecondly, to Catherine, called " the fair Bridges” (daughter of Ed¬ 
mond Bridges, lord Chandos), celebrated by Gafcoigne the poet,* by 
whom he had an only daughter, named Elizabeth, who married Sir 
Edward Sandys, knight, fon of Miles Sandys, of Latimers, in com. 
Bucks, Efquire ; y and having had fummons to parliament, from the 
14th of Elizabeth, to the 31ft of James I. inclufive, died that year, 
and was fucceeded by 

William, his fon and heir; who married Alatheia, eldefl daughter 
and coheir of John Panton, of Brinnefkid, in com. Denb.; and died 
the 5th of Charles I. 1639, without iffue, whereupon 

Col. Henry Sandys, fon of the before-named Edwin, and Eliza¬ 
beth his filler, became his heir. But though the honour was a barony 
in fee, he had not fummons to parliament, by rcafon of the civil war, 
and his adherence to the king’s party. He was an a&ive Joyalifl; and 
being mortally wounded in the fight at Bramdcne, near Alresford, in 
Hants, 39th March, 1644, died the 6th of April enfuing, leaving 

William, his fon and heir; who married Mary, daughter of Wil¬ 
liam carl of Salifbury; and had fummons to parliament 13th Charles II. 
(after the refloration), but died in 1668, without ifluc,* whereby his 
next brother, 

Henry, 

7 This was a family of a different origin from the Sandys of the Vine, in Harr.pthire: for 
this Miles Sandys was a younger brother to Edwin archbithop of York (1577), anceflor to the 
late lord Sandys, of Oraberfley, in com. Wore, and of a northern extradtion. 

* About the year 1654, the ancient family manfion of the Vine, ere&ed by the firft lord 
Sandys, temp. Henry VIII. was either fold, or went by forfeiture, or compofition in thofe

times, to Clialoner Chute, efquire, a lawyer; who, in 1656, was M. P. for the county of Mid- 
dlefex. Camden remarks, that the Vine took its name from the vines there; which have been 
in Britain ever fince Probus the emperor’s time, rather for Ihade than fruit. 

• Lcl.ind, in his Itinerary, relates, » The lord Sannes, that lately died, made an exchaunge 
" with the king, and gave Chelfey, in Weftmitlre, for Motesfont Priory, in Hamptonihire, 
" wher he began to tianflate the old building of the priory, and to make a fair mailer place; 

" but the worke is left onperfe£te.” This cflate at Mottisfont came to the Mill family, and is 
now the refidence of Sir Charles Mill, baronet, defeended from the faid Sir John, viz. fon of Sir 
Charles, brother and heir to Sir Henry, brother and heir to Sir John Iloby Mill, next brother 
and heir to Sir Richard, who left an only daughter and heir; which Sir Richard was elded fon 
of Sir Richard, brother and heir to Sir John, who died unmarried, and was elded fon and heir 
to the aforefaid Sir John Mill, of Tachbury, baronet.

heirs; viz. Beatrix, who married Fitz-Piers, d from whom defeended 
thofe of that line, who afterwards affumed the furname of Mandevil, 
aud became earls of EfTex;* and Maud, who married William de »vid.Eff«. 
Bocland. 

Geffery de Say, fecond fon, having married Lettice, filler, and 
at length heir to Walkeline Maminot, died the 16th of John; for then 
it feems, that Geffery, his fon, gave 400 marks to the king, for livery 
of the lands of his inheritance, both by his father and his mother. 

Which 

Geffery married Alice, one of the daughters and coheirs to John 
de Cheney; and confirmed to the canons of Rudbam, in Norfolk,

all 
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all thofe grants which William de Cayneto (i. c. Cheney), and 
John de Cheyney, nephew of the faid William, had made unto 
them. 

The 17th of king John, being one of the barons then in arms 
againft that prince, his lands in the counties of Kent, Bedf. Bucks, 
Northamp. Camb. Eflex, Herts, Norf. Suff. and Line, were given to 
Peter de Crohun. However, after the death of king John, he returned 
to his allegiance, and was received into favour: and in the 8th of 
Henry III. on levying the feutage of Montgomery anfwered for 
twcnty-Ieven knights fees of the fees of Maminot, and for fifteen more 
of the fees of Ingelram Patric. After when, he died in Gafcoigne, the 
14th Henry III. whereupon 

William de Say, his fon and heir, doing his homage, had livery 
of all the lands whereof he died feifed. The 44th of Henry III. this 
William was conftituted governor of Kochefter caftle; but in the 48th 
of Henry III. being then on the king’s part at the battle of Lewes, he 
fled; and in the 56th of the fame reign deceafed, leaving Mary* his 
wife furviving, and William, his fon and heir. Which 

William, the S 2 d of Edward I. was one of thofe barons who were 
then fummoned to advife with the king upon the weighty affairs of 
the realm; but the next year enfuing, viz. the 23d of Edward I. he 
deceafed, leaving 

Geffery, his fon and heir, then only fourteen years old; the ward- 
fhip of whom was given to William de Leyburne fhortly after, to the 
intent that he might marry Idonea, his daughter; as he thereafter did 
accordingly perform.

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he had livery of his lands, and was in the expedition then made into 
Scotland; and the 7th of Edward II. had fummons to parliament 
amongft the barons of the realm ; fo, alfo, the 8th, 9th, nth, 12th, 
13th, and 14th of Edward II. but in the year next enfuing he died; 
leaving Geffery, his fon and heir, lcvcnteen years old, and Idonea his 
wife, then furviving. Which 

Geffery, the 19th of Edward II. making proof of his age, had 
lively of his lands. After when, the 8th of Edward III. he obtained 

the king’s charter for free warren in all his demefne lands, in his lord- 
lhips of Greenwich, Depfourd, Codham, and Berlyng, in com. Cantii, 

with view of frankpledge, and other privileges. Moreover, the 10th of 
Edward III. he was conftituted admiral of the king’s fleet, from the 
Thames weftward; and was employed in the wars of France and Flan¬ 
ders, where he performed many good fervices; but in the 33d of Ed¬ 
ward III. he departed this life, having lived with honour, and been 
fummoned to parliament the iff, 16th, 23d, 23d, 26th, and 27th of 
Edward III. 

By Maud his wife, daughter of Guy dc Beauchamp, earl of 
Warwick, he left iffuc, William, his fon and heir, and three 
daughters; viz. Idonea, wife of Sir John Clinton, of Maxtock, in 
com. Warw. knight; Elizabeth, of Thomas de Aldone ; and Joanc, 
firft, of William Ficncs; and, fecondly, of Stephen de Valoines. But 
of this 

William, no further notice is made, than that he left iffue, John, 
his fon and heir; who died in his minority, and in ward to the king, 
the 6th of Richard II. leaving Elizabeth, his fifter and heir, at that 
time fixteen years of age. Which 

Elizabeth married, firft, Sir John dc Fallefle, knight,* a very 
eminent man; who, in her right, had fummons to parliament as lord 
Say, but died without iffue before her; who then married, to her 
fccond hufband. Sir William Heron, knight,f who alfo, in her right, 
had fummons to parliament as lord Say ; but dcccafcd like wife with¬

out ilfue. Wherefore the inheritance of the barony, upon her death, 
anno 1428, devolved upon her aunts, Idonea, Elizabeth, and Joane, 
or their reprcfcntatives. 

William lord Clinton, grandfon of Sir John Clinton, who mar¬ 
ried the faid Idonea, the 6th of Henry IV. doing his homage, Iiad 
livery of his purparty of the lands of William de Say beforementioned, 
and thereupon bore the titles of lord Clinton and Say,* which his 
pofterity have continued to bear ever fmce; although John, his Ion 
and heir, by deed, dated ill November, 27th Henry VI. granted and 
confirmed to his kinfman, Sir James Fienes, knight, then called lord 
Say and Sele,f and to his heirs and afligns for ever, the name and 
title of lord Say, with the arms thereunto belonging; which Sir 
James was defeended from Joane, third and youngeft of the laid fillers 
and coheirs.

SAY AND SELE. 


Arms — At. three Lions rampant O. 


'Ingelram de Fienes, the firft of this ancient family of whom 
mention is made, married Sibyl dc Tyngril, daughter and heir to 
Faramus de Boloin, fon of William, fon of Geffery, fon of Euftace, 
fometime earl of Boloin. Which Faramus being nephew to Maud, 
wife of king Stephen, ruled that king’s houfehold; and was Haiti at 
the liege of Aeon, in the Holy Land, anno 1190. 

To this Ingelram fucceeded 

William, his Ion and heir; who, the 2d of Henry III. paid a fine 
to the king of 200 marks, for livery of the manor of Wcndover, in 
com. Bucks, and died the 25th of Henry III. for then his fon and 
heir (by Agnes de Dampmartin his wife), called 

Ingelram, had livery of his lands; his relief, with all debts due 
from William his father, to the crown, being pardoned, by reafon of 
his fpecial fcrvices. The 32d of Henry III. he had the honour of 
knighthood conferred upon him by bathing; and the next year doing 
his homage, had livery of his lands in Northamptonlhire. He died, 
anno 1269, leaving by Maud his wife, lifter of Bartholomew Hamp¬ 
den, of Hampden, in com. Bucks, 

William, his fon and heir, who, the 21ft of Edward I. poftefled 
the honour of Chokes, in com. Northt. and the next year had fum- 
mons to attend the king at Portfmouth, with horfe and arms, for the 
war in Gafcoigne. After which, ere long, viz. the 30th of Ed¬ 
ward I. he died, being then feifed of the manor of Clopham, in com. 


f Sir William Dugdale only commences hit account with this Ingelram; bat Edmonfon re- 
prefents him as the Tor. of Allen, fon of John, fon of James, whole father, John de Fienes, was 
firft hereditary conftable of Dover caftle, and warden of the Cinque Ports.

Surrey ; VVendover, in Bucks ; and Mcrtock, in com. Somerfet. His 
wife was Blanch dc Bricune, by whom he lclt his Ton and fucccffor, 
John, then twenty-four years; who, although not born in Eng¬ 
land, yet, by reafon his father had done his homage to the king, and 
died a loyal fubjedt, his homage was alfo accepted, and he had livery 
of lands. 

But here Sir William Dugdale breaks off from the regular defeent 
of this family, and contents himfclf with faying, that cotemporary with 
this John was Robert dc Ficncs, who, the 10th of Edward II. had 
livery of the manor ofWcndover; but being afterwards attainted, 
loft all. 8 

This want of connexion, however, of the Baronagian, is fupplied 
by Mr. Edmonlbn ;* who proceeds to lay, that 

Sir Giles de Fienes, fccond fon of William and Maud Hampden, 
married Sibil, daughter and heir of William Filliol, of Old Court, in 
com. Suff. and had iffue 

John, his only fon, who died in 1331, leaving iffue by his wife, 
Joan, daughter and heir of John Jordain, forefter of Windfor, John, 
his only fon and heir, who died in 1351 , and by Maud his wife, 
daughter and heir of ----- Monccaux, of Ilurft Monceaux, in com. 
Suff. had iffue three fons; viz. John, William, and Robert. Of 
whom John, the eldcft, died S. P. and 

William, the fecond, married Joane, third and youngeft lifter 
and coheir of William baron Say, and aunt and coheir of Elizabeth 
baronefs Say, who died iffuelefs.f Whereby his poftcrity (hared in the 
inheritance of that family, being fuccccded by 

William, his fon and heir; who, the 6th of Henry IV. was found 
to be fon of William (fon of John de Fienes), by Joane his wife, third 
fifter and coheir to William dc Say. 

He married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of William Batisford, by

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Margery, heir to Simon Pepidham, by whom he had iffue two fons, 
Kogcr and James; whereof lloger, the cldeil, left a Ton, Richard, who, 
marrying Joanc, daughter and heir of Thomas lord Dacrc, was declared 
lord Dacrc, the 37th Henry VI.* and 

Jam ms, the fecond fon, who, the 25th of Henry VL by rcafon of 
his defeent from the beforenamed Joanc dc Say, was by fpecial writ, 
dated 3d March, 1446, fummoned to parliament; and three days after, 
by alient of the lords Spiritual and temporaJ, in open parliament, ad¬ 
vanced to the degree and dignity of a baron of this realm, by the title 
of lord Say and Sele, and to the heirs male of his body ;f and for the 
further corroboration of that title and honour, on November lit next 
following, had a full confirmation and quit-claimcr thereof from John 
lord Clinton, as alio of the arms of Say; which, by caufc of his defeent 
from the beforenamed Idonea, cldell of the fillers and coheirs of Wil¬ 
liam de Say, did or might belong unto him. 

After which, viz. February 24th, lie obtained a grant of the office 
of Conllalile of Dover, and warden of the Cinque Ports, to himfclf 
and the heirs male of his body; and on the 30th of October, 28th 
Henry VI. was conftitutcd lord treafurer of England. But this high 
employment was of no long duration; for though he had been railed 
gradually to lo high a pitch of honour, his fall was fudden and molt 
unhappy. For about the octaves of the Ealtcr following, the parlia¬ 
ment being adjourned to St. Edmund’s Bury, the commons accufcd 
him, the duke of Suffolk, and fome others, of treafon; whereupon the 
king, to appeafe them, banifhed the duke, and lequeltercd the lord 
Say and Sele from his office of treafurer: but this availed but little; 
for on the infurredion of the Kentilh men under Jack Cade, though 
the king had committed him to the Tower of London, yet the infur- 
gents entering that city, fetched him thence to Guildhall, and there 
arraigned him before the lord mayor, and other the king’s julticcs, 
notwithstanding his requell to be tried by his peers; whence hurrying 
him to the llandard in Cheapftde, they cut off his head, and carried 
it on a pole, cauling his naked body to be drawn at an borfe’s tail 

into

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into Southwark, unto St. Thomas oi’ Watering, and there hanged and 
quartered. 

This certainly fheweth the fearful efted of the people’s rage; and is 
fit to be a warning to all thofc on whom the mifearriages in govern¬ 
ment may pofGbly be charged, and on whom the fury of the multi¬ 
tude may thus barbaroufly fall. Till this unhappy period he had been 
confidcred a good ftatcfman and a foldier; and had ferved Henry V. 
in his Gallic wars with fuflicient glory and reputation, and had even 
been much refpecfled by the populace. 

On this his untimely death, July 4th, 1451, he was fucceeded by 

William, his fon by Emmeline his wife, daughter of-- - Cromer, 

about that time twenty-four years old. Which 

William, by fpecial writ, the 29th of Henry VI. was then fum- 
moned to parliament. Before the end of which year, he fold to Hum¬ 
phrey duke of Buckingham, and to his heirs male, the patent of 
conftablc of Dover cattle, and warden of the Cinque Ports, which had 
been before granted to James, his father. 

The 10th of Edward IV. he was one of thofe lords that fled with 
the king into Flanders (on the then prevailing power of the Lancas¬ 
trians) ; and attending him on his return to England, was fbon after 
(lain in the battle of Barnet, anno 1471. 

He married Margaret, daughter and heir to William Wickham, fon 
and heir of Sir Thomas Wickham, knight, fon of William Perot, by 
Alice his wife, daughter of William Champneis, by Agnes his wife, 
fitter to William of Wickham,* the celebrated bifhop of Wincheftcr, 
and founder of New College, Oxford; by which match he had the 
lordlhip of Broughton, near Banbury, in com. Oxon. 

This is the lord Say, of whom Leland, in his Itinerary (Vol. IV. 
f. 18), fays, 

“ The latte of the lorde Sayes being in renowne was twife taken 
“ priloner, whereby he was punifhed by the purfe. Whereupon he 
“ was fain to lay moft of his land to mortgage, and folde clerely 
** part of it. So that flns the name of the barony of Say is extin&ed, 

' “ but 
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“ but the heire of the lord Say, in defeent, yet remainith, caullid by 
“ the name of Fines.” 

The fad is, that Henry Fines, fon of this William, died in 1476, 
without having received fummons to parliament, in confequence of 
the lois of property, as did his fon, Richard, in i486; though they 
both were called lord Say. But Edward, fon and heir of Richard, did 
not even ufc the title; becaufe his mother held the capital feat, and 
the greateft part of the eftatc: but his Ion and heir, Richard, was 
father of another Richard. Which 

Richard Fienes obtained from king James I. certain letters pa¬ 
tent, dated at Hampton Court, 9th Auguft, ift James I. whereby the 
faid title of Say and Sele was fully recognized and confirmed to him, 
and to the heirs male of his body. 1 ' After which, 

Sir William Fenys (Fienes), his fon and heir, by other letters 
patent, dated 7th July, 2 2d James I. v r as created vifeount Say and 
Sele. 

This William became famous for his oppofition to the court during 

this reign, and for his activity in the rebellion of the next. He feems 

to have been far from a virtuous or amiable man. He was poor, 

proud, and difeontented. Arthur Wilfon* obferves, “ Say and Sele * Wilfon’s 
1 Life of 

“ was a ferioufly fubtle peece, and always averfe to the court wayes ; James I. 

“ fomething out of pertinatioufneffe. Yet it appeared afterwards, 

“ when the harfhnefle of the humour was a little allayed by the fweet 

«< rcfrefhments of court favours, that thofe fterne comportments, fup- 

« pofed naturall, might be mitigated; and that indomitable fpirits, by 

“ gentle ufage, may be tamed and brought to obedience.” 

Lord Clarendon fays, the lord vifeount Say was a man of a clofc 
and referved nature, of a mean and narrow fortune, of great parts, and 
of the higheft ambition; who had for many years been the oracle of

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thofe who called themfelves Puritans, in the word fenfe; and fleered 
all their counfcls and defigns. In a word, he had great authority with 
all the difeontented party throughout the kingdom, and a good repu¬ 
tation with many who were not contented; who believed him to be 
a wife man, and of’ a very ufeful temper in an age of licence, and one 
who would dill adhere to the law.* 

He lived to fee the reltoration, and to be made lord privy feal; and 
died at Broughton Gallic, 14th April, 1662. By Elizabeth his wife, 
daughter of John Temple, of Stow, in com. Bucks, cfquire, he had 
iflue four Ions; viz. James, Nathaniel,' John/ and Richard; alfo five 
daughters; viz. Bridget, wife of Thcophilus earl of Lincoln; Eliza¬ 
beth, of Richard Norton, of Southwick, cfquire; Condance, of Sir 

1 Oliver Cromwell, in order to try how far the people would like to have the government 
tentre in a monarchy, had it propolod to the commons, that an houfe, to he called the " other 
houfe,’’ lhould form one of the branches of the Hate ; and that it lhould confill of at molt but 
fevmty members, and thole to be nominated by the protefclor. Of thefe members, among other* 
who were nominated, were 

Nathaniel Fienes (fecond fon of the lord Say and Sele), one of the commillioners of the great 
feal. He was a man of great power of language; and, next Mr. Hampden, was regarded as 
polfdling the confidence of the people. In 1 642, the pailiament had givrn him a commillion 
of colonel in their army, and appointed him to the government of the important city of Briftol; 
which he furremlered to the royal arms after fuftaining a tingle day’s fiege. On which the ge¬ 
neral opinion bearing hard againll him, he requellcd and obtained a court martial, which con¬ 
demned him to lofe his head : .but his friends (who were numerous and powerful), with diffi¬ 
culty obtained his pardon. Whereupon he for a fhort time withdrew from the kingdom; yet 
again returned, and regained the confidence of both parliament and army; and was much 
trufled, and highly valued, as well by Oliver, as by his fon, HicLird Cromwell, the next protec¬ 
tor; on wholi* abdication, he was cholen one of the council of flute, and was in the convention 
parliament that reftored king Charles II. Soon after which he retired to the country, and died 
at Newton-Toney, near Salilbury, lOth December, lbo' 9 ; ro"'h negleftcd, and in great 
obfcurity.f 

^ This John was the next brother to Nathaniel beforementioned ; and fat in the long par¬ 
liament for Morpeth, in Northumberland. He was alfo nominated one of the members of 
Oliver’s “ other houfe;’’ being, as Morgan obferves, “ Such a one as they call a feflary, but no

Dorf. knight; and 
Anne, of Sir Charles Wolfeley, of Wolfelcy, baronet. 1 To whom 

Succeeded 

James, hb eldcft Ton and heir, who married Frances, one of the 
daughters and coheirs of Edward Cecil, vifeount Wimbledon; and 
died 16th March, 1673, having had iffue three fons; viz. James and 
William, who died in their infancy; and another William, who died 
in France, under age; as alfo two daughters; viz. Elizabeth, married 
to Sir John Twifleton, of Barley, in com. Ebor. knight; and Frances,, 
to Andrew Ellis, of the county of Flint, cfquire. 

Dying thus without iffue male, the title of vifeount Say and Scle 
devolved upon his nephew 

William (only furviving fon of Nathaniel, fecond fon of William 
the firft vifeount), who married, firft, Mary, one of the daughters of 
his uncle, Richard Fienes, by whom he had an only fon, Nathaniel; 
and, fecondly, Anne, daughter of John (or Richard), Walker, of Ban¬ 
bury, but by her had no iffuc; and dying in 1696, he was fucceedcd 
by Nathaniel, his fon, before fpecificd. Which 

Nathaniel, the fourth vifeount, dying unmarried in 1710, the 
title next defeended to Lawrence, eldcft furviving fon of John Fienes, 
third fon of William, the firft vifeount. Which 

Lawrence alfo dying unmarried, in 1742, was fucceedcd by his 
coufin, Richard, only fon of the Rev. Richard Fienes, by Penelope his 
wife, daughter of George Chamberlain, of Wordington, in com. Oxon. 
Which Richard was only f<$h and heir of Richard, fourth and youngeft 
fon of the aforefaid William, the firft vifeount. Which 


1 He was alfo one of the members of Oliver’s *' other houfe," Which fliews the ftrength of 
connection of the Fienes family at this sera. Morgan* fays, “ He was a gentleman who came 
“ fomething late into play, being converted from a cavalier, in a good hour. A man of con-

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Richard, fixth vifeount Say and Sclc, married Chriflabella, daugh¬ 
ter of Sir John Tyrrel, baronet, and relid of John Pigot, of Dodder- 
fhil, in com. Bucks, efquire; and died in 1781, without blue, whereby 
the vifeounty became extind. 

But the barony of Say and Scle has fincc been recognized in the 
family of Tvvifleton ;* defeended from Elizabeth, eldcft of the two 
daughters and coheirs of James, the fccond vifeount; which Eliza¬ 
beth, by Sir John Twiflcton her hufband, who died in 1682, left 
blue an only daughter, Cecil, who died in 1723, having mar¬ 
ried George Twiflcton, of Woodhall, in Yorkfhire; by whom flic 
had Ficncs Twiflcton, father of John, whole foil, Thomas, was 
fummoned to parliament as baron Say and Sclc, by writ, the 29th 
of June, 1781.

Of this name and family (anciently written Esciialers and Sca¬ 
lers), the firft mentioned by Dugdalc is 
Hugh, who, in the time of king Stephen, held Berkhamftcd, in 
com. Eflcx,f as a member of his barony, and gave to the monks of 
Lewes, in com. Sufl*. the churches of Wadone, Withiall, Ruthcnalle, 
and Bcrchamftede; the impreflion of his fcal to which grant, was the 
figure of an armed man, ftanding on his left foot, and putting his right 
on the ftep of a ladder, with his hands on the fame as if he were 
climbing, and this circumfcription, “ Sigillum Hugonis de Scalariis.” 
This Hugh had two fons, Henry and GcfFcry; and was liicceeded 
by 

Henry, who, the 12th of Henry II. upon the aflefTment of aid 
for marrying the king’s daughter, certified that he had fifteen 
, knights 
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knights fees, all which his father held of king Henry I. His fucceffor 
was 

Hugh, his fon and heir; who ratified the grants made to the 
monks of Lewes, by Henry his father, and Hugh his grandfather; and 
left to fuccced him 

Henry, his fon and heir; who going to Jcrufalcm, either died there 
or on his journey; for, the 5th of Henry III. Geffery, his brother, 
doing his homage, had livery of his lands. Which 

Geffery, the 8th of Henry III. (being called Geffery, the fon of 
Hugh), upon the collodion of the feutage of Montgomery, paid thirty 
marks for thofe fifteen knights fres he then held; and the 51ft of 
Henry III. died; Alianor his widow furviving, who had the wardfhip 
of his heir; whofc name is not, however, mentioned. 

Having thus terminated this line, the next of which notice is made 
is Stephen de Scalers, nephew to the firft Hugh. Which 

Stephen, the 12th of Henry II. upon the afTeffmcnt of aid for 
marrying the king’s daughter, certified that he held fifteen knights 
fees; whereof five were in his own demefne. To whom fuc- 
ceeded 

William de Scalers, who died/ as it feems, the 9th of John; 
for in that year, in confideration of £.100 fine, 

Richard, his fon, obtained livery of his lands; and the 8th of 
Henry III. on colledion of the feutage of Montgomery, was acquitted 
for his fifteen knights fees (having been in that fervicc), but died the 
15th of Henry III. Whereupon Baldwin Frcvil, for 200 marks, ob¬ 
tained the wardfhip of his daughter and heir, Lucia, whom he after¬ 
wards married. 

Of this family, alfo, was John de Scalers, fhcriff of the counties of 
Cambridge and Huntingdon, the 33d, 44th, and part of the 49th and 
51ft of Henry III. But the principal remaining branch in the male 
defeent was 


Robert 
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"Robert de Scalers, who, the 42(1 of Henry III. with Alice his 
mother," paid feventeen marks of gold to the king, for livery of the 
manors of Neufeles and Ruwehalh He was in feveral expeditions into 
France, and died about the 50th of Henry III. leaving iffue, by Muriel 
his wife, a fon, William, who became a canon at Blackburgh, in com. 
Norf. and 

Robert, his fon and heir; who, the 14th of Edward I. being in 
that expedition then made into Wales, had feutage of all his tenants 
who held their lands by military fervice. After when, he was in feveral 
military expeditions into France and Scotland ; and having had fum- 
mons to parliament, from the 27th to the 33d of Edward I. inclufivc, 
died the fame year, leaving 0 

Robert, his fon and heir, who doiug his homage foon after, had 
livery of his lands; and the 34th of Edward I. was created a knight 
of the bath with prince Edward (and divers others), whom he at¬ 
tended in the expedition then made into Scotland. And the lit of 
Edward II. by writ, dated at Dover, January VIII. had fummons to 
attend at the coronation to be folemnized after the Fcaft of St. Valen¬ 
tine; and having had fummons to parliamenf, from the 34th of Ed¬ 
ward I. to the 15th of Edward II. died the 18th of the fame reign, 
leaving Robert, his fon and heir, then in minority; for whofe

Robert, the 7th of Edward III. doing his homage, had livery of 
lands, and ferved in fevcral military expeditions during that reign, as 
well in France as in Scotland; and had fummons to parliament, from 
the 16th to the 43d of Edward III. inclufive, in which year he died; 
leaving by Catherine his wife, daughter of Robert, and fifter and coheir 
to William de Uftord, carl of Suffolk, 

Roger, his heir and fucceflbr, twenty-two years of age; who, the 
4th of Richard II. upon that infurredion under Jack Straw, was one 
of thofc eminent perfons whom the rebels feized and compelled to 
march along with them.* The 5th of Richard II. he was, by inqui- 
fition, found one of the coheirs to William de Uftord, earl of Suffolk; 
and having been fummoned to parliament, from the 49th of Ed¬ 
ward III. to the 9th of Richard If. inclufive, died the next year; 
leaving Joanc his wife (daughter and heir of Sir John de North- 
woode, p f furviving, and 

Robert, his fon and heir, fourteen years of age; who, in the iff: 
of Henry IV. was one of the lords in parliament that voted for the fafe 
cuftody of the late king Richard II. He married Elizabeth, daughter 
of William, and fifter to Thomas lord Bardolf (who furvived him), by 
whom he had iffue, Robert and Thomas; and having had fummons 
to parliament, from the 20th of Richard II. to the 2d of Henry IV. 
died foon after, viz. the 4th of Henry IV. leaving 

Robert, his eldcft fon, then only fix years of age, and in ward to 
Ralph earl of Wcftmoreland; but he died unmarried,' 1 the 7th of

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Thomas, became his heir; who, the 8th of Henry V. making proof 
of his age, and doing his homage, had livery ol hi* lands; and the 9th 
of Henry V. was retained, by indenture, to ferve the king in the wars 
of France. In which wars he behaved gallantly, and fignalized him- 
felf by fundry martial exploits. The 20th of Henry VI. he was fenef- 
chal of Normandy, as appears from his feal, with fix cfcallops; his 
creft a plume of oftrich’s feathers, i{Thing out of a ducal coronet, cir- 
cumfcribcd, u S. Thomai dni. Scabs et de Neuccllus fcncfcalli Nor- 
maniae.” He was, moreover, a knight of the garter, and had fum- 
mons to parliament, from the 23d to the 38th of Henry VI. This 
lord was in high favour with Henry VI. and his queen; and, 
during the civil wars, firmly adhered to the Lancaftrian intcrcft, 

but at laft fell a facrifice to it; being murdered on the 25th July,

Hall's Chron. He married Emma, daughter of John r Whalefborough.; and is faid 
to have had a fon, Thomas, who died before him; wherefore Eliza¬ 
beth, his only daughter, proved his foie heir, who married, firft, Henry, 
fecond fon to Henry Bourchier, earl of Eflex; after whofe deceafe, 
without furviving iflue, fhc took to her fccond hufband, Anthony dc 
fVid. Rivers. Widville, fon and heir of Richard earl Rivers ;f who, the 2d and 
th of Edward IV. had fummons to parliament by the title of 
lord Scales; but by him flic had no iflue, and died the 13th of 
Edward IV. 

On the acceflion of king Henry VII. Elizabeth, daughter and heir 
of Sir John Howard, wife of John de Verc, earl of Oxford, was found 
one of the heirs of Elizabeth, late lady Scales abovementioned, viz. as 
great granddaughter of Margaret, daughter of Robert lord Scales, wife 
ot Sir Robert Howard, and filler of Roger lord Scales. The other heir 
was Sir William Tyndal (made a knight of the bath on the creation

of 
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of Arthur prince of Wales, eldeft fon of Henry VII.) defcended from 
Elizabeth, filler to the faid Margaret Scales; which Elizabeth married 
Sir Roger Felbrigg, and had Sir Simon Felbrigg, whofe daughter and 
heir; Alana, married Sir William Tyndal, grandfather to Sir William 
before named.* 

This ancient and noble family of Scales, for many generations, re- 
fided in great fplendour and power at the caflle of Middleton, near 
Lynn, in com. Norf. Of which caftle, the Hiftory of Norfolk obferves, 
there are {till fome ruins to be feen; and that the gate houfe, or 
tower, remains pretty perfect. 

Few of our modern buildings come up to thefc noble reliques of 
antiquity; they convey to us no ideas but what luxuiy infpires; be- 
{‘peak no family; imprefs no awe upon the mind; nor bring back to 
our remembrance the dignity and power of the founder!

SCROOPE OF BOLTON.

In the 12th of Henry II. on the afleffment of aid then made for 
marriage of the king’s daughter, Robert de Scroope certified, that 
he held three knights fees in com. Glouc. de veteri fcofFamento. To 
which Robert fuccecded 

Henry, written Henry des Scrapes, who, the 7th of John,' paid 
fixty marks for his relief; and the 2d of Henry III. upon the collec¬ 
tion of the firft feutage of that king’s reign, paid fix marks for thofc 
three knights fees which he had by defeent from Robert, his grand¬ 
father ; and left iflue, 

William, who, the 24th of Edward I. obtained the king’s charter 
for free warren in all his demefne lands, at Eaft Boulton, Little Boul¬ 
ton, Fencotes, and Parnewike, in com. Ebor. To whom fucceeded 


• Concerning thefe arms, Richard lord Scroope, of Bolton, had a memorable difpute, the 
13th Bichard II. with Sir Robert Grofvenor, knight. When fentence was pronounced for this 
Richard, and a former fentence in favour of Grofvenor, for bearing the fame arms, with a 
" bordure or" declared void; by rcafoti that fuch differences between Grangers, and of one 
realm, were not deemed fufHcient; but intended merely for fucb as arc of near alliance by con- 
fanguinity. 

* About this time, fays Dugdale, was Simon Efcrope, in com. Ebor. who gave half a mark 
for licence of concord with the daughter of Philip Efcrope. 

This uuconne&ed account, however, of that learned author, is xplained by LeJand, who 
carries his relation of this family back to a more early period, and then deduces their defeent 
with rather more confiflency of information, viz. Walter le Scroop, the firft that was memo¬ 
rable of that name. 

" The fiflhe in defeent after Walter was Pbilipe; and he left two doughtars that were mar-

“ and Simon ly buried in the Southe porchc fydes of Wcncclaw paroche on Ure, a mile or 
“ more above Midleham." 

Henry, 
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Henry, who, the std of Edward II. was conftituted one of the 
king’s juftices of his court of common pleas; and the 5th of Edward II. 
obtained another charter for freewvarrcri in all his demefne lands at Fen- 
cotcs, Eaft Boulton, Little Bolton, Fletham, and Pacham, in com. 

Ebor.; and in the 10th of Edward II. being removed from his office 
of jufticc in the common pleas, was made chief jufticc of the king’s 
bench. He had fummons to parliament the 8th of Edward II. but 
no more;' 1 and died the 10th of Edward III. leaving ifluc, William, 
his fon and heir, fixteen years old; Stephen and Richard. Which 

William did not long furvivc him; but died the 19th of Ed¬ 
ward III. leaving Cecelie his wife, furviving, who afterwards married 
John dc Clopton, and 

Richard, his brother and heir, who, the 33d and 40th of Ed¬ 
ward III. was in the wars of France; and in the 45th of Edward III. 
was conftituted treafurer of the king’s exchequer. The 46th of Ed¬ 
ward III. he obtained the wardfhip of Miliccnt and Elizabeth, the 
daughters and heirs of Robert de Tibetot.* The sd of Richard II. •Vid.Tibetot. 
he was made the king’s chancellor; and the fame office, as alio keeper 
of the great fcal inparliament, he held again the 5th of Richard II. 
having (according to Walfingham), “ not his fellow of his degree in 
the whole realm, for prudence and integrity.” Which indeed is fully 
illuftrated by his noble behaviour, when a favourite courtier of king 
Richard’s had obtained a confiderable grant, and applied to him, as 
the chancellor, to affix the great feal to the grant. But he refufed; 
plainly telling the perfon, that the duty of his office w’ould not permit 


*> In the firft part of the Summons to Parliament of this year, Dugdale obftrves, in his Lifts 
thereof, that the juftices, and others of the king's council, are in the record intermixed with the 
barons. In the fecond part of the Summons of the fame year, the name of Henry le Scrape 
appears only among the juftices, and others of the king’s council, and not among the barons. 

It is, however, not a little Angular, that whilft this learned author, in his Baronage, gives 
no further account, either of this Henry being ever alter fummoned to parliament, or of any 
other Henry le Scroope having the like fummons during the reign of Edwatd III. $ he, never- 
thelefs, in his Lifts of Summons, recites the name of Henry le Scrape; vi/..

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him to fct the Teal committed to his keeping by the parliament, to all 
the king’s indifcrect grants, till he had acquired a little more expe¬ 
rience. And having had fummons to parliament, from the 44th of 
Edward III. to the 3d of Henry IV. inclufive, died the next year. 1 His 
iflue were three funs; viz. Roger, his ton and heir; Richard, arch- 
bifhop of York ; y and Stephen ;* and a daughter, Milicent, named in 
his will, to whom he left a cup with a cover, gilt. 

Roger, at his father’s death, was thirty years old; and married Mar¬ 
garet, one of the daughters and coheirs of Robert de Tibetot, but died 
not long after He had fummons to parliament the 5th of Henry IV. 
and no more ; for in that year he deceafed, leaving 

Richard, his fon and heir, only ten years of age; who, the 7th of 
Henry V. attended that king into France, Ihortly after when he died; 


* Dugdalc makes no mention of this Richard's wife; but Leland (Vol. VIII. F. 54), recites, 
“ One Rlaunche, dough tar to Michael de la Pole, was married to this Richard, who made out 
“ of the ground the catlle of Holton, of 4 greate rtronge tdwres, and of good hxlgyngs. It was 
“ makyng xviii jeres; and the chargys of the buyldinge cam by yere to 1000 marks.” Yet 
Inland afterwards relates (Vol. VIII. f. 65), reciting an old pedigree of the lord Scroope,

“ bathe nowe; Stephan, the 3d font) of Richard Scrope, married the youngeft daugbtar ; and 
“ the ifl'ue of this Scrope remayne jet."

into a confptracy to dethrone king Henry IV. and reftore king Richard; to whom, indeed, he 
owed his advancement.

(1405), left 
to Milicent his wife, daughter and heir of Robeit Tibi tor, two bafins and e,wers of filver; to 
Stephen, his fon and lu ir, rlfo two bafins and ewers of filver, together with a long fword, which 
was king Edward's, and given him by his father; as likewife to Elizabeth, his daughter, 300 
marks (or her marriage. 
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viz. the next year, the 8th of Henry V. leaving, by Margaret his wife, 
daughter of Ralph Ncvil, earl of Weftmorcland, 

Henry, his fon and heir, three years old; who, the 13th of 

Henry VI. accompanied John lord Scroop, of Upfal, to the great 

mailer of the order of St. John of Jcrufalcm; and had fummons to 
parliament, from the 18th of Henry VI. to the 33d of the fame reign, 
inclufive ; and died the 37th of Henry VI. His wife was Elizabeth, 

daughter of John lord Scroope, of Malham and Upfal, by whom he 

left* 

John, his Ion and fucccffor, at that time twenty-two years of age; 
whofe homage being refpited, had thereupon livery of his lands, fav- 
ing to Elizabeth his mother her reafonablc dower. This John adhered 
to Edward IV. againft the Lancaftriatis; and during that reign filled 
many high and important employments; and was in the wars againft 
the Scots, having a very principal command in the Englifli army. 
The 9th of Henry VII. he commanded a part of the Englifh army at 
raifing the fiege of Norham caftle ; and having had fummons to par¬ 
liament, from the 38th of Henry VI. to the 12th of Henry VII. ac¬ 
cording to the Lifts of Summons, 1 ’ died, leaving by Joan his wife, 
daughter of William lord Fitz-Hugh, 

Henry, his fucccffor, at that time a knight, and thirty years of age. 
Which Henry married two wives; viz. firft, Elizabeth, daughter to 
Henry carl of Northumberland, by w r hom he had Henry, his fon and 
heir; f and, fecondly, Alice, foie daughter and heir to Thomas lord

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Scroope, of Upfall/ by whom he had a daughter, called Elizabeth, 
VoU. p.b' 57 . who married Sir Gilbert Talbot, knight.* To him therefore fuc- 
ceeded 

Henrt, his fon, before named; who, the 23 d of Henry VII. had 
a fpecial livery of his lands; and the 5th of Henry VIII. was one of 
thofe Northern barons at the battle of Floddenfield, where the Scots 
were fo fignally defeated by the Englilh, and their king flain.' The 
22d of Henry VIII. he was one of thofe peers who fubferibed that 
memorable letter to the pope, intimating the lofs of his fuprcmacy in 
this kingdom, if he did not comply with the king’s wiflics on the 
fubjedt of his divorce from queen Catherine. His wife was ‘Mabel, 
daughter of Thomas lord Dacres, by whom he had John, his fon and 
heir; and a younger fon, feated at Hamildon, in com. Bucks; 6 as alfo 
four daughters; viz. Anne, married to John Vavafour, of Hafelwood, 
in com. Ebor. efquire; Joanc, to John lordLumlcy; Elizabeth, to 
Sir Bryan Stapleton, of Carlcton, in com. Ebor. knight; and an¬ 
other Anne, to Thomas Rither, of Rither, in the fame county, efquire.

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John, the 25th of Henry VIII. had livery of his lands; but foon 
after, viz. the 28th, joined in that infurrc&ion of Alice’s, called the 
Pilgrimage of Grace. 1 ' He married Catherine, the cldeft of the four 
daughters of Henry carl of Cumberland, and had ilfuc four foils; viz. 
Henry, George, Edward, and Thomas; and four daughters; viz. 
Margaret, wife of Sir John Conftable, of Burton Conftable, in com. 
Ebor. knight; Elizabeth, of Thomas Pudfey, of Bolton, in Craven, 
cfquire; Alianor, of Richard Tempeft, of Brafwcll, cfquirc; and Ca¬ 
therine. Of the fons, 

Henry, the cldeft, was his father’s fucceflor; and, the 5th of Eli¬ 
zabeth, was conftable of the caftlc of Carlifle, and warden of the Weft 
Marches towards Scotland; after this, he was a knight of the garter, 
and died the 34th of Elizabeth, having had fummons to parliament, 
from the ift to the 31ft of Elizabeth, inclufivc. His firft wife was 
Margaret, daughter to Henry Howard, earl of Surrey, by whom he 
had Thomas and Henry; his fecond was Alianor, daughter to Edward 
lord North, by whom he had iftue a daughter, Mary, who married 
William Bowes, of Stretham, in the bilhoprick of Durham. 

Thomas, the next lord Scroope, feems to have very little notice 
made of him by hiftorians, further than he had fummons to parlia¬ 
ment, from the 35th of Elizabeth to the 8th of James I. inclufivc; 
and married Philadelphia, daughter of Henry lord Hunfdon, and left 
iftue, 

Emanuel, his fon and heir; who, the 16th of James I. was lord 
preftdent of the king’s council in the North ; and the 3d of Charles I. 
was created earl of Sunderland. He married Elizabeth, daughter of 
John Manners, carl of Rutland; but by her had no iftue, whereby 
the earldom of Sunderland became extineft in him. He had, how¬ 
ever, three natural daughters, amongft whom the ancient inheritance

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of his family was divided; viz. Mary, who married, firft, Henry, 
fecond fon of Henry Carey, carl of Monmouth; and, fecondly, Charles 
marquis of Winchefter, who thereby acquiring the eftate at Bolton, 
in the county of York, was afterwards created duke of Bolton; Anna- 
bclla, the fecond daughter, married John Grubham Howe, efquire, 
anceftor of the late earl, and of the prefent vifeount Howe, and took 
•vM.n°wr, to that family the manor of Langar, in Nottingham,* which had been 
the barony of the Tibctot’s, and came to the Scroopc’s by marriage 
with the cohcirefs thereof; Elizabeth, the other daughter, married 
Thomas Savage, carl Rivers.

Of the fame family as the Scroopes beforementioned, was Gjef- 
fery le Scroope; whom Mr. Collins prefumes was fon of William 
lord Scroope, of Bolton, and 'brother of Henry, the chief jufticc of 
the king’s bench and common pleas, temp. Edward III. Which 

Geffery, in the time of Edward II. was found to be poffcfled of 
very confiderable inheritance in the county of York ; where, the i ith 
of Edward II. he obtained a licence to make a caftle of his houfe at 
Clifton upon Yore, as alfo for free warren upon all his demefne lands 
there, and at Parnewick, in the fame county. The 17th of Edward II. 
he was conftitutcd chief jufticc of the king’s bench; but it feems 
fomc difplcafure was taken againft him, for which he was removed 
from this office, to which, however, he was afterwards reftored, the 
ift of Edward III. and continued in it till the 7th, when he was font 
beyond fea on the king’s affairs. In the 14th of Edward III. having 
been advanced to the ftyle and dignity of a banneret, he had 300 
marks, per annum, given him for the fupport of that honour. Shortly 
after which he deceafcd, circ. 1340 leaving iffue by Rametta, or 
Ivetta, his wife, daughter of William Rofs, of Igmanthorpe, Henry his 
fon and heir; and John, a younger fon, who married Elizabeth, one 
of the daughters and coheirs of David de Strabolgi, carl of Athol. k> 
Which

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Henry, in confidcration of his father’s ferviccs, obtained the benefit 
of the wardfhip of his own lands. He was often in the wars of France 
and Scotland; and, in particular, at the battle of Durham, where the 
army of David king of Scots was defeated, and himfclf taken prifoner. 
Moreover, he had fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the 
realm, from the ill to the 16th of Richard II. as appears by the Lifts 
of Summons; though Dugdale, in his Baronage, aflerts, he died the 
laft day of July, the 15th of Richard II. ] Of his iflue, William, a 
younger fon, was afterwards created earl of Wiltfliirc ;* but 

Stephen, his el deft fon and heir, was his fucccflbr; who being of 
a martial difpofition, was, in his youth, in the king’s fcrvicc at fca, 
and afterwards in Flanders, and received the honour of knighthood. 
He had alfo fummons to parliament, from the 17th of Richard II. to 
the 7th of Henry IV. incluftvc; and died the fame year, poflefl'ed of 
fevcral manors in the counties of Eflex, Notts, Stafford, Lincoln, and 
alfo divers lordfliips, efpecially in Yorkfhire ; and leaving by Margery 
his wife, widow of John de Hnntingfield, 

Henry, his fon and heir, thirty years of age; who doing his homage, 
had livery of his lands, Margerie his mother, furviving, having alfo an 
alignment of her dower. 

This Henry was in great favour with Henry IV. by whom he was 
made treafurer of his exchequer; and by rcafon of his great abilities, 
as alfo the ncceftity of his prefence in parliament and council, he had 
affigned to him, for the time of his ftay at Weftminftcr, or in Lon¬ 
don, the towns of Hampftedc and Hendon, in Middlefex, for the 
lodgings and entertainment of his fervants and horfes. Nor was he 
lefs eftccmcd by Henry V. who had fo entire a confidence in him.

that 
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that nothing of concern, public or private, was tranfa&ed without him; 
his gravity, piety, and eloquence, being alio fo much a fubjeft of ad¬ 
miration, as to render him to be looked up to for an oracle. Where¬ 
fore his perfidioufnefs was the greater and more bale, when he joined 
that confpiracy," 1 for the murder of the king, and of his brothers; 
which plot was providentially difeovered, and he brought, with the 
others, to a fpeedy trial at Southampton: when being found guilty, 
the earl of Cambridge and Sir Thomas Grey were beheaded, and the 
lord Scroopc fuffered the ufual punifhmcnt of a traitor.* He had 
fummons to parliament, from the 8th of Henry IV. to the 2d of 
Henry V. but died without ifliic. His firft wife was Philippa, daugh¬ 
ter of Guy, fon of Sir Guy de Brien, knight; and his fccond, Joane, 
dutchefs of York (one of the Tillers and heirs of Edmund Holland, earl 
of Kent) ; to whom, as next heir, fucccedcd

Sir John Scroope, knt. his brother. Which John, upon the death 
of Stephen, his brother, arch-deacon of Richmond, the 2d Henry VI. 
doing his homage, had livery of his lands; and immediately thereupon, 
by the confent of the lords in parliament, obtained a grant from the 
king, of the farms and rents of all thole lordlhips which came to the 
crown by the attainder of Henry lord Scroope, his brother, to hold for 
four years. 

This Sir John wrote himfelf of Malham and Upfall (where he had 
two eminent feats); and by that defeription had fummons to parlia¬ 
ment, from the 4th to the 33d of Henry VI. inclufive, and died the

wife, then twenty-lix years of age, his next heir; John, his eldeft fon, 
having died in his lifetime." Which 

Thomas doing his homage, had livery of his lands; and upon the 
death of his mother, in the 6th of Edward IV. had livery of thofe 
lands which lhe held in dower, his homage being refpited. He had 
alfo fummons to parliament, from the 38th of Henry VI. till the 12th 
of Edward IV. inclufive; and died lhortly after, the 15th of the fame 
reign; leaving iflue, Thomas, his fon and heir, then fifteen years of 
age; and three other foils, Henry, Ralph, and GcfFery; and three 
daughters, namely, Alice, Mary, and Elizabeth, as hereinafter noticed. 
Of the fons, 

Thomas was fiicceflor to his father, cfnd had fummons to parlia¬ 
ment, from the 22d of Edward IV. to the 7th of Henry VII. inclufive, 
and died foon after; having iflue by his wife, one of the daughters and 
coheirs of John Ncvil, marquis of Montacute (afterwards married to 
Sir Henry Wentworth), one foie daughter and heir, Alice, who be¬ 
came the fccond wife of Henry lord Scropc, of Bolton.* 

Of the three brothers of this laft-mentioned Thomas, it appears that 
Henhy had fummons to parliament the 3d of Henry VIII. and* 
died without ilfuc; whereby 

Ralph, the next brother, became his heir; who had alfo fummons 
to parliament the 6th of Henry VIII. and deccafed foon after, circ. 
8 th Henry VIII. like wife ifluelcfs; as did alfo 
Gefff.ry, the youngeft brother, 9th Henry VIII. lo that their 
three lifters, beforementioned, proved at length their coheirs. Of which 
Alice, married Thomas Strangeways, cfquirc; Mary, Sir Chriftopher 
Danby; and Elizabeth, Sir Ralph Fitz-Randolph; whole fon, John, 
dying S.P. his five daughters became his coheirs; whereof Agnes mar¬ 
ried Marmaduke Wyvill, cfquire, anceftor to the baronet’s family of 
that furnamc.f

The firft of this name and family, of whom mention is made, is 
Gilbert, the fon of Here ward, who affumed the furname of Scgravc, 
from a lordfhip of that name in com, Lcic. where he had his chief 
refidence in the time of Henry II. 

To this Gilbert fucccedcd Stephen de Segrave, his fon and 
heir; who, the 5th of John, was conftablc of the Tower of London, 
and became a perfon of great note in his time; being one of thofc 
courtiers who have taught us the mutability of great power. With a 
great deal of pains he raifed himfclf to an high poll; with as much 
trouble kept it; and as fuddenly loft it. In his young days,* from a 
clerk he was made a knight; and though he was but of a mean 
family, yet in his latter days, by his bold induftry, he fo enriched and 
advanced himfclf, that he was ranked amongft the higheft of the no¬ 
bility, made lord chief juftice, and managed almoft all the affairs of 
the nation as lie pleafed. At length he wholly loft all the king’s 
favour, and ended his days in a cloifter; and thus he, who out of pride 
and ambition, muft needs romove from ecclefiaftical to fccular affairs, 
was forced to reaffume his ecclefiaftical office and fhaven crown 
(without fo much as confulting his biffiop), which he had formerly 
laid afide. However, for fomc good deeds, and making a difcrcet tef- 
tament, he died with much honour, 1241 (25th Henry III.) 

He married two wives: firft, Ilohefc, daughter of Thomas Ie Dc- 
fpenfer, and lifter to Hugh; fecondly, Ida, filler of Henry dc Haftings, 
with whom he had in frank marriage, the manor of Bruncfwaver, in

com. 
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com. Warw.; and was fucceedcd by Gilbert, his iccond fon; John, 
his eldeft, having died in his lifetime. Which 

Gilbert, the 38th of Henry III. being lent with Bigot, earl Mar- 
lhal, on an embafly, was trcacheroufly feized (along with John dc 
Pleflets, carl of Warwick, and divers others of the Englilh nobility), 
by the French, as he was returning; and died foon after by the hard 
ufage he received in his imprifonment. He married Annabil, daugh- 
ter and coheir of Robert dc Chaucumbe (with Milifent, her filler, wife 
of Ralph Ballet), and had ilfuc, 

Nicholas, his fon and heir; who, the 49th of Henry III. taking 
arms with the other barons, became a moll adtivc rebel againft that 
king (for which his lands were feized); and was by the citizens of 
London conftituted their general, and commanded their troops at the 
battle of Lewes, where he made the firft onfet, but was w T orfted by 
prince Edward; who, flulhed with fuccefs, followed them too far in 
purfuit, whereby he occasioned the final lofs of the day: for the barons 
prevailing, the prince himfelf, with the king his father, and the chief 
of the royal party, were taken prifoners. Whereupon a parliament 
being called in the king’s name, this Nicholas was one of the barons 
then fummoned to attend. 

But the tide foon turning againft them, and the rebel army totally 
defeated at Evelham, he was there wounded, and taken prilbncr. 
Howbeit, after this, he was admitted to the benefit of the Di&um de 
Kenilworth; and obtained a full pardon, with a confirmation of his 
lands, which had been feized. Some ye. rs after this, he attended 
prince Edward to the Holy Land, in whofe favour lie continued 
upon his acccffion to the crow n; and was employed in his fervicc in 
Ireland, and againft the Wellh and the Scots; and, moreover, had 
fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm, the 23d of

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John, his ion and heir, then thirty-nine years old; who, doing his 
homage the next year, had livery of his lands. Which John, the 
54th of Henry III. (his father then living, and by his confent), mar¬ 
ried Chriliian, daughter of Sir Hugh de Plcflets, knight; and with her 
had in frank marriage, the manor of Stodefdone; John, the fon of 
the laid Hugh, at that time alfo marrying Annabil, daughter of the 
laid Nicholas, and having with her in frank marriage, the manor of 
Burton-Hanred. 

This John, the J3_|th of Edward I. was conftable of the king’s army 
in Scotland ; and had a chief command at the battle of Faukirk. He 
was after governor of Berwick ; during which time he was taken pri- 
foncr by the Scots, as be was alio again in the time of Edward II. 
when the Englifli army was fo completely defeated at the battle of 
Bannock {bourn. But this was not his only misfortune; for, the 18th 
of Edward II. the king having conceived fomc difpleafure again# him, 
for the efcape of Roger Mortimer out of the Tower of London, fent 
him, with Edmund, carl of Kent, and others, into Gafeoigne, under 
pretence of defending thofe parts, where, being a great mortality, he 
died; having had fummons to parliament, from the :34th of Edward I. 
to the 14th of Edward II. inclufive. 

Stephen, eldeft fon of the aforefiiid John, was in the lifetime of 
his father in the wars of Scotland; but the 12th of Edward II. took 
part with Thomas carl of Lancaftcr; yet,fubmitting himfelf, obtained bis

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pardon; and, moreover, the 16th of Edward II. was made conftablc 
of the Tower of London. The 18th of Edward II. he accompanied 
his father into Gafcoync, where he died before him ; leaving Alice his 
wife furviving, and 

John de Segrave, then his foil and heir, who fucceedcd his 
grandfather, and married Margaret, daughter and heir to Thomas of 
Brotherton, marlhal of England (cldclt fon of Edward I. by his fecond 
wife, Margaret of France), whereby he added no finall honour to his 
family. And having had fummons to parliament, from the loth to 
the 25th of Edward III. died the 27th of the fame reign; leaving, 
according to Dugdalc, Elizabeth, his foie daughter and heir, married 
to John, the fon of John lord Moubray, to whom fhe brought an 
ample fortune, and the office of marlhal of England; but accord¬ 
ing to the Genealogy of the Family, quoted by Burton, in his Hiilory 
of Lciccltcrffiirc (p. 77),* the faid John dc Segrave, by Margaret his 
wife, left iffiie a daughter, Elizabeth, and alio a fon, named John, 
w ho married Blanch, daughter of John lord Moubray, and died S. P. 
whereby Elizabeth his filter, became his heir; which Elizabeth mar¬ 
ried John, fon and heir of the laid John lord Moubray,f from whom, 
by the heirs female, defeend the two noble families of Howard and 
Berkeley. 

Of this family, viz. uncle (fays Dugdale) of the lalt John, was 
John de Segrave, who married Julian, daughter and heir of John dc 
Sandvvic, lord ofFolkelton, in Kent; vvhofe father, John dc Sandwic, 
married Agnes, cldelt of the three daughters and coheirs of Hamon 
Crcvequer,J baron of Folkclton, temp. Henry III. 

In the 34th of Edward I. this John de Segrave was in the wars 
of Scotland; and the 4th Edward II. procured the king’s charter for 
a weekly market at his manor of Folkclton. After when, viz. the 
23d Edward III. he deeeafed, leaving Mary, his daughter and heir, fif¬ 
teen years old. 

Dcfccndcd, alfo, from the fame family, was Gilbert de Se¬ 
grave,

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grave,* mentioned by Lcland and Bale, who was educated at Oxford, 
and becoming an eminent philofophcr, was afterwards confecrated 
bifliop of London, the yth of Edward II. 

Of this name, iikevvife, appears Geffebt de Segrave, lhcriff of 
Lcicefterfhirc, the I ft of Edward II. brother, probably, to the afore- 
faid Gilbert.f 

SEGRAVE OF BARTON SEGRAVE, IN COM. NORTH. 

The firft of this line was Nicholas, fccond fon of Nicholas dc 
Segrave, by Maud de Lucy his wife, and brother to that John de Se¬ 
grave, who died in Gafcoignc, the 18th of Edward II. Which 

Nicholas was called by Matt. Paris, “ Unus dc przeftantioribus 
militibus dc regno,” and being accufed of treafon by Sir John de 
Crombwell, kuight, in defence of his innoccncy, he challenged his 
accuser to fight a duel, according to the cuftom of that day; but the 
king not thinking fit to confent to it, Segrave palled the fca, in order 
to fight out of the kingdom; which being without licence, fo foon as 
he came back he was taken into cuftody, and brought to trial. The 
judges were at a lofs to pafs fentcnce upon this affair; however, after 
three days confultation, they declared that he deferved death, and 
that all his goods fhould be confifcatcd; yet added, that in regard he 
went not out of England in any affront to the king, but to be re¬ 
venged on his accufer, he might do well to pardon him. The king 
was extremely difpleafed at the boldnefs of his judges, who feemed to 
fet bounds to his prerogative, and gave them a fevere reprimand. But, 
ncverthelefs, he pardoned Segrave (after he had been committed to 
prifon for a few days, a.> an example to other offenders in the iike kind) 
and reftored him to his polfelfions; divers of the nobility having in¬ 
terceded for him, and become furctics for his future good behaviour. 
After this, the 34th of Edward I. he had fummons to be at Carlifle, 
to attend the king in an expedition into Scotland.

The i ft of Edward II. he was conftituted governor of the caftlc of 
Northampton, and marlhal of England. Upon which grant of mar- 
Ihallhip to him, much animofity arofc between him and William le 
Marefchall; which, however, was allayed by the king’s interfe¬ 
rence. 

The 4th of Edward II. he obtained licence to make a caftlc of his 
manor houfc at Barton-Segrave, in com. Northampt. And having 
had fummons to parliament, from the 23d of Edward I. to the 14th 
of Edward II. by the name of “ Nicholas Segrave, junior,” died the 
next year enfuing; being then feifed of the manor of Pcftnhale, in 
Sufiex; Ileydon, in Eflex; of the litc of the caftlc of Barton, in 
Northamptonftiirc (which he had by the gift of Nicholas his father); 
as alfo of the manor of Wefton, in that county; and leaving iflue, 
Maud, his daughter and heir, married to Edmund de Bohun, thirty 
years of age.

Almeric de St. Amand, in the 15th of Henry III. was in the 
king’s fervice in Wales; where he merited fo well, that he had remit¬ 
ted to him a debt due by Walter de Verdon, his uncle (whofe heir he 
was), of ten marks per annum, which otherwife he fhould have paid 
into the exchequer; and the i6th of Henry III. obtained a grant of 
the manor of Bloxham, in com. Oxon. The 18th of Henry III. he 
was conftitutcd governor of St. Briavcl’s Gallic, and warden of the 
Foreft of Dene ; as alio llierifF of the county of Hereford, and governor 
of Hereford Gallic. And in fuch cflecm was he at court, that the 
23d of Henry III. on the chriftening of prince Edward, he then flood 
one of the godfathers at the font. To whom fucceeded 

Ralph, his fon and heir; who, the 25th of Henry III. paid twenty- 
live pounds for his relief of one moiety of the lands of Joane de Beau¬ 
champ, one of the coheirs (w ith Afceline his wife, the younger filler), 
of Robert dc Albini, fon of Robert de Albini, baron of Gaynho, 
in Gom. Bedf.; and died foon after, viz. the 30th of Henry III. 
leaving 

Almaric, his fon and heir; for whole wardfliip, and the benefit of 
his marriage, Pauline Peyvre (a great man in that age), gave 1000 
marks. But in the 14th of Edward I. he dcccafed, and was fuccecded 
by his Ion and heir, 

Guy, who was then only feventeen years of age, and died loon after 
without ilfue; leaving Eucia, his wife, furviving, and Almaric, his 
brother and heir. Which 

Almaric w'as at that time in minority, but afterwards became a 
perfon of great eminence; and dillinguilhcd himfclf in the wars of 
yol. 11. 3 T France 
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France and Scotland, and had fummons to parliament amongft the 
barons of the realm, from the 28th Edward I. to the 4th of Ed¬ 
ward II. inclufivc; before the end of which year he deceafed, without 
iifue,, whereby 

John, his brother, became his heir (Mary his wife, furviving). 
Which John appears to have been a profcflbr of the canon law; being 
called “ Magtjlcr Johannes de San 0/0 Am and." And doing his fealty, 
had livery of his lands, and alfo fummons to parliament, from the 6th 
to the 19th of Edward II. inclufivc, Ihortly after when he died; 
leaving 

Alma hi c, his fon and heir, who was often in the wars of France 
and Scotland; and was juft ice of Ireland, governor of Rockingham 
cattle, and Reward of the foreft. Moreover, he had fummons to par¬ 
liament, from the 44th of Edward III. to the 5th of Richard II. and 
died the fame year; for then had 

Almakic, his fon and heir, livery of his lands, doing his homage; 
after when, he was in the wars of Scotland; and the ift of Henry IV. 
was one of the knights of the bath, then folemnly made at the coro¬ 
nation of that king. And having had fummons to parliament, from 
the 6th of Richard II. to the 3d of Henry IV. inclufive, died the 
year following, viz. the 13th ol June, 4th of Henry IV. leaving Ge¬ 
rard Braybroke, fon of Alianore, his only daughter, by Ida, his firli 
wife; and Ida, his other daughter, by Alianore/ his fecond wife, his 
next heirs. ‘Which Ida alter wards married Thomas Weft, who by 
her had no ifl’uc; whereby the whole inheritance at length became 
vefted in the daughters and coheirs of Gerard Braybroke, before- 
named. Which faid coheirs were, Elizabeth, wife of William Beau¬ 
champ, fon of Walter Beauchamp, of Powyke; Maud, the wife of John 
Babington; and Alianore Braybroke.

The firft of this line was Walter, a younger fon of John lord 
Beauchamp, of Powyk. Which Walter married Elizabeth, daughter 
and coheir of Sir John llochc, knight, and was fuccecded by 

l W illtam, his fon and heir; who having married Elizabeth, the 
cldeft of the three daughters and coheirs of Gerard de Brat broke, and 
coufin and heir" to Almeric de St. Amand,*' a baron of great antiquity, 
had firft fummons to parliament the 27th of Henry VI. by the ftyle 
of Beauchamp of St. Amand. 

The faid William Beauchamp, by his will, dated 18th March/1457 
(35th Henry VI.^ bequeathed his body to be buried in the chantry 
of Steplc Lavynton, in com. Wilts, and died the 19th of the fame 
month; leaving Richard, his fon and heir, four years old, and Eliza¬ 
beth his wife, furviving. 

Which Richard, the 8th Henry VII. was in that expedition made 
in aid of Maximilian the emperor, againft the French. After when, 
the 12th of Henry VII. he had fummons to parliament, but only in 
that year; for his name docs not appear in the Lifts of Summons of 
any fubfequent time. This Richard, by his teftament, dated 12th 
June, 1508 (23d Henry VII.)J defired to be buried in the Black Friers

church, near Ludgate; and for want of iflue, by dame Anne his wife, 
thereby fettled divers lordfhips in the counties of Wilts, Bedf. Berks, 
Huntington, and Hereford, upon his natural fon, Anthony St. Amand, 
begotten on Mary Wroughton, and the heirs of his body; Ihortly after 
when he died, for the probate of his will bears date 8th July next 
enfuing. 

But the heir, ex parte paterna, to this Richard lord St. Amand, feems 
to have been John Baynton, of Bromham, in Wiltfhire, fon of Sir 
Robert, fon of Sir John, fon of Sir John Baynton, knight, who mar¬ 
ried Joane, fifter and heir of John Dudley, and daughter of Sir Richard 
Dudley, knight, by Elizabeth, daughter of Walter Beauchamp, and 
aunt and heir of Richard, the laft lord Beauchamp of St. Amand.* 

Lcland, in his Itinerary (Vol. VI. p. 36, F. 39), fays, “ Syr Ed- 
“ ward Baynton’s father had to wife, the laft lord S. Amande fifter 
" and heire, bccaufc he had no legitime childe.” Wherefore, if this 
ftatement of Lcland be corred, it then appears, that the Baynton’s 
being defeended from the blood of St. Amand, were heirs general of 
Beauchamp, ex parte paterna et materna. 

But it remains to be obferved, that William Beauchamp, lord St. 
Amand, makes no mention in his will of any other child than Richard. 
Which Richard, in his will, does not notice any fifter Elizabeth, al¬ 
though he mentions the name of Dudley. 

Leland further recites,f “ that Peter Delamar dyed without ifluc 
“ male in Edwarde the 3d daycs,J but he had 3 doughters, maryed 
“ to thefe gentlemen, S. John, S. Amande, and William de la Roche ; 
“ the which 3 devided the landes of Delamare; and that S. Amand 
“ had by heire general of Gul. de la Roche, fuch landes as the laid 
“ Roche had by Delamare , and that land is now cum to Mr. Bainton.”

So far the Vifitation Book.—The Baronetage add?, that the laft-mentioncd Edward was made 
a K. B. at the reftoration, and was father of Henry, who married a daughter and coheir of the 
famous John Wilmot, earl of Rochefter, by whom he had Anne, heir to her brother John, and 
married to Edward Rolt, Eftjuire, of Sacombe Park, co. Hertf. whofe fecond fon, Edward, 
adopted by his unde Baynton, took that name, and was created a baronet in 1762 . 
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ST. JOHN OF BASING. 

The paternal furname of this family was Port, as already has been 
fhewn in the firft volume of this work :* but when Adam de Port, 
lord of Bafmg, in com. Southton. married Mabel, grandchild and 
heir to Roger dc St. John, viz. daughter of Reginald de Aurevalle, by 
Muriel, daughter and heir of the faid Roger, his pofterity affumed the 
furname of Sr. John. Which Adam de Port, by Mabel his wife, had 
iffue two fons, William and Robert. Whereof 

William affumed the faid furname; writing himfelf, “ Wtlliehmis 
de Sandio Johanne jilius et lucres Adc de Port and the 15th of king 
John, gave 500 marks to the king, for livery of all the lands of Adam 
de Port, his father; and the 3 6 th and 17th of John, was fherifF of 
Hampfhirc; as alfo the nth of Henry III. was governor of the ifles 
of Guernfcy and Jcrfey. To whom fucceedcd (by Godchild his wife, 
daughter of N. Paganell), 

Robert de St. John, his fon and heir; who> the 50th of 
Henry III. was governor of Porcheftcr caftlc; and died the 51ft of 
Henry III. or before, for then had John, his fon and heir, by Agnes, 
the daughter of William de Cantilupc, his wile, livery of his lands, 
doing his homage. Which 

John having the reputation of an expert fbklicr, was conftitutcd 
the king’s lieutenant in Aquitaine, «rft Edward I. and after that w r on 
the city and caftle of Bayon; but going to raife the {iege of Bellegard, 
was taken prifoner. However, being redeemed, he was afterwards in 
the wars of Gafcoigne and Scotland; and with John earl Warren, 
and others, was fent amballador into France. Shortly after when he 
died; viz. the 30th of Edward I. leaving ilfue by Alice his wife, 
daughter of Reginald Fitz-Piers, John, his fon and heir; and William, 

his 
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his fccond fun; who obtained from his father the caftle of Beaumont, 
in com. Glamorg.; and is confidered to be the anccftor to the family 
of St. John of Bletflio. 

John, at the dcccafe of his father, was twenty-eight years of age; 
and the year following, doing his homage, had livery of his inherit¬ 
ance, excepting the dowry of Alice his mother, then furviving. This 
John, in the lifetime of his father, was fummoned to parliament, the 
28th of Edward I. by the name of John de St. John, junior; and 
was after in the wars of Scotland during that reign, fo likewise in that 
of Edward II. in whofe 12th year he died p leaving ilfuc by Ifabel his 
wife, daughter of Hugh de Courtney, 

Hugh, his foil and heir, twenty-fix years of age, the 3d of Ed¬ 
ward III. but he lived not long; for it appears, that the 1 ith of Ed¬ 
ward III. he died, leaving Mirabel, his wife, furviving; Edmund, his 
fon and heir; and two daughters, Margaret and Ifabel. Which 

Edmund was then only four years of age, and died in his mino¬ 
rity, and in ward to the king, the 21ft of Edward III. without ifluc, 
leaving his laid filters his coheirs; whereof Margaret married John de 
St. Philibert, and Ifabel married, hrft, Henry de Burgherfli, and, fe- 
condly, Lucas de Poynings.* * VId. Foyn- 

Alter which, ere long, the faid Margaret died the 19th of Odtobcr, 1Dfi,S 
33th Edward III. leaving John de St. Philibert, her fon and heir, 
three years old, who alfo died 13th November next enfuing; whereby 
the aforcliiid Ifabel, then the wife of Poynings, became heir to the 
whole inheritance; and the faid Lucas having ilfue by her, and doing 
his homage, had thereupon livery of all the lands (fo ddeended unto 
his wife) in her right.

Among others who entered England with William the Conqueror, 
or foon after, were thofe of* the name of St. Maur, as the learned 
Camden, and other eminent genealogifts agree; and that the name 
was anciently fo written/ and in old Latin records, “ de St. Mauro 
from a place of the fame name in Normandy. 

Roger de St. Maur lived in the reign of Henry I. Almericus de 
St. Mauro was matter of the order of Kniuhts Templars; and Milo 1

de St. Maur (the ttrft with whom Dugdale commences his account), 
was one of thofe barons who fo ftrcnuoufly refitted the arbitrary mca- 
furcs of king John. 

The next of whom mention is made, is G refer y de St. Maur, 
who married the daughtci of William de Ilughdon. And after him 
the moll eminent perfbn noticed is 

Laurence de St. Maur, who, the nth of Edward I. obtained a 
grant for a weekly market, and yearly fair, at his manor of Rode, in 
com. Somerf. ; and deccafmg the 54th of Edward I. left 

Nicholas, his fon and heir, who doing his homage, had livery of 
his lands; and was afterwards in the wars of Scotland, during divers 
years of that reign. He married Helen, cldett: of the three daughters 
and coheirs of Alan le Zouchc, of Afhby,* in com. Leiccft. by whom, * t v ^^° uche 
for her purparty of that inheritance, he obtained the manor of North 
Molton, in com. Devon; and the moiety of the manor of Gadcfdcn, 
in com. Hertf.; and having had fummons to parliament, the 8th and

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9th of Edward II. died the year following; being then feifed of cer¬ 
tain lands at Bafmgbourne, in com. Cantab.; and at Hampton-Meyfi, 
in com. Gloc. of the inheritance of Eve de Mcyfi, fometime his wife; 
likevvifc of the manor of Polton juxta Crekclade, and manor of Eton- 
Mcyfv, in com. Wilts; and of Northam, in com. Devon, of the inhe¬ 
ritance of Helen his wife, then furviving; and leaving 

Thomas, his fon and heir, then nine years of age; of whom no 
further mention is made, than that he founded the little priory of 
Pulton, in com. Wilts; annexing it as a cell to that of Sempringham, 
in com. Line. To whom fucceeded 

Sir 'Nicholas de St. Maur, who was in the wars of France, and 


fummoned to parliament, fiom the 25th to the 34th of Edward III. 
inclufivc, and died the next year enfuing ; leaving iflue by Muriel his 
• Vid. Lovel wife, daughter and heir of James, fon and heir of Richard lord Lovel, 
of Kar *' of Caftle Kary,* Nicholas, his fon and heir, aged nine, who died the 
fame year; and 

Richard, who became heir to his brother, but was then in mino¬ 
rity. In 10th Richard II. he was in the wars of France; and, having 
had fummons to parliament, from the 4th of Richard II. to the ift of 
Henry IV. inclufive, died the 15th May next enfuing; leaving, by 
Ela his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir John de St. Lo, knight, 
Richard, his fon and heir, then twenty-three years old, and two 
other Ions; viz.

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don, in the parilh of St. Lawrence, Cripplegate, in that city; and was 
baptized in the church of St. Lawrence. 

Which daughter, Alice, was the foie heir of her father, the faid 
Richard lord St. Maur, and became the wife of William, the fifth lord 
Zouche of Haryngworth ; who performing his fealty, had livery of her 
inheritance the ad of Henry VI. 

But although the elder branch of this family thus terminated early 
in female ifiue, the male line dill continued, and was for many years 
after, flourifliing in the defendants of Sir John St. Maur, fecond 
fon of Richard lord St. Maur; but this line alfo, at length, ended in 
female heirs, as the annexed Table of Defccnt more particularly 
Ihews. 

Of this name was likewife William de St. Maur, fummoned to 
parliament, the nth, 12th, 14th, and 15th Edward II. who is men¬ 
tioned in the Lids of Summons, but unnoticed in the Baronage.

ancient family in the county of Stafford. Which Henry, the 5th of 
Richard I. in confideration of a fine of 300 marks, had livery of the 
barony of Stafford, as the inheritance of the faid Milicent his wife.

Henry-, their fon and heir; who rclinquilliing his paternal furnamc, 
affumed that of his mother, and wrote himfclf Hcrvcy de Stafford', and 
died the 2id Henry III. leaving by Pctronill his wife, fider to William 
de Ferrers, earl of Derby, Hcrvcy, his fon and heir, who died iffuelefs 
foon after: for, the 25th of Henry III.

Robert, his brother and heir, had livery of all his lands, paying

This Robert married Alice, one of the 
daughters, and at length coheirs, of Thomas Corbet,* oi Caus, in com. 
Salop; and died icth Edward I. leaving 

Nicholas, his fon and heir; who being on an expedition into 
Wales, was killed before Drofelan caille, and was fucceeded by his fon 
and heir, 

Edmund, who, the 22d of Edward I. performing his homage, had 
livery of his lands; and the 25th of Edward I. was in the expedition 
then made into Gafcoignc. He ferved often in the wars of bcotland, and 
kad fummons to parliament, from the 27th of Edward I. to the ift of 
Edward II. inclufive, and died the year following. He married Mar¬ 
garet, daughter of Ralph lord JBaffct, of Drayton; and had iflue two 
ions; viz. Ralph, his fon and heir; and Richard, who marrying Maud, 
daughter and heir of Richard de Camville, of Clifton, was called Sir 
Richard Stafford, of Clifton, knight.* 

Ralph was fuccclfor to his father, but at the time of his dcccafc 
was in minority, wherefore he had not poffeffion of his lands till the 
17th of Edward II. when making proof of his age, and doing his 
homage, he had livery thereof; and the next enfuing year was made a 
knight by bathing, and other facrcd ceremonies; having his robes, 
with all other accoutrements, as a banneret, allowed him out of the 
king's wardrobe for that folcmnity. After which, he foon grew an 
a&ive perfon in the wars of that heroic prince, king Edward III. as 
well in Scotland as in France; and obtained great reputation for his 
courage, conduft, and abilities. Nor was he lefs eminent in various 
other important affairs of (late; being employed at fcveral times on 
embaffics, and honoured and intruded with many high offices, and 
made alfo a knight pf the garter at the firft inflitution of that noble 
order; and, moreover, the 25th of Edward III. was advanced to the 
dignity of earl of Stafford, in confidcration of his great fervices, and 
manifold deferts.

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By accord between this Ralph and Margaret his wife, on the one 
part; Sir Robert de Harley and Elizabeth his wife, on the fccond 
part; and Sir Edward Cornwall, on the third part; as coufms and 
heirs to Peter, fon of Peter Corbet, this Ralph carl of Stafford claim¬ 
ing the caftlc of Caus, as defeended from Alice, the eldeft aunt of the 
fiiid Peter Corbet, it was concluded, that lie fhould thenceforth enjoy 
that caftlc to him and his heirs; whereof doing his fealty, he obtained 
livery. *Hc married Margaret, daughter and heir to Hugh de Audley, 
earl of Glouceftcr; by whom he acquired a confiderable inheritance, 
and had iffue two fons; viz. Ralph, who married Maud, daughter of 
Henry carl of Derby, but died S. P. in his lifetime, and Hugh: as 
alfo four daughters; viz. Beatrix, wife, firft, of Maurice, fbn and heir of 
Maurice Fitz-Thomas, carl of Dcfmond; and, fecondly, of Thomas lord 
Ros, of Hamlakc; and thirdly, of Sir Richard Burley, knight; Joanc, 
wife of John, fon and heir of John Cherlton, lord Powis; Elizabeth, 
married to Fouke, fon of Roger le Strange, b of Whitchurch, in com. 

Salop; and, laftly, Margaret, married to Sir John Stafford, knight; 
dying the 31ft of Auguft, the 46th of Edward III. he was fucceeded 

by 

Hugh, his fccond, but eldeft furviving fon and heir; who, tracing 
the fteps of his noble father in thofc military times, came early into 
action; for at the age of fevcntccn he was in the wars of France, and 
when he came at age, the 37th of Edward III. was there again, and 
of the retinue of prince Edward; and fo continued for fomc time, as 
he did alfo after his acccflion to his honours and inheritance.

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The 8th of Richard II. Ralph, his fon, having been bafely mur¬ 
dered, near York, in his paflage towards Scotland, by John Holland, 
half-brother to the king, who thereupon took fandtuary at Beverley, 
a great conteft took place between this carl and the criminal: which, 
by the interpofition of many of the nobility, was finally fettled, upon 
condition that Holland fliould maintain, for ever, three priefts to pray 
for the foul of the murdered Ralph, at fomc place near his grave; 
which priefts were accordingly fettled at Langley, in the aforefaid 
county. The 9th of Richard II. he obtained leave to undertake a 
pilgrimage to Jcrufalem, and, in his return, died at Rhodes, 10th Ri¬ 
chard II.; having had iftiie by Philippa his wife, daughter of Thomas 
Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, Ralph, who was murdtred in his life¬ 
time; Thomas, his fuccelfor; William, Edmond, and Hugh; which 
Bour- Hugh afterwards had the title of lord Bourchicr;*' and four daughteis; 
viz. Margaret, wife of Ralph Ncvil, firft carl of Wefttnoreland; Ca¬ 
therine, of Michael, the fon of Michael de la Pole; Joanc, of Ihon.as 
Holland, earl of Kent; and Elizabeth, of John lord Ferrers, of Chart- 
ley.* Of the fons, 

Thomas fuccccded his father; and the 14th of Richard II. making 
proof of his age, and doing his homage, had livery of his lands. At 
which time, alfo, upon the death of Ralph, the laft lord Raflet of 
Drayton, he was found to be one of his coheirs ; d viz. fon of Hugh, 
fon of Ralph, Ion of Margaret, fifter of Ralph Bafiet, father of the faid 
Ralph, who died the preceding year. The 15th of Richard II. he 
was in the wars of France, under the conduct of Thomas of Wood- 
ftock, duke of Gloucefter, whofe daughter, Anne, he had married; but 
he died the next year, the 4th July, 16th Richard tl. S. P. leaving 

William, his brother and heir, then in minority, whole wardlhip

Humphrey - was then very young; for it appears, that the 2d of 
Henry VI. making proof of his age, and doing his homage, he had 
livery of his lands; as alfo of thofe which had defeended to him by 
the death of his uncle, Hugh lord Bourchier, without iflue. And in 
the 33d of Henry VI. he was created duke of Buckingham; and the 
33th of Henry VI. obtained a fpccial grant, unto himfelf and bis 
heirs * for precedence above all dukes whatfoever, whether in England * Dugd. 
or France, excepting of fuch as were of the blood royal. But on this Vol l, P ,l6j * 
elevation to the dukedom of Buckingham, great difpute arofc between 
him and Henry Beauchamp, duke of Warwick, to whom the king 
had given precedence next before him; for the adjufting whereof, 
there was a fpecial ad palled in parliament, viz. that they fhould have 
precedence by turns; the one one year, and the other next, and fo

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alternately, during their lives; and the furvivor, during his life, to have 
precedence of the other’s heir: but this arrangement was foon after 
perfectly fet at reft, by the death of the duke of Warwick, S. P.; nor 
indeed did the duke of Buckingham long enjoy his advancement, for 
the 38th of Henry VI. he was flain, at the battle of Northampton, 
on the king’s part; to whom he had always conducted himfclf with 
great loyalty, conftancy, and aftetftion, during thofe turbulent times. 

His wife was Anne, daughter of Ralph Nevill, firft earl of Weft- 
morcland, by whom he had iftue feven fons; viz. Humphrey; Ri¬ 
chard, who died young; Sir Henry, who married Margaret countefs 
of Richmond (mother of Henry VII.); Edward, George, William, and 
,# Vid. Staf- John, who was afterwards created carl of Wiltfhire.* As alfo five 
Wilt*? 1 ' 01 daughters; viz. Anne, firft married to Aubrey dc Vcre; and next, to

Joane, firft, to William vifeount Beaumont; and after to Sir William 
Kncvet, of Buckenham, in com. Norf.; Elizabeth, Margaret, and Ca¬ 
therine, to John Talbot, third carl of Shrewfbury. Of the fons, 
Humphrey, the eldeft, called earl of Stafford, was flain, in his 
father’s lifetime, fighting on the Lancaftrian fide, at the battle of 
St. Albans; leaving iftue by Margaret his wife, daughter and coheir to 
Edmund duke of Somerfet, Henry, his fon and heir; who, on the death 
of his grandfather, was his fucccftor. Which 

Henry has very little notice made of him in the time of Ed¬ 
ward IV. but in the reign of Richard III. was made a knight of the 
garter, and high conftablc of England; f having been a principal inftru- 
ment in raifmg that prince to the throne, with whom, for a time, he 
. continued on very good terms: but at length, cither from confciencc, 
wrought upon by the artful difeourfes of Morton bifhop of Ely; from 
difappoinment, in not being put in pofteftion of that great inheritance

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of the Bohuns earls of Hereford, whereto he pretended a right; or at 
fbme flights experienced from the ufurper Richard; he entered into a 
defign, with others, to dethrone him (as fome fay, to raife himfelf to 
the crown), and advance Henry carl of Richmond. 

But his defign was fufpc&cd by the king; who fought to regain 
him by fair and kind letters and meflages, but thefe not prevailing, 
ufed threats; which caufcd the duke haftily to put himfelf into arms, 
and with a confidcrable force, to advance towards Shrewsbury (in cx- 
pc&ation of being joined by the other malcontents w ho had rifen), 
and from thence marched through the Forcft of Dene, with purpofe 
to pafs the Severn at Glouccftcr; but the extraordinary floods which 
then happened, delayed him fo long, that his army, for want of money 
and visuals, difperfed themfelvcs; wherefore, being thus forfaken, he 
repaired for fafety to the lioufe of one ^Humphrey Banaftcr, in whom 
he confided; but by him was betrayed (in hopes of getting the reward 
of £.1000, offered, by royal proclamation, for his apprehenfion), to the 
fhcrifF of Shropfhirc, and carried to Shrewsbury, where king Richard 
then lay; and there beheaded, without any arraignment or l^gai pro¬ 
ceeding. 

By Catherine his wife, daughter of Richard Widvillc, carl Rivers, 
he had ifliie three fons; viz. Edward, his foil and heir; Henry, after¬ 
wards carl of Wiltfhirc;* and Humphrey, who died young; and two 
daughters ; of which, Elizabeth, married .Robert Badcliffe, lord Fitz- 
Walter; and Aline, married, firft, Sir Walter Herbert, knight; and 
next, George earl of Huntingdon. 

Edward, the cl dell fon, liiccccdcd his father; and was rellored 
duke of Buckingham, carl of Staflbrd, and to all his dignities, by

Thus great in blood, eftate, and honour, he, however fell a facrificc 
to cardinal Wolfey, and his own indifcretion. The cardinal, it fccms, 
had long owed him a grudge, and was refolved to pay it. It is Rated, 
that the duke holding the bafon to the king, the cardinal, when the 
king had done walhing, dipped his hands in the fame water; which 
the duke taking as an affront to his quality, threw the water into the 
cardinal’s fliocs; who, greatly incenfed, menaced to flick upon his 
fkirts. 

The duke, that the king might take notice of the fame, came richly 
clothed into the royal prefence, but without fkirts: fo that the king 
inquiring the rcafon of that flrange fafliion, was anfwered “ To pre¬ 
vent the cardinal's dc/igu." Wit of little advantage! for the cardinal 
now refolved to take him off firfl; and a fervant, once more, contri¬ 
buted to the fall of his maftcr, and enabled the cardinal to complete 
his detign. The duke had turned away one Knevet, his fteward, for 
opprcfli*g his tenants. Which fellow the cardinal got hold of; and 
pra&ifing on his malice, obtained from him an information, that the 
duke had intended to take off the king, that he might reign himfelf, 
and then certainly punilh the cardinal’s mifdemcanours. This infor¬ 
mation was formed into an accufation, with much other matter to 
aggravate the offence. On which he was arraigned at Weftminffer, 
before Thomas duke of Norfolk, then fitting as lord high fteward of 
England, for the occafion. 

The duke pleaded his own caufe with great judgment and elegancy; 
fhewing the falfencfs of the indieftment, and the incompetence of the 
evidence: but all to no purpofe, tor he was found guilty; and the 
high fteward pronouncing fcntencc, though not without tears, he an¬ 
fwered, 

“ My lord of Norfolk, you have delivered judgment in words proper 
u to be fpoken to a traitor, which I never was; and therefore I freely 
4t forgive them all my death: the king is a gracious prince; however 

I (hall 


a 
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u I fhall never afk my life of him; and fo defire you, my lord, and all 
“ the reft of my peers, my friends, to pray for me.” Whereupon he 
was beheaded on Tower Hill, 17th May, 1521 (13th Henry VIII.); 
and with him died, as an author writes,* the fplcndour of the court; * Lloyd, 
hofpitality, and good landlords, in the country; and the high con- 
ftablelhip of England. 

When the emperor Charles V. heard of his fall, he is faid to have 
exclaimed, “ A butcher s dog has killed thcjincjl buck in England .” 

By Alianore his wife, daughter to Henry Percy, carl of Northumber¬ 
land, he had one fon, Henry, and three daughters; viz. Elizabeth, 
married to Thomas Howard, earl of Surrey, afterwards duke of Nor¬ 
folk ; Katherine, to Ralph Ncvill, carl of Weftmorcland; and Mary, 
to George Nevill, lord Abergavenny. 

After this cataftrophe, the contemplative reader cannot but view, 
with a mixture of pity and indignation, the misfortunes of the illuf- 
trious houfc of Stafford. 

Edmund earl of Stafford, fiain at the battle of Shrewsbury, the 4th 
of Henry IV.; his fon, Humphrey duke of Buckingham, fiain at the 
battle of Northampton, 38th Henry VI.; whole fon, Humphrey was 
fiain in his lifetime, at the battle of St. Albans, 33d Henry VI*; 

Henry, his fon, fecond duke of Buckingham, beheaded at Shrewfbury, 
temp. Richard III.; and Edward, his fon, the laft duke, beheaded the 
13th of Henry VIII.!!! And here funk for ever, all the iplendour and 
princely honours and eftates, of the renowned family of Stafford. It 
glimmered, however, with a gradually fading light for nearly another 
century; till (as hereafter will be fiiewn), from the dregs of this ex¬ 
piring race, his undoubted rights were extorted by the cruel hand of 
tyrannic power; and the very poverty which that intolerable power 
had infli&ed, was made a plea for his total depreff 1011!!! 

Henry Stafford, only fon of the laft duke, was immediately, on 
his fathers execution, reftored in blood, but not to his honours and 
lands. The 20th of September following, however, a fmall provifion 
was made for him out of thofe immenfe eftates; and on the 15th of 

July, 
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July, 23d Henry VIII. a further grant of the caftle of Stafford, &c. all 
which together, only amounted to the yearly value of £.31 7, 13*. i\d. 
And thefc were all the poffcffions and revenues which he and his wife 
had to live upon. 

He was a learned man,* of great virtue and piety; who endeavoured 
to avert his thoughts from his misfortunes, by a clofc application to 
literature, in a calm and innocent retirement; which renders the mind 
of fenfibility to be the more deeply affeded, that lord Orford, in his 
“ Royal and Noble Authors ,” fliould have fuffered himfelf to fpeak fo 
flighting!/ of this good and unfortunate nobleman. 

The ill of Edward VI. this Henry was again reftored in blood, fays 
Dugdale, who cites the journals of that year; but in the flatute book, 
no copy or title of fuch an ad appears; yet in a MS. copy of the 
ad itfelf,f it is there fet forth : “ That the faid Henry lord Stafford, 
“ and the ‘ heyres males of his body,' may and fhall be accepted, taken, 
“ known, reputed, called, and written henceforth by the name of the 
“ lord Stafford; and that the faid Henry, and the heyres males of bis 
“ body coming, fhall have and enjoy, in and at all parliaments, and 
“ other places, the name, roome, place, and voice of a baron, &c.” 

• He married Urfula, daughter of Sir Richard Pole, knight, by Mar¬ 
garet his wife, daughter of George duke of Clarence, and died, 5th 
May, 1565; having had fummons to parliament, from the 2d of Ed¬ 
ward VI. to the 8th of Elizabeth; leaving ifTue four fons; viz. Henry, 14 
Edward, Richard, and Walter: and one daughter, Elizabeth, 1 wife of 
Sir William Nevill, of Chebfey, knight. Which 

Henry, fecond lord Stafford, had fummons to parliament, the 13th, 
14th, and 18th of Elizabeth; but probably died unmarried, or with¬ 
out iffue; being fucceedcd by his brother 


h This Henry is unnoticed by Dugdale, but lie appears in a MS. which undoubtedly was 
once part of the collections of the Stallord family j and by the Lifts of Summons to Parliament, 
this Henry appears to have been the next fuccefl'or to the title.

Edward, 
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Edward, third lord, who had fummons to parliament, from the 
33d of Elizabeth ; and by Mary, daughter to Edward earl of Derby, 
had ilTue two daughters; viz. Urfula, married to Walter Erdcfwick ; 
and Dorothy to Gcrveis of Chadfdcn; and one fon, 

Edward, who alfo had fummons to parliament, and died in 1625. 
He married Ifabel, daughter of Thomas Forfter, of Tongc, in Shrop- 
Ihire; 1 and had iflue one fon,. Edward, born in 1600, who married 
Anne, daughter of James Wilford, of Newnham Hall, in Eflex, 
efquirc, and died in the lifetime of his father; leaving iflue a daugh¬ 
ter, Mary; and a fon and heir, 

Henry, who fuccceded his grandfather, as fifth lord Stafford, but 
died unmarried; whereupon his inheritance came to his filter Mary, 
beforementioned, married to Sir William Howard, knight of the bath, 
a younger fon to Thomas, carl of Arundel and Surrey. 

But Roger Stafford, the fon of Richard Stafford beforementioned, 
as a younger fon of Henry, the firft lord Stafford (after the attainder 
of duke Edward, his father), immediately prefented a petition for the 
barony, and fome of the eftates. But being of himfelf but of llender 
fortune, probably having none at all, was borne down by the weighty 
power of the Howards; who folicited the barony for the filler of the 
lafl: lord, and her hufiband. Sir William Howard. Nothing can be 
more plain than the ad of Edward VI. whereby the reftitution, or 
rather new creation of the barony, was to the heir male. 

But this unfortunate man, the near defeendant of kings and princes, 
had a link in the chain of his defeent to trace through obfeurity and 
poverty. Yet what has poverty to do with the rights which are an¬ 
nexed to blood ? if honours are to fluduate with property, w T o be to 
the permanence of any family in a country like this! How mean, how 
ignorant is the prejudice againft the truth; or the claims of a defeent 
which is involved in poverty!

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Richard Stafford, the younger foil of Henry lord Stafford, died 
very poor. He married Mary, daughter of John Corbet, of Lee, in 
Shropfhire, by Anne his wife (widow of Sir William Brercton, of 
Brereton, in Chclhirc), and daughter of Sir William Boothe, of Dun¬ 
ham Maffey. Which Mary furvived her hufband, and fued for her 
jointure, at Ellington, in Glouccftcrlhire, and loft it. She died at 
Conglcton, in Chcfliire; and was buried at Brereton, about 1632. 
Her daughter, Jane Stafford, was born about 1581; and w'as married 
to a joiner at Newport, by Shcffnal, in Shropfhire; was living his wi¬ 
dow in 1637, and had a ion, then a cobbler or fhocmaker, in Newport. 
The granddaughter of Henry lord Stafford, the great granddaughter of 
the mighty Edward duke of Buckingham, the wife of a joiner, and 
her fon a cobbler! crcditc Romani! 

Her father’s mother, Urfuia, was daughter (as before laid) of Sir 
Richard Pole, by Margaret, daughter and heir of George duke of Cla¬ 
rence, brother to king Edward IV. but Richard Stafford, her father, 
had alfo a fon, the beforementioned Roger. Which 

Roger was bom at Malpas, in Chclhire, about 1572. This unfor¬ 
tunate man, in his youth, went by the name of Fludd, or Floyde; for 
what reafon, has not yet been explained : perhaps, with the indignant 
pride, that the very name of Stafford fliould not be aflociated with the 
obfeurity of fucli a lot! However, one Floyde, a fervant of Mr. George 
Corbett, of Cowlefmore, near Lee, in Shropfhire, his mother’s brother, 
is recorded, in the M.S. already cited. And it is not improbable, that 
this was fome faithful fervant, under whofe roof he might have been 
reared, or found a Ihclter from misfortunes, when all his great alli¬ 
ances, with a cowardly and deteftable felfilhncfs, might have forfikcn 
him; and that he might have preferred the generous, though humble 
name of Floyde, to one that had brought to him nothing but a keener 
memorial of his n^fortunes. 

At the age of fxty-five, he became, by the early death of Henry lord 
Stafford (the great grandfon of his fathers elder brother), in 1637, heir 
' male 
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male of the family; a circumdancc which was to fubjeft him to new 
mortifications. 

The ad id of Edward VI. redo red his grandfather in blood; gave 
to him and the heirs males of his body, the rank of a baron; and en¬ 
abled him, and his fucccllbrs, to make jointures, or grant a life eftate 
to younger children; or difpole by will, for advancing children, or 
paying of debts, to the amount of two thirds of the parcels of the 
fmall lands redored by Henry VIII. Yet Dugdale docs not fpecify 
whether the entail is on the heir male or heir general, except of a fmall 
part. But the entail of the peerage depended upon the ad of Ed¬ 
ward VI. and that is mod exprefs and dccilivc upon the heir male. 

Roger Stafford therefore, in 1637, became, beyond all doubt, lord 
Stafford; and accordingly petitioned the king and the lords. In tiie 
difeuflion of this cafe, it appeared, that Henry lord Stafford fat in par¬ 
liament the whole of Edward VI.’s reign, as the younger baron. 

It is dated by Dugdale, that in the reign of queen Mary, he and 
lord Clinton had a difpute about precedence; and for bis mcannefs in 
defeending to this difpute, after having lod the dukedom of Bucking¬ 
ham, is founded lord Orford’s ccnfurc of him. But Dugdale has mif- 
taken the fad. In the parliament, 4th and 5th Philip and Mary, he 
and lord Clinton joined in petitioning, “ to be redored to the rooms, 
“ pre-eminences, and places of their anceftors.” k The matter was re¬ 
ferred to the lords Arundel, Shrewsbury, and Darcy of Chich ; who 
found, “ That the barons of Stadbrd were placed next under the lords 
Talbot; and the lords Clinton, next above the lords Audley. 
Whereupon the laid lords Clinton and Stafford were, by all the 
0 lords then fitting in parliament, redored and admitted to the places of 
u their anceftors.” And this place all the lords Stafford enjoyed, down

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t Edward lord Clinton was but five years old when his falher died j and when he took his

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It appears, /ben he hat! ho of pardon, he com pole d himfelf 
to lufter with a firm and uudifturbcd mind , peel 

well, the night before his execution, and died without any fhew of fear 
or difordcr; denying all that the witnefles iiad fworn again ft him, and 
protefting, with his left breath, his innocence of the crimes for which 
he ftood condemned. 

By the baroneis his wife, he had three fons and fix daughters.* The 
fons were, viz. Henry, John, and Francis; of which, the latter was 
groom of the bedchamber to James II. at the time of his abdication; 
and following him into France, died at Paris in 1(192, leaving iiiue by 
Eleanor, daughter to Henry Stanford, of New-Inn, in the county of 
Stafford, a fon, Henry; whole wife was daughter to Bartholomew 
Berkeley, of Spetchly, in com. Worcefter, cfquirc, and died S. P. 

Henry fuccccdcd his father. King James prevailed with the houfe 
of lords to reverie the attainder; but the commons would not agree to 
it. In 1685, the ad for rcvcrfing the attainder of William late vifeount 
Stafford, palled the houfe of peers; in the preamble to w'hich it is af- 
ferted, that the faid William died innocent; that the teftimony on 
which he was comided was falfc; and that by the records of the 
king’s bench, it appeared that one of the witnefles was convidcd of 
perjury. 1

Id, Becaufe the aflertion in the bill, of its being now manifeft, that the vifeount Stafford 
died innocent; anti that the teftimony ou which he was conviftcd was lalfej which are the foie 
grounds and rcatbns given to fupport the bill, are deflitute of all proof, warrant, or teflimony of 
witnefs, or matter of record, bdioc us. 

2 dly, That the recoid of the king’s bench, read at the committee, concerning the convi&ion, 
laft term, of one of the witnefles for perjury in collateral points of proof, of no affinity to the 
lord Stafford’s trial, and given feveral years before, it is conceived can be no ground to invalidate 
the teftimony upon v/hich the faid vifeount was convifted, which could never, legally, be by 
one witnefs; and was, in fad, by the judgment of his peers, on the evidence of at lead 
three. 

3 dly, 
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This Henry vifcount Stafford, in confideration of his father’s fuffer- 
ings, and his noble defcent, was created, by Janies II. earl of Stafford, 
by letters patent, dated the 5th of October, 1688; with remainder, 
for want of iffue male, to his brothers, John and Francis, and their 
iffue male rcfpedively. And by the fame patent, the faid Mary, their 
mother, was made countefs of Stafford for life; and their filters al¬ 
lowed the rank of daughters of an carl of England, and to ufe the 
furnamc of Stafford. Of the faid lifters, Urfula and Mary were nuns, 
as was alfo Alathca, the cldeft; butlfabella, the fccond daughter, mar¬ 
ried John Faulct, marquis of VVinton; Anaftafia, the filth daughter, 
wedded George Holman, of Wark worth, in com. Northampt. efquire; 
and Helena, the youngelt daughter, died young. 

Upon the abdication of king James II. this Henry carl of Stafford 
retired into France, where be married, the 3d of April, 1694, Claude 
Charlotte, cldclt daughter of Philibert count dc Gramont, and Eliza¬ 
beth Hamilton, his wife (daughter of Sir George Hamilton, knight, 
and Frances his wife, afterwards created countefs of Bantry, in Ire¬ 
land), by whom he had no iffue; and dying in April, 1719, was fuc- 
cccded by his nephew, William Stafford Howard, fon of John, his 
brother, before named. Which John married, iirft, Mary, daughter 
of Sir John .-outheott, of Merttham, in com. Surr. knight, by whom 
he had two ('■ us, William and John-Paul; alfo three daughters; viz. 
Mary, married to Francis Plowden, of Plowden, in Shroplhirc, efquire, 
whole daughter and heir, Mary, in 1733, married Sir George Jerning- 
hum, baronet, and was mother of the prelent Sir William Jerning- 
ham, baronet, and of Edward Jcrningham, the poet, &e.; Xuvaria 
and Louifa, w r rre nuns: he married, fecondlv, Terefa, daughter of 
Robert Strickland, efquire, and had iffue a fon, Edward, and a daugh¬ 
ter, Harriet. 

3dly, It is conceived, the faid judgment in the king’s bench (and the whole proceedings) was 
unprecedented, illegal, and unwarrantable; highly derogatory to the honour, judicature, and 
authority of this court, who have power to (pieliion, and pnnifli pcjurics of witucd’rs before 
them j and ought not to be inipofod upon by the judgments of inferior courts, or their attainder 
of a peer invalidated by implication, kc. &c. 


William, 
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William, next carl of Stafford, married his coufm, Anne, daughter 
to Cicorge Holman, efquire, by the lady Anaftafia, his wife, before- 
mentioned, by whom he had iffue an only fon, William-Mathias, and 
three daughters; viz. Mary, who married the count de Chabot, of the 
houfe of Rohan, in France; and the ladies, Anaftafia, who died at 
Paris, 27th April, 1807, aged 85, and Anne, both nuns at Paris. And 
dying in France, in January, 1733-4, was fucceeded by 
William-Mathias, his only fon and heir; who, in July, 1743, 
married Henrietta, daughter of Richard Cantillon, efquire; and dying 
S. P. in February, 1750-1, was fucceeded by his uncle, 

John-Paul, who, by Elizabeth his wife, daughter of - - - - Ewen, 
of Somerfetlhirc, efquire, had no iffue; and dcccafing in 1762, S. P. 
the vifeounty and earldom of Stafford ended with him, for w*ant of 
heirs male; but the barony of Stafford, is afferted to be vefted in the 
heirs general in the female line, as the annexed Table more particularly 
fets forth.

STAFFORD OF HOOKE AND SimWIKE.

The fir ft of this line mentioned, is Sir John Stafford, knight, 
foil of William Stafford, of Bromfliull, in com. Staff, defeended 
from Hervcy Bagot, by Miiicent his wife, lifter and heir to Robert dc 
Stafford, as before fliewn.* Which 

Sir John Stafford hav ing married Margaret, daughter to Ralph lord 
Stafford, left iffue, 

Humphrey, his fbn and heir; who, temp. Edward III. ferved re¬ 
peatedly in the wars of France, during the glorious reign of that illuf- 
trious monarch ; and was fuccecded by another 

Humphrey, his Ion and heir, called Humphrey Stafford with the 
filver hand; wdio married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of 
Dynham, widow of Sir John Maltravers, of Hooke, in com. Dorf. 1 * 
and dying the ift of Henry V. left iffue fcveral fons; whereof John, 
the fccond, was born at Hooke, educated at Oxford, was afterwards 
biftiop of Bath and Wells, and at length archbifhop of Canterbury: 
but 

Humphrey, the eldeft, was fuccelfor to his father; and in the 8th 
of Henry IV. having married Elizabeth, the daughter, and afterwards 
foie heir, of Sir John Maltravers, of Hooke, knight, doing his fealty, 
had livery of the lands of her inheritance, whereof the manor of Hooke 
was the chief. And dying the 20th of Henry VI. left Humphrey, his 
grandfon and heir; viz. fon of Sir John Stafford, knight, his eldeft

fon, who died in his lifetime, by Anne, daughter of William lord Bo* 
treaux, his wife. Which 

Humphrey, the 30th of Henry VI. being then a knight, was 
llain by the rebels under Jack Cade, at Sevenoak, in Kent, leaving 
another 

Humphrey, his fon and heir; who, the ill of Edward IV. had a 
grant from the king of the ftewardfhip of the dutchy of Cornwall for 
life; but died the ill of Augult the fame year without iffuc, leaving 
Humphrey Stafford, of Suthwike, his next heir; viz. fon of William, 
brother to John, grandfather of him the faid deceafed. 


STAFFORD OF SUTHWIKE .° 

Which Humphrey, the 3d of Edward IV. was fummoned to 
parliament among the barons of the realm; and the 4th of Edward IV. 
(24th April), was created lord Stafford of Suthwike; and, moreover, 
the 7th of May, the Qth of Edward IV. was created earl of Devon- 
lliire. But this honour he enjoyed only for a few months; for, as 
he obtained it on the attainder and downfal of his prcdccclfor (Court¬ 
ney), fo he loll it with ignominy and difgrace; for, the pth of Ed¬ 
ward IV. deferting, with his forces, the carl of Pembroke at Banbury 
(who was routed, and taken prifoner by the Northern rebels), the 
king being difpleafed thereat, caufcd him to be apprehended, and 
afterwards beheaded at Bridgewater, 17th Augufl, the fame year. 
He married I label, daughter and heir of Sir John Barre, knight, by 
Idonca his wife, daughter and heir to John Hotoft, cfquirc; but had 
no ilfue. Whereupon divers manors in the county of Dorlet, by a 
feoffment made to John Stafford, archbilhop of Canterbury, Sir Wil¬ 
liam Bonvill, and others, by Sir Humphrey Stafford with the Silver

Hand (which feoffers palled them to Catherine, late wife of William 
Stafford, efquire, to hold for life, with remainder to Sir Humphrey, 
fon of the faid William, and his lawful heirs; and in default 
of fuch iffue, to the right heirs of Sir Humphrey with the Sil¬ 
ver Hand), dcfcended to Elizabeth, wife of Sir John Colfhill, co. 
Devon; Sir Robert, ion and heir of Anne Willoughby; and Eleanor 
Strangeways, as coufins and heirs to Sir Humphrey Stafford with the 
Silver Hand; viz. the faid Elizabeth and Eleanor being daughters and 
heirs to Alice, filler to William, father of the faid Humphrey carl of 
Devon, and Robert Willoughby, fon and heir of Anne, the other 
daughter and heir of the faid Alice. 

Sir John Colfhill dying S P. the ifl of Richard I. the eftate was 
divided between the Strangeways and Willoughbys. 

From the Willoughbys their fharc came to the Paulets and the 
Blounts, and at length totally to the Paulets; who thereby came to 
poflefs the capital manor of Hooke, &c. in com. Dorf.

The original furname of this family was Attdley, which was 
afterwards c hanged to Stanley ; by rcafon that William dc Audley 
received from his coufin Adam, the manor of Stanleigh, alias Stanley, 
in StatFordlliire, in exchange for the manor of Talk. Wherefore the 
defemdunts of the faid William continued to afl'umc the furname of 
Stanley. Of which, after divers defeents, was 

Sir William Stanley, knight, who was created a baron of the 
realm, by writ of fummons to parliament, the 34th of Henry VI. In 
which rank lie continued, until, for his very meritorious fervices at 
the battle of 1 ofworth, he was, by king Henry VII. railed to the dig¬ 
nity of earl of Derby; whereby his barony of Stanley became merged 
in the fuperior title of the earldom, and o defeended to Ferdiriando 
fifth carl of Derby: but he dying without iffue male, the faid barony 
being one in lee, is coniidercd, at his deceafc, to have veiled in abey¬ 
ance among his three daughters and coheirs; viz. Anne, married, firft, 
to Grey lord Chandos; and, fccondly, to Mcrvin carl of Caftlehaven; 
Frances, married to John earl of Bridgewater; and Elizabeth, to Henry 
Haftings, earl of Huntingdon.

It is faid, that at a jufts held in the Peak of Dcrbyfliire, at Caftle 
Peverel, among divers perfons ol note who were there prefent, were 
two fons of the duke of Brctaigne; and that the younger of them being 
named Guy, was called Guy le Strange, from whom the feveral 
families of the Stranges are dcfccndcd. 

This being taken for truth, it is prefumed, that Guy, Hamon, and 
John, who polfelfcd lands in com. Salop, temp. Ilenry II. were fons of 
the laid Guy le Strange. Of tbefe 

Guy, the eldeft, above named, had a grant from Henry II. of the 
manors of Wefton and Alvithcie, in com. Salop to hold by the fer- 
vice of one knights fee; and the 6th of Henry II. was Iheriff of 
Shropfliire, and fo continued for feveral years. He died before the ill 
of John, leaving a fon, Ralph, and three daughters. Which 

Ralph died iffuelefs, whereby his three fillers became his heirs; 
viz. Margaret, wife of Thomas Noel; Joanc, of Richard de Wapcn- 
bury; and-of Griffin, fon of Jerword. Which Margaret after¬ 

wards became the wife of Thomas de Blancminfler. 

Of Hamon, the next brother of the aforefaid Guy, it only appears, 
that he gave his whole part of the common woods in Wombruggc, in 
.com. Salop, to the canons of that houfc, and die ! S. P. 

John, the third brother, the I ith of John, pofTeired the lordfhips of 
Ncffe and Chefewardine, in com. Salop, which he had by ihe gift of 
Henry II.; and the ibth of John waslheritf of the Counties of Salop, 
and Staff. The jd of Henry III. he had the king’s precept to the 
Iheriff of Shropfliire, for aid to rebuild part of his callle of Knoekyn, 
and to repair the reft. Shortly after when, he died, and was fucceeded 
by

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John, his {on and heir, who was a perfon of great note in his time, 
and died the 53d of Henry III. leaving by Amice his wife, Robert, a 
younger fon,* and John, his fon and heir; who doing his homage, *vid.Strang« 
had livery of his lands. Which of Blackmere, 

John, the 44th of Henry III. (his father then living), was gover¬ 
nor of the caftlc of Montgomery ; but afterwards adhered to the rebel 
barons againft that king, and was in great eftcem with them. This 
John married Joane, one of the daughters and coheirs of Roger dc 
Somcri, baron of Dudley, and died the 4th of Edward I. Whereupon 
his lands in com. Northampt. Salop. Norf. Lcic. and Glouc. were 
feized into the king’s hands: but in the 6th of Edward I. 

John, his fon and heir, paying his relief, had livery of them. The 
33d of Edward I. he was made a knight, by bathing, and other facred 
ceremonies; and having had fummons to parliament, from the 28th 
oi Edward I. died the 3d of Edward II. leaving by Maud his wife, 
daughter and heir to Roger D’Eivillc, Eubolo, his fecond fon (of whom 
hereafter); Hamon, his third fon, who became enfeoffed of the manor 
of Hunftanton, in Norfolk, by his brother John; and 

John, his eldeft fon and fucceffor, twenty-feven years old; who 
thereupon doing his homage, had livery of his lands, faving the dowric 
of Maud, his mother, then iurviving. But he outlived his father only 
a fhort time, dying the next year; viz. the 4th of Edward II. and 
leaving Ifolda his wife Iurviving, and 

John, his fon and heir, who was then in minority; but the 14th 
of Edward II. making proof of his age, had livery of his lands; but 
died foon after, the 17th ol Edward II. without iffuc; leaving Maud 
his wife furviving, and 

Roger, his brother and heir; w'ho married Joane, one of the 
daughters and coheirs of Oliver de Ingham, and died the 23d of Ed¬ 
ward III. 1 ’ having had fummons to parliament, the 16th, 22d, and 23d 
of that reign. To whom fucceeded

Roger, 
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Roger, his Ton and heir, then twenty-two years old; who there¬ 
upon had livery of his lands, and was afterwards in the wars of France. 
He had fummons to parliament, from the 29th of Edward III. to the 
the 6th of Richard II. inclufivc, and died the fame year; John, his 
fon and heir, being thirty years of age, and Alivu, or Alley nc, his wife, 
daughter of Edmund carl of Arundel, furviving. Which 

John', doing his homage, had livery of his lands, and married 
Maud, the daughter, and at length coheir of Sir John de Mohun, of 
Dunftcr, knight; w ho was fitter to Philippa duchefs of York, and 
* Vi J. Molmn. Elizabeth countcfs of Salitbury. r * By whom he had itfue 

Rich a an, his ton and heir; who, the 5th of Henry IV. making 
proof of his age, had livery of his lands, Maud his mother being then 
dcceafed. He fee ms to have enjoyed his honours longer than moft of 
his prcdccctfors; for he had fummons to parliament, from the 5th of 
Henry IV. to the 27th of Henry VI. inclufivc. 

This Richard was twice married; viz. firtt, to Conftance, daughter 
of - - - - - who, by her will, dated 8th March, 17th Henry VI. left 
100 Ihillings, for 200 matfes to be celebrated for her foul; and, fe- 
condly, Elizabeth, daughter of Reginald lord Cobham, of Sterborough; 
which Elizabeth, at his deccafe, the 27th of Henry VI. he left fur¬ 
viving, and 

Joiix, his fon and heir, then only five years old ; who, the 2d of 
Edward IV. obtained a fpecial livery of all the cattles, manors, and 
lands, whereof bis father, Richard lord Strange, and (he, the laid Eli¬ 
zabeth, his mother, died feifod. But all that is worthy of this John 
is, that he had fummons to parliament, from the 6th to the 12th of 
Edward IV. and that having man led Jaquet, one of the daughters of 
Richard Widville, earl Rivers, and filler to Elizabeth, wife of king 
Edward IV. he died the 15th of October, 17th Edward IV. leaving 
ilfue one foie daughter and heir, 

Jo am-:, alter wards married to George, fon and heir to Thomas

earl of Derby; whereby, on his accefiion to the laid earldom, the 
barony merged itfelf therein, and did fo remain, until by the dcceafe 
of Ferdinando, fifth earl of Derby, the fame, according to the courfe 
of law and inheritance of fuch like baronies in fee, became veiled in 
abeyance between his three daughters and coheirs, Anne, Frances, and 
Elizabeth; married to Grey lord Chandos, John carl of Bridgewater, 
and Henry earl of Huntingdon.

To whom fucceeded 

John, his fon and heir; called John le Strange of Blackmerc, by 
reafon his manor houfe of Whitchurch, Rood adjacent to a large mere, 
which was fo denominated, from the dark colour of its water. This 
John deccafcd the nth of Edward 1 . being then only about twenty- 
three years of age, and left 

Fulk, his brother, his next heir, twenty-two years old; who, doing 
his homage, had livery of his lands, and was afterwards in the wars of 
Scotland and France, where, the 16th of Edward II. he was conRi- 
tuted fenefchal of the dutchy of Aquitaine. Moreover, he had fum- 
mons to parliament, from the ad to the 17th of Edward II. inclufive;

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n which year he died/ being then feifed of the third part of the ma¬ 
nor of Thornh .gh, in com. Notts, in right of Alianore his wife, 
daughter and coheir to John GifFard, of Brimsfield, and was fuccceded 

John, his fon and heir; who, the lft of Edward III. making proof 
of his age, and doing his homage, had livery of his lands. He married 
Ankaret, daughter to William Boteler, of Wcmme, and one of the 
lifters and coheirs to Edward Boteler, and died the 23d of Edward III. 
having had fummons to parliament, from the 4th to the 33d of Ed¬ 
ward III. inclufive. 

Folk, fon and heir of the aforcfiid John, at his father’s deceafc 
was only nineteen years old; and died in his minority, leaving Eliza¬ 
beth 5 his wife, furviving (who remarried, firft, John lord Ferrers, ot 
Chartley; and next, Reginald lord Cobham), and 

John, his brother and heir; who, the 28th of Edward III. making 
proof of his age, and doing his homage, had livery of his lands. And 
having married Mary, daughter of Richard carl of Arundel, died the 
12th of May, 35th Edward 111 . He had only fummons to parliament, 
the 34th of Edward III. and left 

John, his fon and heir, only fix years old, whofe wardftiip was 
granted to the laid Richard carl of Arundel; but he deceafed before 
he arrived to the age of twenty-one years, viz. the 49th of Edward III, 
leaving, by Ifabcl' his wife, daughter of Thomas Beauchamp, earl of 
Warwick, an only daughter, 

Elizabeth, who afterwards became the wife of Thomas Mowbray,

carl of Nottingham, and died the 7th Richard II. without iffue, 
whereby 

Ankaret, her aunt, then twenty-two years of age, and wife of Sir 
Richard Talbot, knight, became her heir; which Sir Richard had 
fummons' to parliament as lord Strange of Blakemere, the 7th, 8th, 
9th, 10th, and nth Richard II. After when, the barony lay merged 
in the earldom of Shrewfbury; and has defeended fimilarly with the 
barony of Talbot. (Vid. Talbot.) 

In the Lifts of Summons to Parliament, of the 44th, 46th, and 
47th Edward III. the name of Roger le Straunge , of Blakemere, 
appears; but Dugdale makes no mention of this Roger in his Ba¬ 
ronage. 


EUBOLO LE STRANGE. 

This Eubolo was another of the junior branches of the houfc of 
Knokyn; being a younger fon of the fourth John le Strange, by Maud 
his wife, daughter and heir of Roger D’Eivill. In the 19th Edward II. 
he received the honour of knighthood by bathing, &c. having robes 
allowed him out of the king’s wardrobe as a banneret. He married 
Alice, the daughter, and at length heir to Henry de Lacy, earl of Lin¬ 
coln (widow of Thomas earl of Lancafter), in whole right the title of 
earl of Lincoln has been attributed to him; but he appears only to 
have had fummons to parliament as a baron, from the 20th of Ed¬ 
ward II. to the 9th of Edward III. inclulive; in which year he died 
S.P.

Hamon, the 51ft Henry III. for his attachment to that king in the 
time of his contention with his rebel barons, had beftowed on him the 
manors of Ellefmerc and Stretton; which manor of Ellefmerc he gave 
to his brother Roger when he went to the Holy Land, and died with¬ 
out iffuc. This 

Roger, for his loyalty to Henry III. had alfo a grant of divers 
lands, and was feveral times fhcriff of Yorkfhirc; and was a man of 
great eminence and confluence in his time. He married Maud, 
Widow of Roger de Moubray, and one of the daughters and coheirs 
t Vid. Beau- of William Beauchamp, of Bedford,-)* by whom he had 
BedfiJdf Roger lord Strange of Ellefmere, who flew Leoline, laft prince of 
V «U. Wales, and cut off his head; and became a perfon of much eminence, 
bearing great rule in Wales, at Buleth Caftlc. 

The name of Roger le Strange, of Ellefmerc, is mentioned in the 
Lifts of Summons to Parliament, the 23d, 24th, and 25th Edward I. 
and alfo among thofe barons and great men, who, the 29th Edward I. 
fubferibed that letter to the pope, afferting the independence of the 
king of England; and that he was to anfwer no tribunal under Hea¬ 
ven for the right of the crown! which, with the help of God, they 
would maintain and defend againft all men. •

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TALBOT, AND TALBOT OF CASTLE 

GODERICH. 

As the male line of this noble and ancient family of Talbot is yet 
remaining, and flourilhing in the high rank of the premier earl of this 
kingdom, it is irrelevant to the fubjedl of this work, to dilate upon 
their origin, defeendants, meritorious fcrvices, or diftinguilhcd actions; 
we ftiall therefore confine the narration folely to the defeent of the 
barony of Talbot, which was created by writ of fummons to parlia¬ 
ment, the 4th of Edward III. in the perfon of 

Gilbert Talbot,* whofe fon and heir, refiding at Goderich 
Caftle, in the county of Hereford, had alfo fummons to parliament by 
writ, directed “ Ricardo Talbot de Caftro Goderici,” from the 4th to 
the 29th of Edward III. and died the 30th of the fame reign, leaving 
Gilbert, his fon and heir; who, having had fummons to parlia¬ 
ment, from the 36th of Edward III. to the 10th of Richard IT. in- 
clufivc, died the fame year; being fucceeded by his fon and heir 
Richard ; who, having married Ankaret, the filler of John le 
Strange, of Blackmere,* and aunt and heir of Elizabeth, daughter and 
heir of the faid John, the 7th of Richard II. (his father then living), 
doing his homage, had livery of her inheritance, and alfo fummons to 
parliament in that year, and from thence to the 1 ith of Richard II. 
inclufive, by the denomination of Talbot of Blackmere; and after 
that, by the defeription of Richard Talbot, of Caftle Goderich, to the 
17th of Richard II. fliortly after when he deceafed; viz. the 20th of

Richard II. leaving, among other iflue, Gilbert, his fon and heir, and 
John, his fecond fon (of whom hereafter). Which 

Gilbert, the ift of Henry V. on the death of Ankaret, his mo¬ 
ther, doing his homage, had livery of her lands; and as fon and heir 
to Richard Talbot, coufin and heir to John de Haftings, fometime 
earl of Pembroke, claimed to bear the golden fpurs at the coronation 
of the faid king. This Gilbert had iflue an only daughter and heir, 
Ankaret, who died young; wherefore John Talbot, his next brother, 
became his heir, and heir alfo to the faid Ankaret, his niece. Which 
John having married Maude, eldcfl: of the two daughters and co¬ 
heirs of Thomas Nevill, lord Furnival,* by Joane his wife, daughter 
and heir of William lord Furnival, was lirft fummoned to parliament, 
the 11 th of Henry VI. as lord Furnival of Hallom-Shire, that, with 
the caftle of Sheffield, being part of her inheritance. 

This is the famous Sir John Talbot, who afterwards, by king 
Henry VI. anno the 20th of his reign, was, by letters patent, created 
earl of Shrewfbury, w'ith limitation of that honour to his iflue male. 
From which time the barony of Talbot (and the other baronies in fee 
which had defeended to this illuftrious family), became merged in the 
earldom, and did fo remain, until, by the deceafe of Gilbert Talbot, 
the feventh earl of Shrewfbury, without iflue male furviving, the earl¬ 
dom defeended to Edward his brother; and the faid baronies (having 
their origin by writ of fummons to parliament), arc prefumed to have 
of right devolved upon his three daughters and coheirs; viz. Mary, 
wife of William earl of Pembroke; Elizabeth, of Henry carl of Kent; 
and Alctheia, of Thomas carl of Arundd But of thefe daughters, 
Mary and Elizabeth left no iflue, fo that Alctheia became at length 
the foie heir. In the divifiori of the inheritance, flie brought to her 
hufband, the earl of Arundel, the manor of Workfop, in com. Notts, 
the lord whereof, on the coronation day, claims to find the king a right- 
hand glove, and to fupport his right arm while he holds the feeptre. 
By the heirels of the carls of Arundel, this manor was brought in mar¬ 
riage to the houfe of Howard duke of Norfolk.^

In the time of king John, Walter de Tibetot adhering to the 
king’s enemies, had his lands in the county of Leiceftcr leized, and 
given to the earl of Ferrers, of whom they were held. 

The next mentioned of this name, is Henry de Tibetot, who, 
the ill of Henry III. being in arms for the king, had a grant of the 
forfeited lands of Adam de Painel, in the counties of York and Lin¬ 
coln j and dying the 34th of Henry III. was iuccceded by 

Robert, his Ion and heir, who then doing his homage, had livery 
of his lands; and the 50th of Henry III. was made governor of Por- 
chcfter caftle. He attended prince Edward to the Holy Land; by 
whom (after he became king), he was holdcn in great eftimation, and 
was intrufted with many high and important offices. His wife was Eve, 
daughter of Pain de Chaworth ; and his iflue, Pain, his foil and heir; 
as alio two daughters; viz. Hawife, who married John, fon of Robert 
Fitz-Roger (a great baron in Northumberland); and Eve, who mar¬ 
ried Robert, fon of Robert de Tatffial. Dying the 26th of Edward I. 
his Ion 

Pain de Tibetot was his fucceflor, who was constituted warden 
of the fbrefts beyond Trent, and governor of Northampton caftle ; and 
having had fummons to parliament, among the barons of the realm,' 
from the lft to the 7th of Edward II. inclufivc ; loft his life in that 
fatal battle of Strivelin, the lame year: being then feiled of the manor 
of Wighton, in com. Ebor.; Everfton and Langar, in corn. Notts.; 
Nettleftede, in Suffolk ; Bardefton and Thorpe-Edmcr, in com. Leic.; 
Strathall, in Effex; and Borewell and Hardlefton, in com. Cantab. ; 
leaving John, his fon and heir, and Agnes his wife, daughter of Wil¬ 
liam de Ros, of Hamlake, furviving. Wbich.

John, the 8th of Edward III. making proof of his age, and doing 
his homage, had livery of his lands; and was afterwards in the wars 
of France and Scotland, and was governor of Berwick. He married 
Margaret, youngell of the fillers and coheirs of Giles lord Badlefmere; 
by whom (in the divifion of that great inheritance), he confidcrably 
incrcafed his eftate; and having had fummons to parliament, from 
the 9th to the 39th of Edward III. inclufive, died the 41ft of Ed¬ 
ward III. leaving Robert, his fon and heir, twenty-fix years old (John, 
his eldcll fon, having died in his lifetime). Which 

Robert furvived him not long; for, having had fummons to par¬ 
liament, the 43d and 44th of Edward III. he deccafed the 46J1 of 
Edward III. leaving Maud his w'ife, daughter of William Deincourt, 
furviving, and three daughters, his coheirs; viz. Margaret, Miliccnt, 
and Elizabeth, who were then in minority, and given in ward to Ri¬ 
chard lc Scrope, of Bolton; who difpofed of Margaret, the eldelt of 
them, to Roger le Scrope, his eldell fon, in marriage; Milicent, to 
Stephen, his third fon; and Elizabeth, to Philip le Defpenfer, the 
younger. Which daughters, the 9th of Richard II. making proof of 
their refpe&ivc ages, had livery of their lands; in the partition where¬ 
of, the capital manor of Langar, in com. Notts, went to the 
Scropcs, and from Emanuel lord Scrope, of Bolton, and earl of Sun¬ 
derland, by one of his natural daughters, in marriage to the Howe 
family; and the manor of Nettleftede, to the Defpenfers: from whofc 
only daughter and heir, Margery, married, firft, to the lord Ros, and 
after, to Sir Roger Wentworth, the lame W’as brought into the latter 
family, who afterwards had fummons to parliament, by the title or

TIBETOT AND EARL OF WORCESTER.

The male iflue of the chief line of this family having thus failed, 
the principal branch which continued, was in the perfon of Sir John 
Tibetot, fon and heir to Sir Pain Tibetot (a younger brother to the 
laft Robert), by Agnes his wife, filler to Sir John Wrothc, knight. 
Which 

ySir John was in fo much eftimation with king Henry IV. that 
he obtained many favours from him ; being conftituted chief butler of 
England, treafurer of the king’s houfehold, lcncfchal of Aquitaine, 
ambaflador to the king of the Romans, prefident of the king’s ex¬ 
chequer in Normandy, and treafurer of that dutchy, chief Reward of 
the king’s caftles and lordfhips throughout Wales; and, moreover, 
had fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm, from the 
4th to the 20th of Henry VI. inclufive, and died the 2 ill of Henry VI. 
leaving, by Joicc his wife, filler and coheir of Edward Charlton, lord 
Powys,* by whom he obtained a very confidcrablc inheritance, 

John, his fon and heir, fixteen years of age; who afterwards, viz. 
the 16th of July, 2/th of Henry VI. was created carl of Worceller, 
and the 36th of Henry VI. was conllitutcd lord deputy of Ireland. 
Upon the advancement of the houfc of York to the throne, in the 
perfon of Edward IV. he loft none of his former reputation at court 
(where, being a man of excellent accomplilhments, he had been in no 
fmall favour with Henry VI.) and was made firll jufticc of North 
Wales, and foon after conftable of the Tower of London, and lord 
treafurer of the exchequer, and a knight of the garter. He was a man 
of learning, and wrote divers tratfts; whereof Bale makes mention.

crown, the 7th of Henry IV. “ Nomine totius coramunitatis.”

He was alio a good lawyer, and a foldier; and altogether was a great 
ftatefman.* He had many different employments; and, among the 
reft, was chancellor of England, though at the fame time, made choice 
of to fervc the king in the wars. He was alfo conftable of England. 
Wherefore, the great power and favour he enjoyed, was fufficicnt of 
itfelf to raife him many enemies; but what contributed the moft to 
his ruin was, that the king caufed him, at Southampton, to fit in 
judgment upon fevcral perfons taken in an encounter on board fomc 
fhips at fea; he adjudged them to be drawn, hanged, and beheaded; 
twenty of whom underwent the fcntence. 

Thcfe being of the Lancaftrian intcreft, that party did not fail to 
remember him in due time: when the fcenc changing, through the. 
power of the famous king-maker, Nevil earl of Warwick, he was 
forced (the king being fled, and Henry VI, reftored), to fliift for him- 
felf; and his cafe was fo much the worfe, in that he had the envy of 
many of the Yorkifts, and fo had fcarcely any place of retreat, as ma- 
nifeftly appears from his hiftory; for he was at laft found on the top 
of an high tree, in the foreft of Waybridge, in Huntingdonfliire; and 
being thence brought to London, was adjudged to fuffer death ; and 
thereupon was beheaded on Tower Hill, and was buried at Black 
Friers, in that city, Toth Edward IV. 

This unfortunate earl was twice married: a iirft, to Elizabeth, daugh¬ 
ter of Robert Greyndour, and by her had a fon, John, who died the 
day he was born, on which his mother died alfo; his fecond wife was 
Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas, and After to Sir Walter Hopton, 
knight (widow of Sir Roger Corbet, of Morton Corbet, in com. Salop, 
knight), by whom he had a fon, Edward. Which

This dynafty commenced in the perfon of Theobald de Butler, 
who having married Rohefe, the daughter and heir of Nicholas de 
Verdon,* he, by reafon (lie was fo great an heirefs, rclinquifhcd his 
own paternal name, and aflbmed that of Verdon ; which was thence¬ 
forth continued to their pofterity. Of whom b 

John de Butler, alias Verdon, on the dcccafe of the faid Ro¬ 
hefe, his mother, anno 1347 (3^ H cnr y IIh) paying 1300 marks to 
the king, had livery of all thofe lands which, by her death, had de- 
feended to him; and the 43d of Henry III. obtained the king’s char¬ 
ter for free warren in all his demefne lands at Newbold, Lutterworth, 
Butlefhy, Cotefbache, and Keftyngton, in com. Lcic. In the great 
contention between king Henry and the confederated barons, under 
Montfort carl of Leicefter, he adhered to the royal fide. And after¬ 
wards, when thofe troubles were at an end, attended prince Edward 
to the Holy Land, the 53th Henry III. 

This John was twice married; firft, to Margaret, daughter to 
Gilbert, and heir to Walter de Lacie, her grandfather; by which 
means the caftle of Webbelcy, in com Heref. was firft brought into 

the family. His fecond wife w'as Alianore, daughter of-whom, 

at his deceafe, the 3 d of Edward I. he left furviving; being then 
fcil'ed of the moiety of the manor of Euryas-Lacy, in com. Heref.; 
and of Ludlow, in com. Salop.; as alfo of the manor of Stoke-Say, in 
that county; and of Lutterworth, Cotcfbach, and Butlefby, in com.

Theobald, his fon and heir, then twenty-fix years of age; who, 
the 3d of Edward I. doing his homage, had livery of thofe lands 
which defeended to him, both from his father and mother, paying 
jf.ico for his relief; at which time he then bore the office of conftable 
of Ireland. The 39th of Edward I. he was one of the barons in the 
parliament at Lincoln, who, by a public inftrument under their feals, 
fent to pope Boniface VIII. afferted the right of king Edward a3 
fuperior lord of the whole realm of Scotland.

Theobald, in his father’s life, had alfo fummons to parliament, 
from the 28th of Edward I. to the 2d of Edward II. inclufivc; and 
after then, from the 3d to the 9th of Edward II. inclufivc; the year 
following of which he died. He was twice married: firft, to Maud, 
daughter to Edmund Mortimer, lord of Wigmore, by whom he had 
iliac three daughters; viz. Joane, who became the w ife of Thomas, 
fon and heir of Thomas lord Furnival; Elizabeth, of Bartholomew do 
Burghcrfli; and Margery, of William le Blount; afterwards of Mar¬ 
cus Huffiec; and, laftly, of John Crophul. His fecond wife was 
Elizabeth, daughter of Gilbert de Clare, carl of Gloucefter (by Jcane 
of Acres, daughter of Edward I. and widow of Richard dc Burgh, c

It has before been obferved, in our firfl volume, that among thofc 
valiant Normans who attended the Conqueror into England, were 
Robert and Yvo de Vefci; on the latter of which he bellowed Alda, 
the daughter and foie heir of William Tyfon, lord of Alnwick, and 
Malton, in Yorklhire, two great baronies; by whom the faid Yvo left 
an only daughter and heir, Beatrice, who married Euflace Fitz-John, 
in whom commenced this dynafly of the Vefci name, 

Eustace Fitz-Johjsj was the nephew and heir of Serlo de Burgh, 
the founder of Knardborough Caflle; and his father was John, fur- 
named Monoculus, by reafon he had but one eye, brother to the faid 
Serlo. This Euflace was a very potent man, and often flyled the 
chief of the Englifh peers, and mofl eminent for his wealth and wif- 
dom: but was at latl unfortunately flain by the Wcifh, the 3d of 
Henry II. being at that time a great and aged perfon. By the faid 
Beatrice, his firfl wife, he had iffuc two fons; William, furnamed de 
Vefci, and Geffcry. And by Agnes, his fecond wife, a fon, called 
Richard Fitz-Euflace, from whom the families of Laci, earls of Lin¬ 
coln, and the barony of Clavering defeended. Which Agnes was 
daughter and heir to William Fitz-Nigel, baron of Halton, and con- 
llable of Chcfler.* To whom fuccceded in the. baronv of Vefci, 
William, his fon and heir before-named; who was fheriff of 
Northumberland a great part of the reign of Henry II. and had a 
principal fhare in the battle near Alnwick, where the Scots were to¬ 
tally defeated. The 12th of Henry II. on the aid for marriage of the 
king’s daughter, he certified his knights fees to be twenty dc veteri 
feoffamento, for which he afterwards accounted £. 17, 13 s .; and for 
yol. 11. 4 D his

his fees de novo feoffamcnto, /.i, 8r. 6 ci. His wife wasBurga, filler of 
Robert de Stutevil, lord of Knarcfborough; by whom lie had two fons, 
Eullacc, his heir, and Warinc, lord of Knapton. But by another wife, 
Agnes,** daughter to William king of Scotland, he had ilfue a fon, 
called William and dying the 31ft of Henry II. 

Eustace, his cldcffc fon, became his fuccelfor, who was then in mi¬ 
nority ; but the 2d of Richard I. accomplifliing his full age, he gave 
2300 marks for livery of his lands, with liberty to marry whom he 
plcafcd. In the reign of king John, the flame breaking out between 
him and his barons, this Euftace was one of the chief of them; and 
one of thofc who invited over the dauphin of France. 

It is related, that king John, who had a model! countenance, was 
a moll libidinous man; exceflively lulling after women, and deriding 
the hufbands of thofe wives whom he had feduccd allray. Among 
thefe his pra&ices, hearing that this Eullace had a very beautiful wife, 
but far diftant from court, and earnellly lludying how to accomplilh 
his delircs, fitting at table one day with her hulband, and feeing a 
ring on his finger, he laid hold on it, and faid, “ That he had fuch 
another Hone, which he refolved to fet in gold in that very form;” and 
having thus got the ring, prefently fent it to her in her hulband’s 
name; conjuring her by that token, if Ihe ever expe&ed to fee him 
alive, to come fpeedily to him. 

Upon fight of the ring, Ihe gave credit to the meflenger, and came 
with all expedition; but it fo happened, that her hulband cafually 
riding out, met her on the road; and being much furprifed to fee 
her, alked what the matter was? and when he undcrllood how 
they were both deluded, refolved to find out a common whore, and

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drcfs her in his lady’s apparel. Which being done accordingly, the 
king foon after bragged himfelf of what had puffed; and faid, “ Eu- 
“ ftacc, thou haft a moft lovely wife, and a pleafant bed-fuilow.” To 
which he anfwcred, “ How did you know it ?” Quoth the king, “ I 
“ have had experience of it.” “ No,” replied Euftace, ** it was not 
“ my wife, but a common whore.” Whereat the king was lb en¬ 
raged, that he threatened to kill him: but Euftace haftily retired, and 
joined the difeontented barons, who were then in great force. He 
was, however, afterwards flain before Barnard caftle. By Margaret his 
wife, daughter of William, and lifter to Alexander king of Scotland, 
lie left 

WrLLiAM, his fon and heir; who married, firft, Ifabcl, daughter 
to William Longefpe, earl of Salisbury (natural fon to Henry II.); 
and, fecondly, Agnes, daughter of William de Ferrers, carl of Derby. 
And dying the 37th of Henry III. left iffue two Tons; viz. John and 
William ; e Whereof 

John, fucceffor to his father William, was under age at that time, 
whole wardlhip was committed to Peter de Savoy. He afterwards 
was one of the chief commanders in the wars of Gafcoigne; but in 
the general confederation of the barons, under Montfort earl of Lci- 
ccftcr, Tided with them againft the king; and was one of thofe barons 
who had fummons to the parliament called by that party, the 49th of 
Henry III. He was, however, made prilbner at Evelham; but after¬ 
wards allowed to compound, under the conditions of the Didtum de 
Kenilworth. He married, firft, Mary, lifter of Hugh dc Lezinian, carl 
of March and Engolefme; and, fecondly, by procurement of queen 
Eleanor, Ifabel de Beaumont, her kinfwoman; but in the 17th of 
Edward I. died S. P. whereby

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William, his brother, became his heir; who was in fuch efteem 
with Euward I that he made him Juftice in Eyre, North of Trent, 
governor of Scarborough caftlc, and lord juftice of Ireland. And, 
moreover, had fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm, 
the 23d of Edward I. His wife was Ifabel, daughter of Adam de Pc- 
riton (widow of Robert dc Welles). But having no lawful iflue 
(John, his fon and heir, who married Clementia, a kinfwoman of 
queen Eleanor, being dead in his lifetime), he enfeoffed Anthony 
Bekc, bifliop of Durham, in the caftlc of Alnwick/ in truft for Wil¬ 
liam his baftard fon, who enjoyed all his other lands; and dying the 
2cth of Edward I. the faid 

William the Baftard, who was called William de Kildare, did 
not long enjoy what was fo given him; being flain in the battle of 
Strivelyn (commonly called Bannockfbournc), the 8th of Edward II. 
He had fummons to parliament, the 6th, 7th, and 8th of Edward II. 
but died without iftuc; whereupon the lands in Yorkfliire, which, for 
want of iflue from him, were to return to the right heirs of William

It feems, that in the famous competition for the crown of Scotland, 
temp.

Scotland, as be- 
forementioned. But a doubt has prevailed among hiftorians, whether

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the faid Margaret, and her fitters (from whom were defended alfo 
feveral others of the pretenders), were bom in holy wedlock, or came 
into the world by unfamttified paflages of generation: for had thefe 
ladies been legitimate, the claims under them, as daughters of king 
William, was certainly better than thofe of Baliol and Bruce; who 
deduced their titles from Margaret and Ifabcl, two daughters of David 
his younger brother. Wherefore the early difmiffion of their claims, 
appears to tticw the fenfe of that age rcfpe<tting their legitimacy; and 
to juftify the Scotch writers, who have affirmed, that many of thefe 
groundlefs pretentions were fpirited up by Edw r ard, merely to draw the 
matter into his ow'n hands.

reign; leaving John, hi* fin and heir, eleven years old, whofc ward- 
fliip was granted to Margaret, widow of William lord Ros, of Ham- 
lake. Which 

John, the 29th of Edward ill. making proof of his age, had livery 
of his lands, his homage being refpited; after when, the 33d Ed¬ 
ward III. he was in the expedition then made into Gafeoigne; and 
having had fummons, the 3ill: and 34th of Edward III. died the next

John, his Ion and heir, ten years old; who, the 47th of Edward III. 
being then a knight, and doing his homage, and having made proof of 
his age, had livery of his inheritance. This John being fent embafla- 
dor into Scotland, had a memorable rencounter with David earl of 
Crawford, upon a folemn challenge; in which adventure carl David 
fate fo ftrong, that notwithftunding the fpcar was broken upon his 
helmet and vifage, he ftirred not; infomuch, that the fpc&ators cried 
out, that contrary to the law of arms he was bound to the faddle. 
Whereupon he difmounted, and got up again, and ran a fecund courfe; 
but in the third, the lord Welles was flung out of his faddle to the 
ground; on which the earl difmounting again, embraced him, that 
the people might underftand he had no animofity; and with great 
courteoufnefs vifited him afterwards till he was well. 

Further of the lord Welles, it only appears that he was eminent for 
his valour, and ferved in the wars of France and Scotland; and, more¬ 
over, had fummons to parliament, from the 49th of Edward III. to 
the 8th of Henry V. inclufive, Ihortly after when he deccafed; viz.

Leo, the 40th of Henry VI. was knighted by the duke of Bedford, 
together with the young king, and divers others at Leiccfter; and the 
6th of Henry VI. making proof of his age, had livery of his lands, his 
homage being refpited. 

He ferved often in the wars of France during that reign; and was 
lieutenant of Ireland for the fpacc of feven years; and had fummons 
to parliament, from the 10th to the 38th of Henry VI. But firmly 
adhering to the Lancatlrian intcreft, he was at length unhappily flaiu 
at the battle of Towton-Field, on Palm-Sun lay, ill Edward IV. and 
was attainted the fame year.

Sir Richard having married Joane, daughter and heir of Robert 
lord Willoughby, of Erefby, had fummons to parliament by that title, 
in his father’s lifetime, the 33d and 38th of Henry VI.; and the 4th 
of Edward IV. through the king’s fpccial favour, obtained a grant of 
all the goods, chattels, and moveables, whereof his father died feifed;

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and the next enfuing year, had reftitution of the manor of Weiics and 
divers other manors in the county of Lincoln, and elfewhere. 

But the 9th of Edward IV. Sir Robert Welles, his fon and heir (a 
gallant foldier), being made by Ncvil earl of Warwick, general of his 
army, raifed in behalf of Henry VI. to effe<ft his reftoration, the king 
(Edward IV.) became fo inccnfed, that he fcnt for this Richard, who 
endeavoured to avoid the journey; but feeing that would not do, he 
went, taking with him Sir Thomas Dymoke, who had married his 
After. Perceiving, however, the king’s wrath, he fled to fan&uary at 
Weftminfter. From whence, on promife of fafety, the king took him, 
and Sir Thomas Dymoke with him, and marched into Lincolnlhire; 
requiring the lord Welles to command his fon to lay down his arms. 
Which having attempted in vain, the king grew fo enraged, that 
(contrary to his promife before given), he caufcd the heads of this 
Richard, and his brother-in-law. Sir Thomas Dymoke, to be forthwith 
cut off. 

In revenge for which cruel ad, Sir Robert Welles, without waiting 
the coming up of Warwick, marched forward, and gave battle to the 
royal army, although fuperior in number; when, after a moft valiant 
fight, and obftinate refiftance, he was defeated (his men, in the end, 
forfaking him, and taken prifoner, and thereupon beheaded); Eliza¬ 
beth his wife, daughter of John lord Berners, furviving; by whom he 
had no iffuc. 

Richard lord Welles and Willoughby, and Sir Robert, his fon and 
heir, having thus terminated their lives by fo melancholy a cataftrophe, 
Joane, daughter of the faid Richard, and After to Sir Robert, became 
the next heir. Which 

Joane was then married to Richard Haftings, efquire (brother to 
William lord Haftings), who had fo much favour from Edward IV. 
that he obtained a fpecial livery of all the caftles, lordfhips, manors, 
and lands whereof her father, Richard lord Welles and Willoughby, 
or Sir Robert Welles, knight, her brother, died feifed; and, more¬ 
over, had fummons to parliament, the wd of Edward IV. and ift

But after thefe two periods, it does not appear that the faid Ri¬ 
chard was again fummoned to parliament, although he lived feveral 
years afterwards; as is evident from his will, dated i8th March, 18th 
Henry VII. in which he bequeathed his body to be buried in the Grey 
Friers, in London. 

He had an only fon, Anthony, who died before him; wherefore 
leaving no iflue furviving, the barony of Willoughby reverted back to 
that family,* and the barony of Welles, on the death of John vifeount 
Welles, S. P. S. became veiled in abeyance (if fully reftored alter the 
feveral attainders), in the four daughters and coheirs of Leo lord 
Welles; married, as beforementioned, to the lord Hoo and Haflings; 
Dymoke ; Willoughby ; and De la Launde : of which coheirs, at the 
prefent day, it is confidered, there is no reprefentative in the direct 
and immediate line of male continuation, excepting from Margery, 
wife of Sir Thomas Dymoke, knight; whofe family yet remains in 
the perfon of Lewis Dymoke, efquire, who Hill poflefles the ancient 
inheritance of his anccllors,f and the feudal barony of Marmion, of 
Scrivcllby, in com. Line.

Jqhn, putting himfclf early in arms on behalf of Henry carl of 
Richmond, againft king Richard III. and Handing thus faithful to 
that earl, was, on his accefiion to the crown, by the name of Hen¬ 
ry VII. made conftable of the eaftle of Rockingham; having there¬ 
with, alfo a grant of the flcwardfliip of the foreft. Moreover, he was 
created vifeount Welles; and though the time of this creation does 
not appear on record, yet by that title the writs of fummons fhew he 
was called to parliament, the 3d, yth, i ith, and 12th of Henry VII, 
He married Cecily, daughter to king Edward IV. and fitter to Eli¬ 
zabeth, wife of Henry VII. and died the 14th of that reign, having 
had iflue two daughters; viz. Elizabeth, who died ifluclefs and 
Anne, who was buried in the Auguftine Friers, at London. Cecily 
his wife furviving; who afterwards married one Kymc, of Lincoln-

WENTWORTH OF NETTLESTED, AND EARL', 

OF CLEVELAND.

Of this family, though of great antiquity in Yorkfhire, the firft that 
■was raifed to the dignity of a baron of the realm was 

Thomas, fon of Sir Richard Wentworth, of Nettlcfted, in com. 
Suff.; who, by writ of fummons, was admitted as a peer to that me¬ 
morable parliament, the 51ft of Henry VIII. which gave the firft 
ftroke to the diffolution of the monafterics. After when, he conti¬ 
nued to have the like fummons till his death, the 5th of Edward VI. 
to which king he Was lord chamberlain of the houfehold. 

By Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir Adrian Fortefcue, by Anne 
his wife, daughter of Sir William Stonor, he had iffue a numerous 
progeny of fons and daughters, as in the annexed Table.* Whereof 
Thomas, his eldcft fon, was his fucceflor; who, upon the death of 
king Edward VI. was among the firft of thofe who appeared on behalf 
of queen Mary; on whofe acccflion to the throne, he was made one 
of her privy council, and alfo deputy of Calais, and the Marches there¬ 
of ; in which fituation he continued till the ficge of that garrifon by 
the duke of Guife, the 5th of queen Mary, with an army fo great, 
that he was obliged to furrender up that important fortrefs to the 
French, after it had been in the pofTeffion of the Englifh upwards of 
3500 years." For which misfortune he was tried by his peers, on a fuf- 
picion of cowardice or treachery, in the delivering of it upbut he 

was

The 15th of Elizabeth, he was one of the peers on the trial of the 
duke of Norfolk; and, the 29th of Elizabeth, was on the trial of Mary 
queen of Scots. And having had fummons to parliament, from the 
6th of Edward VI. to the 31ft of Elizabeth, inclufivc, died the 33d of 
the fame reign; having had iflue by Anne his wife, daughter of Sir 
John Wentworth, of Gosfield, in com. Effex, knight, two fons; viz. 

William, who married Elizabeth, daughter of William lord Burleigh, 
and died in his lifetime, S. P.; and Henry ; as alfo a daughter, who 
married William, fon and heir to Sir Francis Hynde, knight. Which 

Henry, fuccceding him in the honour, had fummons to parliament 
the 35th of Elizabeth, but died foon after; viz. the 36th of Eliza¬ 
beth : leaving by Anne his wife, daughter of Sir Owen Hopton,knight, 
and widow of Sir William Pope, fenight, p 

Thomas, his fon and hpir; who, the 4th of June, 1610 (8th 
James I.) was created lord Wentworth, of Nettleftcd, in com. Ebor.* * Dug. Bai. 
and the 5th of February, ift Charles I. was further raifed to the dig- p .3io, 
nity of carl of Cleveland. He was a perfon of extraordinary prudence, 
courage, and loyalty; which he manifefted moft exemplarily to the 
unfortunate king Charles I. throughout the time of his greateft dif- 
treffes: and had the good fortune to live to fee the happy reftoration 
of Charles II.; and accompanied his majefty, in his triumphant entry 
through London, at the head of three hundred noblemen and gentle¬ 
men. 


council of England are. Rated to have raifed a very confiderable force for the relief of the place, 
which were detained at Dover, either for want of tranfports, or by a ftorra which happened 
at that time; and was fo violent, that the like had never been known before. (Stow and 
Hollingflied.)

With this monarch he enjoyed the fame efteem as he had of James 
and Charles I., And, moreover, was appointed to fill the fame honour¬ 
able pofts he had enjoyed during their reigns. He died the 25th of 
March, 1667, in a good old age (feventy-fix.) By Anne, his firft 
wife, daughter of Sir John Crofts, of Saxham, in Suff. knight, he had 
three fons; viz. Thomas (of whom hereafter); William, and Charles; 
who both died young. Alfo three daughters; viz. Anne, who died 
an infant; Mary, who died unmarried; and another Anne, w ho be¬ 
came the wife of John lord Lovelace. His fecond wife was Catherine, 
daughter and coheir of Sir John Wentworth, of Goificld, in Eflcx, 
by whom he had an only daughter, Catherine, married to William 
Spcnfer, of Cople, in corn. Bedf.; but died illuclcfs. 

Thomas, the elded fon beforementioned, in his father’s life, was 
fummoned to parliament as lord Wentworth of Nettlefted; and be¬ 
haved himfelf with great bravery during the civil wars againd the 
rebels: but dying before his father, anno 1664, without iffue male, the 
earldom became extimd, and the barony of Wentworth defeended to 
his only daughter and heir, 

^Henrietta Wentworth, who dying, unmarried, in 1686, it 
devolved upon her aunt, 

Anne, daughter to Thomas earl of Cleveland, and wife to John 
lord Lovelace, beforenamed. 

q She refided at Toddington, in com- Bedf. with an illuftrious inmate, the duke of Mon¬ 
mouth j wliofc attachment to lady Wentworth continued to his death. On the fcaftold he 
fpokc in vindication of her honour, although it was fujfidcntly Twiotious, nor did he deny it to 
the divines who attended him, that they lived together as man and wife, after he had foriitken 
the duchefs. I.ady Wentworth is faid to have died broken hearten, in confequence of his un¬ 
timely end. Certain, however, it is, that (lie furvived his execution but a few months j and 
was buried at Toddington, under a coftly monument.

Which Anne died in 1697, having furvived her only ion, lord 
Lovelace, who died without iffue male in 1693; leaving Martha, his 
only daughter and heir, her fdcceffor in the barony.

Martha, at the coronation of queen Anne, walked in the procef- 
fion as baronefs Wentworth; which barony was adjudged to her in 
parliament, by defeent, and confirmed to her in 1702. She married 
Sir Henry Johnfon, a rich fhip builder at Poplar, who died without 
iffue in her lifetime, the 29th September, 1719. Wherefore, on her 
deceafc, in 1745, the barony became vefted in the defendants of

WHARTON, BARON, EARL, MARQUIS, AND

Of this family, which is of great antiquity in the county of Wcff- 
moreland, taking its denomination from a lordihip of that name, fituatc 
upon the banks of the river Eden, was

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Sir Thomas Wharton, knight, governor of the town and caftlc 
of Carlifle, who greatly fignalized himfelf in the wars of Scotland, 
temp. Henry VIII. as alfo at the battle at Pinkney; and for his faith¬ 
ful ferviccs, had fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm, 
the 36th of Henry VIII. 

He was twice married: firft, to Eleanor, daughter to Bryan Staple- 
ton, of Wighill, in com. Ebor. cfquire, by whom he had iffue, 
Thomas, his fon and heir; Henry; and two daughters; viz. Joanc, 
wife of William Pcnington, of Moncafter, in com. Cumb. efquire; 
and Anne, of Sir Richard Mufgrave, of Harcla Cattle, in com. Weitm. 
knight. His fecond wife was Anne, daughter of George earl of Shrews¬ 
bury; and dying the 10th of Elizabeth, was fucceeded by 

Thomas, his fon and heir, then forty-eight years of age; who hav¬ 
ing married Anne, daughter of Robert carl of Effex, had iifue Philip, 

his fon and heir, and two daughters; of which Mary married-- 

Gower, of Stittenham, in com. Ebor.; and Anne wedded William 
Woolrich, of Suffcx, efquire. 

Philip, the next lord Wharton, fucceeded his father the 14th of 
Elizabeth, being then feventeen years old; and married Frances, 
daughter of Henry earl of Cumberland, and had by her two fons. Sir 
George and Sir Thomas; and three daughters; whereof Margaret 
married Edward lord Wotton; Eleanor, William Thwaytes, of Long 
Marfton, in com. Ebor. efquire; and Frances became the wife of Sir 
Richard Mufgrave, of Edcnhall, in Cumberland, K. B. and baronet; 
and of the fons, 

Sir George Wharton, the eldcft, married Anne, daughter of 
John Manners, carl of Rutland; but was flain in a duel with his 
friend, James Stuart, fon of the firll lord Blantyre. Thefe two un¬ 
fortunate young men both fell in this conteft; and by the king’s 
command, were buried in one grave at Iflington, 10th November, 
1609. 

Sir Thomas Wharton, thus, on his brother’s death, became heir 
apparent, but he died alfo in his father’s lifetime; leaving by Phila¬ 
delphia 
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delphia his wife, daughter of Robert Carey, earl of Monmouth, two 
fons, Philip and Thomas. Of which 

Philip, the eldeft, on the death of his grandfather Philip, in i62$, 
was the next lord Wharton; who was a violent Puritan, and an atftive 
partizan of the parliament in the time of Charles I. His firft wife 
was Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Rowland Wandesford, attorney of the 
court of wards, by whom he had an only daughter, Elizabeth, who 
married Robert Bertie, third earl of Lindfey. His fccond wife was 
Jane, daughter and heir of Arthur Goodwin,* of Wirtchendon, Bucks, 
by whom he had two fons, Thomas and Goodwin; and four daugh¬ 
ters ; viz. Anne, married to William, only fon of William Carr, groom 
of the bedchamber to James I.; Margaret, to major Dunch, of Pufey, 
in com. Berks; Mary, to William, fon and heir of Edmund Thomas, 
ofWcnnoe, in com. Glamorg. cfquire; and Philadelphia, firft, to Sir 
George Lockhart, of Carnwarth, in N. B. knight; and after, to cap¬ 
tain John Ramfay. His third wife was Philadelphia, daughter to the 
beforenamed William Carf, and widow of Edmund Popham, efquire; 
by whom he had one fon, William, who died unmarried. 

Thomas lord Wharton, fucccflbr to his father Philip, was one of 
thofe who invited over the prince of Orange; being a worthy and 
complete ftatcfman; a principal promoter of the revolution; zealous 
for the Hanover fettlemcnt; of great fagacity, elocution, and fpirit. 
He was created vifeount Winchcnden, in Buckinghamfhirc, and earl 
of Wharton, in 170 6, by queen Anne; and in 1714, was further raifed 
to the dignity of marquis of Wharton; but died the following year, 
1715. He was twice married ; firft, to Anne, one of the two daugh¬ 
ters and coheirs of Sir Henry Lee, of Ditchley, in com. Oxon, by 
whom he had no iflue; fecondly, to Lucy, daughter to Adam Loftus, 
baron Lifbumc, in Ireland; by whom he had iffue two daughters, 
Jane and Lucy; and a fon, 

Philip; who fucceeded his father in all his titles and abilities, but 
none of his virtues. Walpole, in his Account of Royal and Noble 
Authors, thus deferibes him: viz. “ With attachment to no party,

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“ though with talents to govern any party, this lively man changed 
“ the free air of Wcftminfter, for the gloom of the Efcurial; the pro- 
“ fped of king George’s garter for the Pretender’s; and with indif- 
“ ference to all religion, the frolic lord who had written the ballad on 
“ the A. B. of Canterbury, died in the habit of a Capuchin.” 

In 1717, by the great favour of king George I. he was created duke 
of Wharton; from which time he a&ed in total oppofition to the in- 
tereft of the king and kingdom. Having wafted a large eftatc, he 
turned Papift; aded for the Pretender; and was a volunteer in the 
Spanilh army before Gibraltar, in 1727. Then retiring into a monaf- 
tcry in Spain, he there died without iffuc, in 1731. His firft wife was 
the daughter of major-general Holmes; his fecond, Mils Obern, maid 
of honour to the ouecn of Spain. 

There is one anecdote recorded of this duke, refpeding his cele¬ 
brated fpccch in the houfe of lords, on the third reading of the bill to 
inflid pains and penalties on Francis lord billiop of Rochcftcr,* May 
15, 1723, that wc cannot let pafs unnoticed. It is, 

That his grace, then in oppofition to the court, went to Chelfca the 
day before the lalt debate on that prelate’s affair, where, ading con¬ 
trition, he profeffed being determined to work out his pardon at court, 
by fpeaking againft the bilhop; in order to which he begged fomc 
hints. The minifter was deceived, and went through the whole caufc 
with him; pointing out where the ftrength of the argument lay, and 
where its wcakneK The duke was very thankful; returned to town, 
paffed the night in drinking, and without going to bed, went to the 
houfe of lords, where he fpoke for the bilhop; recapitulating in the 
.moft mafterly manner, and anfwering all that had been urged againft 
him. 

His fpcech againft the miniftry two years before, on the aftair of the 
South Sea Company, had a fatal effed; carl Stanhope anfwering it 
with fo much warmth, that he burft a blood veffel, and died.

The firft of this family, it fee ms, was John, fecond fon of Sir John 
Williams, of Burfield, in com. Berks (by Elizabeth his wife, daughter 
and coheir to Richard More, of Burfield, efquirc); of the fame family 
as Sir Richard Williams, knight, who affirmed the furname of Crom¬ 
well. Which 

John, the 27th of Henry VIII. was clerk of the king’s jewel of¬ 
fice, and afterwards obtained a patent for the office of matter or trea- 
furer of the fame jewel office; by which, and other means, he acquired 
confidcrable wealth » and the 3,0th of Henry VIII. purchafcd the ma¬ 
nors of Great and Little Ricott, in com. Oxon. 

Upon the death of Edward VI. he was among the firft who ap¬ 
peared on behalf of queen Mary, and thereby recommended himfclf to 
her favour and notice; fo much fo, that he was folemnly created lord 
Williams of Thame, as foon as fhe attained the crown; having fum- 
mons to parliament the firft year of her reign, but no patent of crea¬ 
tion was ever enrolled. On the marriage of queen Mary with Philip 
of Spain, he was conftituted lord chamberlain of the houfbhold to that 
king; and had further fummons to parliament all the years of their 
feign. Nor was he in lefs favour with queen Elizabeth; who, the ift 
year of her reign, made him prefident of her council in the principality 
of Wales: in which year he died at the caftle of Ludlow. 

He was twice married: firft, to Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of 
Thomas Bledlow, efquire, and widow of Andrew Edmonds, efquire, 
of Greffing-Temple, in com. Efiex, by whom he had two fbns; viz. 
Henry, who married Anne, daughter to Henry lord Stafford; and

Francis: but both of them died in his lifetime, S. P. And alfo two 
daughters., who became his heirs; viz. Ifabel, married to Sir Richard 
Wenman, knight; and Margery, to Henry lord Norris.* 

His fecond wife was Margery, daughter of Thomas lord Wentworth, 
by whom he had no ifluc. 


WILLOUGHBY OF ERESBY.

Of this name was Ralph de Willeghby, of Willeghby, in com. 
Line. temp, king John; whofe lands were feized for his adherence to 
the rebel barons, but reltorcd again the ift of Henry III. This Ralph 
had iflue two fons; viz. Hugh and Robert; whereof 

Hugh, by the marriage of Frethefend, one of the daughters and 
coheirs to William de Cokerinton, by Berta his wife, daughter and co¬ 
heir to Lambert de Scotcni (a great man in Lincolnlhire), had for her 
purparty certain lands in Cumberworth and Thorpe, which were of 
the fee of Scotcni. And was fuccecded by 
William de Willoughby; who, the 44th of Henry III. on the 
death of Frethefend his mother, had livery of the lands of her inheri¬ 
tance ; but, fays Dugdale, had no iffue which continued: for Robert 
his uncle enjoyed the eftatc, and the 48th of Henry III. was one of 
the rebel barons of that age. 

This Robert, however, Mr. Collins obferves, in point of time, was 
more likely to be the Ion of William than the uncle (for Dugdale 
cites no authority); and by the daughter and heir of John Orreby, had 
iflue 

Sir William Willoughby, knight, who, the 54th of Henry III. 
was figned with the crofs, together with many others, who then ac¬ 
companied prince Edward to the Holy Land; and by Alice his wife, 

daughter 
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daughter of John, and filler and coheir to Walter Bee, lord of Erelby, 
in com. Line, had 

Robert, his Ion and heir; who, the 4th of Edward II. on the 
death of that great prelate, Anthony Bee, bilhop of Durham, was 
found to be one of his coufins, and next heir; viz. fon of Alice, 
daughter of John, brother to that bilhop; and at that time forty years 
of age. And having been ferviccable to the king in his w ars of France 
and Scotland, and polfelTing fo ample an ellate, he had fummons 
to parliament among the barons of the realm, the 7th of Edward II. 
but died foon after; viz. the 10th of Edward II, leaving Margaret his 
wife, daughter of the lord Deincourt, furviving; and John, his fon and 
heir, then fourteen years of age. Which 

John, the 20th of Edward II. received the honour of knighthood 
by bathing, having all his accoutrements relating to that folcmnity 
allowed out of the king’s wardrobe; and the ill of Edward III. mak¬ 
ing proof of his age, had livery of his lands. After when, he was in 
the wars of Scotland and France, and at the famous battle of Crefly; 
and having been fummoned to parliament, from the 6th to the 23d 
of Edward III. died the fame year; leaving by Joane his wife, daugh¬ 
ter and heir to Sir Thomas Rofcelin, knight. 

Sir John Willoughby, knight, his heir and fuccelfor, who ferved 
in the wars of France, and efpecially at the glorious battle of Poidiers, 
under Edward the Black Prince. He had fummons to parliament, 
from the 24th to the 44th of Edward III. and died the 46th of the 
fame reign. His w ife was Cecilie, daughter of Robert, and filler and

foik. ■ the lordlhip of Barbican, in London, and the manors of Ufford, Par¬ 
ham, and Orford, in com.

To whom fuc- 
ceedcd 

Robert, his fon and heir, then twenty-three years of age; who 
doing his homage, had livery of his lands; and, like his noble ancellors, 
ferved with high reputation in the wars of France and Spain, where 

lie 
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he accompanied John of Ghent, duke of Lancafter, for his recovery of 

the kingdom of Caftile. This Robert was twice married: firft, to 

Alice, daughter of Sir William Skipwith,* by whom he had William, *Segar’sM.S 

his fucceffor; and, fecondly, to Elizabeth,* widow of John Nevill, lord Baionage ' 

Latimer,+ by whom he had four others fonsjf via. Robert; Thomas, t vid. Lati- 
" T mer 

anceftor to the lord Willoughby of Brook; John, and Bryan. And + J)ugd 
having had fummons to parliament, from the 49th of Edward III. to Vol.li. p.33 
the 18th of Richard II. died the 30th of the fame king, leaving the 
beforementioned 

William, his fon and heir; who, the 22d of Richard II. was one 
of the peers in parliament, at what time that unfortunate monarch 
made a refignation of his kingly dignity. The ad of Henry IV. he 
was retained to ferve the king in an expedition into Scotland; and 
having had fummons to parliament, from the 20th of Richard II. to 
the 1 ith of Henry IV. inclufivc, died the fame year; leaving iflue by 
Lucy his firft wife, daughter of Roger lord Strange, of Knock in, Ro- , 

bert, his fon and heir, and another fon, Thomas, anceftor to the lord 
Willoughby of Parham.|| His fecond wife was Joarte, one of the I! Vid. Wii- 
fifters and coheirs to Edmund Holland, earl of Kent, and widow of Parham. ^ 
Edmund of Langley, duke of York; by whom, according to Edmon- 
fon, he had an only daughter, Margaret, who married William baron 
Fitz-Hugh; whereupon 

Robert, his cldeft fon, was his fucceffor; who, the 12th of Hen¬ 
ry IV. obtained from that king a confirmation of king Henry II.’s 
charter, made to Hugh, the fon of Pinchon (his anceftor), fome time 
fteward to the bifhop of Durham, of all thofc lands which the faid 
Pinchon held of him; viz. Erefby, and its members. The 3d of

He married Maud, the daughter of Sir Richard 
Stanhope, and coufin and coheir of Ralph lord Cromwell; and having 
been fummoned to parliament, from the rath of Henry IV. to the 
29th of Henry VI. died the year following; leaving Joane, the wife 
of Sir Richard Welles, knight, his daughter and heir/

Which Sir Richard, eldcft fon, and heir apparent of Leo lord 
Welles, thereupon had fummons to parliament as lord Willoughby, 
during his father’s life; but this honour continued only for a Ihort 
time in the Welles family,* as in the account of them has been 
fully noticed. Wherefore, on the deccafe of Richard Haftings, lord 
Welles, and Joane his wife, without iffuc furviving, the barony of 
Ercfby again reverted to the fame line from whence it had for a while 
departed. 


WILLOUGHBY RESTORED. 

The ifliie male of the principal branch of this family having failed, 
as already fhewn, Sir Robert Willoughby, knight, fon of Thomas 
(by “Joane his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir Richard Arundel), 
a younger brother to the laft Robert lord Willoughby, became the 
next heir male, and died the 3d of Edward IV. leaving by Cecilie

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his wife, daughter of Leo lord Welles,* two fons, Robert and Chrif- 
topher. Of which, 

Robert enjoyed the inheritance but a fliort time; dying the yth of 
Edward IV. under age, leaving his brother Chriftopher, his heir, four¬ 
teen years old. Which 

Christopher, the 14th of Edward IV. making proof of his age, 
had livery of his lands; and was made one of the knights of the bath 
at the coronation of Richard III. He married Margery, daughter of 
Sir William Jcnney, of Knotfhall, in com. Suff.; by whom he had 
iffuc five fons; viz. William; Chriflopher (father of William, who 
was created lord Willoughby of Parham); John, George, and Thomas 
(anccftor to Willoughby lord Middleton). And dying anno 1499, was 
fucceeded by 

William, his fon and heir (beforenamed), who at length, through 
the failure of iffuc from Sir Richard Welles, who had married Joane, 
daughter and heir of Robert lord Willoughby, came to be one of his 
coheirs, and to re-enjoy the barony of Erefby, which had before 
defeended to the faid Sir Richard Welles; and thereupon had fum- 
mons to parliament, as lord Willoughby of Ercfby, the ift, 3d, 6th, 
7th, and 14th of Henry VIII. fhortly after when he deceafcd; 
viz. the 17th of Henry VIII. leaving, by the lady Mary Salines his 
wife (a Spaniard),, one foie daughter, his heir, named Catherine. 
Which 

Catherine, the 26th of Henry VIII. had livery of the lands of 
her inheritance, and became the fourth wife of the great Charles 
Brandon, duke of Suffolk ;f whom furviving, file afterwards married' 
Richard Bertie, efquire; a perfon Angularly accomplifhed, and learned 
in the French, Italian, and Latin languages. And had iffuc by

Peregrine Bertie, her fon and heir (fo called, by reafon of his 
birth in a foreign country; viz. at Weiel, one of the Hans Towns in 

the dutchy of Cleveland). Which Peregrine, on the death of his mo¬ 
ther, the 22d of Elizabeth, claimed the dignity and title of Wil¬ 
loughby of Erefby, and was allowed the fame; and had fummons to 
parliament accordingly; as had Robert, his fon and heir, by the fame 
title. But in 1656, the 2d of king Charles I. this 

Robert was created earl of Lindfay; and his great grandfon, Ro¬ 
bert, being further raifed to the dignity of duke of Ancafter, in 1715, 
the barony of Willoughby of Erefby, became merged in thofe fuperior 
titles, and did fo remain, until by the deceafe of Robert, the fourth 
duke, S. P. in 1779, the fame fell into abeyance between his tw r o 
fillers and coheirs, the ladies, Prifcilla Barbara Elizabeth, and Geor- 
giana Charlotte; w hereof the firft named married Peter Burrel, efquire; 
and by patent, dated the 18th of March, 1780, had confirmed to her, 
and the heirs of her body lawfully begotten, the faid barony of Wil¬ 
loughby of Erefby. 

But w T c cannot conclude our account of this family, without men¬ 
tioning, that the duchefs of Suffolk, and her hufband, Richard Bertie, 
efquire, were eminent for their fufferings in the caufe of the Reforma¬ 
tion ; which being raoft zealous to promote, they were obliged, in the 
time of the perfection of queen Mary, to provide for their fafety by 
quitting the kingdom. When the hardfhips they underwent were fo 
fingular and fevere, that they were afterwards commemorated in the 
following curious old ballad, intituled, “ The moft rare and excellent 
** Hiflory of the Dutchefs of Suffolk, and her Hufband Richard 
“ Bertie’s Calamities. To the tune of ‘ Queen Dido.' Originally 
“ pubfifhed in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth; re-printed in 1738; 
“ and again in 1806.”

Thomas married Elizabeth, filler and heir to John Ncvil, lord 
Latimer and had iflue, Sir John Willoughby, knight, father of 
another Sir John, who, by Alice his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir 
Edmund Cheney, of Brooke, in com. W^ts, knight (by Alice his 
wife, daughter and heir of Sir Humphrey Stafford, of Hooke) ;J had 
iffuc 

Sir Robert Willoughby, knight, who married Blanch, one of 
the daughters and heirs of Robert Champernoon, efquire; 1 and having 
iflue by her, had livery of the lands of her inheritance. The iff 
of Richard III. he was one of thofe who rofe in arms on behalf of 
Henry carl of Richmond, with whom he was prefent at the dccifive 
battle of Bofworth, where king Richard was flain; and being a perfon 
very much efteemed for his fidelity to that earl, who thereupon af- 
fumed the crown, by the name of Henry VII. he was, in confidcration 
of his rare qualities and eminent fervices, advanced to the rank of a 
baron of the realm, by writ of fummons to parliament, the 12th of 
Augufl, the 7th of Henry VII. by the title of lord Brooke; in regard 
of his refldcncc at Brooke, near Weftbury, in com. Wilts. Moreover, 
the 8th of Henry VII. he was conftitutcd marfhal of the Englifh 
army then fent into France, where the king was in perfon, whom he 
attended at the flegc of Boloine; and the 12th of Henry VII. on the 
infurre&ion of the Cornifh men, he was one of the chief commanders 
fent to fupprefs them.

on reference to the Summonfes themfelvcs, it appears he was named 
in thofc of the 7th, nth, and 12th of Henry VII.* He died the 17th 
of Henry VII. and was fuccceded by 

Robert, his fon and heir; who, the 3d of Henry VIII. was one 
of the chief comrnanders*of thofe forces fent into Biicay, on behalf of 
Ferdinand king of Arragon. And the fame year alfo had fummons to 
parliament; and again the 6th and 7th of Henry VIII. 

To his firft wife he married Elizabeth, eldeft: daughter and coheir 
of Richard baron Beauchamp, of Powyke,f whereby he acquired the 
manor of Alccftcr, in com. Warw.; of which the principal feat is 
called Beauchamp’s Court. By which Elizabeth he had iffue a fon, 
Edward. His fccond wife was Dorothy, daughter of Thomas Grey, 
marquis of Dorfet; by whom he had two fons, Henry and William, 
who both died of the fweating ficknefs; and two daughters, viz. Eli¬ 
zabeth, who married John Paulct, eldeft fon of William firft marquis 
of Winchcfter; and Anne, who married Charles Blount, fon and heir 
to William lord Montjoy. Between which daughters, very confiderablc 
eftates in Dorfetfhirc, Wiltfhirc, and clfcwhere, came to be divided; the 
chief whereof at length came folcly to the Paulets; of which the capital 
feat and manor of Hooke, in the county of Dorfet, was a part. He died 
the 13th of Henry VIII. leaving Elizabeth, Anne, and Blanch, his 
granddaughters, and next heirs; viz. daughters of Edward, his eldeft 
fon, who died in his lifetime, by Elizabeth* his wife, daughter of 
Richard Nevill, lord Latimer; a match, wherein a confiderablc inhe¬ 
ritance was acquired, by rcafon that Robert, father of this laft Robert 
lord Willoughby dc Broke, having preferred a claim to the laid ba¬ 
rony of Latimer againft the faid Richard, after fomc controvcrfy, 
dropped all further proceedings, refting fatisfied with making an alli¬ 
ance between the daughter of the beforementioned Nevill lord Lati¬ 
mer, and Edward, fon and heir apparent of his own fon and heir, Ro-

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bert; and receiving, as the condition of compromife, certain manors, 
parcel of the inheritance of the barony of Latimer, then in difpute.* 

Of the daughters beforenamed, Anne died young: Blanch married 
Sir Francis Dawtry, knight, but had no iffue; and Elizabeth, the 
cldeft, being one of the greateft fortunes of her time, was obtained in 
ward by Sir Edward Grcvilc, of Milcot, in Warwicklhire, with intent 
to marry her to John, his cldeft fon; but the younger brother, Fulke, 
being the favourite, Ihe became his wife, and had iffue by him feveral 
children. Whereof 

Sir Fulke married Anne, daughter of Ralph carl of Weftmoreland; 
and dying in 1606, left an only fon, Fulk, and one daughter, Marga¬ 
ret. Which 

Fulke was a favourite courtier of queen Elizabeth ; and, in 1620, 
was created baron Broke, of Beauchamp’s Court, in co. Warw. by 
king James I. with limitation, in default of iffue male, to Robert, 
grandfon of his uncle, Robert Grevile. But in 1628, he was affaftinated 
by his own fervant, Haywood, when he found his mafter had left him 
nothing in his will; who immediately retiring to another room, 
killed himfelf. 

Deccafing unmarried, the laid Margaret, his only fiftcr, was his heir; 
and having married Sir Richard Vcrney, knight, their grandfon, an¬ 
other Sir Richard, in right of his defeent through the heirefs of Grcvilc 
from Robert, the laft baron Willoughby of Broke, claimed that title; 
which, after much difeuflion, was allowed to him in parliament, the 
28th of February, 1695, and he had fummons to parliament, and took 
his feat accordingly.

Having already, in the firft volume of this work, given the origin 
of this family; and in particular made mention of Sir William de 
Windsor, who had fummons to parliament, temp. Richard II. we 
now come to Thomas, only fon and heir of Miles de Windfor, the 
grandfon of Bryan de Windfor, who w r as grandfon of Sir James, bro¬ 
ther to the faid Sir William de Windfor. Which 
Thomas married Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of John Andrews, 
of Baylam, in com. Stiff, efquirc; and had iffue, 

Sir Andrews W indsor, knight, who had his principal feat at 
, Stanwcll, near Ilounflow, in com. Middlefex; which his anceftors 

r 1;,i V ihad enjoyed ( as before obferved),* by fucceffion from the time of the 
Norman conqueft. He was fummoned, by writ, to that notable 
parliament which gave the fir ft llroke to the diffolution of mona- 
fteries, the 3d of November, 21ft Henry VIII.; and the next enfu- 
ing year, was one of thofe peers who fubferibed the famous letter 
to the pope, intimating the danger of his fupremacy, unlefs he 
complied with the king’s pleafurc, touching his divorce from queen 
Catherine. 

He it was who exchanged his ancient feat at Stanwell, by the 
arbitrary mandate of Henry VIII. (againft which he in vain remon- 
ftrated), for Bordfley Abbey, in com. Wigorn. And having had fum¬ 
mons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm, the 21ft, 25th, 
and 28th of Henry VIII. deccafed in 1545; leaving by Elizabeth his 
wife, filter and coheir to Edward Blount, lord Montjoy, divers ions 
and daughters. Whereof George, his eldeft fon, having died in his 
lifetime without iffue, 


Sir 
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Sir William, the fecond fon, became his fucceflor; and upon the 
death of king Edward VI. was one of the firll that appeared in behalf 
of queen Mary. He was twice married : b firll:, to Margaret, daughter 
and heir to Sir William Samburnc, of Southcot, knight, by whom 
he had a numerous family, of feven tons, and nine daughters, as in 
the Table annexed. His fecond wife was Elizabeth, daughter and 
coheir of Peter Cowdray, of Harict, in com. Southt. efquire, widow 
of Richard Paulct, efquire; by whom he had a fon, Philip, who died 
young. 

This William had fummons to parliament, from the 31ft of 
Henry VIII. to the 6th of Philip and Mary; and deccafing, anno 1558, 
was fuccecdcd by 

Edward, his cldeft furviving fon, and heir; who, the 4th of queen 
Mary (his father then living), was at the fiegc of St. Quintins. He 
married Catherine, daughter of John Vcre, earl of Oxford, by whom 
lie had illue four fons; viz. Frederick, Henry, Edward, and Andrew; 
and alfo four daughters; Mary, Elizabeth, Margaret, and Catherine. 
And having had fummons to parliament, the 5th, 8th, 14th, and 18th 
of Elizabeth, died at Venice; but the cxa< 9 : time docs not appear, 
though Edmonfon fays in 1575. To whom fuccecdcd 

Frederick, his eldeft fon and heir; who, the 23d of Elizabeth, 
had fummons to parliament, but died foon after, unmarried ; and was 
fuccceded by his brother'' * 

Henry, who was a nobleman of great qualifications and virtues;

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and had fummons to parliament, from the 28th of Elizabeth, to the 
ill of James I. and died in 1605. He married Anne, daughter and 
coheir of Sir Thomas Rivet, of Chippenham, in com. Cantab, knight 
(by Grifil his wife, daughter to William lord Paget), by whom he 
had four fons, and live daughters; whereof there only lived to matu¬ 
rity, Thomas, his fon and heir; and two daughters; of which, Eliza¬ 
beth, fenior, married Dixie Hickman, efquire ; and Elizabeth, junior, 
married her coulin, Andrew Windfor, efquire ; d as alfo fcveral other 
children, who died young. 

Thomas, fixth and laft lord Windfor of this furname, was made a 
knight of the bath, at the creation of Henry prince of Wales (fon of 
king James I.) and in 1623 was f ent rear admiral of the fleet to 
bring prince Charles from Spain; when he gave a fumptuous enter¬ 
tainment to the grandees of that court, to the great honour of the 
Englilh nation. His equipage and expenfes, in that employment, all 
at his own charge, Handing him in not lefs than £. 15,000. Which, 
he cheerfully undertook, being of a moll free and generous fpirit; 
and a perfon accomplilhed in learning, and efpccially in anti¬ 
quities. 

This noble lord married Catherine, daughter of Edward earl of 
Worcefter; and having had fummons to parliament, from the 18th 
of James I. to the 15th of Charles I. he died foon after, in 1642, 
without iflue; leaving his whole eftate to Thomas Windfor Hickman, 
his nephew (fon of Dixie Hickman, by Elizabeth, his cldeft filler), 
whom, in default of his own iflue, he had defigned his heir; giving 
him at his baptifm, the Chrillian name of Thomas Windfor; and by 
a fpccial deed, dated in December, 1641, fettled his eftate on him, 
on condition that he aflumed the name and arms of Windfor. To 
which

pleafed to confirm, and to his heirs, the faid title of lord Windfor, with 
fuch place in parliament as his predeccfTors had formerly enjoyed, by 
patent, dated 16th June, anno the 13th of his reign; and he there¬ 
upon had fummons to parliament, the 13th, 31ft, and 33d of 
Charles II. from whom is defeended the prefent earl of Plymouth; 
in which fuperior title, the barony of Windfor at prefent is fuf- 
pended.

All genealogies agree, that this ancient and noble houfc defeended 
from the earls of Brittany; though they do not deduce the line of 
that defeent in each point alike. 

Burton, in his Hiftory of Lciceftcrfhirc, fpeaking of Albby dc la 
Zouche, in that county (fo called from the Zouches, fomc time lords 
thereof), fays, “ The family of Zouch, defeended from Geffery, 
“ fccond fon of Alan vifeount Rohan, in Little Brittainc, in France 
“ (by Conftance, daughter and heirefs of Conan the Grofs, duke of 
“ Brittainc, by Maud his wife, daughter (a natural one), of king 
“ Henry I.) who bare “ G. ten Mafcles pierced Oand this Gef- 
“ fery, for his difference, bare, “ G. ten Bezants, O.” called Zouch 
“ (which in French fignifieth a Stock); for that he, in the reign of 
“ Henry II. coming over into England, was the founder of another 
“ (Stock) here propagated from him.” This Geffery had iffue Alan 
le Zouche, that was father of Roger, whofe fon 

William, is the firft with whom Dugdale commences his account 
of this family ; and afferts, died the I ft of John, when Roger, his bro¬ 
ther, gave jf.ioo for livery of his lands. Which 

Roger adhered faithfully to king John againft his rebellious barons, 
and had a grant from him of feveral manors and lordfhips; and in the 
13th of Henry III. was fheriff of Devonfhire, and fo continued to the 
15th of the fame king. To whom fuccecded 
Alan, his fon and heir; who, the 34th of Henry III. had a grant 
of the cuftody of all the king’s lands in Chcfhire and Wales; with 
the government of both committed to his charge, the 36th of 
Henry III.

The 45th of Henry III. he obtained a charter for a weekly market 
at his manor of Afhby de la Zouche, and the fame year was confti- 
tuted warden of all the king's forefts South of Trent. As alfo, foon 
after, a juftice itinerant for the counties of Southampton, Bucks, and 
Northampton. Furthermore, he flood firm to king Henry in the con¬ 
tentions between him and his rebellious barons; whereby he was in 
fuch favour, that the 51ft of Henry III. he obtained the redemption of 
the lordlhips of Tonge, in Shropfhirc, and Aylefton, in com. Leic. for 
the benefit of his nieces, Orabil and Margcric, daughters of William 
de Harecourt, who had forfeited the fame, for his adherence to the 
king’s enemies. 

It has been faid by fome, that this Alan was killed in Weftminfler 
Hall, by John earl Warren, upon fome quarrel between them: but 
this is an error, as he was only forely wounded, with Roger, his fon; 
and died foon after, 54th Henry III. 

His wife was Elene, one of the daughters and heirs of Roger de - 

Qinci, earl of Winton; by whom he had iffue Eudo, a younger ion,* *Vid. Zouche

Roger, his fon and heir, who died the 13th of Edward I. and was 
fuccecded by Alan his fon, then eighteen years old. Which 
Alan became a perfon of very confiderable note; ferved often in- 
the wars of Scotland and of France; was made governor of Rocking¬ 
ham caflle, and Reward of the forcfl there; and, moreover,, had fum- 
mons to parliament among the barons of the realm, from the 35th of 
Edward I. to the 7th of Edward II. inclufive, when he died; leaving 
by Eleanor his wife, three daughters and coheirs; whereof Elena mar* _

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ZOUCHE OF MORTIMER. 


The paternal name of this family was Mortimer; and the branch 
whereof wc are now to treat, commenced in William, a younger fon 
of Robert Mortimer, of Richard’s Caftle,* by Joice his wife, daughter *Vid.Morti- 
and heir of William le Zouchc, of Afhby. Which suaVcaftte!' 

William, by reafon that he came to poflefs the lordfhip of Afhby 
dc la Zouche, afTumed that furnamc; and was therefore vulgarly called 
William le Zouche of Mortimer. In the ift of Edward III. he had 
a grant of the cuftody of the lands of Glamorgan and Morgannoc; 
and the year following, was made juflice of all the forefts South of 
Trent, as alfo conftable of the Tower of London. 

In 4th of Edward III. this William, and Alianore, then his wife, 
one of the daughters and heirs of Gilbert de Clare, carl of Glouccftcr, 
and widow of Hugh le Defpenfer, were in parliament reftored to their 
lands of Glamorgan and Morgannoc; as alfo to other lands in the 
counties of Worccftcr and Gloucefter, which were the inheritance of 
the faid Alianor, and had been extorted from her by Roger Mortimer, 
earl of March, to be by him paiTcd to the king for £. 1000. The 9th 
of Edward III. lie was in the Scotch wars, fhortly after when he died; 
viz. the 10th of Edward III. having had fummons to parliament 
among the barons of the realm, from the 17th of Edward II. to that 
year, inclufive. By the faid Alianore, who was his fecond wife, he 
left a fon, Hugh; but by Alice de Tony, his firft wife, widow of Guy 
dc Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, he left 
Alan le Zouche, his fon and heir, who ferved often in the Scotch 
and French wars; and particularly was at the battle of Crefly, fo glo¬ 
rious to the Englifh arms. But fhortly after then he died; leaving 
Alianore his wife furviving, and

After when, James Butler, fifth earl 
of Ormond, in Ireland, who was created earl of Wiltfliire by Henry VI. 
died feifed of the fame manor; though by what title he came to its 
pofTeflion, does not appear.

Eudo le Zouche, the 47th of Henry III. had the cuftody of the 
cattles of Chettcr, Beefton, and Shotwik; and by his marriage with 
Miliccnt, widow of Roger de Montalt, and one of the fitters and co- 
t Vid. Canti- heirs of George de Cantilupe, baron of Bergavenny,J among other 
p '' lands of her inheritance, obtained the manor of Haryngworth; which

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William, his fon and heir ; f who, fearing himfelf at the faid ma¬ 
nor, in com. Northampt. was fummoned to parliament, by the title 
of William le Zouche de Haryngworth, the 17th of Edward II.; and 
from thence, by the fame title, to his death, the 26th of Edward III. 
though it appears, in the Lifts of Summons, that by the defeription of 
William lc Zouche only, he had fummons to parliament before then, 
from the 2d to the faid 17th of Edward II. 

This William married Maud, daughter of John lord Lovcl, of Tich- 
merfli, and had ifluc a fon, Eudo, who died in his lifetime; leaving 
iftiie by Joanc his wife, daughter, and at length heir, of William Inge, 
a fon, W illiam, who fucceeded his grandfather. Which 

William, in his grandfather’s lifetime, had alfo fummons to par¬ 
liament, from the 22d of Edward III. and afterwards, to the 5th of 
Richard II. when he died; leaving Elizabeth his wife furviving, and 
William, his fon and heir; as alfo a younger fon, Thomas, who after¬ 
wards had the manors of Ightam and Eynesford, in Kent; and another 
fon, Edmund; both named in the will of their mother, dated 1408 
(9th Henry IV.) 

Sir William, the eldcft fon and heir, was forty years old at his 
father’s death. He was accufed of lcandalizing John of Ghent, and 
brought before the parliament, but acquitted. In 10th Richard II. 
being then called William lord Zouche, of Totneys, refiding there at 
that time, as it feems, he obtained licence to make a calile of his 
manor houfe at Haryngworth. The nth of Richard II. he was ba- 
nilhed the court, as one of the evil counfellors to that king. And the 
15th of Richard II. was found, by fomc inquifttions, to be next heir- 
of John de Haftings, carl of Pembroke; viz. fon of William, fon of 
Eudo, fon of William, fon of Milicent, daughter, and one of the 
heirs, to William de Cantilupe, brother of Nicholas, father of Wil-

liam, father of Nicholas, father of William, father of another William, 
who died S. P.; and having had fummons to parliament, from the 6th 
to the 18th of Richard II. died the year following; leaving 

William, his fon and heir, then twenty-two years old; who doing 
his homage, had livery of his inheritance. He was much in favour 
with Henry IV. and for his good fervices, had a grant of £.100 a year 
out of the exchequer. The 7th of Henry IV. on the death of Tho¬ 
mas le Zouche, his uncle, who held the manors of Middle Claydon 
and Elcfynburgh, in com. Bucks, for life, he then came to the poflcf- 
fion of thofe lordfliips. He ferved often in the wars of France, where 
he was one of the embafiadors to the French king, and lieutenant of 
Calais. He had alfo fummons to parliament, from the 20th of Ri¬ 
chard II. to the 2d of Henry V. and died the following year. To 
whom fucceeded 

William, the fifth lord Zouche of that name, who married Alice, 
only daughter and heir of Richard lord St. Maur ;* and having had 
fummons to parliament, from the 4th of Henry VI. to* the 2d of 
Edward IV. died the fame year; leaving William his fon and heir, as 
alfo John, a younger fon, w ho married Elizabeth, aunt and heir to 
Henry lord Grey of Codnorf (from whom defeended the Zouches of 
Codnor), and two daughters; Margaret, the wife of Sir Thomas Tre- 
fham, and Elizabeth. 

William, fixth lord Zouche, the ad of Edward IV. bearing the 
title of lord Zouche and St. Maur, having performed many fpecial fer¬ 
vices for that king, to his very great charge, had a fpecial livery of the 
lands of his inheritance; and in the 6th of Edward IV. had fummons 
to parliament, but died the next enfuing year; leaving John, his fon 
and heir; William, a younger fon; and two daughters; viz. Elizabeth 
and Margaret. Of 

John, the next lord, very little is faid. For it only appears, that 
the 22d of Edward IV. and the ift of Richard III. he had fummons 
to parliament; but taking part with the faid king Richard, he was 
attainted in parliament the ift of Henry VII. 


But 
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But this attainder was reverfcd the i ith of Henry VII. and he was 
fummoned to parliament afterwards, by the name of “ John Zoucfie de 
Zoucbe," the ill, 3d, 6th, and 7th of Henry VIII. He married Joanc, 
one of the filters and coheirs of John lord Dynham; and dcccaling the 
18th of Henry VIII. was fucceeded by 
John, his fon and heir; who had likewife fummons to parliament, 
from the 2 ill of Henry VIII. to the 2d of Edward VI. inchilive; and 
by his will, dated the 4th of Edward VI. bequeathed his body to be 
buried in the chapel at Haryngworth, where other of his anceltors lay 
interred, and deceafed the fame year leaving ifl’ue by Dorothy his 
wife, daughter to Sir William Capcl, knight, Richard, his fon and 
heir; and John, a younger Ion; as alio two daughters; viz. Mary, who 
married Robert Burbige, of Hay, in com. Middlefex; and Catherine, 
to Sir Francis Uvedale, of Horton, in com. Dorf.f 

Another wife was Sufan, daughter and heir of William Welby, of 
Halllcd, in com. Line, widow of Nicholas Davenport, of Bulwyke, in 
com. Northampt. 

Richard, ninth lord Zouchc, had fummons to parliament, the 5th 
of Edward VI. and died the following year; leaving Margaret his 
wifc, E daughter of - - - - - Cheney, and George, his fon and heir fur- 
viving. Which 

George married Margaret, one of the daughters and heirs of Wil¬ 
liam Welby, of Molton, in com. Line efquirc; and having had fum¬ 
mons to parliament, from the 6th of Edward VI. to the 8th of Eliza¬ 
beth, died the 1 ith of the fame reign ; leaving 

Edward, his fon and heir, then in minority; who, the 29th of 
Elizabeth, was one of the peers who fat in judgment on Mary queen 
of Scots, and was afterwards lent ambaflador into Scotland to palliate 
that matter. In the reign of queen Elizabeth, this Edward was a

C She mull have been his fecond wife, the tint being Joane, daughter of Sir John Rogers, of 
Brinnfion, in the county ofDorfet, mentioned both by Dugdalc, and by Hutchins in hisHiltory 
of Dorfct; but by the latter flic is called daughter of John Rogers, efquire, 
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perfon of confiderable note, nor was he lefs fo in that of James I. by 
which king he was continued lord prefident of Wales (whereto he 
had been appointed 44th Elizabeth), and was conftituted conftable of 
Dover caftle, and warden of the Cinque Ports, for life; during which 
time. Sir Edward Nicholas, afterwards fo celebrated, and fo well 
known as the friend of lord Clarendon, was his fecretary. He was the 
friend of Sir Henry Wotton, who addreflfed many of his letters to 
him; and is faid to have been well acquainted with Ben Jonfon. 
Concerning whole intimacy, the following circumftancc is recorded in 
Bridges’ Hiftory of Northamptonlhire; viz. " That eaftward from 
u the church of Haryngworth, and contiguous to the old manor houfe, 
“ are large ruins of the outward walls of a chapel; and againft the 
“ South wall, are the remains of the monument of George lord 
“ Zouche, who died in 1569. At the bottom of the North wall, is a 
“ fmall hole communicating with the cellar of the houfe, which, ac- 
“ cording to tradition, gave occafion to the following verfes of the 
" facetious Ben Jonfon: 

“ Whenever I die, let this be my fate, 

" To lye by my good lord Zouche; 

" That when I am diy, to the tap 1 may hye, 

“ And fo back again to my couch.” 

Lord Zouche married, firft, Eleanor, daughter of Sir John Zouche, 
of Codnor; and, fecondly, Sarah, daughter of Sir James Harrington, 
of Exton, widow, firft, of Francis lord Haftings; and, fecondly, of 
Sir George Kingfmill; and having had fummons to parliament, from 
the 13th of Elizabeth, to the lft of Charles I. died in 1625. When, 
by reafon he left only two daughters, his coheirs; viz. Elizabeth, mar¬ 
ried to William Tate, of Dc la Pre, in com. Northamp,; and Mary, 
to Thomas Leighton, efquire, the barony fell into abeyance between 
them or their reprefentatives, and hath lb, from the period of his death, 
remained dormant. 

A few years fince, however, Sir Cecil Bifliop, baronet, defeended 

through 
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through the Hedges and the Tates, from Elizabeth, the eldeft of the 
beforementioned two daughters and coheirs of Edward lord Zouche, 
preferred a claim to the barony; which, after much delay, difficulty, 
and difeuffion, in a committee of privileges of the Iioufe of lords, he 
at laft fo far fuccceded in, as to have it reported, that he had made 
good his defeent, anno 1807.'* 

The family of Zouche, once fo numerous, feems now almoft en¬ 
tirely extinct, unlcfs the Reverend Dr. Zoucn, prebendary of Dur¬ 
ham, the ingenious editor of Welton's Lives, be, as his name indicates, 
a remaining branch of this ancient Rock. 

Collins, in his Dictionary (Vol. II.) records “ James Zouche, of 
“ an ancient family in Surrey and Hants, the fon of James Zouche; 
“ who having raifed a troop of horfc for Charles I. at his own ex- 
“ penfe, in which Sir Alan Zouche, and Edward Zouche, his two 
“ younger fons, were captains, died at Podding, in his return from 
“ Oxford. He was the fon ot Sir Edward Zouche, knight, marfhal 
“ of England; probably the Sir Edward mentioned by Weldon, in 
“ his Court of James I.”

and, in fa&, one degree nearer in Hood. 

Again, it is alTerted, there are in pofleffion of the Claimant's family, fomo papers which were 
drawn up many years ago, with a view to a claim of this dignity in the perfon of Bartholomew 
Tate, efquire. Yet, it is Hrange to remark, that with all this anxiety to obtain and perpetuate 
evidence, no due (hould be preferved, fo as to fay at what parilh a regilter could be found of 
the birth of William, fon of Zouche Tate, nor of Bartholomew, the eldell fon and heir of the

With other Lords end men of account, in great numbers, whofe names, the author* 
of the Chronicles of Normandie, could not come by, as he himfelf confefleth. In con¬ 
sideration whereof, and becaufe divers of thefe are fet forth only by their titles of 
eflate, and not by their furnames, we have thought fit to give a copy of the Roll which 
fome time belonged to Battle Abbey, containing alfo (as the title thereof imports) the 
names of fuch Nobles and Gentlemen of marque, as came in with the Conqueror;

'The Table containing the foregoing names, was formerly fuf- 
pended in the Abbey of Battle, in SuiTex, with the following; 
fuperfcription: 

Dicitur a bello, bell am locus hie, quia bello 
Angligenae vidi, funt hie in morte rclidi: 

Martyr is in Chrifti fcfto cecidere calixti: 

Scxagenus erat fextus millefimus annua 
Cum pereunt Angli, ftelli monftrante comcta. 

To this Lift we hear vain perfons making perpetual references 
for proof of the antiquity of their families. Holingfhcd and Stow 
have both printed copies from it; but fo variant from each other, 
that the former confifts of nearly 300 names more than the latter. 

Fuller, in his Church Hiftory, has reprinted both in oppofite 
columns; and the learned Andrew du Cliefne, in the Appendix to 
his Collection of the Hiftorians of Normandy, has inferted a copy, 
which agrees moftly with Stow’s. 

Yet nearly two centuries ago, the excellent Camden, who fur- 
pafied as much in the depth and extent of his knowledge, as in the 
elegance of his taftc and his language, pronounced, that “ whofoever 
** confidereth it well, fliall find it always to be forged; and thoie 
“ names to be inferted which the time in every age favoured, End ‘ 
“ were never mentioned in the notable record of Domcfday.” . ^ 

Under all circumftanccs attending this fcroll of pretended fame 
and veracity, the degree of credit due to its authenticity is very 
fufpicious. But the copy here given is taken from Holingfhed, by 
reafon that his Chronicles have lately been deemed worthy re¬ 
printing, and he, as fuch, may be confidered as no batf^hority to 
follow. 



POSTSCRIPT. 

" * 

Sin'ce the article^ of Hungerford was printed off, I .have been in¬ 
formed from very good authority, that the arms aft not given exa&ly 
right; and that Mr. Peach Hungerford, is not in poffcffion of the 
family vaults, as mentioned; nor^ indeed, descended in* lined rc&a 
from the houfes of Farley, Downe-Amney, Cadetiham, &c. although 
a moft refpe&able and worthy chara&er. '■ 

As my account was taken in the firft rpfped from Hutchins’ Hif- 
tory of Dorfet, Vol. II. p. 352, and in the latter, froci'Mr. Lyfons' 
Magna Britannia, Vol. I. p. 297, I prefume, that “ if it be really 
erroneous,” this ftatement may ferve to warrant me; and to re&ify 
the miftake made in thofc two works .of acknowledged reputation. 

I (hall hereafter give a corre&ed account of the very ancient family 
of Hungerford, interfperfed with fome very curious and interefting 
matter. j
